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Auditor's  Report 


San  Francisco,  Cal.,  Jan.  4,  1914. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  Article  16,  Section  9,  of  the  Charter  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
herewith  the  Annual  Beport  of  the  Auditor,  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1914. 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Beport,  of  the  Auditor,  I  beg  leave  to 
state  (as  in  my  previous  report)  I  have  made  earnest  effort  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Commerce,  as 
authorized  by  an  Act  of  Congress,  also  according  to  instructions  and 
classifications  adopted  by  the  State  Controller,  Statutes  1911,  Chapter 
550.  Under  these  Acts  I  have  taken  particular  care  to  classify  each 
Fund  and  Account  and  arranging  them  in  a  uniform  manner  as  to  the 
payment  for  the  objects  and  purposes  for  which  they  were  appropriated, 
viz:  the  Salaries  and  Wages,  Expense  and  Outlays,  together  with  the 
total  expenditures  of  each  department. 

I  have  also  throughout  the  Beport  shown  complete  statements 
of  all  revenues  and  expenditures  under  their  proper  classification; 
having  in  view  the  adoption  of  a  system  which  will  insure  a  safe  and 
speedy  solution  in  facilitating  the  preparation  of  the  Budget  appro- 
priation and  simplyfying  the  compiling  of  Annual  Beports.

Gentlemen: 

For  some  months  past  I  have  spent  considerable  time,  in  con- 
ference with  our  Chief  Statistician,  Mr.  Leary,  in  the  revision  of  the 
accounting  system  of  the  City  Government,  and  in  the  preparation  of 
our  new  Budget  Estimate  for  the  conduct  of  the  City  for  the  year 
1914-15. 

The  Auditor's  Estimate  presents  statistics  as  accurate  and  as 
comparable  as  it  has  been  feasible  to  compile  from  the  records  in  this 
office,  relating  to  a  number  of  subjects. 

Our  estimate  of  the  expenditures  and  revenue  to  be  submitted  to 
your  Honorable  Body,  will  show  the  City's  probable  financial  opera- 
tions for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  in  detail,  together  with  an  abstract 
of  the  estimated  total  expenditures  for  each  department.  The  state- 
ment is  arranged  under  several  classifications,  in  order  of  sequence, 
so  as  to  bring  their  significance  within  the  understanding  of  those 
interested  in  the  subject  of  the  City 's  finances. 

The  classifications  referred  to  above  are  at  present  the  vogue  in 
all  large  Eastern  cities,  following  the  plan  suggested  and  advocated 
by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Census  and  Statistics.  Therefore,  '4t 
is  up  to  San  Francisco  to  either  reject  or  approve  this  new  system  of 
scientific  budget  making. ' ' 


The  essentials  of  the  estimate,  which  is  now  under  preparation, 
include: 

First:  The  installation  of  the  unit  cost  systems,  expense  and  lia- 
bility accounting,  proper  pay-roll  methods  and  effective  organization 
for  audit. 

Second:  The  adoption  of  definite  and  adequate  classification  of 
appropriation  titles,  and  the  elimination  of  the  ''Lump  Sum"  appro- 
priations, as  heretofore.  Money  has  often  been  appropriated  for  a 
specific  purpose  and  used  for  another,  simply  because  the  Budget 
afforded  no  suitable  basis  for  audit  control. 

Third:  To  provide  for,  and  show  in  detail,  all  information  neces- 
sary for  determining  what  amounts  should  be  appropriated  for  each 
function  and  purpose.     The  estimate  for  each  department,  board  and 
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commission  shows  the  various  services  to  be  rendered,  and  every  dollar 
set  aside  is  for  one  or  another  of  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  classi- 
fication. 

If  adopted  and  made  standard,  the  new  system  will  permit  of 
comparisons  from  year  to  year,  and  also  between  the  amounts  appro- 
priated and  the  amounts  expended.

Dear  Sir: — In  accordance  with  the  charter  provisions  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  the  Moving  Picture  Censor  Board  herewith  presents 
its  report  for  the  past  fiscal  year. 

The  Board  has  held  regular  meetings  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month 
during  the  past  year,  with  such  extra  meetings  as  were  deemed  necessary. 

There  is  a  feeling  that  the  type  of  pictures  has  improved  materially,  and 
it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Board  is  able  to  report  an  increased  spirit  of 
co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  majority  of  moving  picture  exhibitors.  This  is 
evidenced  by  frequent  requests  for  a  review  of  films  before  their  release,  and 
the  ready  agreement  to  such  revisions  as  are  suggested. 

The  most  serious  difficulty  experienced  by  the  Board  during  the  past  year 
has  been  in  regard  to  films  depicting  the  so-called  white  slave  traffic  in  its  many 
angles.  Pictures  of  this  type  are  regarded  by  the  Board  as  harmful,  and  every 
effort  has  been  made  to  have  as  few  of  these  shown  as  possible. 

The  total  number  of  films  reviewed  during  the  year  was  two  thousand  and 
twenty-three.    Of  this  number  nine  were  condemned  and  fifteen  revised.

Board  of  Public  Works 


Honorable  Jamet  Rolph,  Jr., 

Major,  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Honorable  and  Dear  Sir: — ^The  fiscal  year  1918-1Q14,  its  report  for  which 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  begs  leave  to  tender  you  herein,  not  only  sig- 
nalizes the  partial  realisation  of  the  first  of  San  Francisco's  great  tunnel  projects; 
the  development  of  the  Civic  Center  grounds  and  buildings;  the  commencement  of 
preparatory  water  supply  construction  work  in  the  Hetch  Hetchy  valley,  and  the 
extension  of  the  lines  of  the  Municipal  Railway  system,  but  is  of  particular  interest 
for  the  reason  that  during  it  a  greater  amount  of  street  improvements  were  effected, 
under  the  direction  of  this  board,  than  in  any  other  equal  period  of  the  depart- 
ment's activity. 

Four  hundred  and  fifty-three  blocks  of  streets  and  eighty-nine  street  crossings 
or  intersections  were  improved  during  the  year.  The  streets  or  sidwalks  fronting 
on  one  hundred  and  eleven  parcels  of  city  property  were  also  improved. 

On  October  1,  1918,  proceedings  were  initiated  by  this  commission  for  public 
improvements  under  the  provisions  of  the  Street  Improvement  Ordinance,  which 
allows  street  work  to  be  paid  for  in  more  than  one  installment.  As  this  procedure 
facilitates  the  performance  of  street  work  where  property  has  a  small  a^essed 
valuation,  all  the  public  proceedings  inaugurated  in  the  future  by  this  board  wiU 
be  began  and  continued  to  maturity  in  accordance  with  this  act. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-three  resolutions  declaring  street  work  exi>edient  in 
various  portions  of  the  city  were  adopted  by  the  board  during  the  same  period. 

The  equipment  of  the  Street  Repair  Division  was  increased  by  the  addition  of 
two  modem  paving  machines,  a  rock  bunker  and  an  asphalt  plant,  and  plans  are 
being  prepared  to  construct  a  shop  building  in  the  Street  Repair  Corporation  Yard. 

During  the  year  two  pneumatic  street  fiushers,  two  sanitary  combination 
sprinklers  and  fiushers  and  hand-cart  apparatus  for  street  sweepers  were  added 
to  the  equipment  of  the  Street  Cleaning  Division,  and  a  machine  and  blacksmith 
shop  established  at  the  Street  Cleaning  Corporation   Yard. 

The  necessity  of  providing  for  the  safety  of  audiences  in  the  various  public 
buildings  constructed  under  the  direction  of  this  department,  or  of  other  branches 
of  the  municipal  government,  induced  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  require  its 
official  examination  and  approval  of  all  plans  for  public  buildings,  on  an  equal 
basis  with  the  examination  and  approval  of  the  plans  for  structures  privately 
owned. 

Under  the  stimulus  of  a  decision  rendered  by  the  Superior  Court,  by  which 
the  right  of  this  department  to  order  improvements  in  and  upon  the  public  streets 
was  upheld,  an  unprecedented  amount  of  street  and  sidewalk  improvements  has 
been  installed  through  private  contract  by  property  owners  during  the  fiscal  year. 

We  take  pleasure  in  announcing  the  near  completion  during  the  year  of  the 
Forty-eighth  avenue  and  Golden  Oate  Park  sewer,  the  Yisitacion  valley  outlet,  the 
Sloat  and  Junipero  Serra  boulevard  sewers,  the  Baker  and  Tonquin  street  and 
the  Fourth  and  Brannan  streets  sewers,  and  the  completion  of  plans  for  the 
Baker's  Beach  outlet,  the  Olen  Park  sewer  extension,  and  for  the  main  sewers  in 
Fifth  street,  between  Brannan  and  Channel  streets,  in  Fulton  street,  between  the 
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Great  Highway  and  Forty-eighth  avenue,  and  in  Forty-sixth  avenue,  between  the 
Sutro  Heights  and  Fulton  street.  All  of  this  work  was  of  the  utmost  benefit  to  the 
residents  of  the  adjacent  districts. 

The  award  of  a  cohtc^^  for  the  placement  of  street  signs  in  the  outlying  dis' 
tricts:  the  sinkirig  of  n^elFs  In  the  Relief  Home  tract  'and  it  secliodS  suffering  from 
a  scarcity  of  water  for  domestic  uses;  the  regrading  of  Polk  street,  and  the  ma-' 
turity  of  proceedings  for  the  extension  or  opening  of  fifteen  streets  under  the 
amended  provisions  of  the  Charter,  may  also  be  mentioned  among  the  notable 
projects  intrusted  to  this  board  during  the  fiscal  year. 

With  this  brief  outline  of  its  essential  features  this  report  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted,  for  inclusion,  with  Your  Honor's  approval,  in  the  Municipal  Reports  com- 
piled and  published  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

Gentlemen: — ^Herewith  transmitted  please  find  the  Financial  Beport  of  the 
Bookkeeping  and  Accounting  Bureau  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1918-1914. 

The  report  has  been  necessarily  delayed  on  account  of  the  increased  rolume 
of  work  entailed  during  the  past  year — both  constructive  and  operative. 

The  summary  of  expenditures  is  inclusive  of  tabulations  in  all  classes  of  vork 
performed.  In  many  instances  the  work  was  not  completed  prior  to  June  80,  1918, 
and  the  moneys  were  carried  forward  to  the  fiscal  year  1913-1914. 

Whenever  balances  were  carried  forward  from  the  previous  fiscal  year  the 
accounts  as  compiled  will  show  the  total  expenditures  in  their  respective  classes. 

The  separate  appendices  exhibit  the  totals  as  compiled  from  the  books  and 
records  of  this  office,  inclusive  of  all  work  done  under  the  direction  of  the  various 
sub-departments,  the  expense  of  which  was  borne  out  of  the  several  bond  issue 
series.  No  recordation  is  made  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works'  original  estimate  of 
"Budget  Expenditures"  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year — the  magnitude  of  same  pre- 
cludes such  tabulation  being  shown,  same,  however,  having  been  previously  filed. 

The  timekeeping  system,  touched  on  last  year  to  some  greater  extent,  has  been 
brought  to  a  state  of  efficiency  through  the  co-operation  of  all  sub-departments, 
though  nothing  has  been  accomplished  in  re.  bi-weekly  pay  day  for  per  diem  em- 
ployes.  This  matter  was  recommended  at  budget  making  and  should  be  given  some 
further  attention  in  the  near  future. 

The  storekeeping  problem  has  been  adjusted  and  the  system  is  now  an  accom- 
plished fact.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  acknowledged  the  possible  efficacy  of  effect, 
as  submitted  in  the  several  reports,  and  appropriated  sufficient  moneys  to  cover 
necessary  exi>enses.  The  result  has  been  more  than  satisfactory — the  saving  in  all 
branches  of  repair  and  reconstruction  work  has  been  noticeable  and  the  service 
excellent. 

The  year's  work  has  been  greater  in  magnitude  than  any  other  since  the 
inception  of  the  present  Charter.  We  have  endeavored  to  obtain  the  best  possible 
results  with  the  least  possible  effort,  and  evolved  and  inaugurated  several  new 
ideas  which  have  proven  their  worth  in  facilitating  the  work  without  destroying 
the  system.

The  rejected  and  withdrawn  applications  were  in  direct  violation  of  the 
Building  Law  and  could  not  be  made  to  comply,  and  over  and  above  these  I 
found  varied  implied  infractions  of  the  law  in  approximately  50%  of  the  total 
number  of  applications  filed,  and  which  were  subsequently  revised,  and  finally 
approved  by  this  Bureau. 

In  the  past  year  this  Bureau  had  considerable  success  in  the  removal  of 
temporary  frame  structures  from  within  the  fire  limits,  and  there  now  remains  but  a 
few  scattered  throughout  the  business  district,  which  are  to  be  vacated  and  torn 
down  as  their  leases  expire. 

The  usual  close  attention  has  been  given  by  the  Bureau  to  all  complaints 
and  protests  entered  by  the  different  sectional  Improvement  Clubs,  with  the  result 
that  many  nuisances  and  violations  of  law  have  been  abated  which  were  not 
evident  until  brought  to  our  attention  in  this  manner. 

The  recent  ultimatum  issued  by  the  Board  against  all  cloth  signs  being 
erected  in  the  city,  and  which  do  not  comply  in  every  respect  with  the  ordi- 
nances,   has    so    impressed   the  merchants   and   those   engaged    in   the   business   of 
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erecting  them  that  a  mach  better  standard  has  been  adopted  thronghoat  the 
city,  both  in  appearance  and  character,  and  as  sach,  has  considerably  lessened 
the  agitation  by  the  Art  League  and  other  civic  organisations  against  them. 

In  the  supervision  of  tenements,  hotels  and  lodging  houses,  the  Bureau 
has  adopted  a  card  record  system,  and  by  which  all  essential  features  of  a 
building  are  checked  and  recorded,  and  any  necessary  corrections  made  at  the 
time  such  are  laid  out  in  the  building,  starting  with  the  foundation  lines,  for 
courts,  yards,  shafts,  etc.,  and  continued  through  and  until  the  building  is  ready 
for  occupancy,  and  a  certificate  of  acceptance  asked  from  the  Board.  This 
lessens  the  possibility  of  errors  and  omissions  from  the  law  during  erection, 
and  the  consequent  trouble  in  changing  and  reconstructing  various  portions  of 
the  building  when  all  is  completed. 

During  the  year  all  contracts  for  public  buildings  and  for  the  Panama- 
Pacific  International  Exposition  have  been  recorded  in  this  Bureau,  and  in 
consequence,  the  total  of  building  operations  in  the  city  and  county  are  more 
dearly  shown. 

Following  a  recent  visit  with  the  Commissioners  to  a  number  of  frame 
lodging  houses  which  were  erected  shortly  after  the  fire  of  1906,  it  is  the 
intention  of  this  Bureau  to  draft  an  ordinance  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  their  approval,  with  a  view  to  have  these  buildings  comply  as 
far  as  practicable  with  the  present  building  laws,  and  thereby  insuring  greater 
safety  to  the  occupants.

RECONSTRUCTION    AND    REPAIRS. 

There  were  897  sewer  breaks  during  the  fiscal  year.  Of  this  number  286 
were  repairs  to  iron  stone  pipe  sewers,  111  were  repairs  to  brick  sewers;  42  man- 
holes  and  118  cesspools  were  constructed,  107  manholes  and  284  cesspools  were 
repaired,  and  all  defective  castings  were  replaced  by  new  ones;  9,850  lineal  feet 
of  pipe  sewers  were  reconstructed  and  repaired;  7,250  lineal  feet  of  brick  sewers 
were  reconstructed  and  repaired;  620  feet  of  4'  by  6'  wooden  box  sewer  were 
constructed.

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  Resolution  No.  81,788,  Second  Series,  here- 
tofore passed  by  your  Honorable  Board,  I  submit,  for  your  approval,  this  report 
of  the  operations  of  the  Street  Cleaning  Department,  Board  of  Public  Works,  for 
the  fiscal  year  1913-1914,  including  detailed  statements  of  the  yardage  of  th« 
public  streets  swept  by  hand,  by  machine,  sprinkled,  flushed,  washed  with  flush- 
ers,  hose  and  squeegees,  the  amount  of  such  work  accomplished  in  each  month  of 
said  fiscal  year,  and  in  each  of  the  sixteen  street  cleaning  districts,  the  number  of 
teams  in  the  employ  of  the  department,  the  number  of  loads  of  dirt  removed  from 
the  public  streets,  the  average  number  of  street  sweepers  in  the  employ  of  the  depart- 
ment during  each  of  the  months  of  said  fiscal  year,  a  full  statement  of  the  expense 
account  of  the  department,  together  with  certain  other  data  relative  to  the  work 
of  this  department,  as  follows,  to-wit:

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FAMILIES    SUPPLIED    WITH   WATER   FOR   HOUSEHOLD    PURPOSES 
BY    THIS    DEPARTMENT. 


Owing  to  the  as  yet  non-extension  of  water  mains  in  certain  parts  of  District 
No.  5  (Sunset)  certain  families  there  residing  found  themselves  onable  to  procure 
water  for  household  purposes;  and  this  department,  acting  upon  a  request  from 
the  Mayor's  office,  has  supplied  water  to  twenty  families  in  said  district  during 
the  past  fiscal  year,  amounting  to  four  tanks,  or  about  2000  gallons,  per  day. 

There  are  now  approximately  450  miles  of  accepted  streets  which  must  be 
cared  for  by  this  department  and  additions  are  continually  being  made  by  the 
acceptance  of  additional  blocks  and  streets.  Some  of  these  streets  require  to  be 
kept  constantly  clean  by  blockmen  stationed  thereon;  others  are  cleaned  once 
daily;  others  twice  a  week,  and  other  less  important  streets  are  cleaned  once  a 
week,  according  to  the  office  schedule. 

The  work  of  the  department  has  considerably  increased  during  the  past  fiscal 
year,  owing  to  increased  mileage  of  accepted  streets,  and  will  doubtless  increase 
to  a  much  greater  extent  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  as  the  appropriation  for 
the  present  fiscal  year  will  cover  five  months  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition 
period;  and  the  streets  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Exposition  grounds  and  the 
streets  leading  thereto  and  therefrom  must  be  adequately  swept  and  kept  in  good 
condition. 

The  improvement  clubs  in  the  various  quarters  of  the  city  are  each  de* 
manding  extensions  of  the  work  of  this  department  in  its  particular  district  and 
more  frequent  cleaning  and  sprinkling  of  the  streets;  and  the  public,  educated 
to  a  large  extent  by  such  clubs,  has  become  more  exacting  than  ever  in  its  de- 
mands along  these  lines;  and  this  department  has,  whenever  and  wherever  possi- 
ble, complied  with  these  demands  to  the  very  limit  of  its  equipment  and  resources.

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BUSEAU  OF  UOHT  AlID  WATER  INSPEOTION 


In  report  for  previoas  year  was  presented  an  outline  of  the  duties  and  powers 
of  the  bureau,  under  the  proyisions  of  State  law,  municipal  ordinances  and  reso- 
lutions of  the  Board  of  Superrisors.  No  change  has  been  made  during  the  past 
year  in  the  laws  goyeming  the  bureau. 

The  character  of  the  work  and  the  manner  of  handling  same  has  remained 
practically  unchanged.  It  falls  under  the  following  general  diyisions:  Inspection 
of  water  senrice,  inspection  of  gas  seryice,  inspection  of  city  lighting,  miscel- 
laneous. 

WATER    SERVICE    INSPEOTION. 

This  branch  of  the  work  has  consisted  in: 

(1)  Testing  seryice  meters,  on  request  of  consumers;  making  inspections  for 
leaks,  etc.,  and  adjusting  errors  in  bills  arising  from  incorrect  registration  of 
meters. 

(2)  Inspecting  premises  of  consumers  paying  a  *'flat**  rate  to  ascertain  that 
the  rate  has  been  fixed  in  conformity  with  the  proyisions  of  the  ordinance  regu- 
lating the  rates  for  supplying  water. 

(3)  Inyestigating  complaints  of  consumers,  concerning  the  character  of  the 
seryice,  with  particular  reference  to  pressure,  adequacy  of  supply,  quality,  etc. 

(4)  Inyestigating  applications  for  new  water  senrices  in  certain  districts. 
(6)   Checking  up  the  quantity  used,  and  preyenting  waste  in  public  buildings. 

The  number  of  senrice  meters  tested  was  625,  an  increase  of  228  oyer  the 
'preyious   year.    With   the   exception  of   three   meters  owned  by   the   Municipal 
Water  Works,  in  Visitacion  Valley,  the  meters  are  the  property  of  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company. 
Of  the  meters  tested 

178  registered  "fast." 

180  registered  "slow.** 

251  registered  accurate. 

7  did  not  register. 

The  ayerage  percentage  of  error  "fast"  was 1.94 

The  ayerage  percentage  of  error  "slow"  was 1.46 

Of  the  total  number  of  meters  tested  28%  showed  an  error  to  the  prejudice 
of  consumer.  All  tests  were  made  on  premises  where  meters  were  installed,  and 
were  consequently  made  under  actual  seryice  conditions. 

The  ordinance  fixing  the  rates  does  not  specify  any  allowable  error  in  meteVs, 
nor  does  it  prescribe  the  manner  of  computing  the  amount  to  be  refunded  on 
account  of  errors  in  registration.  It  is  the  practice,  howeyer,  when  a  meter  is 
found  to  be  "fast,"  to  require  the  company  to  correct  the  bills  for  the  time  the 
meter  has  been  in  senrice,  but  not  for  a  longer  period  than  two  years.  No  refund 
is  required  from  consumer  in  case  the  meter  is  found  to  be  "slow." 

The  number  of  inspections  made  upon  request  of  consumers  paying  a  "flat** 
rate  was  16.  These  inspections  consist  in  taking  an  inyentory  of  water  fixtures 
and  other  items  upon  which  the  water  rate  is  based,  and  comparing  same  with 
the  rating  made  by  the  water  company.  Some  of  the  inspections  were  made  fol- 
lowing complaint  that  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  showed  discrimination 
in  the  matter  of  rates  in  fayor  of  some  consumers.  In  no  case  has  it  been  found 
that  any  consumer  has  been  oyerchaged,  or  that  any  fayoritism  has  been  shown. 
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In  some  instanees,  however,  the  rate  has  been  changed  from  "flat"  to  "meter" 
rate,  or  yice  versa,  to  the  satisfaction  both  of  consumer  and  water  company. 

Frequent  complaints  have  been  made  by  improvement  clubs  and  residents  in 
various  localities  afainst  the  £^ring  Valley  Water  Company,  alleging  insufficient 
pressure,  inadequate  supply,  and  generally  poor  service.  The  greater  number  of 
such  complaints  came  from  the  Richmond,  Sunset,  Lave  View.  Glen  Park  and 
Butchertown  districts.  In  some  instances  the  grievances  were  remedied  by  the 
company,  but  in  most  cases  conditions  remain  the  same,  because  to  effectually 
improve  them  it  is  necessary  to  make  a  complete  change  in  the  distributing 
system.  In  many  cases  closely  built-up  blocks  are  being  supplied  through  V  and 
IH"  mains,  which,  even  under  favorable  conditions  of  pressure,  are  unable  to 
carry  sufficient  water  to  meet  the  needs  of  consumers. 

Owing  to  the  policy  pursued  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Oompany  for  some 
years  past  in  refusing  to  extend  the  distributing  system,  builders  and  property 
owners  have  been  compelled,  at  their  own  expense,  to  install  mains  and  connect 
them  with  the  company's  system.  For  reasons  of  economy  only  small-size  pipe 
has  been  used  in  these  instances.  This  arrangement  was  fairly  satisfactory  so 
long  as  the  consumers  were  few;  but  as  the  neighborhoods  have  been  built  up 
and  an  increasing  number  of  consumers  have  been  connected  to  these  mains  con- 
ditions have  resulted  in  a  chronic  scarcity  of  water,  amounting  at  times  almost 
to  a  famine.  In  a  number  of  localities,  on  the  higher  levels,  no  water  is  obtain- 
able during  the  daytime.  In  such  places  water  is  gathered  at  night,  when  the 
pressure  is  better,  because  of  the  smaller  consumption  in  the  lower  levels,  and 
stored  in  cisterns  or  tanks  for  the  next  day's  use.  The  fact  that  in  these  neigh- 
borhoods a  great  deal  of  water  is  used  for  irrigation  tends  inevitably  to  increase 
the  prevailing  scarcity. 

Owing  to  the  frequency  of  these  complaints  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Com- 
pany recently  determined  not  to  accept  any  new  customers  in  the  districts  af- 
fected, declaring  it  has  reached  the  limit  of  its  capacity  to  deliver  water  under 
the  present  state  of  the  distributing  system.  This  policy,  if  carried  out,  would 
have  worked  a  great  hardship,  because  a  number  of  people  who  had  made  prepa- 
rations to  build,  or  bad  buildings  in  course  of  construction,  would  have  been 
compelled  to  suspend  operations.  It  consequently  met  with  strong  opposition. 
The  company  at  length  consented  to  connect  new  services,  but  only  upon  condi- 
tion, first,  that  the  applicants  sign  a  statement  agreeing  that  they  would  not 
hold  the  company  responsible  for  any  failure  to  furnish  adequate  service,  and, 
secondly,  that  each  application  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  Public  Utilities  Committee  of  the  Board  has  had  this  matter  in  charge, 
and  by  reference  from  the  committee  this  bureau  has  investigated  all  applications 
for  new  services  and  rendered  reports  upon  each  case  to  the  committee.  These 
inspections  have  taken  up  a  great  deal  of  time,  as  it  has  been  necessary  to  ex- 
amine the  size  of  mains  and  conditions  of  pressure,  and  ascertain  the  number  of 
consumers  supplied,  as  well  as  other  local  conditions;  this  being  necessary  to 
protect  the  interests,  not  alone  of  applicants  for  new  services,  but  of  the  con- 
sumers already  connected.  The  number  of  applications  reported  is  42,  of  which 
40  were  approved  and  two  were  disapproved. 

A  few  complaints  of  "bad  water"  have  been  received.  Such  complaints 
have  charged  that  water  was  muddy,  or  had  a  bad  taste  or  odor.  These  usually 
come  from  consumers  connected  to  "dead  ends"  of  mains,  or  where  water  has 
been  shut  off  temporarily  to  make  repairs  to  mains,  etc.  The  remedy  has  been 
to  have  the  mains  blown  out  in  the  localities  affected  until  the  quality  of  the 
water  was  a^ain  satisfactory.  Complaints  of  this  nature  have  been  followed  up 
to  make  sure  that  the  causes  have  been  effectually  removed. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  water  consumption  in  public  buildings 
with  a  view  to  preventing  waste.    An  account  is  kept  of  the  quantity  used  in  each 
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building,  and  wheneyer  any  unasual  increajie  has  occurred  inspection  has  been 
made,  this  cause  located  and  efforts  made  to  properly  remedy  the  deficiency.  Leaky 
or  otherwise  defective  plumbing  has  usually  been  the  cause  of  excessive  consump- 
tion and  consequent  increase  in  water  bills. 

By  this  means  the  expenditure  for  water  in  public  buildings  has  been  kept 
well  within  the  appropriation.  For  the  fiscal  year  1013-14  there  was  appropriated 
for  water  in  public  buildings  $28,000.00;  of  this  $22,076,31  was  expendid,  leav- 
ing an  unexpended  balance  of  $928.69.  The  public  buildings  herein  referred  to 
do  not  include  school  buildings. 

GAS    SERVICE    INSPECTION. 
This  inspection  has  consisted  in: 

(1)  Testing  customers'  meters  and  adjusting  disputed  bills. 

(2)  Testing  and  determining  candle  power  and  heat  value  of  gas  and  taking 
records  of  gas  pressure. 

(8)   Investigating  complaints  as  to  the  general  character  of  the  service. 

The  number  of  service  meters  tested  upon  request  of  consumers  was  87,  an 
increase  of  69  over  the  previous  year.     The  results  were:

The  meters  tested  were  all  the  property  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company. 

Under  the  ordinance  a  meter  showing  an  error  of  less  than  2%  in  registration 
is  regarded  as  accurate.  Of  the  87  meters  tested  only  7  showed  an  error  of 
more  than  2%  to  the  prejudice  of  the  consumer.  The  above  tests  were  made  on 
consumer's  premises  by  a  test  meter  previously  calibrated  by  comparison  with 
meter  prover,  and  connected  in  series  with  customer's  meter.  Where  a  service 
meter  has  been  found  more  than  2%  "fast"  it  has  been  taken  off  and  the  test 
verified  by  test  under  prover.  This  arrangement  has  the  advantage  of  saving 
time,  both  for  the  inspector  and  the  gas  company,  as  it  obviates  the  necessity 
of  removing  the  meter  unless  it  is  found  to  be  inaccurate  beyond  the  require- 
ments of  the  ordinance. 

In  general,  requests  for  meter  tests  have  been  made  by  consumers  whose 
meters  have  recently  been  changed.  It  is  the  practice  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  to  remove  meters  after  thy  have  been  in  service  between  five 
and  six  years  and  install  new  ones;  for  the  reason  that  a  meter  after  having  been 
in  use  this  length  of  time,  is  liable  to  require  repairs,  the  leather  diaphragms  be- 
coming worn  out  or  perforated,  thus  causing  the  meter  to  pass  gas  without  prop- 
erly measuring  same,  with  consequent  loss  to  the  company.  The  installation  of 
new  meters  is  sometimes  followed  by  an  increase  of  bills,  hence  many  requests 
for  meter  tests. 

The  gas  laboratory  of  the  bureau  was  dismantled  in  November,  1912,  the 
shack  building  in  which  it  was  located  having  been  razed.  The  instruments  have 
been  placed  in  storage.  Up  to  the  present  time  no  suitable  accommodations  for 
reinstalling  the  apparatus  has  been  found. 

It  has,  therefore,  been  impossible  to  make  reg^ular  tests  to  determine  the 
quality  of  the  gas.  Such  tests  as  have  been  made  have  been  taken  in  the  labora- 
tory of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  at  its  Potrero  works,  the  engineer 
in  charge  offering  every  facility  to  the  inspector.  The  tests  consisted  in  meas- 
uring candle  power  and  heat  value.  The  standards  fixed  by  ordinance  are  the 
same  as  for  previous  year,  viz.,  19  candles  and  600  B.  t.  u.  per  cubic  foot. 
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Following  are  results  obtained  just  prior  to  the  close  of  fiscal  year:

The  above  measurements  were  made  with  Junker*  s  calorimeter. 

Pressure  records  have  been  taken  regularly  at  the  following  locations:  Tem- 
porary City  Hall,  and  fire  houses  at  1819  Post  street,  1878  Utah  street  and  1848 
Tenth  ayenue,  Sunset.  The  instruments  employed  are  the  Bristol  graphic  pressure 
gauges.  The  records  obtained  show  a  generally  satisfactory  condition  of  pressure. 
Not  alone  is  it  being  kept  within  the  maximum  and  minimum  limits  fixed  by  the 
ordinance,  but  it  is  kept  practically  constant  during  the  hours  of  peak  load  and 
with  but  little  variation  during  the  entire  twenty-four  hours. 

The  number  of  complaints  as  to  the  general  character  of  the  service  is  very 
small.  Most  frequently  they  have  been  found  caused  by  local  defects,  the  main 
complaint  of  "poor  gas"  being  due  to  the  clogging  of  service  and  house  pipes  by 
naphtha  crystals,  and  is  readily  remedied  by  having  the  services  or  house  piping 
pumped  out. 

Each  complaint  made  to  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  through  the 
office  of  the  bureau  has  been  promptly  and  effectually  attended  to. 


ELECTRIC    METER    TESTS. 

The  bureau  is  required  by  ordinance  to  test  consumers'  watt  hour  meters, 
when  requested.  During  the  year  10  such  tests  have  been  made,  four  more  than 
during  the  preceding  year.  The  standards  and  other  testing  equipment  was  fur* 
nished  by  the  utility  owning  the  meter  to  be  tested.  Three  meters  were  owned 
by  the  City  Electric  Company  and  seven  by  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company.

LIGHTING   STREETS  AND   PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  bureau  to  Investigate  all  proposals  for  change  or  im- 
provement in  the  street  lighting  system  and  prepare  reports  «nd  recommendations 
thereon  to  the  Lighting  and  Rates  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  also  to 
check  up  and  examine  all  installations,  removals  and  changes  in  location  of 
street  lights. 

Following  table  shows  the  character  of  the  street  lighting  and  the  average 
number  of  each  kind  of  lights  in  operation  during  each  month  of  the  past  fiscal 
year: 
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The  217  electric  ares  on  Market  Street,  from  the  Embaroadero  to  Yalencia 
Street,  and  58  on  Sutter  Street,  from  Sansome  Street  to  Van  Nesi  Ayenue,  are 
being  operated  and  maintained  by  the  United  Railroads,  under  the  terms  of  its 
franchise.  The  105  electric  arc  lights  along  the  route  of  the  Union  Street  Rail- 
road were  operated  by  the  Presidio  and  Ferries  Railroad  Company  until  Decem- 
ber 14,  1918,  when  the  city  assumed  control  of  the  road. 

The  electric  arches  on  Fillmore  Street,  from  Fulton  to  Sacramento  Street, 
and  one  arch  on  Mission  Street,  at  Twenty-fifth  Street,  are  on  metered  service. 

So  is  the  tungsten  lighting  on  Haight  Street,  from  Buchanan  to  Scott  Street, 
and  from  Ashbury  to  Cole  Street;  on  Clement  Street,  from  Arguello  Boulevard 
to  Tenth  Avenue;  on  Buena  Yista  Avenue;  the  Sea  Cliff  Division,  and  Circuits  1, 
2,  and  8,  Ingleside  Terrace;  the  cost  of  current  being  8  cents  per  K.W.H. 

The  upkeep  of  the  above  lighting  is  paid  for  by  private  subscription,  except 
the  Mission  Street  arch,  the  city  paying  $25.00  per  month  for  its  care  and 
maintenance. 

Several  electrolier  standards,  owned  by  the  City  and  County,  were  broken 
or  otherwise  damaged  by  being  run  into  by  automobiles  or  other  vehicles,  and 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  Bureau  to  require  that  such  property  be  properly  replaced 
or  repaired. 

In  most  cases  it  has  only  been  necessary  to  call  the  matter  to  the  attention 
of  the  owner  of  the  vehicle  causing  the  damage,  who  at  once  took  steps  to  adjust 
the  matter,  while  in  others,  after  a  number  of  ineffectual  appeals  by  letter  or 
in  person,  it  became  necessary  to  place  the  ease  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Attorney 
for  collection. 

The  Bureau  keeps  a  record  of  the  consumption  of  gas  and  electric  current 
in  public  buildings,  and  is  thus  enabled  to  check  up  waste  or  extravagant  use. 

The  monthly  demands  of  the  company  having  the  contract  for  supplying  gas 
and  electric  current  for  public  use  and  for  street  lighting  are  examined  and 
their  various  items  checked  up  by  the  Bureau.  Proper  deductions  are  made  for 
street  lamp  outages,  a  daily  record  of  which  is  being  kept  from  reports  furnished 
by  the  Police  Department. 

Following  is  a  statement  showing  the  cost  of  the  various  kinds  of  lighting: 
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PERMITS  FOR  POLE  SETTING. 

It  ia  the  duty  of  the  Bureau  to  examine  applications  of  public  service  cor- 
porations for  permits  to  erect  poles  on  public  streets,  and  to  report  on  each  ap* 
plication  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  stating  the  nature  of  the  proposed 
construction.

The  above  construction  was  designed  to  re-route  an  existing  line  by  re- 
moving it  from  the  exposition  grounds,  and  was  authorized  by  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  February  24,  1914.

The  Bureau  has  taken  up  a  number  of  complaints  that  poles  maintained 
by  public  service  corporations  were  located  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct 
entrances  to  buildings,  garages,  or  sidewalks,  etc.  When,  after  investigation, 
the  complaint  has  appeared  well  founded,  the  attention  of  the  company  has  been 
called  to  the  matter,  with  request  that  the  pole  be  either  removed  or  shifted  so 
.as  to  obviate   the  difficulty. 

Such  requests  have  been  made  to  the  Pacific  Gas  ft  Electric  Company,  the 
Pacific  Telephone  ft  Telegraph  Company  and  the  United  Railroads,  and  in  every 
case  prompt  attention  has  been  given  to  the  request. 

Inquiries  from  other  cities  relative  to  matters  coming  within  the  scope  of 
the  Bureau  have  been  promptly  answered.

Oentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  annual  report  of 
the  operations  of  the  Bureau  of  Streets  for  the  fiscal  year,  commencing  July  1, 
1018,  and  ending  June  SO,  1914,  being  the  fifteenth  annual  report  presented 
since  the  organisation  of  the  Bureau. 

The  work  performed  by  this  department  is  reported  herein  under  the  follow- 
ing classification:

One  hundred  and  sixteen  assessments  were  prepared  for  the  cost  of  street 
work  performed  under  public  contract.  The  total  cost  of  this  street  work  was 
$165,828.98. 

Sixty-two  Resolutions  of  Intention,  recommend  the  ordering  of  812  pieces 
of  street  work,  were  prepared.  Three  thousand  and  ninety-seven  Notices  of 
Street  Work  were  posted  along  the  line  of  the  contemplated  improvement. 

The  Public  Service  Corporations  made  ten  thousand  three  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  excavations  in  the  streets  for  the  installation  of  mains  and  service 
connections  therefrom.  These  excavations  were  made  principally  by  the  follow- 
ing corporations:

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ASSESSMENTS  FOR  STREET  WORK. 

During  the  flgcal  year  there  were  one  hundred  and  sixteen  (116)  asiesi* 
mentB  prepared  and  issued  for  the  cost  of  street  work  performed  under  public 
contract. 

The  total  cost  of  this  street  work  as  shown  by  these  assessments  amounted 
to  $166,828.93. 

These  assessments  were  issued  to  the  contractors,  and  a  copy  of  each  was 
recorded  in  the  Street  Assessment  Records  in  the  Bureau  of  Streets,  together 
with  the  returns  made  theron. 

During  the  year  we  have  changed  our  former  methods  in  the  matter  of 
recording  these  assessments.  Our  record  books  have  been  considerably  reduced 
in  size  and  each  assessment  is  typewritten,  and,  together  with  the  diagrams,  are 
recorded  in  loose  leaf  record  books. 

These  diagrams  show  by  appropriates  coloring  the  character  of  the  work 
for  which  the  assessment  is  issued. 

Instead,  as  has  been  the  custom  in  the  past,  of  designating  the  lot  owners 
as  "unknown",  we  now  show  the  names  of  these  lot  owners  as  taken  from  the 
latest  available  records.  This  system  requires  the  contractors  to  make  personal 
demands  for  payment  upon  the  lot  owners  if  they  can  conveniently  be  found, 
and  a  demand  upon  the  property  assessed  in  cases  of  non-resident  owners. 

REGISTER  OF  STREET  WORK  PROCEEDINGS. 

In  the  Bureau  of  Streets  is  kept  a  complete  and  correct  record  of  all  pro- 
ceedings referring  to  the  improvement  of  streets  and  the  construction  of  sewers. 
These  records  are  consulted  every  day  by  representatives  of  the  Title  Insurance 
Companies,  searchers  of  records,  attorneys  and  property  owners.  They  are  fully 
recorded  and  indexed  and  their  preparation  necessitates  the  investigation  and 
recordation  of  all  resolutions  of  the  Board  of  Public  Work,  Ordinances  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  publications  in  the  official  newspaper  pertaining  to 
street  work,  of  which  there  were  the  following  during  the  fiscal  year:

RESOLUTIONS   OF  INTENTION  AND   NOTICES   OF   STREET  WORK. 

According  to  Charter  provisions  and  the  alternative  system  provided  in 
Ordinance  No.  2439,  which  became  operative  in  October,  1913,  the  Bureau  of 
Streets  prepared  62  Resolutions  of  Intention  recommending  the  ordering  of  312 
separate  pieces  of  street  work  during  the  fiscal  year.  They  also  prepared  and 
posted  along  the  line  of  the  contemplated  improvements  8097  notices  of  the 
passage  of  the  Resolutions  of  Intention. 

REPORT  OF  STREET  INSPECTORS. 

For  the  first  nine  months  of  the  fiscal  year  there  were  three  inspectors 
whose  duties  com^vrised  the  supervision  of  pavement  restoration  over  trenches 
opened  in  the  streets  by  the  public  service  corporations,  inspection  of  streets 
upon  completion  of  building  operations,  sub-sidewalk  construction  and  house 
moving.      These   inspectors    served   notices   upon   property-owners   requiring   the 
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constmction  of  bulkheads,  removal  of  street  obstructions,  repair  of  side  sewers, 
etc.  They  reported  upon  miscellaneous  complaints  and  various  petitions  referred 
to  them. 

INSPECTION  OP  CORPORATION  TRENCHES. 

From  July  1,  1918,  to  April  1,  1914,  there  were  three  inspectors  who  de* 
voted  a  portion  of  their  time  to  the  inspection  of  street  openings  and  pave- 
ment restoration  performed  by  the  public  service  corporations.  These  openings 
were  made  for  the  installation  of  distribution  main  pipes  and  conduits,  and 
service  connections  therefrom. 

On  April  1,  1914,  five  inspectors  were  appointed  under  the  provisions  of 
Ordinance  No.  2201  (New  Series)  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  "Regulating  the 
"Making  and  Refilling  of  Excavations  in  the  Public  Streets".  These  inspectors 
devoted  their  entire  time  to  the  supervision  of  this  character  of  work. 

SIDEWALK  INSPECTION. 

There  are  two  in8i>ectors  who  are  detailed  to  serve  notices  upon  property 
owners,  requiring  them  to  construct  or  repair  sidewalks,  pursuant  to  petitions 
filed  or  complaints  received  in  this  department. 

These  notifications  are  served  in  conformity  with  Section  16  of  Chapter 
2,  Article  YI  of  the  Charter. 

898,895  square  feet  of  sidewalks  were  laid  during  the  year  through  the 
efforts  of  these  inspectors.

GENERAL. 

The  first  consideration  in  any  city  or  town  should  be  the  proper  laying  out 
of  its  streets,  especially  with  reference  to  its  future  requirements.  Very  few 
of  our  cities  are  so  planned,  San  Francisco  being  excluded  from  the  few.  In 
the  residential  portions,  especially  on  the  hilly  ground,  the  present  straight 
lines  with  prohibitive  grades,  could,  at  the  outset,  have  been  replaced  with  curves 
thus  affording  better  grades  at  perhaps  less  cost.  The  plan  adopted,  however, 
determines  automatically  to  a  certain  extent,  the  character  of  the  pavement  to 
be  laid. 

It  is  very  doubtful  if  the  automobile  will  ever  completely  replace  the  team, 
and  until  such  time  arrives,  pavements  must  be  laid  with  due  consideration  for 
the  horse.  On  the  heavy  grades  and  traffic  districts  some  form  of  rough  pave- 
ment is  required,  such  as  cobbles,  basalt  blocks  or  vitrified  brick.  Of  the  three 
above  named,  the  cobbles  are  being  removed  as  the  work  will  permit.  Basalt 
blocks  will  always  remain  in  certain  districts  unless  some  other  material  with 
equally  good  wearing  qualities  is  found  to  replace  them.  Very  little  brick 
paving  has  been  done  owing  to  its  high  initial  cost  and  to  the  "Missourian" 
attitude  that  it  must  first  be  tried  out  to  determine  its  actual  merit.  The  brick 
work  which  has  been  done,  however,  has  proven  very  satisfactory  under  light 
traffic  and  fairly  so  under  the  heavier  conditions. 

BASALT  BLOCK  PAVING.  As  was  previously  stated  there  are  certain 
streets  (those  carrying  heavy  grades  and  traffic)  which  will  always  be  paved 
with  the  invincible  basalt  block.  There  are  many  arguments  for  and  against 
this  class  of  pavement.  There  are,  however,  few  in  favor  of  the  particular  type 
of  construction  now  in  use — namely :  blocks  on  no  foundation  other  than  sand. 
The  one  unsurpassable  objection  to  a  more  permanent  construction  is  lack  of 
funds  to  properly  perform  the  work  and  to  cover  the  required  area. 

Following  the  conflagration  of  1906  the  streets  were  left  in  a  deplorable 
condition.  The  pavements  regardless  of  character  were  burned  to  the  extent  of 
requiring  complete  recoqstruction.  It  was  not  until  1912  that  reconstruction 
work  was  attempted  by  this  department  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works.  In  the  meantime  improvements  had  continued  and  traffic  assumed 
even  a  greater  magnitude.  It  required  but  a  few  years  to  wear  out  the  already 
lifeless  pavements,  consequently  every  block  seemed  to  give  way  practically  at 
the  same  time.  The  monthly  appropriation  of  forty-five  thousand  dollars  was 
increased  to  sixty  thousand,  the  intention  being  to  concentrate  on  reconstruc- 
tion work  and  repair  only  the  more  passable  of  the  blocks  until   such   time   as 
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they  could  be  entirely  reconstructed.  The  basalt  blocks  have  on  the  average 
been  found  to  be  about  fifty  percent  culls.  This  amount  has  been  furnished 
from  some  other  street  which  was  being  converted  into  asphalt  on  concrete. 
In  this  way  the  necessity  of  buying  new  blocks  has  been  almost  entirely  averted. 
Many  of  the  streets  reconstructed  with  old  basalt  blocks,  among  which  were 

Oregon,  Battery  to  Front,  and  Front  to  Davis, 

Fulton,  First  Avenue  to  Stanyan, 

Third,  Townsend  to  King, 

Fourth  Street,  Market  to  Howard, 

Sixth  Street  and  Seventh  Street,  Howard  to  Brannan, 

Sacramento  Street,   Sansome  to  Davis, 

Steuart  Street,  Howard  to  Folsom, 

required  much  heavier  work  than  the  average  street.  In  Oregon,  Sixth  Street, 
Seventh  Street,  Sacramento  and  Steuart  Streets  a  fill  ranging  from  two  to  three 
and  a  half  feet  was  required  to  bring  them  to  the  present  official  grade.  In  all 
cases  the  best  sand  possible  was  obtained  and  packed  with  six  severe  floodings. 
These  streets  today  are  in  good  condition  and  will  undoubtedly  remain  so  for 
some  time  to  come. 

In  grading  Fulton  Street  there  were  removed  in  all  sixty-six  pieces  of  con- 
Crete  boulders  which  evidently  bear  a  close  relation  to  the  former  cable  street 
car  road.  In  changing  from  the  cable  to  the  overhead  trolley  the  boulders  were 
dragged  to  the  side  of  the  then  unimproved  street  and  left  to  be  buried  in  the 
sand.  It  was  necessary  to  remove  them  all  in  order  to  set  the  curb  to  official 
grade. 

Third  Street  was  paved  during  a  Saturday  night  and  Sunday  so  as  not  to 
interrupt  traffic. 

Fourth  Street  was  paved  during  the  heavy  traffic  hours,  which  necessarily 
make  the  work  slower  than  it  otherwise  would  have  been. 

Sixth  Street,  between  Howard  and  Harrison,  Seventh  Street  between  Bryant 
and  Brannan,  Polk  Street  between  Ellis  and  O'Farrell  and  Larkin  Street  between 
McAllister  and  Golden  Gate,  were  paved  with  new  blocks.  With  the  exception 
of  the  above  mentioned  streets  old  selected  blocks  were  used  exclusively.  During 
the  past  fiscal  year,  a  total  of  1,105,922  square  feet  of  basalt  reconstruction 
work  was  performed.  Had  new  blocks  been  purchased  in  place  of  the  old  culls, 
using  fifty  percent  as  the  basis,  it  would  have  required  3,870,600  blocks  which 
at  $60.00  per  thousand  would  have  cost  $232,260.00  additional. 

A  basalt  block  pavement  constructed  with  old  selected  blocks  will  last 
practically  as  long  on  a  sand  foundation  as  it  would  if  constructed  with  new 
blocks.  It  is  not  so  much  that  the  blocks  wear  out  but  that  the  unstable  base 
gives  way  allowing  ruts  to  form.  This,  of  course,  permits  an  undue  "hammer" 
from  the  wheels  of  heavily  loaded  trucks  which  would  soon  destroy  any  pave- 
ment not  evenly  supported  by  a  solid  base.  The  teaming  problem  adds  to  the 
difficulty  in  os  much  as  we  are  today  using  the  same  blocks  on  the  same  foun- 
dation for  twelve  and  fifteen  ton  loads  ns  were  used  years  ago  when  a  three 
ton  load  was  considered  wonderful.  It  is  true  that  the  wheels  have  been  slightly 
widened,  nevertheless  the  "hammer"  is  there  and  transmits  a  jolt  to  the  blocks 
in  direct  proportion  to  the  weight  of  the  load.  As  soon  as  the  work  of  recon- 
struction is  sufficiently  advanced  to  warrant,  more  permanent  construction  will 
commence.  The  only  "near"  substitute  we  have  at  present  is  the  vitrified 
paving  block. 

VITRIFIED  BRICK.  First  Street  between  Market  and  Mission  is  paved 
with  this  brick.  This  block  was  selected  believing  that  should  the  brick  stand 
up  under  the  tremendous  teaming  in  that  district,  it  would  be  safe  to  lay  them 
in  any  other  street  in  the  city.     The  job  was  necessarily   a  slow  one  owing  to 
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the  fact  that  only  a  certain  portion  of  one  side  of  the  street  could  be  opened 
at  a  time,  leaving  the  other  portions  open  to  traffic.  The  brick  used  are  what 
was  considered  the  best  to  be  had  and  were  purchased  by  the  city  from  the 
Denny-Renton  Clay  and  Coal  Company,  of  Seattle,  at  $47.50  per  thousand. 
They  are  made  from  natural  clay  deposits  and  show  under  the  standard  rattler 
test  a  uniform  loss  of  about  sixteen  percent.  The  only  repair  work  so  far 
necessary  has  been  caused  by  the  sinking  of  side  sewer  trenches  opened  up  and 
backfilled  at  the  eleventh  hour.  A  few  defective  places  have  made  themselves 
apparent  between  the  tracks  of  the  United  Railroads,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
an  unrolled  sub-base  will  gradually  give  way  between  the  ties,  allowing  the 
concrete  base  and  the  brick  over  it  to  form  a  rut  which  of  course  soon  invites 
the  destruction  of  the  brick.  Such  construction  is  due  neither  to  neglect  nor 
even  to  ignorance  on  the  part  of  its  engineers  but  rather  to  a  general  disinclina- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  directors  to  appropriate  sufficient  funds  to  enable  their 
engineers  to  properly  carry  on  the  work.  Howard  Street,  between  the  tracks, 
although  paved  with  basalt  blocks,  is  a  good  example  of  the  above  mentioned 
poor  construction.  It  is  now  proposed  to  pave  Third  Street  from  Market  to 
Berry  with  the  above  mentioned  vitrified  brick.  The  portion  between  the  rails 
•  will  not  be  changed.  Whether  it  will  prove  as  satisfactory  as  its  advocates 
predict  is  a  matter  of  conjecture.  A  rich  cement  grout  will  be  used  throughout. 
It  will  require  approximately  one  million  brick  and  five  months  to  complete 
the  work. 

Third  Street  was  first  paved^  between  the  years  1864  and  1867  with  basalt 
blocks  on  a  sand  base,  with  the  exception  of  the  block  between  Mission  and 
Howard,  which  was  bitumen  on  countersunk  blocks.  This  pavement  was  not 
disturbed  until  1903  and  1904,  when  the  entire  street  was  reconstructed  from 
Market  to  Berry  Streets  with  basalt  blocks  on  a  concrete  base.  The  cost  of  the 
work  exclusive  of  incidentals  was  $75,801.34.  It  was  supposed  to  be  of  the 
permanent  type.  For  the  past  two  or  three  years  the  street  has  been  in  *'re- 
constructable"  condition.  At  the  present  writing  the  work  has  commenced 
between  Mission  and  Howard  Streets.  The  condition  of  the  concrete  shows 
only  too  plainly  the  reasons  for  the  present  expenditure.  A  narrow  strip  near 
the  rail  and  one  near  the  curb  is  the  only  original  concrete  in  the  street,  the 
remainder  being  so  poor  as  to  warrant  its  removal. 

A  pavement  of  this  character  and  under  similar  conditions  should  last  for 
fifty  years.  It  is  however  being  removed  after  a  pitiful  existence  of  ten  years, 
and  to  replace  it  the  city  is  now  proposing  to  spend  the  sum  of  approximately 
$89,200.00.  According  to  the  above  figures  the  public  service  corporations  are 
responsible  for  the  expenditure  of  approximately  $71,000.00. 

San  Francisco  has  perhaps  during  the  past  eight  years  had  its  streets  torn 
up  more  than  any  other  city  in  the  world.  This  is  due,  of  course,  to  some  ex- 
tent to  general  improvements,  but  primarily  to  the  existence  of  underground 
service  pipes  and  conduits.  This  is  mentioned  not  in  the  spirit  of  criticism  or 
complaint  but  merely  as  an  existing  fact.  The  public  service  corporations  have 
been  permited  to  enter  the  streets  with  their  service  pipes.  In  earlier  days 
when  electricity  was  carried  in  overhead  wires,  gas  and  steam  heat  were  still 
unknown,  an  underground  connection  here  and  there  made  little  or  no  difference. 
Today,  however,  the  maintenance  of  the  streets  over  the  network  of  pipes  and 
conduits  presents  a  more  serious  problem.  (The  public  service  corporations  are 
spending  in  the  neighborhood  of  four  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  year  for 
street  openings  alone.)  (This  amount  could  be  spent  in  the  construction  of 
roomy  conduits,  one  on  each  side  of  every  important  street,  with  manholes  lo- 
cated at  convenient  intervals,  and  still  have  a  surplus.  Every  new  service  to 
be  installed  would  then  be  placed  in  this  conduit,  allowing  the  corporations  a 
number  of  years  in  which  to  make  the  change,   after  which  there  would  be  no 
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necessity  for  opening  up  the  street.)  It  will  be  necessary  before  many  more 
years  have  passed  to  adopt  some  such  plan  as  it  is  estimated  that  forty  percent 
of  all  repair  work  is  due  directly  or  indirectly  to  corporation  trenches.  This 
is  caused  not  so  much  by  the  use  of  poor  paving  material  but  rather  to  defec- 
tive backfill.  The  material  is  thrown  into  the  trench  with  little  or  no  tamping 
and  less  water,  consequently  the  pavement,  especially  one  consisting  of  basalt 
blocks  on  a  sand  foundation  soon  sinks  from  one  to  three  inches  below  the  sur- 
face of  the  street.  The  corporations  have  been  known  to  repair  a  basalt  block 
pavement.  In  the  case  of  an  asphalt  pavement  considerable  time  usually  elapses 
before  the  concrete  base  under  the  surface  gives  way.  In  the  meantime  the 
trench  has  either  '  'lost  its  owner' '  or  a  new  repaving  contract  has  been  let 
and  in  order  to  prevent  an  accident  the  Board  of  Public  Works  are  called  upon 
to  make  the  necessary  repairs.  The  drawing  following  this  page  was  accurately 
made  from  the  existing  pipes  and  conduits  at  Market  and  Eddy  Streets  in  1910 
and  is  a  good  example  of  the  underground  condition  of  Market  Street.  Since 
that  date  two  other  large  pipes  have  been  added. 

It  can  be  readily  seen  that  all  thes  pipes  will  sooner  or  later  require 
either  repairing  or  entire  replacement,  at  which  time  the  lifeless  service  could 
be  replaced  with  a  new  one,  not  in  the  street,  but  in  the  conduits  above  sug- 
gested. By  the  natural  process  of  elimination  it  would  be  possible  within  a  few 
years,  to  have  the  majority  of  the  services  in  every  important  street  dead,  the 
removal  of  which  in  case  of  a  possible  subway  would  be  a  comparatively  simple 
matter. 

ASPIIAI^T    PAVEMENT. 

For  general  use  the  asphalt  pavement  is  most  common.  In  earlier  years 
bitumen  was  used  almost  entirely  and  is  still  used  to  a  certain  extent.  At  first 
it  was  merely  steam  heated  in  kettles  and  placed  on  the  street  in  its  natural 
state.  A  study  of  its  wearing  qualities  however  has  proven  the  necessity  for 
certain  definite  proportions  which  are  not  found  in  the  natural  bitumen.  This 
together  with  the  large  and  economic  production  of  asphalt  has  led  to  the  manu- 
facture of  our  present  asphalt  wearing  surface. 

Of  the  four  hundred  and  twenty  miles  of  streets  in  this  city  fifty-nine  per- 
cent are  asphalt.  Under  light  traffic  conditions  it  has  proven  very  satisfactorj-. 
Maintenance  costs  are  comparatively  low,  repairs  can  be  quickly  made  and  the 
street  as  quickly  opened  up  to  traffic. 

The  principal  drawback  is  its  tendency  to  become  slipperj'.  This  condition 
has  apparently  increased  in  direct  proportion  to  the  number  of  automobile  regis- 
trations. Every  machine  drops  more  or  less  oil  which  is  spread  and  distributed 
by  passing  vehicles  until  the  surface  becomes  smooth  and  glided.  The  action 
of  the  rubber  on  the  asphalt  during  the  summer  months  further  tends  to  bring 
to  the  surface  any  excess  oils  which  were  not  ab.sorbed  in  the  mixing  at  the 
plant. 

An  attempt  was  made  during  the  winter  months  of  1912-13  to  overcome 
the  above  mentioned  slippery  condition  by  adding  crushed  rock  to  the  asphalt 
before  rolling.  The  asphalt  was  placed  on  the  street  as  in  any  ordinary  case; 
the  material  spread  and  raked  to  a  uniform  thickness.  The  rock  was  then 
spread  as  uniformly  as  possible,  care  being  taken  to  leave  no  "pockets."  The 
hand  roller  was  then  run  over  the  layer  and  followed  by  a  five  ton  steam  roller. 
This  sent  the  rock  down  to  the  hard  foundation  but  left  it  flush  with  the  asphalt 
surface.  The  durability  and  "non-skid"  effects  surpassed  every  expectation, 
and  after  a  year  of  constant  wear  it  is  believed  the  results  obtained  warrant 
the  small  additional  cost  in  adding  the  rock.  The  following  streets  were  paved 
in  this  manner: 
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Bush   Street,  between   Gough  and  Van  Ness,   and  between  Kearny  and 

Sansome. 
Tan    Ness,    between    Turk    and    O'Farrell,    and    between    Pacific    and 

Vallejo. 
Sutter  Street,   between   Sansome  and  Montgomery. 
Mission  Road,  between  Hyland  Avenue  and  Thirtieth  Street. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  of  the  one  hundred  and  seventeen  blocks  recon- 
structed, forty-six  were  changed  from  cobblestone  and  basalt  blocks  to  asphalt. 
The  forty-six  blocks  aggregate  569,523  square  feet,  10,011  square  feet  of  which 
were  considered  defective.  This  amount  is  but  1.7  percent  of  the  whole.  This 
trouble  is  attributed  almost  entirely  to  the  variable  percentage  of  dust  in  the 
sand.  During  the  winter  months  this  percentage  ran  as  high  as  nine,  when 
three  is  ordinarily  found.  Samples  from  both  sand  and  asphalt  were  taken 
daily  to  the  laboratory  in  order  to  keep  the  mixture  to  the  proper  proportions. 

(O'Farrell  Street,  between  Powell  and  Stockton  after  a  few  months  of  wear 
showed  signs  of  extreme  "restlessness."  On  both  sides  of  the  car  tracks  the 
asphalt  became  roily  and  wavy.  This,  however,  is  due  not  to  an  imperfect  mix- 
ture but  to  the  presence  of  steam  pipes  near  the  surface  and  running  parallel 
with  the  tracks.  The  life  is  slowly  being  taken  out  of  the  pavement  by  the 
corporation  pipes.  Within  a  short  time  most  of  this  surface  will  have  to  be 
replaced.) 

RESURFACED   ASPHALT. 

This  method  of  smoothing  up  a  wavy  and  roily  asphalt  surface  was  intro- 
duced into  San  Francisco  during  the  month  of  January,  1913.  The  first  machine 
was  leased  by  the  city  on  January  17,  1913.  On  April  24th  a  second  machine 
was  received  and  on  September  11th  two  others.  Three  of  the  machines  have 
been  working  almost  continuously  since  the  above  date.  Although,  owing  to 
various  reasons,  a  small  percentage  of  the  area  covered  has  not  been  up  to 
standard,  the  greater  percentage  has  been  entirely  satisfactory,  particularly  the 
work  done  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

A  total  of  171  blocks  of  asphalt  pavement  have  been  resurfaced,  which  in 
square  feet  amounts  to  2,669,371.  The  cost  of  the  work  including  overhead,  re- 
pairs, royalty,  etc.,  has  amounted  to  4.8  cents  per  square  foot. 

The  leased  price  of  each  machine  is  $1,800.00  with  the  understanding  that 
a  minimum  of  90,000  sq.  ft.  per  year  must  be  performed.  This  amounts  to 
$500.00   in  royalty. 

The  average  force  required  to  operate  one  machine  is 

1  Foreman, 

2  Engineers, 
14  Laborers. 

The  operation  of  two  machines  working  together  requires 
1   Foreman, 

3  Engineers, 
18  Laborers. 

The  average  day's  work  for  the  entire  year  for  the  three  machines  has  been 
10,300  sq.  ft. 

Each  machine  carries  a  hood  with  a  heating  surface  of  60  sq.  ft.  The  heat 
from  an  oil  flame  is  transmitted  to  the  hood  by  means  of  a  baffle  wall  and  is 
evenly  distributed  over  the  area  to  be  surfaced  by  means  of  plates  in  the  hood. 
The  hood  is  dropped  to  the  surface  and  the  pavement  given  a  slow  heat.  This 
softens  the  asphalt  so  that  the  surface  can  be  made  uniformly  rough  by  means 
of  hoes  especially   cut  for  that  purpose.     A   thin  layer  of  new  asphalt  wearing 
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surface  is  then  spread  and  raked  orer  the  heated  surface  and  a  five-ton  steam 
roller  sent  on  to  it  immediately.  By  this  method  the  bond  between  the  old  and 
new  surface  is  perfect,  numerous  tests  failing  to  show  where  the  two  surfaces 
come  together. 

MUNICIPAL   ASPHALT   PLANT. 

The  municipal  asphalt  plant  was  constructed  and  put  into  operation  about 
March  1,  1909.  Heretofore  all  repair  work  on  accepted  streets  had  been  done 
under  contract.  The  plant,  including  one  eight-ton,  one  two-and-one-half  ton 
steam  roller  together  with  other  miscellaneous  equipment,  hand  rollers,  smooth- 
ing irons,  etc.,  cost  $16,809.22.  The  equipment  at  the  present  time  includes 
one  eight-ton,  one  five-ton,  one  two  and  a  half  ton  steam  roller;  four  surface 
heating  machines;  two  oil  wagons,  five  roving  trucks,  several  hand  rollers, 
smoothing  irons  and  various  miscellaneous  equipment  valued  at  $21,450.00.  The 
plant  is  in  operation  today  and  has  been  run  almost  continuously  since  its  con* 
struction,  closing  down  only  occasionally  to  make  necessary  repairs  or  at  times 
during  the  winter  months  when  the  wet  weather  would  not  permit  the  placing 
of  asphalt.  During  the  past  fiscal  year  out  of  three  hundred  working  days  the 
plant  was  in  operation  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  days.  During  that 
time  two  hundred  (200)  loads  of  binder  and  eight  thousand  five  hundred  and 
eighty  (8,580)  loads  of  asphalt  surface  were  turned  out,  making  an  average 
of  thirty-four  (84)  loads  per  day.  The  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  days  in- 
cludes every  day  the  machinery  was  started.  Oftentimes  on  account  of  rain  or 
urgent  repairs  the  plant  was  closed  down  with  only  a  few  loads  turned  out. 

During  the  early  part  of  1912  the  plant  narrowly  escaped  total  destruction 
by  fire.  The  loss  in  damage  to  machinery  amounted  to  approximately  one  thou- 
sand dollars  and  in  time  about  three  weeks. 

Although  the  plant,  at  the  time  of  its  construction,  was  considered  the  last 
thing  in  mechanical  efficiency,  the  material  developments  along  this  line  have 
placed  such  machinery  far  behind  the  present  types. 

NEW  ASPHALT  PLANT.  The  increased  amount  of  asphalt  pavements 
during  the  past  six  years  has  brought  about  the  necessity  for  a  new  plant.  The 
old  style  hand  weighing  methods  in  the  present  plant  will  be  replaced  with 
automatic  devices  of  various  descriptions  which  will  eliminate  all  possible 
variation  in  quantities  of  the  different  materials  put  into  an  asphalt  mixture. 
This  phase  of  the  work  is  as  important  if  not  more  so  than  having  first-class 
materials.  Although  the  present  plant  is  capable  of  turning  out  a  perfect  mix- 
ture, we  now  depend  upon  the  ability  of  three  men  (and  under  not  the  best  of 
conditions)  to  properly  perform  the  work.  (The  new  plant  will  have  an  esti- 
mated maximum  capacity  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  loads  per  day.)  It 
will  have  two  dryers  and  two  mixing  bins  which  will  enable  binder  and  asphalt 
to  be  turned  out  at  the  same  time  or  when  not  manufacturing  binder,  a  double 
capacity  for  asphalt.  The  necessary  bins  will  be  conveniently  located  to  hold  all 
material  which  will  be  handled  by  means  of  elevators  and  conveyor  belts. 

Spur  tracks  from  both  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  and  the  Ocean  Shore 
Railway  Company  have  been  installed,  which  will  enable  the  material  to  be  un- 
loaded directly  from  the  cars  to  a  pit,  thence  to  the  bunkers.  The  capacity  of 
the  spur  tracks  is  twelve  cars. 

With  such  a  plant  it  will  be  possible  to  manufacture  a  material  which  will 
be  absolutely  uniform,  and  at  a  cost  for  labor  much  below  the  present  cost. 
With  the  cost  of  manufacture  reduced  to  a  minimum  and  with  the  aid  of  motor 
trucks  in  delivering  material  this  class  of  work  can  be  performed  with  an  in- 
creased saving  of  many  thousands  of  dollars  per  annum. 
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CURB  DRESSING. 

Upon  the  acceptance  of  any  street  hj  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  it  be- 
comes the  duty  of  the  city  to  maintain  that  street.  This  includes  replacement 
of  any  granite  curbing  which  has  become  broken  or  worn  to  the  extent  that  it 
needs  replacement. 

In  any  street  which  is  being  reconstructed,  a  great  percentage  of  the  curb- 
ing, although  badly  worn  or  burned,  is  redressed  and  reset  on  the  job.  That 
portion  which  is  useless  for  redressing  purposes  is  either  hauled  to  some  con- 
venient dumping  ground,  or  if  the  haul  is  sufficiently  close  to  warrant,  is  taken 
to  the  Corporation  Yard,  where  it  is  crushed  and  used  for  concrete  as  needed. 
The  percentage  of  "redressable  curbing,"  however,  in  some  streets  (streets 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  burned  district)  is  very  small,  as  it  is  too  badly 
burned  and  broken  to  warrant  any  expenditure  in  dressing.  In  this  case  en- 
tirely new  curbing  is  supplied  and  set  in  its  place.  Ninety-eight  percent  of  all 
of  the  curb  dressing  during  the  past  fiscal  year  has  been  performed  on  the  work, 
thus  saving  the  cost  of  hauling  to  and  from  the  Corporation  Yard. 

During  the  fiscal  year  just  passed  a  total  of  47,902  lineal  feet  of  curbing 
has  been  redressed.  The  total  cost  per  lineal  foot,  is  forty-two  and  a  half 
(42^)  cents.  This  includes  superintendence,  labor  and  teams,  new  tools  and 
the  sharpening  of  old  tools.  The  total  cost  of  new  curbing,  delivered  to  the 
job,  is  seventy-six  (76)  cents  per  lineal  foot.  The  net  saving  is  therefore 
thirty-three  and  a  half  (88^)  cents  per  lineal  foot,  or  for  the  47,902  lineal 
feet,  amounts  to  sixteen  thousand  and  forty-seven  dollars  and  seventeen  cents 
($16,047.17).  This  amount,  if  expended  for  new  curb,  would  deliver  at  the 
Corporation  Yard  a  total  of  24,688  lineal  feet. 

CURB  SETTING. 

During  the  reconstruction  of  a  street  the  granite  curbing,  wherever  nec- 
essary, is  reset  according  to  survey,  to  the  established  line  and  grade.  This 
phase  of  the  work  is  much  more  expensive  in  proportion  than  other  classes  of 
the  work,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  sidewalk  widths  over  most  of  the  entire 
burned  districts  have  been  reduced  from  nineteen  to  fifteen  feet  or  from  fifteen 
to  twelve  feet,  wherever  the  wider  widths  existed.  This  necessitates  the  com- 
plete removal  of  all  curbing,  good  or  bad;  the  breaking  up  and  removal  of  the 
three  or  four  foot  widths  of  concrete  sidewalks  or  sawing  off  and  rebracing  the 
planks  of  wooden  sidewalks,  removing  the  material,  and  preparing  an  entirely 
new  bed  before  the  curbing  can  be  reset.  It  will  be  readily  seen  that  the  cost 
of  removing  and  resetting  the  ^urb  is  only  a  small  percent  of  the  cost  of  the 
actual  work  performed.  As  it  has  been  impossible  to  keep  an  account  of  the 
cost  of  the  work  in  detail,  the  actual  cost  of  the  removal  and  resetting  of  the 
curb  cannot  be  shown  as  a  separate  item. 

A  total  of  69,518  lin.  ft.  of  curbing  has  been  reset  during  the  year.

Gentlemen: — Transmitted  herewith  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Bureau  of 
Engineering  for  the  fiscal  year  1913-1914. 

Besides  a  detailed  account  of  the  work  performed  during  the  said  fiscal 
year,  I  have  included  a  brief  description  of  the  various  projects  under  the  direc- 
tion of  this  bureau  recently  completed,  those  now  under  construction,  and  those 
for  which  plans  and  specifications  have  been  prepared,  in  order  that  the  report 
may  be  useful  as  a  source  of  accurate  infomation  on  these  subjects. 

Almost  all  of  the  money  available  for  sewer  construction  from  bonds  author- 
ized in  1903  and  1908  has  been  expended.  The  amount  paid  from  these  funds 
during  the  past  fiscal  year  was  $458,374.01,  with  which  8.71  miles  of  sewer 
have  been  added  to   the   system. 

The  Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System  for  Fire  Protection,  as  originally 
planned,  has  been  completed,  and  San  Francisco  is  now  provided  with  better 
fire-fighting  facilities  than  any  city  in  the  world.  At  present  71.8  miles  of  dis- 
tribution mains  protect  an   area  of  over  5200   acres. 

Phenomenal  progress  has  been  made  in  the  design  and  construction  of  the 
Municipal  Railways,  their  appurtenances  and  equipment.  A  year  has  not  yet 
elapsed  since  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $3,500,000  for  this  construction  were 
authorized  at  an  election  held  on  August  26,  1913.  During  this  period  all  plans 
and  specifications  have  been  prepared,  over  four  miles  of  double  track  have  been 
laid,  and  over  seven  miles  additional  are  nearing  completion.  Of  the  125  cars 
ordered  for  these  lines  seventy-four  have  already  been  completed.  Work  on  the 
Municipal  Railways,  and  on  the  equipment,  will  be  completed  well  in  advance 
of  the  opening  of  the  Panama-Pacific   Exposition. 

Much  has  been  done  toward  the  extension  and  improvement  of  roads  and 
pavements.  A  suitable  boulevard,  entering  San  Francisco  from  the  south,  has 
long  been  an  urgent  necessity.  The  paving  of  Junipero  Serra  boulevard  with 
asphalt  on  a  concrete  base  will  provide  this  necessary  link  to  the  State  Highway 
in  San  Mateo  county.  The  above  work  is  now  60  per  cent  completed.  During 
the  past  ficsal  year  an  aggregate  area  of  375,000  square  feet  of  roadway  has 
been  paved  and   55.000   square  feet  of  sidewalk  laid. 

Work  on  the  Stockton-street  tunnel  is  fast  nearing  completion.  On  June  30 
the  entire  arch  and  side  lining  had  been  finished  and  the  rock  core  was  being 
rapidly  removed  with  a  steam  shovel.  Cars  will  be  in  operation  through  the 
tunnel  by    November   1. 

For  the  construction  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  dam  a  transportation  road,  9.09 
miles  in  length,  with  a  22-ft.  roadbed  and  a  maximum  grade  of  4  per  cent,  is 
now  in  course  of  construction.  Hydrographic  and  climatological  data  is  still  being 
obtained  for  San  Francisco  on  the  upper  Tuolumne.  This  work  is  in  charge  of 
the   Division   of  Water  Resources,   United   States   Geological    Survey. 

A  careful  appraisal  of  the  properties  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company 
has  been  completed  and  will  be  used  as  a  basis  for  the  purchase  by  the  city  of 
these  buildings  of  this  corporation  which  it  will  be  economical  and  advantageous 
for  San  Francisco  to  acquire. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  Twin  Peaks  tunnel  were  completed  during  the 
past  fiscal  year,  and  bids  for  its  construction  will  be  received  on  August  19. 
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Included   in   the   report   are   also  brief   descriptions   and   financial   statements 
of  the  work  performed  during  the  year  by  the  Department  of  Surveys,  Hydraulic 
Department,   Testing  Laboratory   and   Photographic   Department.

SEWER    SYSTEM. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1913-1914  almost  all  of  the  funds  still  available  for 
sewer  construction  from  the  sale  of  bonds  authorized  November  2,  1903,  and  May 
11,  1908,  have  been  used.  San  Francisco's  sewer  system,  while  still  incomplete, 
is  highly  creditable.  The  extent  and  excellence  of  the  work  performed  is  more 
than  commensurate  with  the  amount  of  money  expended. 

Following  is  a  brief  description  of  the  system  as  now  constructed,  together 
with  a  detailed  account  of  the  work  performed  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

San  Francisco  is  divided  into  two  main  drainage  districts,  one  sloping  west- 
ward toward  the  ocean,  the  other  draining  toward  the  bay  on  the  east.  Due  to 
the  uneven  topography  of  the  city  both  of  these  drainage  areas  are  subdivided. 
Previous  to  1906  over  125  sewer  outlets  discharged  domestic  sewage  along  the 
bay  shore.  By  the  present  system  the  number  has  been  reduced  to  five.  Provi- 
sion has  been  made  for  several  storm  water  relief  outfalls,  the  locations  of  which 
are  indicated  on  the  accompanying  relief  map.  Points  of  outlet  for  domestic 
sewage  were  chosen  where,  by  reason  of  strong  tidal  currents,  a  maximum  sewage 
dilution  would  be  obtained.  These  points  were  determined  by  an  elaborate  series 
of  float  observations. 

The  eastern  drainage  area  is  provided  with  three  main  intercepting  sewers. 
The  largest  of  these  is  the  North  Point  main,  over  five  miles  in  length,  which 
extends  from  the  Islais  creek  district  to  the  foot  of  Grant  avenue.  This  is  of 
the  combined  type,  namely,  designed  to  carry  both  domestic  sewage  and  storm 
water.  It  serves  an  area  of  approximately  12,000  acres  ,and  80  per  cent  of  the 
city's  population.  Storm  relief  outfalls  from  the  North  Point  main  are  con- 
structed at  the  intersection  of  Mission  street  with  Islais  creek;  at  Fifteenth  and 
Harrison  streets;  on  Howard  street,  at  Fifth,  Sixth  and  Seventh  streets;  at 
Second  and  Mission  streets;  in  Sansome  street,  at  Commercial  street,  Jackson 
street   and   Greenwich   street. 

In  the  low  level  districts  of  the  eastern  drainage  area  a  separate  system 
was  constructed  for  house  sewage.  To  provide  drainage  for  deep  basements  and 
a  flow  free  from  tidal  influence  sanitary  sewers  were  laid  at  considerable  depth. 
It  was,  therefore,  necessary  to  provide  a  pumping  station  at  Commercial  and 
Drumm  streets,  where  sewage  could  be  raised  from  the  separate  domestic  system 
into  the  North  Point  main. 

Two  other  large  main  sewers  traverse  portions  of  the  eastern  area.  One  is 
laid  in  Pierce  street,  and  serves  the  northern  slope  of  Pacific  Heights  and  the 
Harbor  View  district,  including  the  grounds  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition. 
The  other  provides  for  the  southern  portion  of  the  city,  and  discharges  at 
Hunter's  Point.  A  large  sewer  in  Baker  street  has  recently  been  rebuilt,  to 
take  care  of  the  heavy  storm  run-oflf  from  the  steep  north  incline  of  Presidio 
Heights. 

The  most  important  storm  relief  outfall  in  the  district  east  of  the  boundary 
ridge  is  the  Division  Street  Sewer.  This  structure  contains  three  compartments, 
each  8  ft.  X  9  ft.  in  the  clear,  and  has  a  total  capacity  of  1800  cu.  ft.  per  second 
at  high  tide.  It  is  constructed  in  the  former  bed  of  Mission  Creek,  which  is  com- 
posed of  slimy  silt  very  unsuitable  for  a  foundation,  and  therefore  required  a 
forest   of  piles   to   obviate   the   danger  of   settlement.      The   terminal   yards   of   the 
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Southern  Pacific  Railroad  extend  above  the  sewer.  It  was,  therefore,  necessary 
in  the  design  to  provide  for  carrying  the  weight  of  the  heaviest  type  of  consoli- 
dation locomotive,  with  a  safety  factor  for  impact  stresses.  This  sewer  has  been 
in  Qse  for  several  years,  and  there  are  no  signs  of  cracking  or  settlement,  and  no 
in-seepage  of  the  surrounding  ground  water. 

The  Lower  Sunset  Main  Intercepting  Sewer  provides  drainage  for  all  of  the 
laterals  from  the  western  drainage  area.  For  storm  water  an  outlet  is  being  con- 
structed  through  a  tunnel  on  the  line  of  48th  Avenue  under  the  Sutro  Heights 
property.  This  storm  outfall  will  discharge  a  short  distance  from  shore,  opposite 
Mile  Rock.  Domestic  sewage  will  be  pumped  from  the  Lower  Sunset  Main,  and 
conveyed  through  a  cast  iron  pipe  sewer  to  a  point  beneath  the  Gk>lden  Gate 
Straits,  800  feet  from  the  shore  line. 

Contracts  for  the  construction  of  the  Mile  Rock  tunnel  and  the  sewage  pump- 
ing plant  above  mentioned  were  awarded  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  and  work 
on  both  will  be  advanced  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Reinforced  concrete  was  used  for  combined  and  storm  sewers  in  both  dis- 
tricts and  vitrified  ironstone  pipe  for  sanitary  sewers.  Wherever  necessary  to 
prevent  settlement  a  pile  foundation  was  driven  before  the  sewer  was  constructed. 

For  design,  the  sizes  of  storm  sewers  were  based  upon  the  following  factors: 
Rainfall  rate  for  a  continuous  storm  of  one  hour's  duration  0.598  inches;  for  a 
period  of  concentration  of  5  minutes  2.16  inches;  for  intermediate  periods  the 
rate-curve  of  increase  is  parabolic.  For  districts  having  100  inhabitants  per 
acre  the  run-off  was  taken  at  75  per  cent.  For  a  population  of  20  per  acre  a 
run-off  of  80  per  cent  was  assumed,  with  a  uniform  decrease  between  these 
limits.  For  the  downtown  districts,  where  all  streets  are  paved  and  few  vacant 
spaces  exist,  the  assumed  runoff  was  85  per  cent.  An  average  allowance  of  0.002 
sec.  ft.  per  acre  was  allowed  for  ground  water  infiltration.  The  average  rate  of 
domestic  sewage  contributed  was  assumed  70  gallons  per  24  hours  per  person 
or  0.109  cu.  ft.  per  second.  The  maximum  rate  of  flow  was  taken  as  being  50 
per  cent  in  excess  of  the  average  or  0.163  cu.  ft.  per  second  per  1000  inhabitants. 
Following  is  a  detailed  description  of  the  work  done  during  the  past  fisecal  year: 

AUXILIARY    WATER    SUPPLY    FOR    FIRE    PROTECTION 

During  the  fiscal  year  1913-1914  the  Auxiliary  Water  Supply  for  Fire  Pro- 
tection ns  originally  designed  has  been  practically  completed.  San  Francisco  is 
now  provided  with  a  better  fire  protection  system  than  any  city  in  the  United  States 
or  abroad.  Funds  for  the  construction  were  available  from  the  sale  of  bonds 
authorized  May  11.   1908. 

The  system  as  at  present  constructed  consists  of  two  distinct  parts,  namely  a 
high  pressure  pipe  distribution  system,  with  distributing  reservoirs  and  pumping 
station ;  and  a  series  of  independent  cisterns  especially  denigned  to  withstand 
severe  earthquake  Bhock. 

The  area  protected  by  the  71.8  miles  of  distribution  mains  of  the  high  pres- 
sure system  comprises  over  eight  square  miles,  and  is  divided  into. two  zones;  the 
upper  including  those  districts  whose  elevation  is  greater  than  150  ft.,  the  lower 
including  those  portions  having  an  elevation  less  than  150  ft.  The  upper  tone 
is  supplied  from  a  500,000  gallon  steel  distributing  reservoir  situated  on  Clayton 
Street,  nenr  Seventeenth  Street,  at  an  elevotion  of  490  ft.  The  lower  zone  is 
supplied  from  a  1.000,000  gallon  reinforced  concrete  distributing  reservoir  at  an 
elevation  of  330  ft.,  situated  at  Jones  and  Clay  Streets.  Both  of  these  reservoirs 
can  be  connected  directly  with  the  10,000.000  gallon  main  storage  reservoir,  located 
near  the  summit  of  Twin  Peaks,  at  an  elevation  of  760  feet.  This  reservoir  is  of 
reinforced  concrete.  The  concrete  on  the  sides  of  the  reservoir,  laid  to  the  slope 
of  one  on  two  was  poured  quite  wet  between  longitudinal  side  forms  12  ft.  apart. 
On  top  of  the  longitudinal  side  forms  8x12  ft.  covers  were  placed  one  at  a  time  as 
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the  concrete  was  poured  to  hold  it  to  the  slope.  Concrete  for  the  sides  and  bottom 
of  the  reservoir  was  1:2:4,  waterproofed  with  hydrate  of  lime. 

Compartments  are  separated  hj  a  narrow  buttressed  wall  of  concrete  heavily 
reinforced.  The  stability  of  the  wall  depends  on  the  condition  that  when  one 
compartment  is  full  and  one  empty,  there  must  be  no  over-turning  movement  due 
to  an  accumulation  of  water  under  the  floor  of  the  reservoir.  Such  an  accumulation 
is  prevented  by  a  system  of  over  10,000  ft.  of  6-in.  and  8-in.  ironstone  pipe 
subdrain  under  the  reservoir  lining.  Two  springs  encountered  during  constructions 
were  drained  by  this  system.  Most  of  the  reservoir  is  built  on  an  excavated  area 
of  chert  and  sandstone.  Where  fill  was  necessary  it  was  made  by  scraping  in  fine 
rock  and  clay  mixed,  depositing  this  in  4-in.  layers  and  thoroughly  compacting  each 
layer  by  rolling  with  a  5-ton  steam  roller.  Before  placing  this  fill  all  soil  and  soft 
material  were  removed  from  the  area  that  the  fill  was  to  cover.  This  together  with 
all  the  material  excavated  from  the  reservoir  site  was  removed  beyond  the  roadway 
which  surrounds  the  reservoir,  covered  with  fertilized  loam  and  planted  to  grass, 
thus  giving  added  stability  to  the  embankment. 

Outlet  pipes,  which  are  used  also  for  filling  the  reservoirs,  are  20-in. 
in  diameter.  They  are  in  tunnels  7  ft.  high  and  7  ft.  wide  in  the  clear,  lined 
on  bottom  with  6-in.  and  on  the  top  and  sides  with  18  in.  of  1:2:5  concrete, 
reinforced.  The  overbreak  was  filled  with  spalls  and  1:3:6  concrete.  The  tunnels 
are  at  such  depth  that  the  pipes  in  them  will  run  full  yntil  the  reservoir  is  entirely 
empty.  The  tunnels  also  contain  10-in.  pipes  connecting  to  the  subdrains  and  to 
the  sumps  in  front  of  the  forebays,  allowing  the  removal  of  any  silt  or  mud  that 
may  collect  in  the  reservoir  bottom. 

Regulating  gates  for  each  compartment  consist  of  two  2x3  ft.  sluice  gates  in 
the  forebays,  and  a  20-in.  gate  valve  on  each  outlet  pipe.  The  water  passes  through 
four-mesh  brass  wire  screens  and  the  gates  can  be  so  regulated  that  in  case  of 
trouble  with  either  main  outlet  pipe,  water  can  be  taken  from  either  compartment 
through  the  other  outlet  pipe.  For  this  purpose  a  20-in.  connection  is  provided 
between  forebays  and  also  between  gate  chambers.  These  connecting  pipes  are  in 
tunnels  and  are  imbedded  in  the  concrete  which  completely  fills  the  remainder  of 
the  tunnel. 

When  first  constructed  considerable  leakage  occurred  at  the  specially  designed 
expansion  joints.  This  leakage  has  been  completely  eliminated  as  later  described 
in  this  rei>ort. 

PUMPING  STATIONS 

Pressure  in  the  mains  can  also  be  maintained  by  two  salt  water  pumping 
stations.  One  is  located  at  Second  and  Townsend  Streets,  the  other  on  the 
United  States  Military  Reservation  at  Fort  Mason.  Both  buildings  are  of  rein> 
forced  concrete,  specially  designed  to  withstand  earthquake  shock. 

The  equipment  of  the  Townsend  Street  station  consists  of  four  Curtis  turbine- 
driven  pumps,  each  capable  of  supplying  3,000  gallons  per  minute  at  a  pressure 
of  305  pounds  per  square  inch.  They  are  of  a  non-condensing  type,  750-hp.  1,800 
r.  p.  m.  Eight  350hp.  Babcock  and  Wilcox  boilers  supply  steam  to  the  turbines. 
The  remainder  of  the  equipment  comprises  one  10-kw.  electric  light  engine,  two 
feed  pumps,  two  oil  pumps,  two  feed-water  heaters,  with  appurtenances.  Six 
fresh  water  reservoirs  were  constructed  below  the  floor  of  the  building  in  order 
that  a  supply  of  fresh  water  for  the  boilers  could  be  maintained  continuously, 
independent  of  the  supply  from  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company's  mains.  The 
fresh  water  and  oil  storage  provided  is  sufficient  to  operate  the  entire  station  for 
96  hours  without  receiving  additional  oil  or  water  from  outside  the  station.  Space 
has  been  provided  in  the  station  for  the  installation  of  two  additional  batteries  of 
boilers  and  two  additional  pumps,  should  it  be  considered  desirable  at  a  later 
date  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  station. 
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A  reinforced  concrete  conduit  leads  from  beneath  the  pumping  station  down 
Townsend  Street  to  the  water  front,  where  it  connects  to  the  bay  below  the 
level  of  low  water. 

Two  20-inch  cast  iron  pipes  leading  from  the  station  are  laid,  one  on  Second 
Street  and  the  other  on  Townsend  Street,  Stanford  Street  and  Brannan  Street,  so 
that  an  accident  to  either  pipe  will  not  involve  the  other. 

The  equipment  of  the  Fort  Mason  station  consists  of  six  400-hp.  Stirling 
boilers,  four  Curtis  turbine  pumps,  one  50kw.  and  two  lOOkw.  reciprocating 
generators,  two  feed  pumps,  one  circulating-water  pump  and  engine,  one  con- 
denser and  two  feed-water  heaters. 

It  is  intended  to  use  these  pumping  stations  only  in  case  the  fresh  water 
supply  from  the  distributing  reservoirs  is  cut  off  by  breaks  in  the  mains  due  to 
earthquake,  or  other  causes.  For  ordinary  fires  fresh  water  is  better  adapted,  as  it 
causes  less  damage  than  salt  water  to  perishable  goods,  and  is  as  efficient  in 
extinguishing  flames. 

PIPE   DISTRIBUTION   SYSTEM 

Pipe  in  the  distribution  system  is  of  cast  iron,  varying  in  diameter  from  20 
to  10  inches,  with  leaded  joints,  specially  designed  to  allow  the  maximum  lateral 
movement  without  leakage.  Two  types  of  pipe  joint  were  used,  one  for  the 
solid  ground  in  the  upper  districts,  where  earthquake  vibration  produces  a 
minimum  effect,  the  other  for  the  filled- in  lower  portions  of  the  city,  where  the 
movement  would  be  a  maximum.  For  the  first  locations  bell  and  spigot  pipe  was 
used,  while  in  the  district  more  seriously  affected  by  earthquake,  a  double 
spigot  sleeve  joint,  which  allows  twice  as  much  lateral  motion  as  a  bell  and  spigot 
connection,  was  adopted. 

Pipe  was  supplied  by  the  United  States  Cast  Iron  Pipe  Company  at  a  price 
of  $19.90  per  ton  for  bell  and  spigot  pipe  and  $20.50  per  ton  for  double  spigot 
pipe  f.  o.  b.  cars  at  Bessemer  and  Anniston,  Alabama.  This  pipe  is  substantially 
in  accordance  with  the  specifications  of  the  New  England  Water  Association  and 
was  tested  at  the  factories  where  it  was  cast  by  R.  W.  Hunt  &  Co.  Upon  its  arrival 
in  San  Francisco  each  piece  was  tested  in  a  specially  designed  machine  under  twice 
the  working  pressure  to  which  it  is  actually  subjected  in  the  system,  and  all 
defective  pipes  discovered  at  the  time  were  rejected.  After  being  held,  each  section 
of  pipe  was  tested  by  the  engineers  of  this  office  under  pressure  50  per  cent  greater 
than  thot  to  which  it  will  be  normally  subjected,  and  again  all  defective  pieces 
were  removed  and  replaced  by   perfect  pipes,   when   the  section   was   again  tested. 

The  two  thousand  gate  valves  connected  with  the  pipes  of  the  distribution 
mains  enable  the  Fire  Department  to  cut  out  any  section  which  may  be  broken, 
without  materially  affecting  the  efficiency  of  the  reraoinder  of  the  system.  Except 
where  pipes  cross,  any  section  can  be  cut  out  by  closing  two  valves.  At  crossings 
it  will  be  necessary  to  close  four  valves,  and  in  two  or  three  exceptional  cases, 
five  valves.  These  gate  valves  were  designed  in  this  office  and  every  detail  of 
their  construction  was  carefully  inspected  during  the  course  of  their  manufacture. 

In  all  889  hydrants,  having  three  3% -inch  outlets  each,  are  connected  to  the 
distribution  mains  by  8-inch  branch  pipes.  These  hydrants  are  all  fitted  with 
shut-off  king-valves  below  the  surface  of  the  street  and  with  auxiliary  nozzle 
valves  on  each  outlet.  The  hydrants  were  manufactured  by  the  Union  Iron 
Works  Company  of  this  city  from  designs  similar  to  those  of  the  hydrants  in  use 
in  New  York  City.  The  material  and  workmanship  entering  into  their  construction 
were  thoroughly  inspected  by  this  office  during  the  course  of  their  construction. 

CISTERNS 

Eighty-five  reinforced  concrete  cisterns  have  also  been  constructed  as  a  part 
of  the  Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System.     These  are  intended  to  serve  as  a  source 
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of  supply  if  due  to  any  contingency  the  high  pressure  system  is  severely  disabled. 
They  are  constructed  beneath  the  surface  of  street  crossings  and  are  supplied  from 
the  Spring  Valley  mains.  No  pipes  for  filling  or  emptying  are  rigidly  connected 
with  the  cisterns  in  order  that  no  disrupting  stress  could  be  exerted  by  such  a 
connection  in  case  of  vibration.  The  average  capacity  of  our  cistern  is  75,000 
gallons.  They  are  designed  in  order  to  vibrate  without  rupture  and  are  con- 
structed of  a  1:2:4:  concrete,  waterproofed  with  Medusa  compound. 

FIRE  BOATS 

Additional  protection  to  the  water  front  and  shipping  interests  is  afforded  by 
two  fire  boats  which  are  constructed  with  steel  hull  and  deck  house.  Their  dimen- 
sions are:  length  120  ft.,  beam  26  ft.,  draft  11  ft. 

Each  boat  is  fitted  with  two  Babcock  &  Wilcox  water-tube  boilers,  having  an 
aggregate  heating  surface  of  5,400  square  feet.  The  propelling  engines,  of  which 
there  are  two  for  each  boat,  are  13  in.  x  28  in.  x  20  in.,  compound  condensing 
engines.  The  speed  of  either  boat  is  12  knots  per  hour.  Each  is  equipped  with 
two  steam  turbines  of  the  Curtis  type  and  two  stage  turbine  pumps,  having  a 
nominal  capacity  of  9.000  gallons  per  minute,  against  a  pressure  of  150  pounds  per 
.  square  inch. 

The  fire-fighting  equipment  consists  of:  Three  3-in.  monitor  nozzles,  two  2-in. 
monitor  nozzles  and  twenty  3% -in.  hose  connections. 

When  tested  by  the  Committee  on  Fire  Protection  of  the  National  Board  of 
Fire  Underwriters  in  1910  the  actual  capacity  of  one  of  these  boats  was  found  to 
be  9,870  gallons  per  minute  against  a  pressure  of  150  pounds  per  square  inch, 
10,310  gallons  per  minute  against  a  pressure  of  139  pounds  per  square  inch. 

The  capacity  of  the  pumps  against  a  pressure  of  300  pounds  per  square  inch 
was  not  determined. 

FIRE    ALARM    SYSTEM. 

In  connection  with  the  high  pressure  pipe  system  a  series  of  ducts  were  laid 
in  the  same  trenches  with  the  pipes  to  provide  for  the  cables  of  the  new  fire  alarm 
system. 

The  central  fire  alarm  station  will  be  situated  in  Jefferson  square.  The  building 
will  be  located  at  a  sufficient  distance  from  adjacent  houses  to  eliminate  any  Are 
hazard.  In  design  the  structure  will  harmonize  with  its  surroundings  in  the  park. 
It  will  be  approximately  63  ft.  by  70  ft.,  of  the  Italian  Renaissance  style  of  archi- 
tecture. It  will  be  entirely  fireproof,  of  reinforced  concrete,  surmounted  by  a  tiled 
roof.  Special  provision  has  been  made  in  the  heating  and  lighting  arrangements 
to  eliminate  any  possibility  of  their  being  the  means  of  crippling  the  fire  alarm 
service  by  causing  short  circuits.  Specifications  for  the  mechanical  and  electrical 
equipment  were  90  per  cent  complete  at  the  end  of  the  past  fiscal  year.  The  plans 
are  for  forty-one  marble  switch  panels  in  the  main  operating  room  of  the  station. 
These  panels  will  be  divided  in  such  a  manner  that  twenty-two  will  receive  alarms 
from  street  boxes:  eight  will  transmit  alarms  to  engine  houses;  four  will  serve  as  a 
means  of  communication  between  the  engine  houses  and  the  central  office;  six  other 
panels  will  be  provided  to  care  for  any  circuits  which  may  be  temporarily  disabled. 
The  switchboard  will  have  an  ultimate  capacity  of  154  circuits,  92  of  which  will 
be  installed  immediately.  In  addition  to  the  switchboard  for  the  fire  alarm  lines 
provision  is  made  in  the  station  for  the  various  power  arrangements  necessary  to 
furnish  electricity  for  the  operation  of  the  system.  This  equipment  includes  motor 
generators,  gasoline  engine  generator  and  storage  batteries.  The  entire  central 
fire  alarm  station  will  be  absolutely  independent  of  any  source  of  outside  power  or 
assistance. 
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MUNICIPAL    STREET   RAILWAYS. 

San  Francisco  officially  declared  itself  in  favor  of  municipal  ownership 
in  1908,  when  its  electorate  adopted  a  new  City  Charter  in  which  the  inten- 
tion of  the  City  to  acquire,  own  and  operate  public  utilities  was  expressly 
stated.  After  the  issuance  of  a  $2,000,000  bond  issue  was  defeated  by  a  narrow 
margin  at  an  election  held  in  June,  1909,  a  second  election  was  called  for  December 
29  of  the  same  year,  at  which  two  municipal  railway  bond  issues  were  sub- 
mitted. One  provided  for  $1,900,000  with  which  to  build  an  electric  line  on 
Geary  Street,  extending  from  Market  Street  to  the  Ocean;  the  purpose  of  the 
second,  amounting  to  $120,000,  was  for  the  construction  of  a  line  down  Market 
Street,  from  Geary  Street  to  the  Ferries.  Both  propositions  carried  by  a  three 
to  one  majority. 

Construction  of  the  Geary  Street  Railway  was  started  in  the  summer  of 
1911  and  rapidly  advanced  to  completion.  The  cost  of  constructing  this  road 
was  $103,564.00  per  mile,  and  the  financial  returns  on  the  money  expended 
have  been  very  satisfactory.  Encouraged  by  these  results,  and  realizing  that 
the  success  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  depends  largely  on  the  adequacy 
of  street  railway  transportation  facilities  to  the  Exposition  Grounds,  by  a  resolu- 
tion passed  on  February  17,  1914,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  requested  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  to  submit  to  it 

"A  preliminary  plan  with  approximate  estimate  of  cost,  designed 
to  furnish  to  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  a  fully  adequate  municipal 
system  of  street  railway  service  to  include  equipment  thereof. 

*'Also  submit  similar  plans  and  estimates  of  such  additional  ex- 
tensions of  the  Municipal  Railway  as  may  be  deemed  presently  neces- 
sary and  desirable  and  sufficiently  profitable  to  insure  no  subsequent 
charge  upon  the  general  funds  of  the  City." 

A  report  was  accordingly  submitted  by  the  City  Engineer. 

On  the  basis  of  this  report  a  proposition  was  submitted  to  the  electorate 
on  August  26,  191.3,  providing  for  the  issuance  and  sale  of  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  $3,500,000  for  the  construction  of  a  Municipal  Railway  System  and  the  pur- 
chase of  equipment  therefor.  The  routes  finally  adopted  are  almost  identical 
with  those  recommended  in  the  report. 

They  are  as  follows: 
Van   Ness  .A.venue  Line — 

Constructed  on  Van  Ness  Avenue  from  Market  Street  to  North  Point 
Street;  length,  2.04  miles. 

Chestnut  Street  Line — 

Constructed  on  Chestnut  Street  from  Van  Ness  Avenue  to  Scott  Street; 
thence  on  Scott  Street  to  Greenwich  Street;  thence  on  Greenwich  Street  to 
Steiner  Street;  thence  on  Steiner  Street  to  Union  Street,  where  connections  are 
made  with  the  tracks  of  the  Union  Street  Line;  length,  1.22  miles. 

Potrero  Avenue  Line — 

Constnictod  from  Market  Street  and  Van  Ness  Avenue,  across  Market 
Street  to  Eleventh  Street;  thence  along  Eleventh  Street  to  Division  Street; 
thence  along  Division  Street  to  Potrero  Avenue;  thence  along  Potrero  Avenue 
to  Twenty-tifth  Street;  length,  1.99  miles. 

Union  Street  Line — 

The  property  of  the  Ferry  and  Presidio  Railway  Company  was  acquired 
durins:  Derember,  1913,  and  placed  in  operation  as  a  Municipal  Railway  on  the 
11th  of  December  last.  This  street  railway  is  operated  along  The  Embarcadero 
from  the  Ferry  to  Jackson  and  Washington  Streets;  thence  to  Columbus  Avenue; 
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thence  on  Colombus  Avenue  to  Union  Street;  thence  out  Union  Street  to  Larkin 
Street;  thence  to  Vallejo  Street;  thence  to  Franklin  Street;  thence  to  Union 
Street;  thence  out  Union  Street  to  Baker  Street,  down  Baker  to  Greenwich 
Street;  thence  on  Greenwich  Street  to  the  Presidio  Military  Reservation.  The 
total  length  of  this  line  is  approximately  8.9  miles,  of  which  slightly  over  one- 
half  mile  will  have  to  be  reconstructed. 

Columbus  Avenue  Extension  to  Union  Street  Line — 

To  be  constructed  on  Columbus  Avenue  from  Union  Street  to  North  Point 
Street;  thence  on  North  Point  Street  to  Van  Ness  Avenue;  thence  on  Van  Ness 
Avenue  to  Chestnut  Street;  where  connections  will  be  made  with  the  tracks  of  the 
Van  Ness  Avenue  line;  total  length,  1.26  miles. 

Fort  Mason  Extension  to  Union  Street  Line — 

Connection  is  to  be  made  with  the  tracks  of  the  Columbus  Avenue  extension 
to  the  Union  Street  line  at  Bay  Street  and  tracks  are  to  be  constructed  through 
the  Fort  Mason  Military  Reservation  to  a  terminal  on  Laguna  Street  between 
Jefferson  and  Beach  Streets;  total  length,  .48  miles.  At  the  terminal  a  loop  will 
be  constructed  in  Laguna  Street,  between  North  Point  Street  and  Beach  Street, 
opposite  one  of  the  entrances  to  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition.  This  will 
gratly  facilitate  the  handling  of  the  immense  number  of  visitors  to  the  Exposition 
Grounds. 

Stockton  Street  Line — 

Now  being  constructed  on  Stockton  Street,  from  Market  Street  to  Columbus 
Avenue,  where  connection  will  be  made  with  the  tracks  of  the  Union  Street  line; 
total  length,  .97  mile.  Every  indication  now  points  to  the  completion  of  this  line 
by  October  15,  1914.  Work  on  the  Stockton  Street  tunnel  is  rapidly  nearing 
completion,  and  will  soon  be  sufficiently  advanced  to  permit  the  laying  of  tracks 
through  the  bore. 

Church  Street  Line — 

To  be  constructed  from  Market  Street  and  Van  Ness  Avenue  out  Market. 
Street  to  Church  Street;  thence  on  Church  Street  from  Market  Street  to 
Thirtieth  and  Church  Streets;  total  length,  2.54  miles.  It  has  been  the  endeavor 
of  this  office  to  adopt  a  plan  for  overcoming  the  steep  grades  on  Church  Street 
from  Eighteenth  Street  to  Twenty-second  Street,  that  would  be  agreeable  to  all 
of  the  property  owners  affected.  So  far  no  agreement  has  been  reached  among 
these  interested  parties,  so  the  construction  of  this  line  has  been  somewhat  de- 
layed.    It  is  hoped,  however,  that  it  will  be  begun  at  an  early  date. 

Masonic  Avenue  Extension  {o  the  Geary  Street  Line — 

.Owing  to  the.  recent  completion  of  a  baseball  park  on  Masonic  Avenue, 
between  St.  Rose  Avenue  and  Turk  Street,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  construct 
an  extension  to  the  Geary  Street  line  along  Masonic  Avenue  from  Geary  Street 
to  Turk  Street.  This  work  was  authorized  by  the  Supervisors  and  the  road  was 
built  and  put  into  operation  for  the  opening  of  the  ball  park.  The  length  of  the 
line  is  .26  mile. 

California  Street  Line — 

Connection  will  be  made  with  the  Geary  Street  Line  at  2nd  Avenue;  thence 
north  on  2nd  Avenue  to  Cornwall  Street  (sometimes  called  California  Street 
South):  thence  westerly  along  Cornwall  Street  to  its  intersection  with  California 
Street  and  thence  to  33rd  Avenue.     Total  length  cut  off,  2.04  miles. 

The  type  of  track  construction  adopted  as  a  standard  for  these  Railway 
extensions  follows  almost  identically  that  of  the  Geary  Street  Municipal  Railway, 
which  has  proven  most  satisfactory.  Briefly,  this  consists  of  9-in.  106-lb.  girder 
grooved  rail  in  60  and  62-ft.  lengths,  and  9-in.  129-lb.  girder  guard  rail  in  80  and 
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32-ft.  lengths.  These  are  laid  on  tie-plates  over  6  x  8-in.  x  8-ft.  redwood  cross- 
ties,  at  2-ft.  centers,  with  %-in.  round  tie-rods  spaced  10-ft  in  straight  track 
and  5-ft.  in  curves.  Rails  in  curves  are  supported  by  brace  tie-plates.  Joint 
plates  are  36-in.  12  bolt  joints  of  standard  section.  The  depth  of  broken-rock 
ballast  is  8-in.  under  the  ties  in  standard  track  and  15-in.  under  the  ties  in 
special  work.  Copper  rail  bonds  aggregating  900,000  circular  mils,  section,  are 
brazed  directly  to  the  rails  by  means  of  an  electric  bonding  machine. 

The  curves  have  been  so  designed  as  to  give  passing  cars  clearance  of  not 
less  than  12-in. 

All  track  special  work  is  of  solid  manganese  steel,  and  consists  so  far  as  possi 
ble  of  interchangeable  switches,  mates,  frogs  and  cross  pieces,  which  in  various 
combinations  will  compose  any  lay-out  of  branch-oflfs,  cross-overs  and  right-angle 
crossings,  or  combinations  thereof,  in  standard  9-in.  track.  In  the  design  of  these 
standard  pieces  an  endeavor  was  made  to  reduce  the  number  to  a  minimum,  as 
their  interchangeability  will  facilitate  maintenance.  The  total  number  of  pieces  of 
different  design  is  35.  The  section  of  all  joints  in  track  special  work  is  such  as  to 
permit  the  use  of  the  standard  joint  plates  without  modification. 

The  roadbed  for  those  portions  of  the  Municipal  Lines  at  present  completed 
has  been  excellently  and  rapidly  constructed.  A  3-in.  sharpened  circular  steel  flange 
attached  to  the  cylindrical  surface  of  a  steam  roller  was  used  in  cutting  the 
asphalt  surface  of  the  street  pavement.  This  wearing  surface  and  the  concrete  base 
beneath  were  then  broken  by  a  2-ton  drop  hammer  pile  driver,  so  mounted  on 
skids  as  to  permit  of  being  swung  from  side  to  side  of  the  trench  and  at  the  same 
time  moved  forward  as  the  pavement  was  broken  up.  The  broken  concrete  base  was 
next  removed  from  the  trench  and  fed  to  a  movable  crusher,  which  reduced  it  to 
ballast  size.  The  roadbed  was  then  excavated  to  sub-grade  by  means  of  a  half-yard 
steam  shovel.  Six  inches  of  this  crushed  concrete  was  then  spread  on  the  sub-grade 
and  flushed  with  sand,  after  which  the  surface  was  rolled  with  a  10-ton  steam  road 
roller. 

Ties  were  then  laid,  the  rails  placed  on  the  tie  plates,  the  joints  bolted  tem- 
porarily and  the  rails  spiked  to  gauge.  One-sixteenth  of  an  inch  is  the  maximum 
permissible  variation  of  gauge  from  the  standard  of  4  ft.  8^4  in-  Straight  rails  and 
track  special  work  were  hauled  to  the  job  by  four-horse  trucks,  and  ties  and  smaller 
materials  by  auto  trucks. 

All  rail  bending  to  horizontal  and  vertical  curves  was  done  by  the  contractor; 
some  in  the  field  by  means  of  an  hydraulic  rail  bender  operated  by  a  hand  pump, 
and  some  by  power  machines  at  the  rolling  mills  or  railroad  shops. 

The  track  was  next  raised  to  grade  and  2  in.  of  ballast  tamped  under  the  ties. 
The  joint-plates  were  removed,  the  rails  bonded,  the  joint-plates  replaced  and 
fastened  permanently,  and  the  tie-rods  put  in  place.  Such  dirilling  and  reaviing 
as  was  necessary  was  done  with  a  portable  electric  track  drill.  The  lining  and 
surfacing  gang  then  adjusted  the  track  to  perfect  line,  gauge  and  grade.  The  space 
between  the  ties  was  next  filled  with  ballast,  the  concrete  base  for  header  blocks 
and  pavement  was  poured  and  the  pavement  replaced. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-five  new  cars  have  been  purchased  for  the  Municipal 
Railway.  They  are  of  the  California  semi-steel  type,  47-ft.  1-in.  in  length  over 
bumpers,  9-ft.  2»^-in.  in  width  and  lift.  8-in.  in  height  from  the  top  of  the 
rail  to  the  tnp  of  the  trolley  board.  They  are  of  the  same  length  as  the  cars  now 
in  use  on  the  Genrr-street  line,  but  of  greater  width  and  will  accommodate  more 
passengers.  Being  of  improved  structural  design  they  are  lighter  in  weight,  which 
tends  toward  reduction   of  maintenance  costs. 

All  of  the  structural  parts  of  the  car.  up  to  the  window  sills,  are  of  steel  and 
so  formed  as  to  give  extreme  rigidity  with  a  minimum  of  weight.  The  construction 
above  the  window-sill  line  is  of  the  finest  grade  of  California  wood.  The  roof  is 
notable  in  that   no  inner  lining  is  provided,  the  roof  boards  being  of  white  cedar. 
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which  was  purchased  in  San  Francisco  by  the  car  builders  and  shipped  east  to  the 
factory.  This  wood  was  selected  for  grain  and  color  and  has  been  varnished,  pre- 
senting a  very  pleasing  appearance,  and  at  the 'same  time  reducing  the  weight  of 
the  roof  structure  without  sacrificing  anything  in  the  way  of  strength. 

The  motor  and  control  equipment  consists  of  four  Westinghouse  No.  806  Box 
Frame  50-60  hp.  600  Volt  Enclosed  Street  Railway  Motors  with  type  "HL"  control. 
These  enable  the  car  rapidly  to  be  brought  to  full  speed  and  are  of  sufficient  power 
to  enable  them  to  surmount  heavy  grades  at  a  normal  operating  speed. 

The  air-brake  equipment  is  what  is  known  as  the  Straight  Air  Type.  Special 
additional  features  looking  toward  safety  have  been  provided  as  emergency  devices. 
A  valve  is  installed  under  the  car  which  will  automatically  set  the  brakes  in  the 
event  of  any  of  the  air-brake  pipes  or  appurtenances  being  disabled.  At  each  end 
of  the  car,  within  reach  of  the  conductor,  an  additional  emergency  air  valve  is 
placed,  by  means  of  which  the  car  may  be  brought  to  a  stop. 

It  is  believed  that  these  new  cars,  as  designed  and  constructed  for  the  Munici- 
pal Lines,  will  prove  the  most  satisfactory  from  an  operating  and  maintenance 
standpoint  of  any  cars  that  have  been  operated  upon  the  streets  of  this  city,  and 
that  they  are  excelled  by  none  in  the  United  States. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  following  paragraph  of  the  report  of  April  5,  1918, 
presented  herewith: 

"The  Van  Ness  avenue  line  will  be  commenced  first;  then  the  Potrero 
avenue  extension  of  the  Van  Ness  avenue  line,  and  the  remaining  lines  as 
fast  as  material  arrives.  It  is  estimated  that  the  Van  Ness  avenue  line 
can  be  completed  within  twelve  months  after  contracts  for  the  delivery 
of  material  are  entered  into,  and  the  remaining  lines  (with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Church-street  line)  in  sixteen  months.  This  will  make  the 
time  required  for  the  construction  of  the  Van  Ness  avenue  line  sixteen 
months  after  the  date  upon  which  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifica- 
tions is  commenced,  and  for  the  remaining  lines  twenty  months." 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  am  able  to  report  that  phenomenal  progress  has  b^en 
made  both  in  the  design  and  the  construction  of  the  Municipal  Railways,  their 
appurtenances  and  equipment.  Despite  the  fact  that  the  estimated  time  allowed  in 
the  preliminary  report  was  shorter  than  for  many  sifnilar  installations  by  private 
corporations  this  assigned  period  for  construction  has  been  reduced  by  some  20 
per  cent.  Although  the  Municipal  Lines  will  be  a  main  factor  in  accommodating 
Exposition  traffic,  the  routes  have  been  so  chosen  that  they  will  prove  a  paying 
investment  both  before  and  after  the  Exposition. 

STREET    PAVEMENTS,    ROADS    AND    BOULEVARDS. 

With  its  peculiar  topographical  features,  San  Francisco  presents  to  the  High- 
way Engineer  probably  as  many  difficulties  to  a  proper  design  of  pavements  as  any 
other  large  American  city.  Especially  is  this  true  in  the  matter  of  grades.  For 
example,  in  one  of  the  most  thickly  populated  sections  of  the  city — Kearny  street, 
from  Vallejo  street  to  Broadway — a  block  paved  with  cobbles  has  a  gradient  of 
29.8  per  cent.  On  Fillmore  street,  where  a  double-track  electric  car  line  is  operated, 
for  about  two-thirds  of  the  distance  between  Vallejo  and  Green  streets — also  paved 
with  cobbles — the  grade  is  26.5  per  cent.  On  Chestnut  street,  between  Polk  and 
Larkin  streets,  which  has  just  been  graded,  the  gradient  for  part  of  the  block  is 
55.5  per  cent.  There  are  many  paved  streets  in  the  city  whose  gradient  exceeds 
20    per    cent. 

A  problem  of  an  entirely  different  nature  presents  itself  in  that  large  filled-in 
section,  where  property  values  are  exceedingly  high,  and  most  of  the  large  business 
interests  are  centered.  The  prevention  of  pavement  subsidence  is  there  a  serious 
problem. 
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That  there  was  little  thought  for  the  future  in  the  early  i>eriod8  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's development,  and  no  well  conceived  plan  either  in  the  location,  alignment 
or  gradient  of  the  streets,  or  a  proper  selection  of  pavements,  is  too  plainly  evident. 
Its  history  in  this  respect  is  not  unique.  It  is  like  that  of  nearly  every  other  large 
American  city.  Nor  were  conditions  materially  improved  until  a  new  city  charter 
went  into  effect  on  January  8,  1900.  Following  the  adoption  of  this  new  charter 
a  Board  of  Public  Works  was  established,  which  in  turn  appointed  a  city  engineer, 
and  only  since  that  time  have  definite  plans  in  the  treatment  of  the  city's  pavement 
needs  been  followed.  Immediately  following  the  reorganisation  one  of  the  first  steps 
was  to  install  an  up-to-date  engineering  laboratory,  equipped  with  the  most  modem 
apparatus  for  the  testing  of  paving  and  other  engineering  materials.  This  depart- 
ment has  been  constantly  improved  until  at  the  present  time  it  is  considered  one 
of  the  best  engineering  laboratories  west  of  the  Rockies. 

Many  difficulties  were  experienced  in  the  changing  from  the  old  to  new 
methods.  The  public  had  to  be  educated  gradually.  Politicians  of  the  old  school 
did  not  take  kindly  to  the  new  and  scientific  way  of  designing  and  laying  pave- 
ments. These,  together  with  some  of  the  street  contractors,  did  all  in  their  power 
to  hinder  development,  but  their  opposition  was  finally  overcome. 

California  being  the  largest  oil,  asphalt  and  bituminous  rock  producing  state 
in  *he  Union,  it  is  natural  that  the  majority  of  this  city's  permanent  pavements 
should  be  either  bituminous  rock  or  asphalt.  Availability  of  supply  has  much  to  do 
with  deciding  the  type  of  pavements  that  predominate  in  any  locality.  Formerly 
the  bituminous  rock,  as  it  came  from  the  mines,  was  placed  in  closed  kettles  and 
reduced  to  a  powder  by  a  simple,  though  undesirable,  agency  of  steam.  This  re- 
sulted in  an  excessive  moisture  content.  It  was  then  spread  on  the  street,  with 
disastrous  results  in  many  cases.  No  particular  attempt  was  made  properly  to 
grade  the  material  as  it  arrived  from  the  mines.  It  was  a  guess  whether  on  any 
particular  block  the  property  owners  would  get  a  hard,  medium  or  soft  grade  of 
bituminous  rock  pavement.  Often  the  only  foundation  was  a  badly  drained  macadam 
or  the  irregular  surface  of  an  existing  cobble  pavement. 

This  same  material  is  now  handled  in  an  efficient  manner,  being  properly 
graded  and  reduced  by  the  action  of  heated  dry  air.  Recently,  however,  most  of 
the  street  pavements  that  have  been  laid  in  this  city  have  been  of  asphalt.  Some 
of  the  chief  investigations  of  the  chemist  in  charge  of  the  engineering  laboratory 
have  been  the  California  asphalts,  asphaltic  mixtures  and  various  combinations  of 
binders  and  wearing  surfaces.  Every  effort  has  been  exerted  to  obtain  the  best 
grade  and  combination  of  ingredients  to  suit  particular  conditions.  After  a  long 
series  of  experiments  very  satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained.  The  following 
cases  will  be  cited  as  illustrative  of  the  most  recent  and  best  examples  of  what  has 
been  attained  in  the  use  of  this  material: 

On  Geary  street,  from  Market  street  to  Van  Ness  avenue,  on  which  there  is 
fairly  heavy  vehicle  traffic,  an  asphalt  pavement  was  laid  for  the  entire  width  of 
the  roadway,  excepting  the  header  blocks  on  either  side  of  the  rails  on  the  munici- 
pal railroad  and  the  26  in.  basalt  block  gutters.  This  pavement  was  laid  on  a 
standard  6  in.  cement  concrete  foundation  and  consisted  of  a  2  in.  asphaltic  binder 
course  and  a  1  Va  in.  asphaltic  wearing  surface.  The  crown  was  made  much  flatter 
than  those  used  formerly.  .  One  of  the  most  common  mistakes  previously  made  in 
the  design  of  street  crowns  for  asphalt  pavements  was  their  excessive  height,  with 
the  inevitable  result  that  the  material  thinned  out  at  the  crown  and  increased  in 
thickness  on  the  gutter  area,  as  might  be  expected  with  a  viscous  material  of  this 
nature  under  the  pressure  of  traffic  accompanied  by  an  increase  of  atmospheric 
temperature.  There  has  been  no  appreciable  rolling  or  creeping  of  the  above  pave- 
ment, and  none  is  expected. 

In  the  rapidly  growing  outlying  districts  where  the  traffic  is  of  a  lighter 
nature,   consisting  mainly  of  light  motor  vehicles   and  delivery  wagons,   a  thinner 
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section  of  asphalt  surface  has  been  decided  upon  for  recent  'pavements.  Ten 
bloclu  at  the  western  end  of  Lincoln  Way,  in  front  of  Golden  Gate  Park«  were 
recently  paved  wtih  asphalt,  consisting  of  a  2  in.  asphaltic  wearing  surface  on  a 
6  in.  cement  concrete  foundation.  This  completed  the  paving  of  a  main  trunk 
road  fifty-three  blocks  in  length,  from  the  Panhandle  to  the  beach.  This  will  be 
one  of  the  most  important  avenues  in  the  Sunset  district. 

Another  good  example  of  asphalt  pavement  constructed  recently  is  that  along 
Ocean  avenue,  from  Plymouth  avenue  to  its  junction  with  the  Junipero  Serra 
boulevard  and  Sloat  boulevard.  This  pavement  extends  over  the  entire  width  of 
the  roadway,  which  is  sixty  feet.  Along  the  center  a  double-track  electric  road  is 
operated,  which  leaves  a  clear  width  of  roadway  of  twenty-two  feet  on  either  side 
of  the  tracks  for  vehicular  trraffic.  The  pavement  consists  of  a  standard  6  in. 
cement  concrete  foundation  and  a  2  in.  asphaltic  wearing  surface.  This  construc- 
tion filled  a  long-felt  want,  for  before  it  was  undertaken  the  above  roadway  was  a 
series  of  ruts  in  summer  and  mud  holes  in  winter,  which  made  travel  over  it  ex- 
tremely uncomfortable.  The  old  alignment  and  grade  were  unsuitable,  and  it  was 
necessary  to  substitute  for  many  sharp  angles  and  arcs  long  horizontal  and  vertical 
curves.  The  paving  of  this  stretch  of  work  has  transformed  one  of  the  worst  paved 
streets  into  the  best,  and  has  contributed  to  increase  property  values  along  its  line. 
The  extreme  west  end  of  this  pavement  terminates  at  the  junction  of  the  Sloat 
boulevard  and  the  Junipero  Serra  boulevard,  two  of  the  important  trunk  lines  of 
the  city's  rapidly  growing  boulevard  system. 

The  most  important  paving  contract  undertaken  by  the  city  during  the  last 
fiscal  year  has  been  the  repaving  of  the  Junipero  Serra  boulevard,  a  stretch  of 
roadway  1.6  miles  in  length.  On  June  80,  1914,  about  three-fifths  of  the  entire 
work  has  been  constructed.  Before  reconstruction  this  boulevard  consisted  of  a 
macadam  roadway  twenty-five  feet  in  width,  with  a  very  high  crown  and  dan- 
gerously low  on  the  sides,  and  many  portions  were  in  a  more  or  less  disintegrated 
condition.  It  followed  in  general  the  natural  undulating  surface  of  the  ground. 
In  reconstruction  the  first  step  after  the  completion  of  the  survey  was  to  correct 
the  existing  grade  by  eliminating  sharp  verticals  and  introducing  in  their  plac« 
long  and  smooth  curves.  The  grade  was  straightened  as  far  as  possible  without 
making  heavy  cuts  or  fills  which  were  prohibitive,  as  the  amount  of  money  available 
for  this  construction  was  very  limited.  The  specifications  provided  for  the  following 
work:  The  paved  portion  of  the  roadway  is  to  be  25  ft.  in  width  with  5  ft.  rock 
shoulders  on  either  side  and  slopes  on  fill  of  1^  to  1.  Gutters  are  5  ft.  wide  and 
22  in.  deep.  At  stated  intervals  concrete  culverts  provide  for  the  diversion  of  storm 
water.  A  flat  crown  was  adopted  for  reasons  already  explained,  and  because  the 
longitudinal  grade  amply  provides  for  drainage.  The  base  is  of  standard  cement 
concrete,  6  in.  thick,  with  the  sides  raised  S}i^  in.  and  made  6  in.  wide,  so  as  to 
enclose  the  asphalt  pavement  on  top  and  prevent  creeping.  The  concrete  is  covered 
with  asphaltic  binder  1^  in.  thick  and  over  this  is  a  1-in.  asphaltic  wearing 
surface.  The  thickness  of  this  pavement  is  much  greater  than  any  recommended 
or  constructed  by  the  State  Highway  Commission,  and  in  durability  and  excellence 
it  will  be  superior  to  any  of  the  state  highways. 

The  owners  of  St.  Francis  Wood,  an  adjoining  tract,  have  recently  received 
a  permit  to  reconstruct  Corbett  road,  where  it  fronts  on  their  several  properties, 
for  a  distance  of  approximately  6000  feet.  The  present  plans  contemplate  the  laying 
of  an  asphalt  pavement  40  ft.  in  width  for  the  entire  length.  This  road  adjoins  the 
Junipero  Serra  boulevard  at  Ocean  avenue,  and  will  be  a  very  desirable  addition 
to  the  boulevard  system.  A  mile  or  more  west  is  the  Nineteenth-avenue  boulevard, 
one  of  the  oldest  of  the  system.  It  forms  a  direct  connection  between  Lincoln  Way 
and  the  Sloat  boulevard,  and  is  about  8%  miles  in  length.  While  at  present  its 
surface  is  almost  entirely  of  macadam,  if  the  present  plans  of  the  Board  of  Works 
are  followed  it  will  not  be  long  before  its  entire  length  is  covered  with  a  sheet 
pavement. 
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A  recent  innovation  has  been  the  selection  of  a  hard-burned,  vitrified  paving 
brick  with  irregular  and  pronounced  kiln  marks,  to  replace  the  unsightly  and 
irregular  cobble  pavements.  The  bricks  are  laid  on  a  concrete  base  and  the  inter- 
stices filled  with  cement  mortar  containing  two  parts  sand  to  one  of  cement.  While 
this  pavement  is  only  in  the  experimental  state  at  the  present  time,  indications 
are  that  it  will  give  excellent  results. 

At  the  present  time  street  specifications  are  being  entirely  revised  by  the  City's 
Engineer's  office,  and  will,  when  completed,  embrace  all  of  the  best  modern  pave- 
ments, including  asphalt,  creosoted  wood  blocks,  vitrified  paving  brick,  bituminous 
rock,  basalt  block  and  others.  Considering  the  serious  handicap  imposed  by  previous 
faulty  construction  and  the  damage  done  to  pavements  by  the  fire  of  1906  San 
Francisco's  recent  progress  in  pavement  construction  has  been  remarkable. 

MUNICIPAL    GARBAGE    INCINERATOR. 

Preliminary  to  the  design  of  a  new  municipal  garbage  incinerating  plant  a 
study  was  made  in  1908  of  the  refuse  collected  in  San  Francisco.  The  probable 
increase  in  population  was  calculated,  and  from  this  deduced  the  probable  amount 
of  garbage  to  be  disposed  of  at  various  periods  during  the  city's  growth.  It  was 
found  that  even  at  the  time  the  investigation  was  made  the  plant  of  the  Sanitary 
Reduction  Works,  in  which  material  from  all  portions  of  the  city  was  incinerated, 
was  totally  inadequate  and  obsolete  in  design.  The  smoke  from  its  chimney  was 
excessive  and  the  cause  of  frequent  complaint.  It  was,  therefore,  decided  to  pur- 
chase the  land  and  plant  of  the  Sanitary  Reduction  Works  in  order  to  work  no 
financial  injury  to  a  private  corporation,  and  to  construct  two  new  incinerators  of 
the  most  modern  and  efficient  type  in  which  to  dispose  of  garbage  in  a  sanitary 
manner  at  a  minimum  cost  to  the  private  individual. 

One  incinerator  has  already  been  constructed  by  the  city  on  a  block  of  land 
south  of  Army  street,  which  extends  from  Kansas  street  to  Rhode  Island  street. 
This  plant  consists  of  two  buildings,  the  larger  of  which  is  122  ft.  6  in.  by  54  ft. 
2  in.,  and  contains  the  furnaces,  boilers,  pre-heaters,  laboratory,  men's  room  and 
offices.  This  building  is  of  reinforced  concrete  with  a  steel  frame.  The  chimney, 
also  of  reinforced  concrete,  is  154  ft.  6  in.  in  height  and  17  ft.  outside  diameter  at 
the  bottom.  The  chimney  walls  are  12  inches  thick  at  the  base,  tapering  to  5 
inches  at  their  top.  A  fire  brick  lining  extends  from  the  furnace*  vertically  upward 
a  distance  of  100  ft.,  leaving  a  clear  inside  diameter  of  8  ft.  for  this  portion  of 
the  chimney. 

The  equipment  of  the  main  building  consists  of  two  sixty-ton  incinerating 
furnaces,  together  with  the  appurtenances  and  accesories  for  their  operation,  which 
include  weighing  apparatus,  mixing  device,  clinker  crushing  and  screening  planta, 
storage  hopper  for  crushed  clinker  and  a  baling  press  for  tin  cans  and  scrap  iron. 

The  clinker  storage  building  is  of  reinforced  concrete,  52  ft.  6  in.  by  26  ft.  in 
plan.  This  contains  the  clinker  storage  bins,  hydraulic  accumulator,  baling  press, 
shower  and  locker  rooms,  storeroom  and  toilet.  Both  buildings  are  absolutely  fire- 
proof, no  combustible  material  of  any  description  having  been  incorporated  into 
their    construction. 

Refuse  is  dumped  from  wagons  at  street  level  into  a  storage  pit  adjoining  the 
main  building,  whence  it  will  be  handled  mechanically  throughout  every  stage  of 
the  process  of  incineration  until  ready  to  be  drawn  off  as  crushed  and  sized  clinker 
as  a  salable  article  for  building  purposes. 

There  are  eight  grates,  on  which  refuse  is  consumed  without  any  additional 
fuel.  Above  each  grate  is  a  drying  screen  to  which  the  garbage  is  fed  from  separate 
containers.  Each  of  the  two  sixty-ton  units  is  provided  with  a  water  tube  boiler  of 
1700  square  feet  heating  surface  and  equipped  with  Foster  superheaters  which  will 
furnish  100  degrees  superheat.  These  superheaters  are  of  the  armored  type  and 
require  no  flooding  or  other  special  attention.     In  them  the  air  is  heated  by  utiliza 
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tion  of  the  gases  from  the  boilers.  To  the  preheaters  which  are  operatc«d  by  forced 
draft  the  air  from  the  buildings  circulates,  thereby  causing  a  complete  change  of 
atmosphere  throughout  the  plant  every  eight  and  a  half  minutes.  From  the  pre- 
heaters the  air  is  forced  over  the  white  hot  clinker  piles  and  then  to  the  furnace 
grates,  where  it  supports  combustion. 

In  the  older  type  of  incinerating  plants  clinker  was  removed  from  the  furnace 
with  hand  tools.  This  process  was  exceedingly  difficult  and  necessitated  a  conse- 
quent cooling  of  the  furnace  because  the  fire  doors  were  kept  open  for  considerable 
periods.  In  the  recently  constructed  incinerator  the  entire  grate  is  movable  and 
the  entire  charge  of  clinker  is  ejected  by  hydraulic  machinery.  The  grate  is  slid 
from  its  position  over  the  fire  and  tilted  by  merely  throwing  a  lever  on  the  stoker 
platform. 

When  ejected  from  the  grates  clinker  is  partially  cooled  by  contact  with  the 
air  which  is  supplied  to  the  furnace  for  combustion,  thus  conserving  a  considerable 
amount  of  heat.  It  is  then  conveyed  to  the  crusher,  where  it  is  dumped  automati- 
cally and  thence  transported  by  a  belt  conveyor  to  the  storage  building,  where  it 
falls  into  sizing  screens. 

A  completely  equipped  laboratory  and  repair  shop  will  serve  to  keep  the  plant 
up  to  its  proper  degree  of  efficiency.  Much  care  has  been  exercised  in  the  super- 
vision of  construction  and  installation.  As  a  result  some  delay  has  been  occasioned 
because  the  city  will  not  accept  the  plant  from  the  contractors  until  the  specifica- 
tions have  been  fulfilled,  which  means  that  the  process  of  incineration  be  as  nearly 
perfect  as  conditions  will  allow. 

Surplus  steam  will  be  utilized  as  a  source  of  revenue  by  supplying  it  at  a 
reasonable  price  to  neighboring  tanneries  and  factories.  It  will  also  be  utilized  in 
the  adjoining  Isolation  Hospital  for  supplying  heat  and  power. 

The  following  is  a  detailed  account  of  the  work  done  during  the  past  fiscal 
year: 

Contract  No.  1 — For  the  construction  of  two  incinerating  plants,  each  with  a 
capacity  of  120  tons  in  24  hours,  one  in  the  North  Beach  district  and  one  in  the 
Islais  creek  district,  a  contract  was  awarded  on  November  23,  1910,  to  The  De- 
structor Company,   for  the  estimated  sum  of  $263,216. 

On  June  30,  1913,  building  and  equipment  were  95  per  cent  finished.  During 
the  past  fiscal  year  the  contract  was  completed,  but  changes  were  recommended  in 
the  mechanical  equipment,  in  order  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  plant.  These 
changes  were  incumbent  on  the  contractor,  and  on  June  30,  1914,  were  practically 
finished.    The  sum  of  $124,653.27  has  been  paid  to  the  contractor  on  account. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  MUNICIPAL  ASPHALT  PLANT. 

The  city  of  San  Francisco  has  under  construction  a  new  plant  for  the  manu- 
facture of  asphaltic  pavement.  The  cost  for  buildings  and  machinery  will  be  ap- 
proximately $57,000.  The  plant,  property  and  railroad  facilities  represent  an  invest- 
ment of  about  $130,000.  The  capacity  will  be  180  loads  or  320  cubic  yards  of 
wearing  surface  or  binder  per  day. 

All  material  will  be  brought  to  the  plant  on  cars,  no  teaming  being  necessary. 
The  sand,  rock  or  gravel  is  then  dumped  from  the  cars  into  a  concrete  receiving 
hopper  with  a  capacity  of  four  carloads  or  200  tons,  from  which  it  is  hoisted  to  a 
screen  and  segregated  into  the  proper  bin.  The  elevator  will  have  a  capacity  of  85 
tons  per  hour  and  the  screen  is  48  inches  in  diameter  by  22  feet  long,  with  ad- 
justable jacket.  All  lime  dust  will  be  unloaded  from  the  car  into  a  storage  room, 
whence  it  can  be  taken  as  needed. 

As  designed,  storage  bins  for  the  rock  and  sand  are  of  reinforced  concrete,  12 
in  number,  12  ft.  square  and  24  ft.  deep,  and  have  a  combined  capacity  of  1536 
cubic  yards. 

Under  the  storage  bins  are  two  belt  conveyors  with  a  capacity  of  36  tons  per 
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hour  and  the  material  will  be  fed  from  the  bins  upon  the  belt  conveyors  by  special 
measuring  gates.  These  gates  can  be  opened  or  dosed  by  a  shaft  gear  directly  over 
the  belt,  which  in  turn  will  be  operated  by  the  belt  conveyor.  On  the  shafts  are 
fitted  eccentrics  which  will  operate  a  lever  and  by  means  of  a  pawl  and  ratchet  the 
gate  is  revolved.  Each  gate  will  have  a  range  of  capacity  of  from  two  to  twelve 
cubic  feet  per  minute,  and  any  mixture  of  fine  or  coarse  rock  or  sand  can  be  sent 
to  the  dryers.  The  material  when  taken  from  the  belts  will  be  hoisted  by  an  elevator 
and  discharged  into  the  uptakes  of  the  dryen.  These  uptakes  are  fitted  with  baffle- 
plates,  over  which  the  material  slides,  coming  in  contact  with  and  being  partially 
heated  by  the  escaping  gases  before  entering  the  revolving  drying  drum. 

The  drying  cylinder  is  designed  with  an  inclination  of  1  to  12.  Its  shell  Is 
three-eighths  of  an  inch  thick,  5  feet  in  diameter  and  12  feet  long,  fitted  internally 
with  eight  6-inch  channels  with  their  flanges  turning  in  the  direction  of  rotation. 
The  material  will  be  thereby  carried  up  and  dropped  through  the  flame,  gradually 
working  its  way  toward  the  lower  end.  Each  dryer  is  fitted  with  a  firing  hood,  on 
wheels,  similar  to  that  used  for  an  ordinary  cement  roaster. 

Below  the  firing  hood  are  two  flight  conveyors,  each  with  a  capacity  of  86 
tons  per  hour  and  designed  for  hot  material.  The  flight  conveyors  will  discharge 
to  elevators  of  the  same  capacity,  which  in  turn  will  empty  into  the  small  storage 
bins  for  hot  materials  ready  for  the  mixer. 

The  lime  dust  will  be  conveyed  from  the  storage  room  to  the  hot  bins  by  a 
flat  belt  conveyor  fitted  with  oak  strips.  Lime  dust  is  then  emptied  directly  upon 
the  belt  through  a  hopper  and  all  the  free  dust  rising  will  be  drawn  through  a  fan 
discharging  into  a  centrifugal  separator  from  which  it  falls  back  upon  the  belt. 

The  hot  bins  and  mixing  platform  are  to  be  of  reinforced  concrete  and  the 
dryer  shed  of  steel  and  corrugated  iron.  Under  the  hot  bins  will  be  special  meas- 
uring boxes  for  sand,  rock,  dust  and  asphalt.  These  consist  of  revolving  cylinders 
open  on  one  side.  When  the  opening  in  any  cylinder  is  opposite  the  bin  material 
drops  in  and  when  the  cylinder  revolves  again  until  the  opening  is  underneath 
drops  out  into  a  hopper.  The  rock  and  sand  cylinders  have  a  capacity  of  three 
cubic  feet  per  dump. 

Asphalt  will  be  fed  to  the  mixers  in  a  liquid  state  and  is  measured  in  hori- 
zontal cylinders  having  an  internal  piston  worked  by  a  screw  and  hand  wheel.  By 
changing  the  position  of  the  piston  the  amount  of  asphalt  used  can  be  controlled. 
Each  cylinder  is  steam  jacketed  and  is  fitted  with  a  theremometer,  so  that  the 
attendant  can  easily  read  the  temperature  of  the  liquid  before  injecting  it  into  the 
mixer.  Asphalt  will  be  forced  from  the  measuring  cylinder  into  the  mixer  by  means 
of  compressed  air. 

The  mixers  are  4  ft.  8  in.  long  by  8  ft.  5  in.  wide,  with  a  capacity  of  12  cubic 
feet  per  mix.  The  shafts  are  8  in.  square  and  are  fitted  with  12  sets  of  semi-steel 
paddles  on  each  shaft.  The  shell  is  one-quarter  inch  steel  plate  and  the  heads  are 
of  cast  iron.  While  the  mixer  works  on  one  batch  the  next  batch  will  be  prepared 
in  the  hopper  directly  above.  One  man  can  perform  all  of  the  operations  for  each 
mixer. 

A  60  horsepower  boiler  with  superheater  will  furnish  steam  for  heating  the 
asphalt  in  the  tanks,  each  tank  having  forty-eight  20-foot  lengths  of  l^i  in.  pipe, 
with  all  screwed  joints  welded.  The  temperature  of  the  asphalt  will  be  controlled 
by  a  thermostat  operating  a  valve  on  the  steam  line.  A  steam  line  also  furnishes 
a  means  of  heating  asphalt  in  the  car,  which  will  be  unloaded  by  a  214  in.  gear 
pump,  the  suction  and  discharge  piping  being  3  in.  in  diameter,  with  an  internal 
half-inch  steam  pipe  for  heating. 

An  oil-burning  system  for  the  boilers  is  to  be  operated  with  compressed  air, 
which  will  also  be  used  for  blowing  out  the  asphalt  pipes  when  closing  down.  The 
plant  will  be  equipped  with  a  large  centrifugal  pump  for  pumping  out  any  of  the 
elevator  pits  should  water  collect.

All  machinery  will  be  driven  by  General  Electric  A.  0.  Motors,  one  50  horse- 
power motor  being  used  to  operate  the  main  elevator  and  screen,  one  25  horsepower 
motor  to  operate  the  belt  conveyors,  elevators  and  dryers,  one  25  horsepower  motor 
to  operate  the  flight  conveyors'  elevators  and  mixers.  The  air  compressor  Is  oper- 
ated  by  a  10  horsepower  slip  ring  motor,  automatically  controlled. 

The  machinery,  materials  and  workmanship  will  be  the  best  to  be  obtained, 
extra  care  having  been  taken  in  the  design  to  eliminate,  so  far  as  possible,  the  wear 
of  the  machinery  by  the  sand,  rock  and  dust  and  to  decrease  the  maintenance  cost. 

To  operate  the  entire  plant  nine  men  will  be  required,  one  for  the  receiving 
hopper,  one  in  the  screen  house,  one  for  the  dryer,  two  for  the  mixers,  one  for  the 
boiler  house,  one  for  the  dust  shed,  one  to  tend  asphalt  and  dust  cars  and  one 
superintendent. 

The  buildings  and  equipment  were  designed  under  the  direction  of  this  office. 

STOOKTON-STREET    TUNNEL. 

On  April  11,  1913,  a  contract  was  let  to  the  Jacobsen-Bade  Company  for  the 
construction  of  a  tunnel  in  Stockton  street,  extending  from  Bush  street  to  a  point 
162  ft.  south  of  the  center  line  of  Sacramento  street.  Work  was  begun  several 
months  later  and  was  delayed  by  interference  with  the  foundation  of  the  eight-story 
brick  structure  occupied  by  the  Hotel  Victoria,  which  extended  into  the  tunnel  right 
of  way.  It  was,  therefore,  necessary  to  support  the  overhanging  portion  while  a 
new  brick  foundation  was  inserted  beneath  it,  beyond  the  limits  of  the  tunnel. 
This  operation  was  necessarily  very  slow,  but  was  accomplished  without  any  pre- 
ceptible  settlement  of  the  heavy  structure. 

The  length  of  the  completed  tunnel  will  be  911  ft.  from  portal  to  portal,  with 
approaches  137  ft.  in  length  on  the  north  and  275  ft.  on  the  south.  The  arch  is 
oval  shaped  and  the  width  at  the  springing  lines  is  50  ft.  in  the  clear.  Of  this 
width  36  ft.  will  be  occupied  by  the  roadway,  in  the  center  of  which  tracks  for 
the  municipal  railroad  will  be  laid.  A  sidewalk  6  ft.  6  in.  wide  will  accommodate 
pedestrians  on  either  side  of  the  tunnel.  The  height  of  the  arch  above  the  curb  is  19 
ft.  in  the  clear. 

Funds  for  the  work  were  obtained  by  assessment  of  the  property  benefited. 
The  proportionate  amounts  chargeable  to  each  portion  of  lands  within  the  assess- 
ment districts  were  determined  by  appraisers  working  under  the  direction  of  this 
office.  The  tax  per  square  foot  varied  according  to  the  area  of  the  parcel  assessed, 
its  proximity  to  the  portal,  the  direction  of  traffic,  and  whatever  other  local  condi- 
tions tended  to  influence  its  probable  increase  of  value. 

Excavation  for  the  approaches  was  in  a  clay  shale  formation.  Three  drifts, 
each  6x6  ft.  in  the  clear,  were  run  for  the  entire  length  of  the  bore  before  any  of 
the  lining  was  placed.  The  rock  was  next  stoped  out  between  these  drifts,  and  the 
specially  designed  timber  framing  set.  Due  to  the  flntness  of  the  arch  and  the  small 
distance  between  the  extrados  and  the  ground  surface,  together  with  the  fact  that 
many  deep  trenches  have  been  excavated  in  the  street,  thus  loosening  the  material, 
practically  the  whole  dead  weight  of  rock  between  the  arch  and  street  surface  above 
had  to  be  supported  during  construction  by  the  timber  framing.  Stulls  of  concrete 
carried  the  weight  of  the  roof  to  an  8  in.  I  beam,  bent  to  the  curve  of  the  intrados. 
The  advantage  of  using  concrete  stulls  was  that  they  could  be  left  in  their  original 
position  when  the  overbreak  was  being  filled  with  concrete,  thus  minimizing  the 
danger  of  a  cave-in  when  the  false  work  was  finally  removed.  Due  to  the  severe 
conditions  above  stated,  however,  a  chimney  of  loose  material  caved  in  the  east  ' 
drift,  temporarily  blocking  progress.  A  diflFerent  type  of  timber  lining  was  then 
adopted  by  the  contractors.  Instead  of  the  curved  steel  I-beam  heavy  longitudinal 
crown  bars  were  substituted  and  these  proved  perfectly  satisfactorj'. 

Excavated  material  was  hauled  from  the  tunnel  on  cars  pulled  by  an  electric 
locomotive  equipped  with  two  17%  hp.  motors  operated  at  250  volts.    On  reaching 
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the  open  cut  these  cars  were  run  out  on  a  trestle  and  discharged  into  bunkers, 
beneath  which  auto  trucks  could  be  loaded  to  remove  the  material. 

Concrete  for  the  tunnel  lining  was  placed  by  the  pneumatic  process,  a  specially 
designed  patented  system  being  employed.  The  mixing  plant  was  located  in  an  open 
cut  near  the  south  portal.  Sand  and  stone  were  supplied  by  gravity  from  material 
bins  above,  into  which  motor  trucks  discharged  directly  from  the  street  level.  The 
concrete-placing  machine  was  located  about  eight  feet  from  the  mixer.  An  eight- 
inch  discharge  pipe  led  from  the  bottom  of  the  pneumatic  drum  to  the  section 
being  concreted.  The  compressor  had  a  capacity  of  1250  cu.  ft.  of  free  air  per 
minute,  raised  to  a  pressure  of  115  pounds.  It  was  driven  by  a  200  hp.  motor. 
Under  ordinary  cnoditions  a  batch  of  16  cu.  ft.  could  be  mixed  and  placed  in  one 
minute.  A  rate  of  40  batches  per  hour  or  about  190  cu.  yds.  per  eight- hour  day 
was  a  fair  average  for  a  steady  run. 

When  completed  this  structure  will  have  the  widest  arch  span  of  any  long 
tunnel  yet  constructed.  It  will  open  a  direct  line  for  street  car  and  vehicular  traffic 
between  the  down  town  district  and  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  grounds,  and 
will  greatly  aid  the  rapid  development  of  the  North  Beach  territory. 

On  June  30,  1914,  the  entire  arch  and  side  lining  was  complete  and  the  rock 
core  was  being  rapidly  removed  by  steam  shovel.  The  south  portal  was  98  per  cent 
and  the  north  portal  92  per  cent  complete.  On  June  30,  1914,  a  total  of  $271,305.10 
had  been  paid  to  the  contractors. 

TWIN    PEAKS    TUNNEL. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  the  plans  and  specifications  for  Twin  Peaks  tunnel 
have  been  completed  and  the  contract  for  its  construction  will  be  awarded  on 
August    19,     1914. 

These  plans  and  specifications  provide  for  the  construction  of  a  tunnel  capable 
of  accommodating  a  double-track  electric  railway  with  rolling  stock  of  the  most 
modern  type.  The  easterly  portal  has  been  located  on  the  plans  at  the  junction  of 
Market  street,  Castro  street  and  Seventeenth  street,  and  the  westerly  portal  near 
Dewey  boulevard.  The  total  length  of  the  tunnel  from  portal  to  portal  is  12,000 
feet,  and  the  time  of  transit  through  it  with  high  speed  trains  is  estimated  at  five 
minutes.  When  this  time  is  contrasted  with  the  period  now  required  to  make  the 
journey  to  the  district  beyond  the  west  portal  an  idea  may  be  gained  of  what  the 
tunnel  will  mean  to  San  Francisco. 

On  account  of  the  increasing  traffic  congestion  on  Market  street,  this  city's 
principal  commercial  artery,  it  is  generally  conceded  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  a  rapid  transit  subway  will  be  necessary  under  this  thoroughfare.  With  this 
fact  well  established,  the  elevation,  location  and  design  of  the  easterly  portion  of 
the  Twin  Peaks  tunnel  were  so  designed  as  to  permit  the  continuation  of  the 
tunnel  as  a  subway  under  Market  street  with  but  slight  alterations.  For  the  present 
the  tunnel  cars  will  connect  directly  with  the  surface  tracks  in  Market  street  at 
Seventeenth  street  by  means  of  a  suitably  constructed  incline. 

Immediately  west  of  the  easterly  portal  a  large  underground  station  has  been 
provided,  to  be  known  as  "Eureka  Station."  This  will  ultimately  be  a  transfer  point 
where  surface  passengers  may  transfer  to  subway  cars  or  where  passengers  from  a 
future  Sunset-Mission  tunnel  may  transfer  to  subway  cars  and  vice  versa.  Only 
the  essential  parts  of  the  station  will  be  built  on  initial  construction. 

A  steel  beam  structure  was  adopted  for  this  section,  since  it  aflfords  better 
•  opportunities  for  future  extensions.  Platforms  300  feet  in  length  lo  accommodate 
four-car  trains  connect  at  either  end  with  stairways  leading  to  the  surface,  where 
they  terminate  in  artistic  kiosks  with  red  tiled  roofs  and  rough  plastered  walls. 

Consideration  of  grade,  headroom  and  alignment  require  modifications  in  the 
grade  of  Castro  street,  between  Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  streets,  and  a  shifting 
of   a   portion   of   Seventeenth  street,    near  Market   street.    This   latter  requirement 
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necesBitates  the  purchase  of  a  triangular  parcel  of  land  at  the  northwest  comer 
of  Seventeenth  and  Castro  streets. 

The  alignment  of  the  tunnel  gave  rise  to  two  factions,  one  advocating  a  route 
along  a  straight  line  between  the  two  portals  and  the  other  advocating  a  location 
following  under  easy  surface  grades  to  the  intersection  of  Eighteenth  and  Hattie 
streets,  and  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  the  westerly  portal.  The  latter  alternative 
was  adopted,  and  a  strip  of  land  1,956  feet  long,  averaging  90  feet  in  width 
through  the  property  traversed,  will  be  acquired  in  fee  simple,  thus  providing  a 
tunnel  right  of  way  and  a  surface  strip  of  land  for  a  contour  extension  of  Market 
stteet  by  easy  grades  impossible  under  the  first  scheme. 

Commencing  at  the  easterly  portal  the  tunnel  will  ascend  on  a  3%  grade  for 
a  distance  of  9,000  feet  to  a  summit  elevation  of  436  feet,  an  allowance  being  made 
for  the  additional  friction  of  trains  on  the  curves  by  reducing  the  gradient  to  2.8% 
on  such  portions.  At  the  termination  of  this  3%  grade  will  be  constructed  a  second 
station,  to  be  known  as  "Laguna  Honda  Station,"  the  floor  of  the  tunnel  being 
62  feet  below  the  ground  surface  at  this  point.  Thence  the  grade  will  descend  at 
the  rate  of  1.15%  for  a  distance  of  8,000  feet  to  the  westerly  portal. 

The  consideration  of  two  important  factors  influenced  the  selection  of  the  rate 
of  grade  from  the  easterly  portal  to  the  Laguna  Honda  Station,  namely,  first,  the 
desirability  of  a  station  at  the  location  adopted  for  Laguna  Honda,  and  secondly, 
the  necessity  of  operating  the  trains  at  high  rates  of  speed.  The  second  fixed  the 
maximum  gradient  at  3%,  while  the  first  required  the  use  of  this  maximum  in  order 
that  the  tunnel  might  be  brought  within  a  reasonable  distance  of  the  surface  at  the 
point  selected  for  the  station. 

On  the  surface  and  directly  above  the  Laguna  Honda  Station  in  the  tunnel 
will  be  erected  a  reinforced  concrete  depot.  This  buil'ding  will  be  about  100  feet 
in  length,  constructed  after  the  Mission  style  of  architecture,  and  provided  with 
modern  conveniences.  Passengers  entering  the  depot  may  reach  the  tunnel  by 
means  of  one  of  six  elevators  located  three  at  each  side  of  the  two  lobbies,  or,  in 
case  of  a  possible  disability  of  the  machinery,  may  use  the  broad  central  stairway 
descending  62  feet  to  the  station  below.  The  underground  station  will  be  300  feet 
long,  as  at  Eureka  Station,  and  centrally  located  with  respect  to  the  elevators  and 
stairways. 

Two  platforms,  ten  feet  wide,  will  be  provided  at  this  station,  one  to  accom- 
modate eastbound  and  one  westbound  traffic.  On  account  of  the  ample  headroom 
available,  the  arched  type  of  roof  will  be  used,  requiring  a  span  of  44  feet.  The 
elevators  will  have  a  capocity  of  50  persons  each  and  will  consume  about  one-half 
a  minute  in  making  the  trip  from  the  surface  to  the  tunnel  level. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  character  of  the  material  through  which  the  tunnel 
is  to  be  constructed  borings  were  made  along  the  route  at  intervals  of  from  300 
to  400  feet.  These  borings  indicate  that  for  a  distance  of  5,000  feet  on  the  westerly 
end  sand  and  incipient  sandstone  will  be  encountered,  passing  then  into  hard 
Franciscan  sandstone  for  a  distance  of  4,500  feet,  and  emerging  therefrom  into  a 
red  sandy  clay  for  the  remaining  2.500  feet  to  the  easterly  portal. 

The  inside  dimensions  adopted  for  the  tunnel  proper  are  twenty-five  feet  in 
width  and  fifteen  feet  in  height,  and,  as  the  borings  indicate  the  presence  of  con- 
siderable water,  the  curve  of  arch  was  made  semi-circular,  the  sides  slightly  curved, 
and  the  construction  of  an  inverted  arch  in  the  bottom  is  provided  for,  in  case  it  is 
found  necessary  to  resist  the  hydrostatic  pressure. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  difference  between  the  grade  of  the  overlying  streets 
and  the  track  grade  would  not  permit  the  use  of  the  arched  type  of  tunnel  section 
it  was  found  necessary  to  provide  a  subway  section  from  Eighteenth  and  Hattie 
streets  to  Eureka  Station,  and  from  thence  to  the  easterly  portal. 

For  this  subway  a  double  compartment  with  a  slab  top  has  been  designed. 
The  greater  part  of  this  section  will  be  built  on  curves.     This  will  cause  the  ends 
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and  centers  of  cars  to  overhang  the  rails  more  than  on  straight  track.  On  account 
of  this  a  lateral  clearance  of  fourteen  (14)  feet  will  be  required.  The  overhead 
clearance  of  fifteen  (15)  feet  remaining  the  same  as  in  the  arched  tunnel  sections. 

This  section  will  be  built  through  a  wet  clay,  making  a  slab  base  imperative, 
in  order  to  provide  a  stable  foundation.  Throughout  the  length  of  the  tunnel  the 
contractor  is  given  the  option  of  using  brick  or  concrete  in  the  upper  portion  of 
the  arch  ring.  To  relieve  the  water  pressure,  deep  holes  have  been  provided  at 
intervals  of  25  feet  along  the  length  of  the  tunnel,  through  which  the  water  will 
find  its  way  and  be  carried  off  by  means  of  a  vitrified  pipe  laid  in  the  center  of 
the  tunnel,  which  will  be  covered  by  broken  rock  ballast  supporting  the  ties  and 
rails  of  the  tracks. 

Throughout  the  entire  tunnel  a  12%  mixture  of  hydrated  lime  will  be  added 
to  the  concrete,  which,  together  with  a  rich  miscture  of  cement  and  sand  applied 
with  a  cement  gun,  it  is  believed  will  afford  sufficient  waterproofing  for  the  tunnel 
and  subway  sections.  About  Eureka  Valley  Station,  where  leaks  and  water  stains 
would  be  more  offensive,  three-ply  felt  waterproofing  is  to  be  laid  on  the  top  and 
sides  of  the  structure  and  covered  with  porous  book  tile,  through  which  water  will 
percolate  and  be  drained  off  through  the  interior  holes  to  weep  holes  at  the  base 
of    the    station. 

The  important  matter  of  ventilation  has  been  given  much  attention,  and  the 
plans  call  for  the  construction  of  a  circular  vent  shaft  near  the  Relief  Home,  capped 
by  a  bead  house  or  air  intake  of  attractive  design  on  the  surface.  In  this  shaft 
and  at  Eighteenth  and  Hattie  streets  electrically  driven  blowers  will  be  installed. 
These  blowers  will  draw  fresh  air  from  the  atmosphere  and  force  it  through  an  air 
duct  formed  between  the  upper  portion  of  the  tunnel  arch  and  a  suspended  rein- 
forced concrete  slab  ceiling,  from  which  it  is  allowed  to  escape  at  intervals  through 
dampers  into  the  tunnel  proper,  and  thence  to  the  surface  at  the  portals  and  sta- 
tions. 

In  each  wall  of  the  tunnel  lining  will  be  placed  eleven  (11)  fibre  ducts  for 
the  accommodation  of  cables  and  wires  transmitting  the  electric  current  for  the 
operation  of  the  trains  and  for  lighting  the  tunnel  and  stations. 

At  intervals  of  fifty  (50)  feet,  alternating  on  opposite  sides  of  the  tunnel, 
niches  will  be  constructed  in  the  walls  in  which  will  be  placed  an  incandescent 
electric  light.  These  niches  will  serve  as  refuge  bays  for  track  walkers,  and  in 
some,  access  may  be  had  to  the  ducts  carrying  the  power  wires. 

The  plans  do  not  call  for  the  installation  of  track,  this  feature  being  left  for 
future  consideration.  Should  the  municipality  decide  to  engage  in  further  railroad 
construction  these  may  be  installed  by  the  city  and  rental  charged  for  their  use, 
or  a  franchise  may  be  granted  to  some  railway  company  on  proper  terms.  Under 
the  terras  of  the  charter,  however,  such  a  franchise  cannot  be  exclusive.  Either  the 
third  rail  or  trolley  system  may  be  installed,  as  future  studies  may  determine. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  tunnel,  including  the  purchase 
of  lands  for  rights  of  way  and  other  incidental  expenses,  is  $3,994,289.23.  Of  this 
amount  $3,398,972.65  will  be  contributed  by  that  portion  of  the  assessment  district 
lying  west  of  Twin  Peaks,  containing  an  area  of  4,153  acres,  and  $595,316.38  will 
be  contributed  by  that  portion  east  of  Twin  Peaks,  containing  an  area  of  660  acres. 

The  average  assessment  is  on  the  basis  of  2  cents  per  square  foot  ($50  for  a 
lot  25x100).  The  maximum  is  3  ^  cents  per  square  foot  and  the  minimum  one- 
half  of  one  cent  per  square  foot.  The  assessment  will  be  payable  at  the  option  of 
property  owners  either  all  at  one  time  or  in  ten  annual  installments,  with  in- 
terest on  deferred  payments  at  the  rate  of  7%,  or  property  owners  may  pay  one- 
tenth  when  the  assessment  becomes  due,  or  as  much  more  as  they  elect,  and  they 
may  either  pay  the  bolance  in  ten  annual  installments,  or  they  can  pay  the  full 
amount  prior  to  maturity. 
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SAN  FRAN0I800   WATER   SUPPLY— HETCH   HETCHY  PROJECT. 

History — 

A«  early  as  1865  San  Francisco  realised  the  necessity  of  an  extensive  program 
of  water  supply  development. 

Since  that  time  the  several  city  administrations  considered  varions  phases  of 
the  matter,  and  it  was  soon  evident  that  the  local  peninsula  sources  would  be  inade- 
quate for  the  ultimate  needs  of  San  Francisco. 

The  water  supply  at  and  near  San  Francisco  Bay  is  quite  limited.  The  local 
sources  are  drawn  from  the  Ckiast  Range  of  mountains,  which  in  general  are  less 
than  8,000  feet  in  elevation.  In  the  region  of  San  Francisco  Bay  the  range 
roughly  parallels  the  Pacific  Coast  and  is  about  30  miles  in  width  from  the  ocean 
to  the  broad  San  Joaquin  valley,  which  lies  immediately  to  the  east. 

Principally,  the  rainfall  of  the  Coast  Range  is  quite  meager  and  is  confined  to 
the  period  from  December  to  March,  inclusive,  the  remaining  months  of  the  year 
being  practically  a  period  of  drought.  There  are  also  seasons  when  even  in  the 
rainy  months  the  rainfall  is  small,  and  to  safeguard  the  water  supply  against  these 
annual  periods  of  drought  and  further  provide  against  the  occasional  seasons  of 
very  low  rainfall  enormous  storage  must  be  provided. 

East  of  the  Coast  Range  lies  the  San  Joaquin  valley,  about  45  miles  in  width, 
which  separates  this  range  from  the  Sierra  Nevada  mountains.  These  form  an 
extensive  mountain  chain,  constituting  a  considerable  portion  of  the  eastern  bound- 
ary of  the  State  of  California.  Here  the  rainfall  is  quite  prolific,  and  the  run-off 
of  the  many  streams  draining  the  western  slope  of  this  range  is  considerable.  It  is 
to  this  locality  that  San  Francisco  has  finally  turned  to  augment  its  inadequate 
local  water  supply. 

The  first  extensive  study  of  the  source  of  water  supply  for  San  Francisco  was 
made  in  1900,  when  the  city  appropriated  $50,000  for  this  purpose.    On  the  basis  . 
of  the  studies  then  made  the  city  selected  the  Tuolumne  river  as  the  most  feasible 
and  most  economical  source. 

Description  of  Source — 

The  drainage  basin  from  which  San  Francisco  will  derive  its  water  supply  and 
power  lies  near  the  summit  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  mountains,  150  miles  to  the  east 
of  this  city.  It  comprises  the  watershed  of  the  Tuolumne  river  in  and  above  Ketch 
Hetchy  valley,  the  territory  tributary  to  Lake  Eleanor,  and  the  area  which  drains 
into  Cherry  creek.  These  watersheds  are  practically  entirely  in  a  region  of  granite 
rocks.  The  upper  region  of  the  Tuolumne  shed  consists  of  a  series  of  more  or  less 
broad,  flat  valleys,  resulting  from  glacial  scour  in  past  geological  historj'.  Flanking 
these  valleys  on  the  east  and  forming  the  crest  of  the  Sierra  are  a  series  of  extinct 
volcanic  cones  which  lend  a  grandeur  to  this  region.  San  Francisco  proposes  to 
construct  and  maintain  broad,  well-surfaced  roads  to  its  holdings  in  the  Sierras,  so 
that  this  scenic  trip  may  be  made  in  comfort  by  automobiles.  Ample  provision  will 
be  made  to  care  for  these  visitors  in  chosen  camping  sites,  where  scientific  sanitary 
devices  will  be  installed  in  order  to  preserve  the  water  from  contamination. 

It  must  be  understood  that  the  drainage  area  composing  San  Francisco's 
Tuolumne  river  water  supply  lies  almost  wholly  within  the  Yosemite  National  Park, 
and  before  any  development  work  could  be  undertaken  it  was  necessary  that  the 
city  get  proper  authorization  from  the  Federal  Qovemment.  This  authorziation  was 
obtained  in  May,  1908,  being  a  permit  issued  by  the  Honorable  James  R.  Garfield, 
then  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

San  Francisco's  proposed  scheme  of  development  of  this  source  is  to  create 
storage  in  the  Hetch  Hetchy  valley  at  Lake  Eleanor  and  elsewhere  by  means  of 
dams.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Garfield  permit,  issued  in  May,  1908,  the  city 
was  required  first  fully  to  develop  the  Lake  Eleanor  and  Cherry  creek  sources  before 
commencing  the  construction  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  dam.    It  was  further  provided  in 
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the  Garfield  permit  that  the  matter  be  submitted  to  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco 
for  ratification,  and  that  the  city  should  buy  up  all  lands  held  by  private  o'wnerg 
around  Hetch  Hetchy,  Lake  Eleanor  and  elsewliere  wh'ch  would  be  necessary  for 
its  water  supply.  This  matter  was  voted  iTr>on  in  November,  1909.  The  proposition 
submitted  to  the  voters  provided  for  the  acceptance  of  the  terms  of  the  Garfield 
permit  and  a  bond  issue  of  $600,000.  It  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  more  than  five 
to    one. 

The  various  private  land  holdings  and  water  rights  were  bought.  In  January, 
1910,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  R.  A.  Ballinger,  suggested  that  the  city  show 
its  good  faith  by  a  bond  issue  sufficient  for  the  initial  development  of  the  Tuolumne 
sources.  Several  propositions  were  submitted  to  the  voters,  but  the  one  finally 
adopted  was  for  a  bond  issue  of  $45,000,000  for  the  construction  of  the  city's 
mountain  water  supply.  At  this  election  out  of  over  80,000  votes  cast  only  1,200 
were  recorded  in  opposition. 

In  the  purchase  of  lands  and  water  rights  the  city  had  spent  over  one  million 
and  a  half  of  dollars:  had  complied  with  all  the  provisions  of  the  Garfield  permit, 
and  had  further  shown  its  good  faith  by  an  overwhelming  vote  in  providing  suffi- 
cient funds  for  immediate  development  of  its  water  supply.  In  1909,  however. 
Secretary  Ballinger  practically  revoked  the  Garfield  permit  by  commanding  the  city 
of  San  Francisco  to  show  cause  why  certain  portions  of  this  permit  should  not  be 
withdrawn  by  the  Government.  The  entire  question  hinged  upon  whether  or  not 
the  city  actually  needed  the  Hetch  Hetchy  valley  for  reservoir  purposes.  After 
several  hearings,  at  the  suggestion  of  President  Taft,  the  entire  matter  was  sub- 
mitted to  a  board  of  Tnitcd  States  Army  Engineers,  composed  of  Colonels  Biddle, 
Cosby  and  Taylor.  Under  the  direction  of  this  board  the  question  as  to  the  proper 
and  most  economical  source  of  water  supply  for  San  Francisco  was  reopened,  and 
all  of  the  various  sources,  local  and  elsewhere,  were  again  thoroughly  investigated. 
In  this  investigation  San  Francisco  alone  spent  nearly  $300,000  in  compiling 
engineering  data.  Owing  to  the  pressing  need  of  other  cities  bordering  on  San 
Francisco  Bav,  whose  necessities  were  common  with  those  of  San  Francisco,  this 
city  undertook  the  study  of  the  requirements  of  the  municipalities  of  the  entire 
San  Francisco  Bay  region.  After  a  careful  study  of  the  matter,  San  Francisco 
suggested  the  necessity  of  a  water  supply  sufficient  to  meet  the  prospective  needs 
of  all  the  cities  around  the  bay.  On  the  basis  of  these  studies  it  was  found  that 
after  fully  developing  all  the  local  sources,  there  would  be  needed  an  additional 
supply  of  about  four  hundred  million  gallons  daily.  It  was  necessary  then  that  the 
Sierra  sources,  or  sources  finally  selected,  should  give  a  safe,  dependable  yield  of 
over  four  hundred  million  gallons  daily.  After  a  most  thorough  investigation  of 
various  Sierra  Nevada  sources,  filtration  schemes  on  the  San  Joaquin  and  Sacra- 
mento rivers,  together  with  several  Coast  range  schemes  lying  considerably  to  the 
north  of  San  Francisco,  the  City's  Engineering  Staff  again  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  most  feasible,  economical  and  adequate  source  of  water  supply  was  the 
one  previously  selected,   namely  the  Tuolumne   river. 

In  their  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  the  Board  of  Army  Engineers 
fully  sustained  Snn  Francisco's  contentions  as  to  the  adequacy  and  desirability  of 
the  Tuolumne  river  sources.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
who  declined  to  assume  responsibility,  the  matter  was  submitted  to  Congress,  and 
what  is  now  known  as  the  "Raker  Bill"  was  approved  by  that  body. 

In  the  studies  of  the  various  sourcees  of  water  supply  San  Francisco  ap- 
proached the  problem  with  a  very  broad  and  liberal  view.  The  large  commercial 
interests  of  the  great  San  Joaquin  and  Sacramento  valleys  (flanking  the  Sierra 
Nevadas  on  the  west)  were  duly  considered.  In  these  studies  due  consideration 
was  given  to  the  irrigation  needs  of  the  adjacent  irrigable  lands,  and  only  such 
waters  as  remained  after  fuily  allowing  for  just  and  reasonable  needs  was  con- 
sidered as  available  for  diversion  and  the  use  of  San  Francisco  and  the  bay  cities. 
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On  the  waters  of  the  Tuolumne  river  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  irrigation  districts 
have  prior  rights  to  somewhat  over  2000  second  feet  of  the  natural  flow  of  the 
stream.  These  districts  comprise  about  257,000  acres  of  San  Joaquin  valley  lands 
and  they  were  properly  concerned  in  the  safeguarding  of  their  water  rights. 

San  Francisco  made  a  very  thorough  and  careful  investigation  of  their  needs 
and  has  always  been  liberally  disposed  wherever  irrigation  rights  were  concerned. 

DEVELOPMENT. 
Hetch  Hetchy  Dam — 

The  first  permanent  construction  to  be  undertaken  in  this  project,  aside  from 
the  necessary  roads,  etc.,  will  be  the  Hetch  Hetchy  dam.  This  will  be  located  on 
the  Tuolumne  river  at  a  narrow  gorge  at  the  outlet  of  Hetch  Hetchy  valley.  The 
structure  will  be  of  the  heavy  masonry  t>T>e,  300  feet  high  and  800  feet  long,  and 
will  serve  to  impound  112  billion  gallons  of  water.  With  this  storage,  even  under 
the  most  severe  conditions  of  draft  by  San  Francisco,  the  floor  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
valley  will  always  be  covered  by  a  broad,  long  lake,  around  which  there  will  be  the 
scenic  road  built  by  the  city. 

While  the  Hetch  Hetchy  dam  is  in  progress  work  will  also  be  started  on  the 
conduit  at  the  *'Early  Intake"  and  the  main  aqueduct  and  permanent  power  house 
at  Moccasin  creek. 

Early  Intake — 

It  is  proposed  in  the  future  to  lead  the  water  from  Hetch  Hetchy  dam  to  San 
Francisco  entirely  in  closed  conduits,  but  for  the  present  the  first  twelve  miles  of 
this  conduit  down  to  the  mouth  of  Cherry  creek  will  not  be  built.  The  water  will 
be  allowed  to  flow  down  the  natural  channel  of  the  Tuolumne  river  to  what  will 
be  known  as  the  "Early  Intake."  At  this  point  there  will  be  built  a  temporary 
overflow  dam  about  45  feet  high  and  500  feet  long.  This  will  intercept  the  water 
released  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy  reservoir  and  divert  it  into  a  pressure  tunnel  10 
feet  in  diameter.  This  tunnel,  which  will  be  a  part  of  the  permanent  main  aqueduct, 
will  pass  through  the  solid  granite  mountains  for  a  distance  of  20  miles  to  Moccasin 
creek.  The  entire  length  of  the  tunnel  will  be  lined  with  concrete,  thus  excluding 
any  underground  seepage  water  from  the  mountains,  and  at  the  same  time  this 
smooth  surface  will  increase  the  carrying  capacity.  This  tunnel  will  be  caapble  of 
delivering  over  400  million  gallons  daily. 

POWER  HOUSE  AT  MOCCASIN  CREEK  AND  CHERRY  MOUTH. 

There  is  only  one  power  drop  in  the  aqueduct  line  first  to  be  constructed.  The 
power  house  site  for  this  is  located  beside  the  main  highway  at  Moccasin  creek  and 
about  141  miles  distant  from  the  City  Hall  in  San  Francisco.  At  this  power  house 
there  will  be  a  net  drop  of  1250  feet,  which  will  make  available  for  use  at  San 
Francisco  and  elsewhere  about  50,000  horse  power. 

Whenever  the  upstream  twelve  miles  of  aqueduct  between  the  "Early  Intake" 
and  Hetch  Hetchy  dam  is  built  another  power  drop  will  become  available  just  above 
the  "Early  Intake,"  At  this  power  house  there  will  be  a  net  drop  of  1325  feet, 
which  will  deliver  to  the  city  about  60,000  horse  power  continuously. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  one  mechanical  horse  power  is,  from  an 
energy  standpoint,  the  equivalent  of  5^^  tons  of  coal.  The  great  economic  value  to 
the  nation  of  the  development  of  200,000  horne  power  for  the  future  inhabitants, 
without  the  consumption  of  coal  or  oil,  can  easily  be  appreciated. 

At  some  future  date,  when  the  needs  of  the  bay  district  shall  demand  it,  the 
Cherry  creek  and  Eleanor  units  will  be  added  to  the  system.  The  water  from  these 
two  sources  will  be  delivered  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy  reservoir  by -means  of  concrete- 
lined  tunnels  about  8  feet  in  diameter. 
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Conduit  to  San  Francisco^ 

As  previously  stated,  in  the  first  installation  the  water  from  Hetch  Hetchy 
reservoir  will  flow  down  the  natural  bed  of  the  Tuolumne  river  for  a  distance  of 
12  miles  to  the  "Early  Intake."  thence  through  a  10-foot  pressure  tunnel  to  the 
Moccasin  creek  power  house  20  miles  below.  The  aqueduct  from  this  point  will 
consist  of  a  concrete-lined  tunnel  about  12  feet  in  diameter  for  a  distance  of  16 
miles  to  the  easterly  edge  of  the  San  Joaquin  valley.  This  valley,  which  is  45  miles 
in  width,  will  be  crossed  by  means  of  a  pipe  conduit.  The  size  of  the  pipe,  and 
whether  one  large  or  two  small  ones  will  be  used,  are  economic  and  engineering 
problems  which  have  not  been  definitely  decided.  The  original  plans  called  for  steel 
pipe  seven  and  one-half  feet  in  diameter,  lined  on  the  inside  with  one  and  one-half 
inches  of  cement.  One  pipe  to  be  laid  for  the  first  installation,  and  later  a  second 
one  parallel  to  it.  More  study  will  be  necessary  to  decide  on  this  portion  of  the 
route. 

The  San  Joaquin  River  being  a  navigable  stream  will  have  to  be  crossed  by 
a  submerged  siphon  about  600  feet  long. 

At  the  westerly  edge  of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley,  the  pipe  lines  will  con- 
nect with  another  length  of  conduit.  From  this  point  the  aqueduct  proceeds  in 
a  westerly  direction,  mostly  in  the  form  of  a  concrete-lined  tunnel,  12  feet  in 
diameter,  a  distance  of  32  miles,  to  the  proposed  Irvington  Gate  House.  Thence 
the  conduit  will  be  carried  westerly  in  the  form  of  a  pipe  (possibly  of  the  same 
character  as  the  steel  pipe  described  above)  for  a  distance  of  19  miles.  This 
pipe  will  be  submerged  in  crossing  the  head  of  San  Francisco  Bay  at  Dumbar* 
ton  Narrows.  Special  construction  will  be  required  to  carry  it  over  the  marsh 
lands  bordering  the  bay.  The  conduit  will  be  carried  around  the  head  of  the 
bay  on  dry  ground  if  this  is  found  desirable  and  economical  after  further  de- 
tailed study.  After  crossing  the  bay  the  aqueduct  will  rise  to  a  point  of  suit- 
able elevation  in  San  Mateo  County,  from  which  the  water  can  flow  by  gravity 
either  into  the  great  storage  reservoir  pf  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  at 
Crystal  Springs,  or  can  feed  branch  lines  leading  to  the  outlying  districts,  and 
a  main  aqueduct  line  leading  directly  to  San  Francisco. 

The  valves  and  connections  all  along  the  route  will  be  arranged  so  that  the 
water  can  ultimately  be  delivered  either  directly  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Res- 
ervoir into  the  municipal  distributing  pipes  without  passing  through  any  reser- 
voir, or  can  be  diverted  into  any  of  the  several  storage  reservoirs  around  the 
bay. 

The  entire  length  of  the  aqueduct  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Dam  to  the  City  Hall 
in  San  Francisco  will  be  about  170  miles. 

Estimate  of  Cost — 

The  first  unit  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  project  will  deliver  at  Irvington  Gate 
House  a  maximum  of  240  million  gallons  daily,  and  during  periods  of  extreme 
drought  a  minimum  of  160  million  gallons  daily. 

All  tunnels  will  be  built  to  their  full  capacity  of  over  400  million  gallons 
daily  in  the  first  installation. 

The  cost  of  this  first  unit  will  be  about  $37,000,000.  The  final  comple- 
tion of  the  entire  project  for  delivering  400  million  gallons  daily  to  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  District,  will  cost  about  $77,000,000. 

San  Francisco  at  present  uses  about  41  million  gallons  of  water  per  day 
from  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  and  over  8  million  gallons  from  local 
underground  sources,  making  a  total  daily  usage  of  practically  50  million  gallons. 

Calaveras  Dam,  now  being  constructed  by  the  Spring  Valley  W^ater  Com- 
pany, will  add  about  20  million  gallons  per  day  to  the  present  supply.  This  will 
be  sufficient  to  meet  the  increased  demands  for  a  few  years  only — barely  long 
enough  to  permit  of  the  first  delivery  of  water  from  Hetch  Hetchy. 
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Due  to  the  completion  of  the  Panftma  Canal,  and  the  exceptional  agricul- 
tural opportunities  in  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  Valleys,  the  growth  of 
the  communities  around  San  Francisco  Bay  will  be  greatly  accelerated  in  the 
next  ten  years,  and  the  preservation  of  the  prosperity  of  the  cities  demands  that 
an  adequate  water  supply  be  made  ayailable  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

PROGRESS   DURING   FISCAL   YEAR    1918-1914. 
Preliminary  Surreys  and  Topography — 

Preliminary  surveys  for  a  road  from  Hog  Ranch  to  Hetch  Hetchy  Dam  site 
were  run  over  two  feasible  routes,  using  as  a  controlling  feature  the  divide  be- 
tween the  Hog  Ranch  and  the  Canyon  Ranch.  An  accurate  topographical  survey 
of  an  area  of  six  square  miles  along  Moccasin  Creek  and  the  hills  to  the  east 
was  made  and  mapped,  for  a  better  study  of  the  most  suitable  location  for  the 
Moccasin  Creek  Power  Station. 

Tunnel  Aqueducts   in  the   Stanislaus  National  Forest — 

Maps  and  field  notes  previously  referred  to  in  the  report  of  1913-1914  rep- 
resenting and  describing  the  proposed  tunnel  aqueducts  from  the  boundary  of 
Tosemite  National  Park  through  the  Stanislaus  National  Forest  were  amended  to 
conform  with  subsequent  changes.  These  were  filed  and  application  made  with 
the  Register  of  the  United  States  Land  Office  at  Sacramento,  April  10,  1914 
(Serial  No.  07259)  for  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  the  Interior. 
South  Fork  Agriculture  Permit — 

Under  this  permit,  about  six  acres  of  land  have  been  cultivated.  An  irri- 
gation ditch  has  been  extended  to  a  point  whence  it  will  be  more  economical  to 
construct  flume  or  pipe  to  the  diversion  dam  above. 

Telephones — 

The  telephone  line  from  Hog  Ranch  to  Hamilton's  was  repaired  after  the 
severe  winter  storms  and  heavy  snowfall.  Temporarily  a  grounded  line  has  been 
installed  from  Hamilton's  to  Groveland,  about  eleven  miles.  This,  together  with 
some  four  miles  of  the  line  from  Hamilton's  to  Hog  Ranch  will  be  changed  to 
full  metallic  circuit  during  the  present  summer,  to  secure  better  and  more 
private  service. 

Camps — 

Under  a  "Special  Use  Permit"  from  the  Forest  Service  a  camp  site  known 
as  "Greek  Camp"  has  been  secured  about  one  mile  easterly  from  Hamilton's. 
The  site  has  been  cleared,  graded  and  fenced  with  strong  barbed  wire.  A  good 
bam,  a  corral  and  a  substantial  storehouse  20x60  feet,  with  corrugated  iron 
roof,  have  been  constructed.  A  water  system  for  domestic  use  is  installed  and 
the  grounds  are  being  piped  for  fire  protection. 

At  the  Ike  Dye  place  (Middle  Fork  Homestead)  the  barn  has  been  im- 
proved and  the  corral  completed,  and  at  the  Hog  Ranch  the  water  supply  has 
been  improved. 

Roads  and  Trails — 

The  Hog  Ranch  wagon  road  has  been  improved  by  the  completion  of  a 
8.71  mile  cut-off  begun  last  year.  This  road,  originally  a  trail  8  ft.  in  width,  has 
been  widened  to  17  ft.  Surveys  are  being  made  to  reduce  to  a  maximum  of  4 
per  cent  the  present  grade  over  Red  Hill  northerly  from  the  Middle  Fork  Bridge 
which  in  places  now  runs  as  high  as  14  per  cent.  The  wagon  road  from  the  old 
Toll  Road  to  the  South  Fork  Agricultural  Permit  required  extensive  repairing 
after  the  heavy  winter  storms,  which  caused  several  slides.  Additional  culverts 
have  been  placed  and  the  road  fully  repaired.  The  trail  from  Early  Intake 
down  the  left  bank  of  the  main  Tuolumne  River  has  been  constructed  to  a  point 
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about   one-half  mile   from   the  probable   crossing  of   the   aqueduct   at   the   South 
Fork  or  approximately  10  miles  from  Early  Intake. 

Transportation  Road — 

For  transporting  material  to  the  proposed  Hetch  Hetchy  Dam  and  its 
Ticlnity,  a  road  was  projected  from  Hog  Ranch.  Preliminary  surveys  over  two 
possible  routes  made  in  October,  1913,  were  followed  in  April,  May  and  June, 
1914,  by  location  surveys  along  the  better  route.  For  the  construction  of  this 
road,  9.09  miles  in  length,  with  22  foot  roadbed  and  maximum  grade  of  4  per 
cent,  the  contract  was  awarded.  July  8,  1914,  to  the  Utah  Construction  Com- 
pany, at  an  estimated  price  of  fl51,499.50. 

Stream  Measurements — 

Hydrographic  and  meteorologic  work  on  the  upper  Tuolumne  river  and  its 
branches  has  been  continued.  Following  the  request  of  the  Division  of  Water  Re- 
sources, United  States  Geological  Survey,  an  agreement  with  the  city  was  ratified 
whereby  that  organization  was  given  charge  of  these  operations,  beginning  May  1, 
1914,  the  costs  to  be  defrayed  by  San  Francisco. 

The  present  gauging  stations  are  to  be  supplanted  by  others  which  will  be 
out  of  danger  and  accessible  during  and  after  construction  of  the  city's  water 
system.  The  new  gauging  stations  are  to  be  calibrated  from  the  old  while  ob- 
servations are  still  possible  at  both.  At  these  stations  will  be  measured  the  amounts 
of  water  which  San  Francisco  must  release  to  the  irrigationists  to  satisfy  the  de- 
mands of  the  Act  of  Congress  authorizing  the  city's  use  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  source 
of  supply. 

General  Office  Work — 

An  inventory  has  been  made  of  all  surveying  and  hydrographic  instrument* 
tools,  camp  equipment,  buildings,  supplies,  etc.,  controlled  by  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
department.  Monthly  reports  have  been  made  showing  the  names,  duties  and  sala- 
ries of  employes,  the  nature  of  the  work  on  which  they  have  been  engaged,  a  state- 
ment of  all  bills  payable  and  the  progress  of  the  work.  Map  files  have  been  kept, 
renewed  and   indexed. 

Maps  and  Applications — 

Approximately  25  maps,  15  profiles  and  300  prints  have  been  made  during 
the  past  fiscal  year  in  connection  with  the  water  supply  work. 

The  following  maps  and  accompanying  field  notes,  prepared  in  this  depart- 
ment, were  filed  at  the  Sacramento  Land  Office,  in  compliance  with  the  Act  of 
Congress   granting  the  use  of  the   Hetch   Hetchy  system.

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DEPARTMENT    OP    HYDRAULICS. 

The  inyestigation  in  the  field  and  office  of  problems  pertaining  to  the  water 
supply  of  San  Francisco  are  assigned  to  the  hydraulic  department.  During  the  past 
fiscal  year  an  exhaustive  study  has  been  made  of  the  underground  water  supply  of 
Livermore  Valley,  Calif.,  in  order  to  determine  the  actual  value  of  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company's  holdijfgs  in  that  vicinity.  The  results  of  this  investiga- 
tion are  based  on  a  field  study  of  the  geology,  topography  and  climatology  of  the 
▼alley,  as  well  as  careful  records  of  well  fluctuations,  artesian  yield,  pumpage, 
stream  flow,  irrigation,  seepage  and  evaporation.  These  results  and  the  conclusions 
derived  from  them  are  embodied  in  a  report  which  was  completed  and  filed  in 
May,    1914. 

Of  even  more  importance  was  an  investigation  of  the  underground  water 
supply  of  San  Francisco  county,  completed  in  1918,  on  the  basis  of  which  some 
of  the  •  underground  water  will  be  utilized  for  domestic  supply  until  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  water  can  be  brought  to  San  Francisco.  Data  for  this  report  were  ob- 
tained by  a  series  of  measurements  on  some  700  wells,  including  over  90  per  cent 
of  the  total  number  in  San  Francisco.  Bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  were 
made  of  the  well  waters  and  the  cost  of  boring  them  tabulated.  A  study  of  the 
geology  of  the  peninsula  was  included. 

In  the  hydraulic  department  all  of  the  stream-flow  records  from  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  valley.  Cherry  creek  and  Eleanor  creek  are  tabualated  and  filed,  as  well  as 
all  data  that  has  a  bearing  on  the  municipal  water  supply. 

APPRAISAL    OF    PROPERTIES   OF   THE    SPRING   VALLEY   WATER 
COMPANY. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1918-1914  an  appraisal  has  been  made  of  the  properties 
of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  for  the  purposes  of  the  rate  suit  and  condem- 
nation suit  now  pending.  The  investigation  was  carried  on  under  the  general 
supervision  of  the  City  Engineer.  The  detail  work  of  listing  and  appraising  the 
company's  structural  properties  was  divided  between  the  City  Engineer  and  the 
Consulting  Engineer  appointed  by  the  City  Attorney,  the  former  taking  the  struc- 
tural properties  in  the  city  disrtibuting  system,  comprising  reservoirs,  pumping  sta- 
tions and  the  distributing  pipe  system  and  appurtenances;  and  the  latter  the  struc- 
tural properties  outside  of  the  city,  embracing  the  impounding  reservoirs,  aqueducts, 
pumping  stations  and  other  works  in  use  for  the  collection  and  storage  of  water 
and  for  conveying  it  to  the  distributing  reservoirs  in   San  Francisco. 

In  detail  the  work  done  by  the  City  Engineer's  office  was  as  follows: 

Descriptions  of  all  lands,  easements  and  riparian  rights  owned  by  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  which  the  city  proposed  to  acquire,  by  condemnation  or 
otherwise,  were  prepared  and  handed  over  to  the  special  attorney  for  the  city  for 
his  use  in  the  complaint  in  condemnation.  This  involved  about  three  months'  work 
in  the  office  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  where,  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  water  company,  a  painstaking  search  was  made  of  the  deeds  and  maps  in  the 
company's  possession.  This  was  done  in  order  to  secure  the  best  obtainable  data 
for  preparing  the  descriptions  and  also  to  ascertain  the  incumbrances  upon  the 
property,  such  as  agreements  to  furnish  water  to  outside  parties,  and  rights  of  way 
acquired  by  outside  parties  over  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company's  property, 
which  would  affect  the  value  of  the  property  to  a  purchaser. 

An  atlas  was  then  prepared  showing  the  location  of  the  lands,  rights  of  way 
and  riparian  rights  to  be  acquired.  The  descriptions  and  atlases  compiled  by  the 
City  Engineer's  office  were  used  by  the  City  Attorney's  real  estate  experts  in  their 
valuation  of  the  real  properties  of  the  company,  and  the  atlases  were  of  material 
assistance  to  the  consulting  engineers  employed  by  hiin  in  the  valuation  of  the 
structural  properties  outside  of  San  Francisco. 
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Concurrently  with  the  work  of  preparing  the  descriptions  and  atlas  the  work 
of  appraising  the  structural  properties  in  San  Francisco  was  carried  on.  Men 
were  placed  in  the  field  to  make  an  inventory  of  the  structures,  machinery  and 
other  appurtenances  of  the  reservoirs,  tanks,  pumping  stations,  etc.,  and  to  check 
up  the  plans  of  those  structures  furnished  by  the  water  company.  At  the  same 
time  representatives  of  the  city  and  of  the  water  company  working  together  com- 
piled a  detailed  inventory  of  the  pipes,  gate  valves,  etc.,  in  use  for  conveying  the 
water  from  the  distributing  reservoirs  to  the  consumers,  which  involved  a  caref'il 
search  of  the  available  records  of  the  company  from  the  year  1861  to  the  present 
time. 

The  work  done  by  the  City  Engineer's  office  was  checked  up  by  the  Spriiig 
Valley  Water  Company  and  any  errors  or  omissions  found  were  investigated  an'l 
corrected,  so  that  no  question  might  arise  as  to  the  accuracy  and  completeness  of 
the  inventory. 

The  appraisal  has  been  carried  on  in  conjunction  with  the  consulting  engineer 
to  the  City  Attorney  so  as  to  eliminate  inconsistencies  between  the  two  portions  of 
the  valuation.  The  work  of  determining  the  value  of  the  structural  properties  has 
been  carried  on  with  extreme  care,  so  that  the  unit  costs  determined  for  the  very 
numerous  varieties  of  structures  and  materials  occurring  in  the  inventory  shall 
fairly  represent  the  actual  value  of  the  works. 

On  June  80,  1914,  this  work  was  very  close  to  completion. 

TESTING    LABORATORY. 

The  quality  of  all  structural  materials  to  be  used  on  work  performed  under 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  is  thoroughly  tested  before  it  is  allowed 
to  be  incorporated  in  construction.  These  tests  are  made  in  an  excellently  equipped 
laboratory,  under  direction  of  the  City  Engineer,  by  an  exi>ert  chemist  and  corps 
of  assistants. 

Cement  is  tested  to  determine  its  chemical  composition,  fineness  of  grinding, 
permanency  of  volume,  rate  of  setting,  thoroughness  of  burning  and  tensile 
strength  neat  and  with  sand;  stone,  brick  and  concrete  are  tested  in  compression; 
metals  in  compression,  tension,  bending  and  chemically;  coal  and  oil  for  their 
purity  and  fuel  value;  lubricants  for  their  adaptability  to  particular  conditions; 
paint  and  linseed  oil  for  inferior  adulterants.  A  method  has  recently  been  developed 
for  the  analysis  of  concrete,  by  which  the  respective  proportions  of  the  constituent 
cement,  sand  and  rock  or  gravel  are  accurately  determined. 

The  equipment  of  the  laboratory  includes  1  Olsen  Universal  Testing  Machine 
of  150,000  pounds  capacity,  in  which  are  tested  cast  iron,  steel,  bronze,  concrete, 
brick,  stone  and  timber;  1  Olsen  Bending  Machine,  used  chiefly  for  testing  rein- 
forcing steel  in  bending;  1  Calkins  Grinding  Machine  for  crushing  rock,  brick, 
etc.;  1  Riehle  Briquette  Machine,  for  testing  cement  and  cement-mortar  briquettes 
in  tension;  1  B.  and  L.  precision  centrifuge,  for  the  analysis  of  fuel  oils;  1 
Mahler  Calorimeter,  for  determining  the  heating  value  of  various  fuels;  1  complete 
set  Standard  sand  and  cement  sieves  and  sieve  tier  agitator,  besides  complete 
chemical    and   physical    laboratory    apparatus. 

As  noted  elsewhere  in  this  report,  a  special  investigation  has  been  made  in 
the  laboratory  on  the  subject  of  asphalt,  bituminous  rock,  street  binder  and  wearing 
surfaces.  The  excellence  of  the  more  recently  constructed  pavements  in  San  Fran- 
cisco are  evidence  of  the  success  of  this  invstigation. 

PHOTOGRAPHIC  AND  BLUE  PRINT  DEPARTMENT.         ' 

On  July  15,  1918,  all  of  the  municipal  blue  printing  was  assigned  to  the 
Engineering  Department.  The  photographic  work  for  the  various  city  departments 
has  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  it  becomes  necessary  to  provide  a  suitable 
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bnUding  and  equip  this  with  the  most  modern  and  efficient  apparatus.  The  struc- 
ture erected  for  this  purpose  on  the  roof  of  the  temporary  City  Hall  contains  an 
office,  two  dark  rooms,  a  blue  printing  room,  photostat  room,  drying  room  and 
storeroom,   all  equipped  with  the  most  recent  and  approTed  photographic  devices. 

An  electric  blue  print  machine  in  one  continuous  operation  prints,  fixes, 
washes,  dries  and  rolls  blue  and  blue  line  prints.  For  sun  work  two  large  vacuum 
frames  and  the  necessary  washing  tanks  are  provided.  A  special  photostat  machine 
was  made  to  order  for  this  department.  This  has  been  of  especial  value  in  the  ap- 
praisal of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company's  properties,  as  with  it  copies  could 
be  made  of  much  valuable  data  which  otherwise  it  would  have  been  very  costly  to 
reproduce.  A  great  saving  has  also  been  effected  in  the  preparation  of  a  new  city 
map  and  block  book  for  the  Assessor's  office.  The  photostat  is  very  convenient  for 
reproducing  engineering  maps  and  drawings,  which  can  be  enlarged  or  reduced 
to  any  desirable  sise.  Another  very  important  result  accomplished  by  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  photographic  department  is  the  possibility  of  maintaining  the  nec- 
essary secrecy  relative  to  the  locations  of  properties  to  be  purchased,  rights  of  way, 
etc.,  which  if  made  public  before  the  proper  time  might  seriously  embarrass  the 
city  in  securing  equitable  terms. 

At  regular  intervals  photographs  are  made  of  all  construction  work  in  progress 
for  the  city.  These  are  of  benefit  as  records  of  the  progress  and  character  of  the 
construction.  Photographs  and  negatives  are  filed  and  indexed,  together  with  all 
desirable  information  descriptive  of  the  subject. 

The  speed  and  excellence  of  the  work  of  the  photographic  department  has  been 
a  source  of  gratification  to  the  various  municipal  bureaus  which  have  had  occasion 
to  require  its  service. 

MISCELLANEOUS    PROJECTS— WELL  AT    MUNICIPAL    WATER    WORKS. 

To  increase  the  available  supply  at  the  Municipal  Water  Works,  which  fur- 
nishes water  to  residents  of  Visitacion  valley,  it  was  decided  to  bore  a  new  well 
adjoining  the  one  now  in  use.  A  contract  for  this  work  was  awarded  on  May  15, 
1914,  to  W.  H.  Haley,  for  the  sum  of  $1,260.  On  June  30,  1914,  the  well  had 
been  sunk  to  a  depth  of  150  ft.,  and  the  80  in.  and  24  in.  casing  had  been  set  and 
perforated.  The  final  test  had  not  been  made.  A  total  $1,260  has  been  paid  to  the 
contractor. 

TEST  HOLES   IN   SUNSET  AND   RICHMOND   DISTRICTS. 

On  May  6,  1914,  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  the  City 
Engineer  was  authorized  to  arrange  for  boring  test  holes  in  the  Richmond  and 
Sunset  districts,  in  order  to  determine  the  most  advantageous  location  for  water 
wells  from  which  to  obtain  a  temporary  domestic  supply.  A  contract  for  this  work 
was  accordingly  awarded  to  Layne  SB  Bowler,  and  the  first  test  hole  driven  to  a 
depth  of  805  ft.,  in  the  block  bounded  by  Cabrillo,  Balboa,  Forty-second  and  Forty- 
third  avenues.   A  total  of  $404.45  had  been  paid  to  the  contractor  on  June  80,  1914. 

LINCOLN    PARK    RESERVOIR. 

To  store  for  domestic  use  waters  pumped  from  the  wells  that  the  city  will  bore 
in  the  Richmond  district  a  reservoir  will  be  constructed  in  Lincoln  Park.  Plans  and 
specifications  are  being  prepared  in  this  office  and  on  June  80,  1914,  were  85  per 
cent  completed. 

COUNTY  JAIL  WATER  SUPPLY. 

For  furnishing  to  the  County  Jail  an  adequate  water  supply  a  well  will  be 
excavated  in  Balboa  Park  and  a  pumping  plant  erected.    On  June  80,  1914,  specifi- 
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cations  for  the  well  were  completed,  and  plans  for  the  pump  and  piping  60  per  cent 
completed. 

The  work  of  the  Division  of  Surreys,  a  subdiyisio^  of  the  Bureau  of  Engi' 
neering,  is  too  voluminous  for  the  publication  in  the  "Municipal  Reports."  It  is, 
therefore,  printed  in  a  separate  pamphlet,  which  can  be  obtained  by  application 
to  the  City  Engineer.

Dear  Sir: — Pursuant  to  Section  9,  Article  XVI,  of  the  Charter  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  Playground  Commission  herewith  presents  the 
report  for  the  fiscal  year  1913-14.

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The  advance  of  San  Ftancisco  in  Municipal  affairs  during  the  past  year 
has  been  most  gratifying;  the  building  of  the  Civic  Center,  the  development  of  the 
Hetch  Hetehy  water  system,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  streets  are  being 
improved  are  large  affairs  attracting  national  attention. 

Whilst  we  are  giving  thought  to  the  matters  of  construction  and  develop- 
ment, we  should  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  we  are  building  not  only  for  our- 
selves but  for  future  generations.  The  boys  and  girls  of  today  are  the  citizens  of 
tomorrow,  and  if  we  want  good,  strong  men  and  women  to  carry  on  our  work 
when  our  task  is  finished,  we  must  not  only  look  to  the  mental  development  of  the 
child  from  a  scholastic  point  of  view,  but  his  moral  and  physical  welfare  also 
demands  our  attention. 

Modem  conditions  are  such  that  department  houses  and  flats  with  their 
attendant  telephones  and  gas  stoves  eliminate  the  chores  which  a  few  years  ago 
helped  to  fill  in  the  hours  between  school  and  bed  time.  The  old  fashioned  home 
and  spacious  yard  where  the  girl  played  house,  ring  around  the  rosy,  hide  and 
seek,  etc.,  is  gone;  the  vacant  lot  for  ball  games,  macadamized  streets  for  coasters, 
wooden  sidewalks  for  marbles  and  tops  are  all  things  of  the  past,  a  local  ordinance 
deprives  the  boy  of  today  of  the  pleasures  of  kite  flying. 

The  only  place  for  the  growing  child  to  find  recreation  is  on  the  streets  or 
in  the  cheap  theatre  where  the  attractions  are  of  a  nature  likely  to  stunt  the  moral 
growth  and  in  no  way  increase  the  physical  development. 

To  provide  places  where  the  future  rulers  of  the  city  can  properly  develoD 
their  physical  being  and  give  tone  to  their  moral  tendencies  is  our  absolute  duty. 
The  best  place  for  such  development  is  on  the  municipal  playground  under  proper 
supervision.  The  Playground  Commission  is  endeavoring  to  accomplish  this  end 
on  the  play  places  under  its  control.  The  department  has  at  the  present  time 
jurisdiction  over  seven,  supervises  play  on  two  school  yards,  and  maintains  and 
operates  for  the  children  of  San  Francisco  a  swimming  tank  and  bath  house, 
modern  in  every  detail. 

The  sum  of  $66,075.00  was  set  aside  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  playgrounds  during  the  fiscal  year  1918-14.  This  appropria- 
tion, while  adequate  for  the  operation  and  supervision  of  the  present  playgrounds, 
left  a  very  small  margin  for  new  development  and  construction.  It  was  only  by 
exercising  the  greatest  economy  that  the  Commission  was  able  to  set  aside  any 
money  for  the  construction  of  the  tank  at  Nineteenth  and  Angelica  Streets. 

Contracts  for  the  foundation  of  the  tank  and  the  Bath  House  were  let  and  this 
work  is  nearly  completed.  It  is  doubtful,  however,  if  we  will  be  able  to  erect  the 
Bath  House  during  the  coming  fiscal  year,  as  the  appropriation  has  remained  sta- 
tionary, and  it  will  be  necessary  to  spend  considerable  money  on  the  development 
of  Hamilton  Square  and  the  California  Woman's  Hospital  sit«. 

The  Playground  Commission  has  received  petitions  from  all  sections  of  San 
Francisco  for  additional  playgrounds,  in  many  instances  these  requests  should  be 
granted,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  therefore,  that  in  the  next  budget  that  not  only  a  suffi- 
cient sum  will  be  set  aside  for  all  necessary  improvements,  but  also  for  the  purchase 
of  additional  sites  in  the  outlying  districts.

Sir: — In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  9,  Article  XVI  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  as  my  report  as  City  Attorney  for  the  fiscal  year,  1913-1914. 


THE   UNITED    STATES   NATURALIZATION   FEE   CASE. 

The  case  of  Harry  I.  Mulcrevy,  et  al.,  v.  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
was  finally  argued  before  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  at  Washington,  D.  C, 
in  the  month  of  December,  1913,  by  counsel  representing  said  Mulcrevy,  and  this 
office  being  also  personally  represented  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco.  The  United  States  Supreme  Court  finally  decided  the  case  on  January 
5,  1914,  sustaining  the  State  Supreme  Court  which  had  theretofore  decided  in 
favor  of  the  City. 

This  was  a  test  case  to  decide  whether  the  City  or  the  County  Clerk  was 
entitled  to  the  half  of  the  United  States  naturalization  fees  collected,  which  under 
the  term  of  the  United  States  Naturalization  Act,  do  not  have  to  be  accounted 
for  to  the  Department  at  Washington.  It  having  been  finally  determined  that  the 
City  was  entitled  to  these  fees,  the  County  Clerk  thereafter  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury  the  sum  of  $20,668.50  which  represented  the  collection  of  naturalization 
fees  commencing  immediately  after  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  that  is, 
during  the  full  period  commencing  September  28,  1906,  and  ending  December  31, 
1913. 

ACQUISITION  OF  WATER  SUPPLY. 

On  December  19,  1913,  there  was  finally  approved  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States  an  Act  of  Congress  entitled — **An  Act  granting  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  certain  rights  of  way  in,  over  and  through  certain  public 
lands,  the  Yosemite  National  Park,  and  Stanislaus  National  Forest,  and  certain 
lands  in  the  Yosemite  National  Park,  the  Stanislaus  National  Forest,  and  the 
public  lands  in  the  State  of  California,  and  for  other  purposes."  This  Act  grants 
to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  all  necessary  rights  of  way  along  such 
locations  of  such  width  not  to  exceed  250  feet  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  may  be  required  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  in,  over  and  through 
the  public  lands  of  the  United  States  in  the  counties  of  Tuolumne,  Stanislaus, 
San  Joaquin  and  Alameda  in  the  State  of  California,  and  in,  over  and  through  the 
Yosemite  National  Park  and  the  Stanislaus  National  Forest,  or  portions  thereof, 
lying  within  said  counties,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  operating  and  maintain- 
ing aqueducts,  canals,  etc.,  for  conveying  water  for  domestic  purposes  and  uses 
to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  such  other  municipalities  and  water 
districts  as  may  hereafter  participate  in  the  beneficial  use  and  privileges  granted  by 
this  Act.

Congress,  by  thU  Act,  granted  to  San  Francisco  three  main  reservoir  sites 
located  in  the  Yosemite  National  Park  and  the  Stanislaus  National  Forest:  (1)  The 
Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  in  the  Yosemite  National  Park,  (2)  Lake  Elanor  in  the 
Yosemite  National  Park,  and  (3)  Cherry  Valley  in  Stanislaus  National  Forest. 

The  old  condition  prescribed  in  the  Garfield  Permit  of  May  11,  1908,  which 
required  the  construction  of  Elanor  and  Cherry  VaUey  reservoirs  prior  to  that 
of  Hetch  Hetchy  has  been  eliminated.  This  permits  the  City  to  construct  its  water 
supply  system  in  a  logical  and  economical  way,  as  the  City  has  for  some  time  past 
insisted  it  should  be  permitted  to  do. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  aforesaid  Act  of  Congress  the  City  is  required,  within 
three  years  of  the  approval  thereof,  to  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  for  his 
approval,  maps  showing  the  location  of  its  entire  project.  Thus  far  the  following 
maps  have  been  so  filed: 

On  February  16,  1914,  at  the  Sacramento  Land  Office,  Sacramento,  California, 
amended  map  showing  location  of  Hetch  Hetchy  reservoir  site  within  the  boundaries 
of  Yosemite  National  Park  as  surveyed  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
the  same  being  Sacramento  Serial  No.  07186;  map  showing  location  of  tunnel 
aqueduct  line  between  Cherry  and  Hetch  Hetchy  Valleys  within  the  boundaries 
of  Yosemite  National  Park,  as  surveyed  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
the  same  being  Sacramento  Serial  No.  07185;  map  showing  location  of  tunnel 
aqueduct  line  between  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  and  Early  Intake,  within  the  bound- 
aries of  Yosemite  National  Park  as  surveyed  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  the  same  being  Sacramento  Serial  No.  07187. 

The  above  three  maps  were  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  interior  on  June 
9,  1914. 

On  March  14,  1914,  at  the  Sacramento  Land  Ofifice,  application  for  Cherry 
Valley  reservoir  site  in  Tuolumne  County,  California,  the  same  being  Sacramento 
Serial  No.  04524.  This  application  was  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
on  June  9,  1914. 

On  April  10,  1914,  at  the  Sacramento  Land  Office,  application  showing  loca- 
tion of  tunnel  aqueduct  line  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Stanislaus  National 
Forest,  as  surveyed  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  same  was 
approved  by  the  Secretar>'  of  Agriculture  on  June  15,   1914. 

On  June  10,  1914,  at  the  Sacramento  Land  Office,  and  also  at  the  office  of 
the  District  Forester  at  San  Francisco,  application  showing  the  location  of  trans- 
portation road  for  conveying  materials  to  Hetch  Hetchy  Dam,  aqueduct  line  and 
appurtenant  structures. 

With  reference  to  the  above,  on  June  11,  1914,  the  District  Forester  at  San 
Francisco  granted  permission  to  construct  the  same  for  that  portion  located  within 
the   Stanislaus   National    Forest. 

As  a  result  of  application  by  this  office  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  there 
was  issued  on  January  31,  1914,  executive  order  No.  1887,  which  withdrew 
from  entry  all  public  lands  of  the  United  States  west  of  the  Stanislaus  National 
Forest,  through  which  the  City's  proposed  aqueduct  is  to  be  constructed.  Also,  this 
was  supplemented  by  an  order  of  April  7,  1914,  the  same  being  executive  order 
No.  1911.  Likewise  on  April  1,  1914,  the  Acting  Forester  recommended  to  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  that  all  of  the  lauds  located  within  the  Stanislaus  National 
Forest,  through  which  it  is  proposed,  by  the  City,  to  so  construct  its  aqueduct, 
should  be  closed  to  application  under  Act  of  June  11,  1906.  (The  Forest  Home- 
stead Act.)      This  recommendation  was  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

As  a  result  of  these  orders  the  City  is  in  a  position  to  make  the  necessary 
geological  and  engineering  studies  and  proceed  logically  with  the  construction  of 
its  municipal  water  supply  without  the  danger  of  being  embarrassed  by  speculators 
who  might  apply  for  lands  within  the  above  described  area  which  had  not  been, 
prior  to  the  above  orders,  withdrawn  from  entry. 
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Two  actions  are  pending  before  the  Superior  Court  of  Tuolumne  County  in 
which  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  a  party  defendant.  One  is  an 
action  to  quiet  title  to  the  waters  flowing  into  the  Tuolumne  River  immediately 
west  of  the  westerly'  boundary  line  of  the  Yosemite  National  Park  and  to  restrain 
the  City  and  County  from  the  use  or  diversion  of  said  waters.  This  action  is 
brought  by  the  National  Park  Electric  Power  Company  upon  the  claim  that  it  has 
a  right  to  the  use  of  these  waters  superior  to  that  of  the  City.  The  other  action 
is  brought  by  the  same  company  against  the  Tuolumne  Water  Supply  Company 
and  the  City  and  County  to  quiet  title  to  the  waters  of  the  Cherry  River  and  to 
restrain  the  defendants  from  using  or  diverting  said  waters.  The  same  claim  is 
made  that  the  plaintiff  has  a  superior  right  to  the  use  of  said  waters. 

The  same  company  applied  to  the  Forestry  Service  for  a  right  of  way  along  the 
southerly  bank  of  the  Tuolmne  River  from  the  westerly  boundary  of  the  Yosemite 
National  Park.  This  application  was  finally  denied  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture, June  30,  1912,  after  a  hearing  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  at  which  this 
office  opposed  the  application.  Permission  was  given  to  amend,  but  only  as  to  the 
south  and  middle  forks.  The  National  Power  Company,  as  successor  in  in- 
terest to  the  National  Park  Electric  Power  Company,  then  attempted  to  avail 
itself  of  this  permission  by  filing  an  amended  application.  This  was  rejected  by 
the  Forestry  Service,  on  the  ground  that  such  right  as  the  National  Park  Electric 
Power  Company  had  was  not  assignable.  Permission  was  given  to  the  latter 
company  to  file  an  amended  application  in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  of  June  30,  1912.  This  company  has  filed  an  application 
identical  with  that  of  the  National  Power  Company,  and  to  this,  the  City  has  filed  a 
protest.     The  application  is  still  pending. 

On  March  5,  1914,  there  was  finally  entered  a  judgment  rendered  by  the 
Superior  Court  of  the  State  of  California,  in  and  for  the  County  of  Snn  Joaquin, 
in  the  case  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs.  McGovern,  et  al.  This 
was  the  case  in  which  the  City  brought  suit  in  mandamus  against  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  Tuolumne  County  to  compel  the  cancellation  of  the  assessment 
by  that  county  of  the  City's  water  properties  located  in  Tuolumne  County.  The 
judgment  was  rendered  in  favor  of  the  City,  on  the  ground  that  said  properties 
are  not  subject  to  taxation,  being  the  property  of  a  municipality.  An  appeal  has 
been  taken  to  the  District  Court  of  Appeal  of  this  State  from  the  aforesaid  judgment. 

NATIONAL    BURNED    CLAY   AND    CONCRETE    CASE. 

On  May  5,  1914,  The  National  Burned  Clay  Concrete  Co.,  a  corporation,  filed 
in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States,  Northern  District  of  California,  a 
Bill  in  equity  alleging  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  was  infringing 
letters  patent  No.  803,285,  owned  by  the  plaintiff,  in  using  and  permitting  to  be 
used  on  the  new  City  Hall  for  firepraofing  purposes  a  certain  mixture  of  broken 
brick  or  burned  clay  with  Portland  cement  and  praying  for  an  injunction  against 
its  further  use  and  damages  for  the  use  already  made.  Upon  the  filing  of  the 
Bill,  there  was  issued  an  order  to  show  cause  why  a  temporary  injunction  should 
not  issue  pending  the  hearing  and  determination  of  the  suit. 

The  City  and  Countj'  of  San  Francisco  through  the  City  Attorney's  Office 
appeared  and  filed  its  answer  to  the  Bill  and  denied  the  validity  of  the  patent 
alleging  that  the  patent  was  void  for  numerous  reasons.  Upon  the  hearing  of 
the  order  to  show  cause,  the  City  by  affidavit  showed  that  the  composition  covered 
by  the  patent  had  been  in  public  use  long  before  the  issuance  of  the  letters  patent 
and  that  such  composition  was  used  in  the  construction  of  the  Old  City  Hall  as 
early  as  the  year  1885  and  that  it  was  well  known  to  the  engineering  art.  The 
motion  for  a  preliminary  injunction  came  on  for  hearing  before  the  Court  on 
May  18th,   1914,   and  after  argument  by  both  sides  was  denied  by  the  Court. 

Since  said  date  the  plaintiff  has  done  nothing  towards  bringing  the  principal 
case  on  for  hearing  or  to  take  any  testimony  thereon. 
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ThU  cause  was  of  prime  importance  for  the  reason  that  if  the  complainant 
could  have  prevailed  in  his  application  for  a  preliminary  injunction  the  entire  work 
of  construction  on  the  new  City  Hall  would  have  been  indefinitely  postponed,  and 
in  the  end  that  part  of  the  fireproofing  work  already  installed  would  have  been 
removed  or  the  City  compelled  to  pay  heavy  royalties  for  its  use  and  damages. 
Owing  to  the  promptness  with  which  the  issue  was  met  and  the  disposition  of  the 
matter  at  the  first  hearing,  no  delay  or  inconvenience  was  suffered  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  City  Hall  structure. 

SPRING  VALLEY  CONDEMNATION  CASE. 

Pursuant  to  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  a  suit  of  condemnation 
was  commenced  by  the  City  Attorney  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  against 
the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  to  acquire  various  properties  owned  by  it.  The 
properties  included  in  this  suit  were  selected  for  said  purpose  by  the  City  Engineer, 
M.  M.  O'Shaughnessy.  Preparation  for  the  trial  of  the  case  was  commenced  by 
the  City  Attorney's  Office,  valuation  of  the  Spring  Valley  property  being  made 
under  the  direction  of  the  City  Attorney  and  the  City  Engineer  by  experts  used 
and  employed  for  said  purpose.  A  proposition  for  the  friendly  acquisition  of 
Spring  Valley  Water  Company's  property  having  been  agreed  to  by  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  and  the  Advisory  Water  Committee,  ond  it  having  been 
voted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  submit  the  same  to  the  people,  a  date  for  the 
actual  trial  of  the  condemnation  suit  has  not  been  set.  The  City  is  in  a  position, 
however,  to  proceed  with  said  condemnation  at  any  time. 

SAN  CHRISTINA  CASE. 

This  action  was  one  entitled  San  Christina  Investment  Company  v.  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco.  It  involves  the  validity  of  the  so-called  "emergency  or 
special  taxes"  levied  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  excess  of  the  dollar  limit  in 
the  year  1910  for  the  fiscal  year  1910-1911.  The  San  Christina  case  was  one 
of  many  cases  brought  for  the  recovery  of  these  taxes.  The  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  through  the  City  Attorney,  demurred  to  the  complaint  as  filed  and  the 
demurrer  was  sustained  by  his  Honor,  Judge  Seawell,  without  leave  to  amend. 
Judgment  was  thereupon  entered  in  favor  of  the  City.  The  effect  of  the  demurrer, 
therefore,  was  to  sustain  the  validity  of  the  taxes.  The  plaintiff.  San  Christina 
Investment  Company  appealed  from  the  judgment  to  the  Supreme  Court.  The  latter 
reversed  the  judgment,  holding  that  the  demurrer  should  not  have  been  sustained. 
(San  Christina  Investment  Co.  v.  San  Francisco,  167  Cal.  762.)  The  matter 
is,  therefore,  now  pending  before  the  Superior  Court  to  be  tried  upon  its  merits. 

GAS  AND  ELECTkiC  RATES. 

There  are  pending  two  suits,  both  by  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
against  the  City  and  County,  Nos.  27  and  32  on  the  equity  side  of  the  United 
States  District  Court  to  enjoin  the  enforcement  of  the  Gas  and  Electric  rates  fixed 
by  the  Supervisors'  Ordinances  for  the  fiscal  year  1913-1914.  Both  matters  were 
referred  to  the  Master  in  Chancery,  H.  M.  Wright,  and  hearings  were  held  upon 
the  application  for  temporary  injunction. 

Although  the  City  was  able  to  show  that  on  the  face  of  the  case  presented 
by  plaintiff  and  taking  account  of  only  such  deductions  from  claimed  property 
valuation,  expenses  and  reserves  as  were  justified  by  law,  yet  the  gas  rate  yielded 
a  net  rate  of  5.21  per  cent  and  the  electric  rate  5.82  per  cent,  the  Master  in 
Chancery  recommended  the  issuance  of  a  temporary  injunction  in  both  cases.  It  is 
felt,  however,  that  upon  the  final  hearing  when  the  issues  of  fact  can  be  tried 
that  the  City  will  experience  no  difficulty  in  showing  that  both  these  rates  yield  at 
least  6  per  cent  net  which  the  Master  found  to  be  the  minimum  reasonable  rate. 
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TELEPHONE  RATE. 

The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  brought  equity  tuit  No.  21  in 
United  States  District  Court  to  enjoin  the  enforcement  of  both  the  initiative  rate 
Ordinance  adopted  by  the  people  in  the  Spring  of  1913  and  the  Superyisors' 
Ordinance  fixing  the  rates  for  the  fiscal  year  1913-1914.  The  City's  answer  has 
been  filed  in  this  case  and  it  is  expected  the  same  will  be  tried  in  the  near  future. 
A  temporary  restraining  order  was  granted  upon  the  ex  parte  application  of  the 
plaintiff  at  the  time  the  suit  was  filed. 

ACQUISITION  OP  LANDS. 
LINCOLN  PARK  BOULEVARD. 

During  the  past  year,  through  negotiations  conducted  by  this  office,  the  City 
has  practically  completed  the  acquisition  of  the  lands  necessary  for  the  construction 
of  the  proposed  Lincoln  Park  Boulevard.  This  boulevard  is  to  be  a  part  of  the 
chain  of  boulevards  with  which  it  was  proposed  to  encircle  the  City  at  the  time 
the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  site  was  determined  upon.  Starting  at  the  Sea 
Cliff  subdivision,  it  runs  along  the  Cliffs  through  the  Brickell  Tract  through  Lyon 
and  Hoag  subdivision  of  the  Bakers  Beach  Land  Tract  into  Lincoln  Park,  thence 
by  a  series  of  easy  grades  over  the  top  of  the  hill  to  the  east  of  Ft.  Miley,  con- 
neoting  with  the  great  highway.  This,  when  completed,  will  be  undoubtedly  the 
most  beautiful  scenic  boulevard  of  the  City,  and  it  is  proposed  to  connect  it  with 
the  new  boulevard  in  the  Presidio  by  means  of  a  viaduct  across  Lobos  Creek,  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  United  States  Government. 

RATE  LITIGATION. 
WATER  RATES. 

The  rate  litigation  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  in  the  United  States 
District  Court,  comprising  equity  suits  Nos.  14275,  14735,  14892,  15344,  15131. 
and  26  are  still  pending  awaiting  the  determination  by  the  people  as  to  whether 
Spring  Valley  properties  shall  be  purchased.  It  is  proposed  and  agreed  upon  by 
the  Company  that  in  the  event  such  purchase  is  consummated,  the  impounded 
rate  moneys,  amounting  to  approximately  $1,800,000,  shall  be  equally  divided 
between  the  Spring  Valley  Company  and  the  rate  payers.  This  litigation  would 
then  be  dismissed. 

While  answers  have  been  filed  in  all  of  the  above  cases  and  the  matters 
ireferred  to  the  Master  in  Chancery  for  taking  testimony,  the  actual  trial  has  been 
deferred  until  the  people  finally  determine  the  question  of  the  Spring  Valley 
purchase  in  order  that  no  needless  expense  may  be  incurred. 

This  office  has  gathered  most  of  the  evidence  necessary  to  try  these  cases  and 
is  prepared  to  push  them  to  a  speedy  hearing  in  the  event  the  people  should  reject 
the  proposed  compromise. 

TWIN  PEAKS  TUNNEL  RIGHT  OP  WAY. 

The  work  of  this  office  in  furthering  the  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  project  has 
been  treated  elsewhere  in  this  report.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  at  this  point  that 
rapid  progress  is  being  made  in  the  matter  of  acquiring  lands  necessary  for  the 
Right  of  Woy.  Sixty-four  (64)  parcels  are  to  be  acquired  in  fee  and  sixty- 
eight  (68)  sub-surface  easements  must  be  purchased.  All  property  west  of  the 
Alms  House  tract  is  to  be  deeded  to  the  City  without  cost  by  the  owners  of  the 
several  subdivisions  through  which  the  Tunnel  passes.  The  principal  expense  will 
be  incurred  in  acquiring  the  Right  of  Way  and  in  removing  building  between 
Seventeenth  and  Castro  and  Eighteenth  and  Hattie  Streets.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  cost  of  this  portion  of  the  Right  of  Way  will  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  a  half 
million  dollars.  Condemnation  suits  will  be  filed  where  necessary,  but  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  greater  portion  can  be  purchased  through  friendly  negotiations. 
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DIVISION  STREET  WIDENING. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  exchange  of  property  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Division  Street  and  Potrero  Ave.,  which  will  enable  the  City  to  widen 
Division  Street  near  this  junction  giving  ample  room  for  the  Potrero  Ave. 
division  of  the  municipal  car  lines  and  furnishing  another  valuable  arter>'  to  the 
Potrero  manufacturing  district. 

MUNICIPAL  RAILWAYS. 

The  advent  of  the  City  as  the  operator  of  a  system  of  Municipal  Railways 
opened  a  new  field  of  litigation  with  which  this  office  has  been  directly  concerned. 
The  occurrence  of  every  accident  means  the  filing  of  a  claim  or  suit  against  the 
City  for  damages  due  to  alleged  negligence  in  operating  the  railway,  which  in 
turn  necessitates  a  detailed  investigation  of  the  facts  and  a  due  examination  of  all 
the  witnesses  of  the  accident  by  this  office  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  a  settle- 
ment should  be  advised,  or  liability  disaffirmed  and  the  suit  or  claim  litigated.  In 
all  settlements  this  office  acts  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
Superintendent  of  the  Municipal  Railways. 

The  case  of  Oranfield  v.  City  and  County,  Superior  Court  No.  52,391,  was 
an  action  for  damages  arising  out  of  the  first  serious  accident  on  the  Geary 
Road.  The  action  was  for  $7,282.50  for  alleged  damages  to  an  auto  truck  caused 
by  a  collision  with  what  the  complaint  alleged  to  be  a  runaway  Gear>'  car  on 
the  hill  between  Baker  and  Lyon  Streets  on  Geary.  After  a  few  days'  jury  trial 
of  the  action  before  Judge  Hunt,  a  verdict  was  returned  against  the  City  for  the 
Slim  of  fifty-three  hundred  dollars.  Motion  for  a  new  trial  and  for  a  reduction  of 
the  verdict  is  now  pending  in  the  Superior  Court. 

Another  action,  Boudin  vs.  the  City,  Superior  Court  No.  49,547,  arose  out 
of  the  same  set  of  circumstances  which  caused  the  Granfield  accident,  claim 
was  made  in  the  action  for  $650  damages,  sustained  by  reason  of  the  destruction  of 
plaintiff's  bakery  wagon  and  horse.  Upon  advice  of  the  City  Attorney  the  suit 
was  settled  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Numerous  small  claims,  aggregating  approximately  $50,000  have  been  made 
against  the  City  for  damages.  Of  these  but  a  small  number  have  merited  settle- 
ment, this  office  disaffirming  liability  on  the  major  portion  after  careful  investigation 
of  the  facts. 

With  the  exception  of  one  unfortunate  case,  the  Municipal  Road  has  been  very 
successful  in  avoiding  accidents,  and  as  is  inferred  above  with  respect  to  claims  the 
major  portion  of  accidents  have  been  due  to  the  injured  person's  negligence. 

ACQUISITION  OF  PRESIDIO  AND  FERRIES  RAILWAY. 

On  December  30,  1879,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  finally  passed  and  approved  Order  No.  1549  notwithstanding  the 
veto  of  the  Mayor,  which  said  Order  granted  to  Alexander  R.  Baldwin,  Andrew  S. 
Hallidie,  James  Moffitt,  Nathaniel  J.  Brittan  and  Arthur  W.  Bowman,  their 
successors  and  assigns,  the  right  to  construct,  lay  down  and  operate  for  the  term 
of  twenty-five  years  from  and  after  December  30,  1879,  a  single  or  double  track 
street  railroad  with  all  of  the  necessary  sidetracks,  switches,  turnouts,  and  turn- 
tables along  and  upon  the  following  streets  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  to-wit:  Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Montgomery  Avenue  with 
Union  Street  and  running  thence  southeasterly  along  and  upon  Montgomery 
Avenue  to  Jackson  Street;  and  thence  along  and  upon  Jackson  Street  to  Mont- 
gomery Street;  thence  along  and  upon  Montgomery  Street  to  Washington  Street; 
thence  along  and  upon  Washington  Street  to  Sansome  Street;  and  thence  along 
and  upon  Washington  Street  to  East  Street;  and  thence  along  and  upon  East 
Street   to   Market    Street;    also,    commencing    at    the    intersection    of    Washington 
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Street  with  East  Street;  thence  aloDg  and  upon  East  Street  to  Jackson  Street; 
thence  along  and  upon  Jackson  Street  to  Montgomery  Street;  also,  commencing  at 
the  intersection  of  Montgomery  Avenue  and  Jackson  Street;  thence  along  and 
upon  Montgomery  Avenue  to  Montgomery  and  Washington  Streets;  also,  coin- 
mencing  at  the  intersection  of  Montgomery  Avenue  and  Union  Street;  thence 
westerly  along  and  upon  Union  Street  to  Steiner  Street;  thence  along  and  upon 
Steiner  Street  to  Greenwich  Street;  thence  along  and  upon  Greenwich  Street  to 
Baker  Street;  thence  along  and  upon  Baker  Street  to  Jefferson  Street;  and  thence 
along  and  upon  Jefferson  Street  to  the  Presidio  Reservation. 

Subsequently  the  Board  of  Supervisors  consented  to  the  abandonment  of 
Steiner  Street  from  Union  to  Greenwich  Streets  by  Resolution  No.  991  (Fourth 
Series) ;  Greenwich  Street  from  Baker  to  Steiner  by  Resolution  No.  12,637 
(Third  Series) ;  Union  Street  from  Baker  to  Lyon  Streets  by  Resolution  No.  6378 
(Third  Series). 

On  December  10,  1888,  Order  No.  2015  supplementary  to  and  amendatory 
of  the  provisions  of  Order  No.  1549  was  approved.  Section  1  of  said  Order  is  as 
follows : 

"Section  1.  The  right  of  way  granted  by  Section  1  of  Order  No.  1549,  is 
hereby  extended  as  follows:  Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Steiner  street  with 
Union  street  and  running  thence  westerly  along  Union  street  to  Lyon  street,  and  to 
the  Presidio  Reservation,  subject  to  all  the  privileges,  conditions  and  restrictions 
contained  in  said  Order  No.  1549,  provided  that  the  franchise  is  granted  on  the 
express  condition  that  when  said  Union  street,  between  Steiner  and  Lyon  streets,  or 
any  portion  of  said  street  over  which  the  foregoing  route  extends,  shall  hereafter  be 
accepted  by  the  city  and  county,  the  said  grantees,  their  successors  and  assigns, 
shall,  after  the  date  of  such  acceptance  keep  the  surface  of  said  street  in  good 
order  and  repair  on  the  official  grade,  throughout  the  entire  width  of  the  roadway, 
during  the  continuance  of  the  franchise  herein  granted;  otherwise,  this  franchise 
shall  cease  and  determine,  and  become  null  and  void.  Also,  provided,  however, 
that  the  franchises  and  privileges  granted  by  said  Order  No.  1549,  and  by  this 
Order,  shall  continue  and  be  in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  term  of  twenty-five 
years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  order." 

Ordinance  No.  51  (New  Series)  approved  September  14,  1906,  authorized 
and  directed  the  Presidio  and  Ferries  Railroad  Company,  the  successors  in  interest 
of  the  grantees  under  the  franchises  granted  by  Orders  No.  1549  and  2015  to 
operate  all  of  its  several  cable,  steam  and  horse  railway  lines,  so  far  as  grades 
will  permit,  by  electricity  by  means  of  the  so-called  overhead  trolley  system,  and 
to  erect  the  necessary  poles  and  string  the  necessary  wires  and  provide  and  use 
the  necessary  means  to  that  end.  The  last  named  ordinance  did  not  make  any 
change  in  the  life  of  the  franchise. 

Ordinance  No.  547,  approved  September  14,  1908,  granted  to  the  Presidio  & 
Ferries  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation,  a  franchise  for  a  right  until  December 
10,  1913,  to  use  portions  of  the  streets  hereinafter  named  and  described  for  street 
railroad  purposes  by  means  of  electricity  and  a  single  or  double  track  standard 
gauge  railroad.  The  following  is  a  description  of  the  route  referred  to,  to-wit: 
Commencing  at  a  point  formed  by  the  intersection  of  Union  and  Larkin  streets; 
thence  running  southerly  along  said  Larkin  street  to  the  intersection  of  Larkin 
and  Vallejo  streets;  thence  curving  into  Vallejo  street  and  running  westerly 
along  said  Vallejo  street  to  the  intersection  of  Franklin  and  Vallejo  streets,  and 
thence  curving  into  Franklin  street  and  running  northerly  along  Franklin  street  to 
the  intersection  of  said  Franklin  and  Union  streets. 

On  September  8,  1913,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  the  following 
resolution.  Journal  Resolution  No.  879: 

"RESOLVED,  That  the  City  Attorney  be  requested  to  solicit  offers  from  the 
Presidio   and   Ferries   Railway   Company   to   sell  to  the  City  such  of   its  property 
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as  may  be  useful  to  the  City  in  operating  a  municipal  railway,  and  in  this  matter 
to  co-operate  with  the  City  Engineer  and  to  report  to  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mittee the  result  of  the  negotiations. 

Acting  under  the  instructions  contained  in  said  Resolution  the  City  Attorney 
conferred  with  Mr.  George  Newhall,  President  of  the  Presidio  and  Ferries  Railway 
Company  and  as  a  result  of  said  negotiations  the  following  agreement  between  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Presidio  and  Ferries  Railway  Com- 
pany was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  said  Board  adopted  Resolution 
No.  10570  (New  Series)  on  December  8rd,  1914,  authorizing  its  execution  by 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  or  Acting  Mayor. 

This  Agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  10th  day  of  December,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirteen,  by  and  between  the 
PRESIDIO  AND  FERRIES  RAILROAD  COMPANY,  a  corporation,  organised  and 
existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  the  party  of 
the  first  part,  and  the  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  a  municipal 
corporation,  the  party  of  the  second  part: 

WITNESSETH:  Tbat  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  promises  and 
covenants  of  the  parties  hereto  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  relinquish 
the  operation  of  the  street  railroad  system  maintained,  carried  on  and  conducted 
by  it  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part 
on  the  10th  day  of  December,  1913,  at  the  hour  of  twelve  o'clock  midnight,  and 
at  the  same  time  to  transfer,  free  and  clear  of  incumbrances,  liens  or  adverse 
claims  of  any  sort  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  title  to  all  of  its  physical  or 
tangible  properties  of  whatsoever  kind,  nature  or  character  now  used  or  useful 
by  said  party  of  the  first  part  in  the  carrying  on,  operation  or  maintenance  of  said 
street  railroad. 

IT  IS  HEREBY  mutually  understood  and  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties 
hereto  that  the  physical  or  tangible  properties  belonging  to  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part  and  used  in  the  conduct  of  its  said  business,  are  to  be  acquired  and 
purchased  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  at  a  price  not  less  than  three  hundred 
thousand  ($300,000)  dollars  nor  more  than  three  hundred  and  sixty  thousand 
(860,000)  dollars.  The  price  to  be  paid  by  the  said  party  of  the  second  part 
for  the  said  physical  properties  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  limited 
to  the  present  actual  depreciated  value  as  of  December  10th,  1918,  of  the  said 
property  in  place,  which  shall  be  the  reproduction  cost  less  present  depreciation; 
provided,  however,  that  no  value  shall  be  placed  on  four-inch  rails  in  place  of 
steel  yokes;  and  provided  further  that  no  value  shall  be  placed  on,  or  paid  by 
said  party  of  the  second  part  for  any  physical  property  used  or  now  in  use  by 
the  party  of  the  first  part  in  the  construction  of  the  street  railroad,  a  franchise 
for  which  was  granted  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  under  and  by  virtue  of 
Ordinance  No.  547,  New  Series,  approved  September  14,  1908,  as  according  to 
the  terms  of  the  second  condition  in  Section  3  of  said  Ordinance  No.  547,  New 
Series,  the  road  track  and  bed  of  said  railway  and  all  of  the  stationary  fixtures 
upon  the  public  streets  shall  become  the  property  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  at  the  end  of  the  term  of  the  franchise  granted  by  said  Ordinance 
No.  547,  New  Series. 

The  sum  of  fifty  thousand  ($50,000)  dollars  is  to  be  paid  by  the  party  of 
the  second  part  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  on  the  execution  of  the  transfer  of 
title,  and  it  is  mutually  understood  and  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto 
that  the  price  to  be  paid  by  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  to  said  party  of  the 
first  part  for  said  properties  up  to  but  not  in  excess  of  three  hundred  and  sixty 
($860,000)  dollars  and  not  less  than  three  hundred  thousand  ($300,000)  dollars 
shall  be  fixed  and  determined  by  two  arbitrators,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  City 
Engineer  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  the 
party  of  the  second  part,   and  Thomas  H.  Mullins,   acting  for  and  on  behalf  of 
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the  party  of  the  first  part,  said  arbitrators  to  make  their  report  within  sixty  days 
from  date  of  this  agreement. 

It  is  further  mutually  understood  and  agreed  that  the  finding  and  deter- 
mination of  said  arbitrators  as  to  the  value  of  such  properties  shall  be  binding 
and  conclusive  upon  the  parties  hereto  and  that  the  sum  determined  upon  by 
said  arbitrators  will  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  the  party  of  the 
first  part  and  the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  agrees  to  accept  said  sum  in  full 
payment  therefor.  In  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  said  arbitrators  to  agree 
within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  this  agreement  upon  the  value  of  said  properties 
it  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that  the  matter  of  the  ascertainment  and 
determination  of  such  value  shall  be  submitted  to  A.  M.  Hunt,  whose  decision  shall 
be  binding  and  conclusive  upon  the  parties  hereto,  and  whose  decision  shall  be 
made  and  given  fifteen  days  from  the  date  of  submission  to  him. 

The  physical  properties  included  in  this  agreement  are  as  follows:  all  tracks, 
poles,  wires  and  structures  of  every  kind  or  nature  in,  upon  or  over  the  streets 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  which  are  used  in  the  present  operation 
of  the  street  railroad  of  the  party  of  the  first  part;  all  cars  and  all  tracks,  tools* 
materials  and  appliances  which  are  at  present  in  use  in  the  operation  of  or  main- 
tenance of  the  street  railroad  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  or  are  stored  in  the 
car  barn  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  at  Gough  and  Filbert  streets  in  said  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  nothing  herein  being  intended  to  cover  real  estate  or 
buildings. 

It -is  hereby  mutually  understood  and  agreed  that  the  balance  of  the  price  or 
sum  to  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  the  party  of  the  first  part,  as 
ascertained  and  determined  by  the  arbitrators,  as  aforesaid,  together  with  interest 
at  five  per  cent  per  annum  from  December  10,  1918,  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  of 
the  first  part  thirty  days  after  the  decision  and  determination  of  the  value  by 
said  arbitrators  shall  be  filed  with  the  parties  hereto. 

It  is  further  mutually  understood  and  agreed  that  the  party  of  the  first  part, 
in  the  event  of  the  inability  or  failure  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  to  sell  and 
dispose  of  a  sufficient  number  of  street  railroad  bonds  to  realize  a  sum  sufficient 
to  purchase  said  properties  at  the  price  or  value  fixed,  determined  and  ascertained 
by  said  arbitrators,  as  aforesaid,  shall  purchase  or  cause  to  be  purchased  at  not 
less  than  par  and  accrued  interest,  a  sufficient  number  of  said  street  railroad 
bonds  issued  by  said  City  and  County  of  the  issue  of  1913,  to  enable  said  party 
of  the  second  part  to  purchase  said  properties. 

It  is  further  agreed  by  the  party  of  the  first  part  that  in  the  event  that  it 
exercises  the  right  and  privilege  granted  to  it  in  the  foregoing  paragraph  an 
agreement  will  be  made  at  the  time  of  the  purchase  of  said  bonds  under  said  right 
and  privilege  so  given  that  said  bonds  so  purchased  will  not  be  offered  for  sale  by 
the  purchaser  at  less  than  the  par  value,  plus  accrued  interest  within  one  year 
from  the  date  of  the  purchase  of  said  bonds. 

It  is  further  mutually  understood  and  agreed  that  all  employes  of  the  party  of 
the  first  part  who  desire  shall  be  given  the  preference  of  employment  in  the 
Municipal  Railway  System  which  it  is  designed  to  make  the  street  railroad 
operated  by  the  party  of  the  first  part  a  part  of,  in  so  far  as  is  possible  under 
the  Civil  Service  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
and  consistent  with  the  needs  of  the  said  Municipal  Railway  System. 

It  is  further  mutually  understood  and  agreed  that  any  expense  incurred  in 
the  arbitration  of  the  value  of  the  said  properties  of  the  party  of  the  first  part 
shall  be  divided  equally  between  the  parties  hereto. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  agrees  to  lease  to  the  said  party  of 
the  second  part  for  a  term  of  one  year  with  an  option  of  two  successive  years 
more,  said  option  to  be  exercised  successively  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  in 
periods  of  one  year  or  lees  at  a  rental  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  ($150)  dollars  per 
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month,  plus  the  taxes  thereon,  the. real  estate  located  on  the  corner  of  Oough  and 
Filbert  Streets  in  said  City. and  Connty  and  now  occupied  and  used  by  said  party 
of  the  first  part  as  a  car  bam  and  offices. 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  has  hereunto 
caused  its  name  to  be  signed  and  its  corporate  seal  to  be  affixed  hereto  by  its 
officers  thereunto  duly  authorized  by  resolution  of  its  Board  of  Directors,  a  copy  of 
which  resolution  is  hereunto  annexed  and  made  a  part  hereof,  and  the  party  of  the 
second  part  has  hereunto  caused  these  presents  to  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  or 
acting  Mayor  and  its  corporate  seal  to  be  hereunto  affixed  by  the  Clerk  or  acting 
clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in 
accordance  with  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  a  copy  of 
which  resolution  is  hereunto  annexed  and  made  a  part  hereof.

••RESOLVED,  That  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  set  aside,  appropriated  and  authorized  to  be  expended  out  of  the 
Municipal  Railway  Fund  for  the  payment  of  the  claim  of  the  Presidio  and  Ferries 
Railroad  Company  on  account  of  the  purchase  of  the  properties  of  said  company  in 
accordance  with  terms  of  agreement  to  be  made  and  entered  into,  by  the  Mayor,  or 
Acting  Mayor,  as  authorized  by  Resolution  No.  10,750  (New  Series)  this  day 
adopted.  It  is  understood  that  said  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  is  to  be  repaid 
to  said  Municipal  Railway  Fund  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  Municipal 
Railway  Bonds,  Issue  1913. 

On  the  10th  day  of  December,  1913,  the  following  Bill  of  Sale  was  executed 
by  the  Presidio  and  Ferries  Railroad  Company:

That  the  Presidio  and  Ferries  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  organized  and 
existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  and  having  its 
principal  place  of  business  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  Fifty  Thousand  ($50,000.00) 
Dollars  and  a  further  sum  of  not  less  than  Three  hundred  thousand  ($300,000.00) 
dollars,  nor  more  than  Three  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  ($360,000.00)  dollars, 
which  said  further  sum  shall  be  fixed  and  determined  by  two  arbitrators,  as 
provided  in  a  certain  agreement  made  and  entered  into  by  the  Presidio  and  Ferries 
Railroad  Company,  the  party  of  the  first  part  herein,  and  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  a  municipal  corporation,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  the  receipt 
of  which  said  sum  of  Fifty  thousand  ($50,000.00)  dollars  in  gold  coin  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  paid  to  the  said  Presidio  and  Ferries  Railroad  Company, 
by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  a  municipal  corporation,  the  party  of  the 
second  part,  is  hereby  acknowledged,  does  by  these  presents  sell,  convey  and 
transfer  unto  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  all 
the  physical  or  tangible  properties  belonging  to  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  and 
used  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  carried  on,  conducted  and  transacted  by  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  in  the  operation,  carrying  on  or  maintenance  of  its 
street  railroad  system  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.

INSPECTION    BUREAU. 

The  work  accomplished  by  the  inspection  bureau  during  1913-1914  greatly 
exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  diagram  on  page  No.  5. 

If  the  number  of  inspections  increases  at  a  corresponding  rate  during  the 
fiscal  year  1914-1915,  the  business  of  the  bureau  will  have  increased  to  approxi- 
mately 25,400  inspections.  This  is  an  increase  of  about  24%.  It  is  evident  that, 
with  an  increase  in  the  inspection  force  of  only  20%  at  the  beginning  of  the 
present  fiscal  year,  the  department  will  have  some  difficulty  in  handling  the  large 
volume  of  business.  There  were  on  file  in  the  department  on  July  1,  1914,  2361 
applications  for  electrical  installations.  With  185  registered  contractors  doing 
business  with  the  department,  the  number  of  applications  continuously  on  file 
should  be  approximately  fifteen  hundred.  The  surplus  applications  are,  for  the 
most  part,  of  very  long  standing,  and  final  inspection  has  never  been  requested 
on  them.  This  is  due  to  carelessness  on  the  part  of  certain  electrical  contractors 
involved.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  hasten  the  completion  and  final  inspection  of 
these    old    jobs. 

The  city  is  divided  into  five  inspection  districts.  One  inspector  is  assigned  to 
each  district,  and  the  sixth  inspector  assists  in  final  inspections  in  any  district 
that  may  become  crowded  with  work.  Street  cars  are  used  for  transportation,  ex- 
cept in  that  portion  of  the  city  embracing  the  Richmond  and  Sunset  districts, 
where  a  Ford  car  is  used.  An  additional  Ford  car  could  be  used  to  advantage  in 
the  district  from  Twenty-sixth  street  south  to  the  county  line,  where  transporta- 
tion facilities   are  poor. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  inspection  of  wiring  in  new  buildings  and  other 
pieces  of  work  which  are  regularly  reported  on  to  the  department  by  reputable 
contractors  there  are  hundreds  of  jobs  done  annually  by  unauthorized  persons. 
These  include  dwellings,  stores,  theaters,  moving-picture  houses;  in  fact,  all  classes 
of  building,  and  are  in  direct  violation  of  Ordinance  No.  2582.  They  are,  for  the 
most  part,  installed  in  an  unworkmanlike  and  hazardous  manner.  At  the  present 
time  there  is  no  method  of  detecting  these  jobs,  except  when  same  are  reported  to 
us  by  interested  parties,  or  when  our  inspectors  accidentally  stumble  across  them. 
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There  is  a  very  urg^ent  need  for  an  additional  inspector  to  be  used  solely  on  rein- 
apection  work.  A  systematic  prosecution  of  all  violations  of  the  electrical  ordi- 
nance will  largely  tend  to  stamp  out  this  sort  of  thing.  Photographs  on  pages  6 
and  7  are  t3rpical  of  wiring  conditions  existing  in  Chinatown,  and  are  no  worse 
than  those  in  many  other  parts  of  the  city  . 

The  department  is  doing  all  possible  to  correct  these  defective  conditions,  and 
is  meeting  with  success  wherever  the  work  is  carried  on,  but  the  scope  is  necessarily 
limited  because  of  the  lack  of  men,  and  so  far  has  practically  been  confined  to  the 
Chinatown  district. 

Concerning  the  theaters  and  moving-picture  houses,  because  of  the  great  life 
and  fire  risk,  a  regular  reinspection  of  these  should  be  maintained,  and  a  card 
system  kept  in  the  office  giving  detailed  information  on  the  conditions  found. 

Additional  men  will  be  required  in  the  inspection  department  for  the  fiscal 
year  1915-1916.  This  department  is  at  the  present  time  more  than  self-supporting, 
and  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  assume  that  the  revenue  to  be  derived  from  the  extra 
men  will  more  than  compensate  for  their  salary  allowances. 

A  regular  inspection  of  overhead  construction  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year.  Conditions  which  are  faulty  and  dangerous  are  regularly  reported  to 
the  offending  companies,  and  a  reinspection  made  when  the  defects  have  been 
corrected.

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OPERATION    OP    PIRB    ALARM    SYSTEM. 

In  the  operation  of  the  fire  alarm  Bystem  business  has  increased  greatly  over 
the  fiscal  year  1912-1918,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  following  figures:

At  the  present  time  the  department  has  seven  operators  and  one  chief  operator. 
The  work  is  extremely  important  and  very  trying,  and,  inasmuch  as  the  operators 
are  called  ui>on  to  work  on  Sundays  and  holidays,  the  Joint  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners saw  fit  to  grant  them  one  day  off  in  five.  This  is  actually  less  time  off  than 
other  city  employes  are  granted,  taking  into  consideration  Sunday,  the  half  holiday 
on  Saturday  and  all  other  holidays.  In  addition,  they  are  compelled  to  swing 
around  the  watches  and  change  their  mode  of  living  every  two  weeks.  In  order 
that  one  day  in  five  be  realized  by  the  men,  it  is  necessary  for  the  chief  operator 
to  stand  watch  along  with  the  other  operators.  This  means  that  he  is  compelled 
to  assume  the  duties  of  operator  in  addition  to  keeping  up  the  records  of  the  fire 
alarm  office,  compiling  the  data  for  the  monthly  reports,  and  exercising  supervision 
over  the  operating  room.  During  the  operators'  vacation  period,  which  has  a 
duration  of  four  months,  the  men  are  able  to  get  off  only  one  day  in  seven,  and,  in 
order  to  prevent  a  change  of  watch  every  three  or  four  days,  it  is  necessary  for 
the  chief  operator  to  swing  around  the  watches  with  the  other  operators.  The 
addition  of  one  more  operator  to  the  force  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1915-16  is  strongly 
recommended.  This  will  permit  the  chief  operator  to  give  his  entire  time  to  the 
supervision  of  the  fire  alarm  office  and  the  upkeep  of  the  records  of  the  department.

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CONSTRUCTION  AND  MAINTENANCE — FIRE  ALARM  AND  POLICE 
SIGNAL  SYSTEMS. 
General : 

The  fire  alarm  system  of  the  department  consists  of  a  central  manual  office 
with  four  distinct  circuit  systems,  yIx.: 

"Signal"  circuits,. on  which  are  connected  in  series  all  street  fire  alarm  boxes; 

"Tapper"  circuits,  on  which  are  connected  in  series  all  fire  department  sta- 
tions, police  stations  and  the  quarters  of  fire  department  officers; 

"Jolcer"  circuits,  on  which  are  connected  in  series  all  fire  department  stations; 

"Outside  Local"  circuits,  each  of  which  consists  of  a  local  circuit  from  a 
department  station,  connecting  in  series  into  the  homes  of  the  firemen  living  in  the 
vicinity  of  that  station,  and  used  to  signal  alarms  in  their  houses.  Each  of  these 
circuits  has  a  local  battery  in  the  fire  house  and  is  operated  by  a  relay  in  the 
tapper    circuit. 

All  of  the  above  mentioned  circuits,  with  the  exception  of  the  signal  circuits, 
are    open    circuits. 

All  signals  from  street  boxes  are  received  in  the  central  office  on  sounders 
and  registers.    The  speed  of  street  boxes  is  four  blows  per  second. 

All  signals  from  office  to  fire  department  stations  are  struck  by  hand  on  a 
master  key,  which  operates  all  tapper  or  joker  circuits  simultaneously  by  means  of 
multiple  contact  relays. 

Box  signals  are  repeated  four  rounds  between  box  and  office;  are  counted 
two  rounds  by  the  operators;  checked;  and  then  struck  out  to  the  fire  department 
by  hand  two  rounds  on  the  tappers,  followed  by  two  rounds  on  the  jokers. 

Signals  are  received  by  ear  only  (operators  do  not  refer  to  the  registers  ex- 
cept in  case  of  confused  signals),  and  are  sent  out  to  the  fire  department  at  a 
speed  of  two  blows  per  second  on  both  tapper  and  joker  circuits. 

All  tapper  and  joker  circuits  are  open  circuits  connected  at  the  instant  of 
each  blow,  in  multiple  to  a  240-volt  source  of  direct  current,  usually  the  commer- 
cial power  circuit.  When  a  line  is  grounded  the  ungrounded  current  from  a  motor 
generator  is  used  instead  of  the  commercial  circuit. 

Tests  are  made  on  each  line  every  half  hour  for  "open"  or  "ground,"  and 
test  switches  are  installed  in  each  fire  house  to  open,  close  or  ground  either  side 
of  the  line  on  instruction  from  the  operator.  By  this  means  lines  in  trouble  may 
be  kept  working  until  linemen  make  repairs.  It  is  usual  to  close  open  lines  by 
engine  house  grounds  put  on  in  this  manner. 

Street  boxes  are  uniformly  in  good  order.  Each  box  is  inspected  and  turned 
in  for  test  once  each  month.  If  found  defective  in  the  slightest  degree  it  is  re- 
moved to  the  shop  for  repairs  and  a  relief  box  is  substituted.  Boxes  sent  to  the 
shop  are  entirely  overhauled,  and,  when  reinstalled,  are  in  excellent  condition. 

Upon  the  installation  of  the  new  central  fire  alarm  office,  tapper  and  joker 
lines  will  be  changed  to  closed  circuit,  which  will  increase  efficiency  in  detecting 
line  trouble,  as  all  lines  will  then  be  under  constant  test. 

A  third  circuit  system,  using  telegraphic  signals  only,  should  be  installed'  as 
soon  as  funds  allow.  This  would  permit  the  existing  circuits  to  be  used  for  box 
signals  on  bells  in  the  fire  houses  while  joker  or  "report"  calls  would  be  sent  as 
silent  calls  to  each  house.  At  present  joker  calls  operate  one  of  the  bells  in  each 
fire  house  in  the  same  manner  that  an  alarm  would.  This  arrangement  is  not  sat- 
isfactory. 
Overhead  Plant: 

The  overhead  plant  constitutes  by  far  the  most  important  division  of  the  fire 
alarm  system,  and  as  such  should  be  in  as  nearly  perfect  condition  as  it  is  i>ossible 
to  bring  it.  No  machine  is  stronger  than  its  weakest  link,  and,  with  the  completion 
of  the  new  fire  alarm  central  station  and  the  continuous  extension  of  the  under- 
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ground  system,  the  overhead  system  is  undoubtedly  the  weakest  portion  of  the  fire 
alarm  plant. 

The  chief  reason  for  this  is  the  lack  of  a  sufficient  annual  appropriation  to 
carry  the  work  of  extension  and  improvement  forward  at  the  proper  rate.  Much 
of  the  present  overhead  plant  was  installed  before  the  fire  of  1906  and  a  large 
part   of  it  immediately   afterward. 

Iron  wire,  No.  9  gauge,  was  used  for  overhead  circuits  up  till  about  twelve 
years  ago.  Then  the  iron  wire  was  superseded  by  No.  14  copper,  and,  in  all  the 
construction  work  immediately  after  the  fire.  No.  14  iron  wire  was  used  as  a 
matter  of  economy.  The  standard  construction  of  today  is  No.  12  B.  ft  S.  gauge 
copper   wire  with   triple   braid   weatherproof  covering. 

Due  to  these  changes,  many  of  our  circuits  today  are  made  up  partially  of  iron 
wire  and  partially  of  copper  wire.  The  iron  wire  is  of  very  much  lower  conductivity 
than  the  copper;  is  very  susceptible  to  the  corrosive  action  of  the  weather;  and,  at 
all  points  where  a  joint  is  made  with  a  copper  wire,  a  heavy  corrosive  action  takes 
place  which  increases  the  resistance  of  the  joint,  and  ultimately  results  in  the 
wires  breaking  apart. 

The  maximum  efficiency  of  our  overhead  system  will  only  be  realized  when  all 
circuits  are  copper  throughout.  Taking  into  consideration  the  old  copper  wire 
which  will  have  to  be  replaced  shortly  this  will  entail  the  stringing  and  connecting 
up  of  probably  one  hundred  miles  of  wire.  Many  of  our  signal  lines  are  heavily 
overloaded,  as  data  given  on  later  pages  will  indicate.  The  best  practice  dictates 
that  not  more  than  twenty  fire  alarm  boxes  should  be  connected  on  a  single  circuit, 
while  some  of  our  lines  have  as  many  as  forty.  Approximately  eight  new  circuits 
or  about  one  hundred  miles  of  line  construction  will  be  required  to  give  relief  to 
the  overloaded  circuits.  New  boxes,  which  will  run  about  fifty  a  year,  will  make 
necessary  the  installation  of  three  new  circuits  a  year,  or  about  thirty-five  miles  of 
line  construction. 

The  same  condition  of  overloading  exists  on  the  tapper  and  joker  circuits. 
New  stations  are  being  cut  in  each  year,  but  no  new  circuits  have  been  installed 
since  1909,  with  the  exception  of  one  tapper  and  one  joker  line  during  the  fiscal 
year  1913-1914.  Means  should  be  provided  to  increase  these  circuits  to  twelve 
each.    This  would  involve  the  stringing  of  about  125  miles  of  wire. 

The  police  signal  system  is  badly  in  need  of  extensions  and  improvements. 
The  Central  Police  district  alone  has  a  thoroughly  up-to-date  system.  The  Park, 
Richmond,  Ingleside  and  Bay  View  districts  have  fair  systems,  but  there  is  still 
room  for  considerable  improvement.  The  Mission  district  has  an  obsolete  series 
system  which  should  be  abandoned  and  entirely  rebuilt.  The  North  End,  Bush- 
street,  Harbor,  Southern  and  Potrero  districts  have  no  systems  whatever.  Tele- 
phones, installed  in  wooden  boxes,  are  used  to  transmit  all  calls.  The  Mission, 
North  End,  Bush-street,  Harbor,  Southern  and  Potrero  districts  should  have  relief, 
but  the  department  is  unable  to  give  any  through  lack  of  a  specific  appropriation 
for  the  purpose.  Estimates  have  been  made  each  year  for  the  annual  budget,  but 
without  result. 

The  annual  appropriation  for  maintenance,  extensions  and  equipment  is  en* 
tirely  inadequate  and  should  be  very  materially  increased  if  the  overhead  fire  alarm 
system  and  police  signal  and  telephone  systems  are  to  be  rehabilitated. 

Accurate  records  should  be  kept  of  all  outside  lines  of  every  description.  At 
the  present  time  an  accurate  routing  record  is  kept  of  every  signal,  tapper  and 
joker  circuit,  but  this  should  be  supplemented  by  map  records.  The  latter  are  an 
absolute  necessity  in  laying  out  extensions  and  improvements  intelligently.  The 
services  of  a  draughtsman  for  the  department  are  strongly  recommended. 
Underground  Plant: 

The  underground  system  has  been  developed  as  rapidly  as  funds  would  permit, 
and  is  rapidly  becoming  an  imi)ortant  part  of  our  outside  plant.    There  are  now 
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working  on  underground  circuits  ninety-eight  fire  alarm  boxes  and  twenty-five 
police  boxes,  as  against  thirty-six  fire  alarm  boxes  and  no  police  boxes  two  years  ago. 

The  importance  of  placing  as  much  of  the  system  as  possible  underground  is 
made  evident  by  a  comparison  of  the  pieces  of  trouble  experienced  on  the  under- 
ground and  overhead  systems,  respectively. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1913-1914  there  were  four  cases  of  underground  cable 
trouble  and  406  cases  of  overhead  line  trouble.  Continuity  of  service  is  the  prime 
factor  in  fire  alarm  work  aqd  the  above  figures  clearly  show  the  reliability  of  an 
underground  system  as  compared  to  an  overhead. 

Underground  construction  has  been  handicapped  to  a  certain  extent  by  the 
failure  of  the  Board  of  Electricity  to  decide  on  a  satisfactory  underground  stand- 
ard. Temporary  wooden  standards  have  been  installed  only  where  necessary.  Now 
that  the  standard  question  has  been  definitely  settled,  the  wooden  posts  will  be  re- 
moved  and  replaced  by  the  new  iron  standards.  Lateral  cables  to  all  standards 
provide  wires  for  police  winker  signals,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  system  can  be  put 
in  operation  at  an  early  date.    A  sketch  of  the  new  standard  is  given  on  page  39. 

The  present  underground  system  has  been  laid  out  with  the  transfer  to  the 
Jefferson  Square  station  in  mind,  and  all  changes  in  connection  with  the  cut-over 
will  be  made  by  means  of  underground  cables. 

The  Department  of  Electricity  cables  are  carried  in  the  duct  lines  of  the 
Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  which  company  spends  large  sums  of 
money  annually  in  making  electrolytic  surveys  of  its  cables,  and  our  cables  are 
taken  care  of  along  with  its  own. 

Following  is  a  record  of  the  construction  and  maintenance  work  accomplished 
during  the  fiscal  year  1913-1914: 

25  new  fire  alarm  boxes  were  installed; 
15  new  police  signal  boxes  were  installed; 
7315  tests  were  made  on  fire  alarm  boxes' in  service; 
406  pieces  of  line  trouble  were  removed; 
4  pieces  of  cable  trouble  were  removed; 
3132  miscellaneous   complaints  were  attended  to; 
131  outside  local  bells  were  installed; 

83  out  side  local  bells  were  transferred   to    new   locations; 
103  outside  local  bells  were  removed; 
6  new  signal  lines  were  put  in  service; 
1  new  tapper  line  was  put  in   service; 
1  new  joker  line  was  put  in  service; 

On  account  of  work  being  done  on  the  Stockton -street  tunnel  it  was  necessary 
to  string  a  fifty-pair  cable  overhead  on  Bush  street  across  Stockton  street;  also  to 
lay  a  twenty-conductor  cable  across  lots  east  of  Stockton,  from  Bush  to  Sutter. 
Street  work  at  Bush  and  Stockton  having  been  restored,  the  underground  cable 
was  replaced  in  the  ducts  and  the  overhead  cable  removed.  The  additional  tem- 
porary cable  east  of  Stockton  street  will  soon  be  removed. 

Lines  were  built  from  Ashbury  tank  to  Twin  Peaks  reservoir  for  tapper  and 
call  bell  services. 

Tapper  service  was  extended  into  the  quarters  of  Engine  Company  No.  46, 
temporarily  in  service  at  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition.  Nos.  11  and  12  signal 
circuits  were  also  extended  to  these  quarters,  and  so  arranged  that  boxes  pulled 
on  the  exposition  local  circuit  would  repeat  into  either  of  these  lines.  Nine  "Star" 
boxes  were  installed  by  the  Exposition  Company  to  provide  this  protection.  Later 
the  Exposition  Company  built  two  wires  from  Chestnut  and  Franklin  streets  to 
the  department  terminal  at  Bush  and  Gough,  and  these  boxes  were  connected  di- 
rectly into  a  circuit  on  the  department's  operating  board  known  as  No.  29  signal 
line.    This  circuit  will  be  used  to  cross-connect  the  office  of  the  department  with 
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the  Exposition  Company's  fire  alarm  central  station  when  the  latter  is  in  service, 
and  will  enable  said  company  to  call  city  fire  apparatus  if  needed. 

One  new  tapper  and  one  joker  line  were  installed.  Part  of  these  lines  are 
new  and  part  are  cut  out  of  existing  lines.  There  are  now  thirteen  stations  on 
the  tapper  line  and  ten  on  the  joker  line.  Old  circuits  Nos.  4  and  5  were  relieved 
of  this  number  of  stations  and  improved  to  that  extent.  There  are  now  seven 
tapper  and  seven  joker  circuits  in  service. 

The  four  underground  signal  circuits  were  rearranged  into  six  circuits,  having 
a  total  of  sixty-five  boxes,  and  four  new  overhead  circuits  were  arranged,  having, 
respectively,  thirteen,  nine,   eleven   and  ten  boxes. 

There  were  in  service  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  twenty-nine  signal  circuits 
operating  at  from  thirty  to  seventy  volts  and  taking  0.1  ampere  for  underground 
and  .065  ampere  for  overhead  circuits.  Three  additional  signal  circuits  were  prac- 
tically completed  during  the  fiscal  year  1918-1914,  but  were  not  put  in  service  by 
June  80,   1914. 

In  installing  signal  lines,  an  elaborate  system  of  interlacing  is  followed  out 
as  much  as  possible  so  that  no  two  adjacent  boxes  are  on  the  same  circuit.  This 
tends  to  prevent  two  boxes  on  the  same  line  being  pulled  for  a  fire  at  the  same 
time,  and,  in  case  of  an  open  circuit  on  one  line,  leaves  other  boxes  in  the  vicinity 
operative. 

All  wires  in  the  Chinatown  district  were  removed  on  account  of  the  re- 
quirements  of  Ordinance  No.  214  as  amended.  This  included  Stockton  from 
Bush  to  Oreen;  Grant  avenue  from  Bush  to  Yallejo;  Kearny  from  Market  to 
Broadway;  Columbus  avenue  from  Kearny  to  Union;  and  all  cross  streets  within 
this  area.  A  complete  cable  system  was  installed  to  permanently  serve  this  district 
and  extensive  overhead  changes  were  necessary  as  a  number  of  circuits  traversed 
these  streets. 

Overhead  wires  were  rempved  from  Polk  street  between  Pacific  and  Lombard 
streets  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Ordinance  No.  214  as  amended. 

Additional  storage  battery  facilities  were  provided  so  that  at  all  times  there 
is  storage  capacity  sufficient  to  run  the  office  seventy-two  hours  after  the  failure 
of  the  source  of  current. 

The  entire  wiring  in  the  fire  alarm  office  has  been  standardized  on  a  240-volt 
basis  so  that  any  of  the  following  sources  of  supply  may  be  used,  viz.,  direct 
current  from  public  utility  corporation,  alternating  current  from  same  through 
motor  generator  set  or  direct   current  from   gas-engine  plant. 

The  office  now  has  greater  reserve  in  storage  battery  than  ever  before,  and, 
with  the  gas-engine  plant  which  can  be  set  up  in  the  course  of  a  few  hours,  is 
safe  from  interruption  due  to  current  failure. 

The  fire  alarm  central  station  at  55  Fulton  street  is  of  temporary  construction 
and  was  built  shortly  after  the  fire  of  1906  to  serve  until  an  appropriation  could 
be  obtained  for  building  a  more  modern  station.  Each  year  it  has  been  extended 
to  take  care  of  the  needs  of  a  growing  system  but  very  little  money  has  been 
expended  in  improving  and  changing  undesirable  features  because  the  question  of  a 
new  central  station  has  been  actively  before  the  city  for  some  time,  and  each  year 
was  believed  to  be  the  last  year  of  service  of  the  old  station. 

The  apparatus  for  the  new  central  fire  alarm  station  in  Jefferson  Square  is 
now  being  manufactured  in  the  department's  shop.  On  completion  of  the  new 
station,  the  present  one  will  be  abandoned  and  the  building  wrecked.

The  department,  as  it  is  now  constituted,  consists  of  a  Board  of  Fire  Com- 
missioners of  four  members,  a  Secretary,  a  Chief  Engineer,  one  First  Assistant 
Chief  Engineer,  one  Second  Assistant  Chief  Engineer,  eleven  Battalion  Chiefs, 
forty-six  engine  companies,  twelve  hook-and-ladder  companies,  thirteen  chemical 
companies,  two  water  tower  companies,  three  monitor  batteries,  two  fire  boat  com- 
panies, two  relief  engine  companies,  and  employes  of  the  corporation  yard  repair 
shops,  department  stables  and  auxiliary  high  pressure  water  system,  numbering  in 
all  888  men,  of  which  794  constitute  the  uniform  force.

Chief  Engineer's  Report 


Headquarters  Fire  Department, 

San  Franciaco,  July  1,  1914. 
To  the  Honorable, 

The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners. 

Gentlemen: — I  respectfully  beg  leave  to  submit  my  annual  rei>ort  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1914,  together  with  such  recommendations,  etc.,  as 
in  my  Judgment  I  4eem  aeeessary  and  ^nuper  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the 
department. 

FIRES. 

During  the  past  year  the  department  responded  to  1,298  alarms  of  fire 
receiTed  from  street  and  automatic  fire  alarm  stations,  of  which  number  1,238 
were  single  alarms,  fifty-three  second  alarms,  eleven  third  alarms,  and  one  fourth 
alarm.  The  department  also  responded  to  1,285  direct  and  still  alarms  during 
the  year,  which  were  received  by  telephone  and  otherwise,  making  a  total  of 
2,585  alarms  of  fire  responded  to,  which  is  an  increase  of  850  alarms  of  those  of 
the  previous  fiscal  year. 

On  January  1,  1914,  a  new  system  of  fire  statistics  was  established  in  the 
department,  showing  the  style  of  construction  of  buildings  in  which  fires  occurred, 
the  extent  to  which  the  fire  spread  in  such  buildings  and  the  method  used  in 
extinguishing  the  same.  Following  is  a  statement  of  the  same  for  the  last  six 
months  of  the  present  fiscal  year  ending  June  80,  1914. 

During  the  past  six  months  478  fires  occurred  in  frame  buildings,  116  in 
buildings  constructed  of  brick  or  stone,  and  274  fires  occurred  in  other  places 
than  buildings.  Of  these,  534  were  confined  to  the  fioor  of  building  on  which 
they  originated,  88  extended  beyond  the  floor  in  which  they  originated,  and  17 
extended  beyond  the  building  of  origin.  Of  the  above  fires  268  were  extin- 
guished by  means  of  chemical  appliances  only,  247  by  means  of  the  low  pressure 
water  system  only,  13  by  means  of  the  high  and  low  pressure  water  systemt 
and  885  fires  were  extinguished  by  various  other  methods.

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APPARATUS. 

The  following  apparatus  is  in  good  condition  and  in  regular  service  in  the 
department:  Forty-six  steam  fire  engines  (45  being  horse  drawn  and  one  motor 
tractor  drawn),  46  hose  wagons,  7  combination  hose  and  chemical  wagons  (three 
horse  drawn  and  4  motor  driven),  12  straight  chemicals  (3  horse  drawn  and  4 
motor  driven),  12  hook-and-ladder  trucks  (10  horse  drawn  and  2  tractor  drawn), 
two  water  towers,  3  monitor  batteries,  one  hose  tender  (motor  driven),  2  fire 
boats,  23  officers'  buggies,  5  automobiles,  100  portable  fire  extinguishers,  128,800 
feet  of  cotton,  rubber  lined,  fire  hose,  and  6,460  feet  of  chemical  rubber  hose. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  is  also  the  following  apparatus  and  vehicles

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NEW  BUILDINGS. 

During  the  year  the  new  building  for  Engine  Co.  24,  a  two-story  class  "0** 
structure  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Hoffman  avenue  and  Alvarado  streets,  was 
completed.  The  following  new  buildings  for  the  department  were  contracted  for 
and  are  now  in  course  of  construction: 

Two-story,  class  **C"  building  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Twenty-second  and 
Wisconsin  streets  for  Engine  Co.  48. 

Two-story,  class  "C"  building  at  the  southwest  comer  of  Drumm  and  Com- 
mercial streets  for  Engine  Co.  12  and  a  new  hook-and-ladder  truck  company. 

HYDRANTS. 

During  the  past  year  twenty-eight  new  hydrants  were  installed  in  different 
parts  of  the  city,  fifty-three  were  discontinued  and  thirty-one  old  style  hydrants 
were  replaced  by  new  five-inch  ones,  making  a  total  of  4,369  fresh  water  hydrants 
in  service  that  are  supplied  by  water  from  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Co.  and  twenty- 
nine  salt  water  hydrants  that  are  supplied  with  water  by  the  Olympic  Salt  Water 
Co.  In  addition  thereto  we  have  also  the  hydrants  connected  to  the  high  pressure 
auxiliary  water  systems,  of  which  mention   is  made  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

DEPARTMENT  STABLES. 

There  are  at  present  363  horses  in  the  department,  including  those  used  for 
relief  and  emergency  purposes.  During  the  past  year  seventeen  horses  were 
purchased,  twelve  horses  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  active  service.  Of  these 
three  were  transferred  to  the  Department  of  the  Sheriff  and  nine  to  the  Park  Com- 
mission. During  the  year  five  horses  and  a  weanling  died  of  various  diseases 
and  ten  were  destroyed  on  account  of  accidents  and  incurable  diseases;  561 
horses  were  treated  at  various  times  during  the  year  by  the  Department  Veterinary 
Surgeon  for  sickness,  etc.

During  the  past  year  sixty-four  new  appointments  of  members  and  employes 
of  the  department  were  made  and  eight  resignations  of  members  were  accepted. 

AUXILIARY    HIGH     PRESSURE    WATER    SUPPLY     SYSTEM     FOR    FIRE 

PROTECTION. 

There  is  now  completed  and  in  operation  about  seventy-two  miles  of  water 
mains  with  889  hydrants  connected  thereto  of  this  system. 

The  Twin  Peaks  reservoirs,  with  a  capacity  of  approximately  11,000,000 
gallons,  the  Ashbury  Heights  Tank,  with  a  capacity  of  500,000  gallons,  and 
the  Jones  street  tank,  with  a  capacity  of  750,000  gallons  are  now  in  full  operation. 
This  latter  tank,  which  has  been  completed  and  put  in  operation  during  the 
past  year,  is  situated  at  an  elevation  of  334  feet  and  is  intended  to  supply  the 
lower  zone  of  the  high  pressure  water  system,  or  that  part  of  the  city  of  less  than 
one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  elevation  above  the  sea  level.  This  is  possibly  the 
largest  concrete  tank  ever  constructed,  the  base  of  the  walls  being  twenty  inches 
thick  with  a  gradual  slope  to  the  top  and  has  two  20-inch  discharge  pipes  leading 
from  it. 

Pumping  Station  No.  2,  which  is  located  on  Government  ground  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  foot  of  Van  Ness  avenue,  has  been  completed  during  the  past  year  and  is 
now  in  service.  This  pumping  station  contains  four  multi-stage  turbine  pumps 
of  similar  capacity  to  those  of  Pumping  Station  No.  1,  viz.,  2.000  gallons  of  water 
per  minute.  This  station  also  furnishes  to  the  Government  electrical  power  for 
lights  and  other  purposes  and  is  especially  equipped  therefor,  which  will  require 
its  continuous  operation  both  day  and  night.  Two  20-inch  discharge  lines  con- 
nect pumps  with  the  high  pressure  water  system  mains  at  Van  Ness  avenue 
and  Bay  street.  One  o1  these  lines  connects  with  the  upper  zone  and  the  other 
with  the  lower  zone  of  the  system. 

The  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  Co.  has  also  inRtalled  a  high  pressure  water 
system  for  fire  protection  purposes  at  its  exposition  grounds  which  has  been 
connected   with   our   high   pressure   system   at   three   different   points,    namely.    Van 
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Ness  avenue  between  Bay  and  Francisco  streets,  Van  Ness  avenue  near  Chestnut 
street  and  in  the  Fort  Mason  reservation  opposite  Franklin  street.  These  con- 
nections, however,  will  only  be  of  a  temporary  nature,  terminating  with  the  close 
of  the  exposition. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  new  building  sites  be  procured  for  the 
department  at  the  following  locations: 

Lot  in  the  vicinity  of  Pljrmouth  avenue  and  Lake  View  avenue,  50x100  feet, 
for  quarters  for  an  engine  company. 

Lot  in  the  vicinity  of  Twenty-fourth  and  Utah  streets  for  Engine  Co.  87 
and  Truck  Co.  9. 

Lot  on  the  south  side  of  Post  street  between  Polk  and  Larkin,  adjoining  the 
present  fire  department  lot. 

Lot  on  Powell  street  between  Broadway  and  Pacific  for  new  quarters  for 
Truck  Co.  2,  Engine  Co.  5  and  Chemical  Co.  5. 

Lot  on  the  south  side  of  Stiver  street,  adjoining  the  rear  of  the  department 
lot  on  Bryant  street  formerly  occupied  by  Engine  Co.   10. 

Lot  in  the  vicinity  of  Eighteenth  and  Eureka  streets  for  a  hook-and-ladder 
company  and  a  high  pressure  system   hose  wagon. 

I  would  also  recommend  the  erection  of  new  buildings  on  sites  recommended 
for  purchase  as  follows : 

Two-story  class  "C"  building  in  the  vicinity  of  Eighteenth  and  Eureka  streets 
for  a  new  hook-and-ladder  company  and  a  high  pressure  system  hose  wagon. 

Two-story  class  "C"  building  in  the  vicinity  of  Twenty-fourth  and  Utah 
streets  for  Truck  Co.  9  and  Engine  Co.  37. 

Two-story  class  "C"  building  on  Powell  street  between  Broadway  and  Pacific 
street  for  Truck  Co.   2,   Engine  Co.   5   and  Chemical  Co.   5. 

Two-story  class  "C"  building  in  the  vicinity  of  Diamond  and  Conrad  streets 
for  a  new  engine  company. 

Two-story  class  "C"  building  in  the  vicinity  of  Plymouth  and  Lake  View 
avenues  for  an  engine  company. 

Two-story  class  "C"  building  on  the  north  line  of  Bryant  street,  west  of  Third 
street,  as  a  headquarters  for  a  Battalion  Chief,  Engine  Co.  35,  Truck  Co.  8  and 
Monitor  Battery  2.  These  companies  to  be  changed  from  their  present  location  on 
Bluxome  street,  which  is  very  undesirable. 

Two-story  class  "C"  building  in  the  vicinity  of  Jones  and  Clay  streets  for  a 
truck  and  chemical  company. 

Also  the  erection  of  buildings  on  sites  already  in  the  possession  of  the  depart- 
ment, as  follows: 

Four-story  class  "A"  building  on  Mint  avenue,  near  Fifth  street,  for  general 
offices  and  headquarters  for  the  department  and  quarters  for  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  an  Assistant  Chief  Engineer.  Also  quarters  on  the  lower  floors  for  Engine 
Co.  17  and  a  new  truck  company  and  a  high  pressure  water  system  hose  wagon. 

This  latter  recommendation  calls  for  special  consideration,  as  the  establish- 
ment of  general  headquarters  for  fire  departments  independent  of  other  branches 
of  municipalities  and  separated  therefrom  is  now  in  vogue  in  all  the  larger  cities 
of  the  East  and  better  results  have  been  obtained  therefrom. 

Two-story  frame  building  in  the  rear  of  the  quarters  of  Truck  Co.  7  for  use 
as  a  carpenter  shop  and  plumbing  shop  for  the  department. 

There  are  a  number  of  companies  now  housed  in  buildings  that  are  totally 
unfit  for  habitation  by  the  members  of  the  companies,  the  majority  of  which  are 
temporary  frame  structures  within  the  fire  limits  that  were  erected  after  the  fire 
of  1906.  More  modern  structures  should  be  provided  for  these  companies,  and  I 
accordingly  make  the  following  recommendations   thereon : 

Two-story  class  "C"  building  for  Engine  Co.  3,  Chemical  Co.  6  and  Monitor 
Battery  1  on  the  department  site  on  Post  street,  between  Larkin  and  Polk.    These 
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companies  are  now  located  on  a  School  Department  lot  on  Pine  street,  near  Larkin, 
which  we  have  been  directed  to  vacate  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

Two-story  class  **C"  building  for  Engine  Co.  4,  Water  Tower  Co.  1  and  Chem- 
ical Co.  1  at  676  Howard  street. 

Two-story  class  "C"  building  for  Engine  Co.  5,  Truck  Co.  2  and  Chemical  Co. 
5  on  a  site  recommended  to  be  purchased  on  Powell  street,  between  Broadway  and 
Pacific  streets,  which  will  be  a  more  advantageous  location  for  these  companies  than 
there  present  sites. 

Two-story  class  "C"  building  for  Engine  Co.  8  at  1648  Pacific  avenue. 

Two-story  class  "C"  building  for  Engine  Co.  9  and  a  high  pressure  system  hose 
wagon  at  320  Main  street. 

Two-story  class  "C"  building  for  Engine  Co.  19  on  Market  street,  between 
Tenth  and  Eleventh  streets. 

Two-story  class  "C"  building  for  Truck  Co.  3  and  Chemical  Co.  4  and  a 
Battalion   Chief's  headquarters  in  the  Civic  Center  site. 

Two-story  class  **C"  building  for  Truck  Co.  5  and  Chemical  Co.  2  at  1819 
Post    street. 

I  would  also  recommend  the  installation  of  the  following  additional  fire  com- 
panies : 

New  engine  company  on  site  to  be  purchased  in  the  vicinity  of  Plymouth  and 
Lake  View  avenues,  or,  as  a  substitute  therefor,  the  removal  of  Engine  Co.  33  from 
117  Broad  street  to  that  location. 

New  engine  company  at  Wilde  avenue  and  Oirord  street,  the  building  for 
which  company   Is   now   completed. 

New  engine  company  in  the  vicinity  of  Conrad  and  Diamond  streets. 

New  hook  and  ladder  company  at  Eighteenth  and  Eureka  streets. 

New  hook  and  ladder  company  at  Twentieth  and  Kentucky  streets. 

High  pressure  water  system  hose  wagon  at  Eighteenth  and  Eureka  streets. 

New  chemical  company  in  the  vicinity  of  Clay  and  Jones  streets. 

I  would  also  reccommend  the  installation  of  at  least  fifty  additional  street 
cisterns  for  fire  protection  purposes,  to  be  located  in  sections  of  the  city  that  are 
not  now  covered  by  the  mains  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  or  the  high 
pressure    auxiliary    water   system. 

In  this  connection  I  would  recommend  that  the  excavation  in  Howard  street^ 
at  its  intersection  with  Tenth  street,  which  was  formerly  used  by  the  street  rail- 
road company,  and  which  could  be  converted  into  a  cistern  of  from  800,000  to 
900,000  gallons  capacity  at  a  comparatively  small  expense,  be  utilized  for  that 
purpose. 

In  order  to  afford  sufficient  water  for  fire  protection  purposes  in  the  outlying 
districts  which  are  practically  without  any  such  protection  at  this  time  in  that 
respect  I  renew  my  recommendations  as  follows: 

Oceanside  district,  south  of  Golden  Gate  Park.  For  this  district  I  would  rec- 
ommend that  connection  be  made  with  the  pipe  system  from  the  pumps  supplying 
Lake  Metson  in  Golden  Gate  Park  by  running  a  12-inch  main  from  the  same 
through  the  Park  to  connect  to  the  cistern  installed  at  Forty-seventh  avenue  and 
Judah  street  and  thence  running  through  intersecting  streets  to  Forty-ninth  avenue 
and  Pacheco  street.  By  this  means  the  cistern  could  be  more  rapidly  filled  when 
required.  Hydrants  could  be  connected  to  this  main  at  desirable  points,  which, 
after  their  installation,  could  be  maintained  without  any  additional  cost  to  the  city. 

For  the  protection  of  that  portion  of  the  Sunset  and  Richmond  district  that  is 
now  lacking  in  water  supply  I  would  recommend  that  a  reservoir  of  5,000,000 
gallons  rapacity  be  constructed  in  the  vicinity  of  Twelfth  avenue  and  Rivera  street 
and  dihtributing  mains  laid  to  cover  the  entire  Sunset  district  and  crossing  the 
Park  to  the  Richmond  district.  The  water  to  supply  this  reservoir  could  be  piped 
from  the  Clarendon  Heights  reservoir.  If  this  would  l)e  accomplished  the  serious 
problem  of  providing  water  for  fire  protection  purposes  for  that  portion  of  the  city 
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would  be  overcome,  as  the  entire  Sunset  and  a  portion  of  the  Richmond  district 
would  have  an  independent  water  supply  amply  sufficient  for  all  purposes. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  a  12-inch  pipe  connection  be  made  with  the 
reservoir  in  Golden  Gate  Park  at  Grove  and  Stanyan  streets,  and  that  hydrants  be 
connected  thereto  on  Stanyan  and  Fulton  streets,  as  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company's  pressure  is  very  low  in  that  location. 

In  the  district  west  of  Thirty-second  avenue  and  along  Geary  street  I  would 
recommend  that  a  reservoir  of  8,000,000  gallons  capacity  be  constructed  in  Lincoln 
Park,  to  be  supplied  from  the  10-inch  main  which  the  Park  Commission  has  in- 
stalled in  Thirty-ninth  avenue,  from  Golden  Gate  Park  to  Lincoln  Park.  The  water 
to  supply  this  reservoir  could  be  obtained  from  the  Murphy  windmill  in  Golden 
Gate  Park.  Or,  if  this  arrangement  could  not  be  carried  out,  a  salt  water  supply 
could  be  obtained  by  the  city  running  a  main  from  the  Olympic  Salt  Water  Com- 
pany's main  on  Geary  street  to  the  reservoir  and  having  the  water  pumped  thereto. 
Mains  from  the  reservoir  could  be  extended  along  Lake  and  Clement  streets,  thus 
insuring  an  ample  supply  and  adequate  pressure  for  fire  protection  purposes  in  the 
West  Richmond  district.  Hydrants  could  then  be  installed  at  available  points  along 
the  line  of  these  mains. 

I  also  renew  my  recommendation  to  extend  the  district  in  which  the  street 
signal  gongs  warning  traffic  to  cease  on  the  approach  of  the  fire  apparatus.  This 
system  is  now  in  successful  operation  along  Market  street,  from  Second  to  Sixth, 
and  I  favor  the  extending  of  the  same  from  First  to  Ninth  on  Market  street,  also 
on  Montgomery  and  Kearny  streets  from  Market  to  California,  Grant  avenue  from 
Market  to  Bush,  Stockton  from  Market  to  Post,  Powell  from  Market  to  Post,  and 
on  First,  Second,  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  streets  from  Market  to  Howard 
street. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  the  plan  of  converting  all  of  the  apparatus  of  the 
department  into  motor  propelled  during  the  past  year,  and  we  have  now  twenty-two 
pieces  of  this  style  of  apparatus  in  the  department,  which,  together  with  eighteen 
more  pieces  not  yet  in  service  or  contracted  for,  will  make  a  total  of  forty  pieces  of 
motor  apparatus  and  automobiles.  The  appropriation  for  the  ensuing  year  will  not 
permit  making  very  extensive  additions  to  our  apparatus  and  hose  equipment,  but 
will  allow  the  purchase  of  the  following,  which  I  recommend:  One  city  service 
truck,  three  tractors  for  steam  fire  engines,  three  tractors  for  hook  and  ladder 
trucks,  three  combination  wagons,  one  monitor  battery,  one  auto  pumping  engine 
and  10,000  feet  of  1%-inch  hose. 

In  connection  with  the  matter  of  converting  all  the  apparatus  of  this  depart- 
ment into  motor  propelled,  and  in  view  of  the  gradual  advancement  made  therein 
I  deem  it  imperative  that  some  action  be  taken  with  a  view  to  survey  of  the  city 
from  a  fire  protection  point  of  view  with  the  object  of  relocation  of  fire  stations 
which  the  change  from'  horse  driven  to  motor  propelled  apparatus  will  naturally 
necessitate.  The  natural  curtailment  in  the  time  required  to  respond  to  alarms  of 
fire  by  motor  driven  apparatus  and  the  greater  amount  of  territory  that  can  be 
efficiently  covered  by  this  style  of  apparatus  will  undoubtedly  require  a  redistricting 
of  the  city,  with  a  view  to  changing  the  location  of  certain  fire  companies,  and  I 
therefore  recommend  that  this  matter  be  given  the  careful  consideration  it  merits 
with  the  object  of  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  department  at  the  least  possible 
cost. 

I  also  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  although  the  city  has  greatly  in- 
creased in  area  in  the  past  ten  years  or  more  no  extension  has  been  made  to  the 
fire  limits  in  that  time,  which  I  am  of  the  opinion  should  be  gradually  increased  in 
accordance  with  the  gn*owth  of  the  building  area.  This  custom  prevails  in  other 
large  cities  and  should  be  followed  out  here.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that 
the  present  fire  limits  be  extended  so  as  to  include  both  sides  of  Sacramento  street, 
from  Stockton  street  to  Van  Ness  avenue,  and  both  sides  of  Van  Ness  avenue  to 
Market  street.     Also  that  several  more  blocks  should  be   included    in   the   Mission 
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district  beyond  its  present  boundary  line  at  McCoppin  street,  and  at  least  one 
block  further  south  from  Mission  street  as  far  as  First  street. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  high  pressure  auxiliary  water  system  be 
extended  along  the  following  streets  as  soon  as  possible:  Pacific  avenue,  from 
Divisadero  to  Lyon;  Baker  street,  from  Pacific  avenue  to  Union  street;  Scott 
street,  from  Pacific  avenue  to  Union  street;  Fillmore  street,  from  Pacific  avenue 
to  Filbert  street;  Laguna  street,  from  Pacific  avenue  to  Filbert  street;  Sacramento 
street,  from  Divisadero  street  Arguello  boulevard;  Arguello  boulevard,  from  Sacra- 
mento to  Clement  street;  Clement  street,  from  Arguello  boulevard  to  Twelfth  ave- 
nue; Pine  street,  from  Jones  to  Stockton;  Green  street,  from  Stockton  to  Kearny; 
Kearny  street,  from  Green  to  Filbert;  Twenty-second  street,  from  Harrison  to  Wis- 
consin; Hyde  street,  from  California  to  Bay;  Laguna  street,  from  Pacific  avenue  to 
Market  street;  Castro  street,  from  Eighteenth  to  Twenty-fifth. 

I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  large  body  of  water,  known  as 
Mountain  lake,  which  is  situated  on  Government  land  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
Richmond  district,  would  be  available  for  use  in  case  of  fire  in  that  vicinity,  if  an 
approach  to  the  lake  were  built  so  as  to  allow  our  engines  to  reach  the  same  for 
draughting  purposes.  I  have  been  assured  by  the  proper  Government  authorities 
that  permission  to  use  this  water  for  that  purpose  would  be  granted.  I  would 
therefore  recommend  that  steps  be  taken  to  have  this  runway  or  approach  to  the 
lake    built. 

I  also  recommend  that  at  least  five  hundred  fire  alarm  boxes  of  the  keyless 
door  type  be  installed  in  different  parts  of  the  city,  and  that  the  Department  of 
Electricity  proceed  as  soon  as  possible  to  place  its  entire  wire  system  underground, 
as  this  would  insure  greater  safety  to  the  fire  alarm  system  and  less  danger  of 
wire    trouble. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  your  Honorable  Board 
for  the  active  and  untiring  interest  always  manifested  by  you  in  matters  per- 
taining to  the  efficiency  and  advancement  of  the  department.  I  also  desire  to 
express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  department 
for  the  commendable  manner  in  which  they  have  performed  their  required  duties 
during  the  fiscal  year  just  ended. 

To  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  heads  of  the  different  departments  of  the 
municipality,  the  Chief  of  Police  and  members  of  his  force.  Fire  Marshal  Towe 
and  Superintendent  Comstock  of  the  Underwriters'  Fire  Patrol,  Chief  Barry  of  the 
Department  of  Electricity,  City  Engineer  O'Shaughnessy  and  his  assistants,  and 
the  attaches  of  the  City  Architect's  office,  I  also  desire  to  extend  ray  thanks  in 
appreciation  of  the  valuable  assistance  they  have  rendered  the  departmnt  whenever 
the  opportunity  presented  itself.

Gentlemen: — Pursuant  to  Charter  provisions  (Article  XVI,  Section  9),  I  beg 
to  submit  herewith  a  detailed  report  of  the  operations  in  the  Recorder's  office  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  Jun  80,   1914. 

PAPERS  FILED.

Decrease   in    1913-14 2,351 

On  the  face  of  this  comparison  a  slight  decrease  only  (about  four  per  cent) 
is  shown  in  the  number  of  papers  filed  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  but  this  small 
decrease  does  not  express  the  real  falling  off  in  general  business  in  this  department, 
for  in  the  total  given  for  the  year  is  included  8387  Twin  Peaks  tunnel  agree- 
ments— special  documents  which  can  not  fairly  be  used  as  indicative  of  general 
business  or  ordinary  activities.  In  the  fiscal  year  preceding  the  year  just  closed 
the  Stockton  street  tunnel  agreements  were  filed  for  record;  but  these  included  a 
total  of  only  457.  If,  therefore,  a  comparison  be  made  in  which  these  special  docu- 
ments are  eliminated,  the  figures  will  be  as  follows: 

General  papers  filed,   fiscal  year   1912-13 57,446

Decrease,    1913-14 10,281 

I  am  accordingly  compelled  to  announce,  most  reluctantly,  a  decrease  in  the 
general  business  of  the  department  amounting  to  almost  eighteen  i>er  cent  during 
the  past  fiscal  year,  as  compared  with  the  immediately  preceding  fiscal  year. 

For  the  filing  of  those  instruments  which  are  deemed  of  most  importance, 
because  representing  substantial  business  transactions,  the  figures  for  the  past 
fiscal  year  and  the  preceding  fiscal  year  were  as  follows: 

1912-13  1913-14 

Deeds   recorded   16,385  10,943

It  will  be  seen  that  in  the  recording  of  deeds  the  decrease  was  very  great — 
about  thirty-three  per  cent. 

Some  of  this  shrinkage  was  due  to  the  fact  that  in  the  past  year  there  were 
few  operations  under  the  McEnemey  Act,  hence  few  conveyances  for  the  purpose 
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of  bringing  suit  and  establishing  title  on  the  so-called  "club"  plan,  by  which  a 
number  of  owners  would  deed  to  a  certain  agent,  who,  at  the  termination  of  the 
legal  proceedings,  would  reconvey  the  properties  to  the  several  owners. 

The  additional  cause  for  the  decrease,  was,  of  course,  the  depression  and 
inactivity  which  has  been  general  in  realty  operations  throughout  our  entire 
country,  and,  as  reported,  also  in  foreign  countries.  In  San  Francisco  there 
appears  to  have  been,  in  realty  operations,  a  fairly  healthful  movement  in  devel- 
oped income-paying  properties  and  in  vacant  lots  purchased  for  immediate  develop- 
ment; but  there  has  been  practically  no  speculation  in  vacant  lots,  either  in  the 
outside  residential  lands,  which  ordinarily  furnish  a  goodly  percentage  of  all  con- 
veyances, or  in  the  down-town  business  and  apartment  sections. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  ultra-conservative  coarse  pursued  by  the  money- 
lending  institutions,  in  respect  to  loans  on  vacant  properties,  is  in  a  large  measure 
responsible  for  the  practical  elimination  of  speculation  in  this  class  of  investments. 
But  it  is  the  contention  of  those  who  hold  the  purse  strings  that  the  best  and  safest 
policy  has  been  followed,  and  that  the  city  will  gain  in  the  end  by  building 
soundly  and  sanely,  by  restricting  undue  speculation,  and  by  maintaining  safe  in- 
vestment valuations.  And  that  is  the  situation  in  San  Francisco  today.  The  Re- 
corder's office  is  not  swamped  with  instruments  conveying  or  mortgaging  proper- 
ties, but  in  the  meantime  the  dull  and  inactive  era,  prevailing  everywhere,  is  here 
being  successfully  weathered,  with  far  less  distress  than  in  most  communities; 
and  our  property  values  are  on  so  solid  a  foundation,  and  our  substantial  growth 
so  manifestly  assured,  that  all  fear  of  a  panic  or  of  an  alarming  depression  is 
absent  from  our  minds. 

The  slight  depression  we  have  endured  has  served  the  useful  purpose  of 
placing  property  values  and  property  development  on  such  a  conservative  and  safe 
basis  that  we  have  nothing  further  that  is  bad  to  fear,  and  much  that  is  good  to 
expect.

In  addition  to  the  receipts  for  Recorder's  fees,  as  above,  there  was  collected 
as  desk  rentals  during  the  year  the  sum  of  1637.50.  This  amount  was  duly  paid 
to  the  Treasurer  as  a  special  account,  and  is  not  further  considered  in  the  depart- 
ment's  operations. 

While  there  were  filed,  during  the  year,  within  about  four  per  cent  of  as  many 
instruments  as  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  the  apparent  disproportion  of  the  de- 
crease in  cash  receipts  and  in  net  surplus  is  easily  explained.  As  stated  in 
another  paragraph,  tunnel  agreements  to  the  number  of  8,387  were  among  the 
total  of  55,552  instruments  filed  for  record.  These  tunnel  agreements,  and  several 
hundred  additional  instruments  of  various  classes,  were  filed  "officially"  by  the 
city  authorities,  and,  under  the  law,  paid  no  recording  fee  to  this  department, 
though  the  instruments  required  indexing,  copying,  etc.,  in  the  same  manner  as  in- 
struments filed  and  paid  for  by  private  parties.  Tne  number  of  instruments  filed 
without  the  payment  of  the  usual  recording  fees,  it  will  be  seen,  amounted  to  about 
sixteen  per  cent  of  the  total.  In  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  only  about  one  per 
cent  of  the  total   was   filed   without  the   pa>'ment  of   the  usual   fees. 

There  is  a  tendency  to  increase  the  work  of  this  department,  and  to  de- 
crease its  earnings,  by  the  passage  of  ordinances  that  provide  for  the  recording 
of  certain  instruments  without  the  payment  of  the  statutory  recording  fees.  It  is 
true  that  we  can  hardly  expect  another  Twin  Peaks  tunnel,  with  its  accompanying 
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list  of  8,887  recorded  agreements  and  leyeral  hundred  deeda  and  easements  for 
the  right  of  way.  But  in  the  new  street  improvement  laws,  on  the  ten-year  install- 
ment payment  plan,  a  situation  has  risen  which  may  seriously  affect  the  financial 
status  of  this  department.  As  in  the  case  of  the  tunnel  agreements,  the  agree- 
ments to  be  entered  into  by  property  owners  for  the  performance  of  the  street 
work  are  also  to  be  be  recorded  without  the  payment  of  a  fee.  As  the  new  plan 
is  only  about  to  be  put  into  operation,  I  can  not,  at  this  time,  estimate  the  amount 
of  recording  that  will  ensue;  but  it  is  not  impossible  that,  if  the  expansion  of  the 
idea  of  "officially"  recording  instruments  continues,  this  office  may  be  removed 
from  its  present  satisfactory  position  as  one  of  the  surplus-earning  departments. 
I  do  not  mention  this  as  a  criticism  of  the  actions  already  taken  by  the  Super- 
visors in  this  regard;  but  it  is  right  that  the  matter  should  be  understood. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  new  charter  era  (January  8,  1900),  which 
was  also  the  beginning  of  my  incumbency,  the  cash  statement  of  the  department  is 
as  follows:

For  the  expenses  of  this  department  for  the  past  fiscal  year  the  Supervisors 
appropriated  the  sum  of  $75,600.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  out  of  that  sum  a 
substantial  amount  was  unused  and  reverted  to  the  city's  general  fund.  The  unex- 
pended surplus  of  the  appropriation  was  $9,658.69.  Of  this  sum,  $8,570.30  was 
from  the  amount  specially  appropriated  for  copying  (which  is  paid  for  on  piece- 
work basis),  while  the  balance  $1,088.89,  was  saved  from  the  statutory  salaries. 

So  far  as  the  work  of  the  department  is  concerned,  I  am  enabled  to  state 
that  throughout  the  year  all  recording  has  been  promptly  done,  and  papers  have 
been  returned  to  the  parties  who  filed  them  within  ten  days — the  routine  time 
required  for  indexing,  copying,  etc.,  and  for  inspection  by  abstracters  and  title 
searchers. 

In  the  matter  of  structural  improvement  or  office  equipment  for  the  Recorder's 
office,  I  have  asked  for  little,  owing  to  the  fact  that  space  has  been  provided  in  the 
new  city  hall,  now  building,  for  my  department.  I  must,  however,  mention  with 
great  satisfaction  that  the  one  betterment  of  any  note  asked  for  and  granted  to 
the  department  (the  new  temporary  heating  plant),  has  proved  a  boon  to  my 
attaches  and  to  the  many  persons  stationed  in  the  office  and  engaged  in  abstracting 
and  searching  of  the  records.  Thd  new  plant  is  not  of  sufficient  capacity  in  the 
coldest  of  weather,  but  it  provides  a  healthful  form  of  heat  which  is  a  great  im- 
provement over  the  poisonous  gas  fumes  we  were  compelled  for  some  years  to 
endure.  With  removal  to  the  new  hall  in  prospect,  it  is  not  my  intention  to  ask 
for  an  augmentation  of  the  present  heating  plant  for  the  brief  period  involved. 
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Before  cloaing  my  report,  I  feel  it  incumbent  upon  me  to  inform  you  that  I 
have  been  personaUy  approached  by  many  citizens  in  protest  against  the  proposed 
removal  of  the  Recorder's  office  to  the  new  city  hall,  and  the  demolition  of  the 
present  Hall  of  Records.  Various  reasons  have  been  assigned  in  support  of  the 
protests.  That  the  Hall  of  Records  is  a  monumental,  substantial  structure,  built 
at  great  cost,  and  rehabilitated  after  the  conflagration  at  further  great  cost,  is  cited 
by  all,  together  with  the  sentimental  fact  that  the  HaU  is  the  one  municipal  build- 
ing of  any  worth  which  still  stands  as  a  reminder  of  the  old  San  Francisco.  Refer- 
ence is  also  made  to  the  general  custom,  throughout  all  countries,  of  safeguarding 
official  records  from  the  menace  of  fire  by  storing  them  in  a  separate  structure, 
apart  from  all  other  buildings.  My  attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
Hall  of  Records  is  located  easterly  of  Hyde  street,  which  is  to  be  cut  through 
to  Market  street;  and  that  it  is  northerly  of  Fulton  street,  also  to  be  extended  to 
Market  street,  leaving  the  Hall  upon  a  rectangular  block  newly  created  by  the 
extension  of  these  two  streets.  This  block  is  easterly  of  and  not  a  part  of  the 
specific  civic  center,  as  diagrammed  by  the  architects  and  engineers,  and  the  Hall 
of  Records  does  not  face  upon  and  is  not  visible  from  the  parked  square  of  two 
blocks  which  forms  the  center  of  the  civic  plat,  and  upon  which  all  of  the  new 
public  buildings  now  proposed  will  face.  It  is  held,  therefore,  that  the  location 
of  the  Hall  of  Records  would  permit  of  its  retention  without  injury  to  the  har- 
monious scheme  of  architecture  selected  for  aU  of  the  new  buildings.  According 
to  general  information,  no  new  structure  is  thus  far  contemplated  for  the  block 
to  be  formed  by  the  extension  of  the  streets  noted  and  in  which  the  location  of  the 
HaU  of  Records  is  included. 

The  above  ideas,  covering,  in  a  general  way,  the  points  presented  to  me  by 
the  citizens  referred  to,  are  given  to  you  for  such  consideration  as  they  may,  in  your 
judgment,  merit. 

I  desire  to  thank  your  Honor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  co- 
operation and  courtesies  extended  to  my  department  during  the  past  fiscal  year.

Gentlemen: — ^The  Librarian  and  Secretary  of  the  San  Francisco  Law  Library 
herewith  presents  his  report  for  the  eighth  year  following  the  earthquake  and  fire 
and  the  forty-seventh  year  in  the  history  of  the  Library,  ending  June  80,  1914. 

The  Library  has  had  a  prosperous  year.  There  were  2,737  yolumes  added 
during  the  year,  the  accessions  covering  all  branches  of  legal  literature.  The  most 
important  accessions  were  the  Records  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  and  the 
Australian  Statutes.  During  the  year  391  volumes  of  Records  of  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Appeals  were  added,  making  our  set  practically  complete  to  date.  There 
were  also  added  a  set  of  Australian  Statutes.  These  have  been  often  consulted. 
There  are  now  31,956  volumes  in  the  library.  Of  the  volumes  added  62  were 
donated,  506  were  records  of  the  Supreme  Court,  District  Courts  of  Appeal,  and 
the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals.     The  remainder  were  purchased.     The  donors  were: 

Board  of  Supervisors,  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  Railroad  Commis- 
sion of  Wisconsin,  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  New  York,  Departments  at  Wash- 
ington,  D.  C,  A.  F.  St.  Sure,  Frank  Shepard  Company,  American  Bar  Association, 
F.  C.  Drew,  C.  W.  Slack.

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ASSESSMENT    OF    NON-OPERATIVE     PROPERTY. 

The  Assessment  Roll  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (which  is  a 
consolidated  City  and  County  Government,  authorized  by  a-  Freeholders'  Charter), 
consists  of  42  volumes  of  assessment  of  real  estate  and  secured  personal  property, 
and   18  volumes  of  assessment  of  unsecured  personal  property. 

The  assessment  of  non-operative  property  (taxed  exclusively  for  City  and 
County  purposes),   is  as  follows: 

Assessment   of  lands $804,661,024 

Assessment    of    improvements 165,556,7o7 

Assessment  of  personal  property 71,393,762 

Total    $541,611,453 

This  is  an  increase  over  last  year's  assessment  of  $763,849  on  land, 
$8,177,780  on  improvements  and  $6,425,401  on  personal  property.  Total  increase, 
$15,867,030,  or  about  three  per  cent  increase  on  non-operative  property. 

The  increase  on  land  has  been  almost  entirely  confined  to  acreage  and  newly 
subdivided  property.  The  increase  in  improvements  is  due  to  the  construction  of 
new  buildings,  and  does  not  include  improvements  made  by  the  City,  State,  Federal 
<jk>vemment  or  Churches,  which  are  exempt  from  taxation.  The  increase  in  personal 
property  is  due  to  extra  vigilance  of  this  office  in  finding  assessable  property  in 
litigation  in  the  United  States  District  Court  and  Probate  Courts;  also  a  large 
increase  in  Automobiles  copied  from  the  State  Registration. 


OPERATIVE    PROPERTY. 

The  total  assessment  of  operative '  property,  which  is  taxed  exclusively  for 
State  purposes,  as  sanctioned  by  amendment  to  the  State  Constitution,  November 
8,  1910,  is  $105,088,612,  an  increase  of  $7,488,419,  or  about  7  67/100  per  cent 
over  last  year's  assessment. 

The  total  assessed  value  of  operative  and  non-operative  property  is  $646,700,- 
065,  or  a  total  increase  over  last  year's  assessment  of  $22,855,449. 

Had  the  tax  rate  for  city  purposes  been  levied  on  the  total  assessment  of 
$646,700,065  it  would  have  been  $1.88  on  the  $100  assessed  value,  instead  of 
$2.25  to  raise  the  same  amount  of  revenue.  Excluding  Park,  Bond  and  Interest 
funds  ($3,294,973),  which  are  outside  the  dollar  limit,  the  tax  rate  would  have 
been  $1.37,  or  37  cents  more  than  the  dollar  limit. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  charter  in  1900  amendments  to  the  State  Constitu- 
tion have  been  adopted  by  the  State  exempting  $7,049,915,  in  addition  to  $105,- 
088,612  the  withdrawal  of  property  taxed  exclusively  for  State  purposes  from  this 
City's  assessment  roll,  and  the  State  Legislature  has  enacted  laws  increasing  the 
City's  expenses  $727,680.  Amendments  to  the  Charter  have  imposed  additional 
expenses  of  over  $907,575.  In  other  words,  if  allowances  are  made  for  assessed 
valuations  withdrawn  from  City  taxation  to  be  taxed  exclusively  for  State  purposes 
— increase  expense  due  to  State  Legislative  Acts — increase  expenses  due  to  amend- 
ments to  the  Charter,  mon^s  received  by  licenses  and  other  sources  of  City  income, 
and  the  Park,  Bond,  redemption  and  interest  funds,  would  show  that  the  dollar 
limit  has  not  been  exceeded  in  the  budget  as  adopted  for  1914,  or  has  it  been 
exceeded  any  year  since  1900.  If  the  special  increase  in  taxation  due  entirely  to 
State  Legislature  and  charter  omendments  are  added  to  the  taxes  as  collected  in 
1898,  the  tax  rate  for  that  year  would  have  been  more  than  $2.09  on  the  $100 
assessed  value,  or  more  than  double  the  dollar  limit. 

The  Charter  requires  the  Assessor  to  make  an  estimate  on  the  first  Monday 
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in  April  of  what  the  total  assosament  roll  will  be  when  delivered  to  the  Board  of 
Snperyisors  on  the  first  Monday  in  July,  and  the  Board  to  complete  the  budget  of 
the  estimate  expenses  of  the  city  between  the  first  Monday  in  May  and  the  first 
Monday  in  June.  The  Assessor's  estimate,  based  on  returns  of  personal  property 
'  and  appraisement  of  new  buildings  in  course  of  construction,  was  $586,000,000, 
or  an  increase  of  about  $10,000,000,  and  this  figure  was  used  for  the  proposed  tax 
rate  of  $2.27  for  City  purposes. 


EFFICIENCY    OF    ASSESSOR'S    OFFICE. 

During  the  month  of  June,  as  the  result  of  a  search  in  the  United  States 
District  Courts,  Superior  Courts,  and  a  comparison  of  the  number  of  Automobiles 
registered  in  Sacramento  with  those  returned  on  statements  of  personal  property, 
and  other  investigations,  over  $5,600,000  assessable  personal  property  was  dis* 
covered  by  the  vigilance  of  this  office.  This  made  it  possible  for  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  reduce  their  estimated  tax  rate  of  $2.27  to  $2.25,  a  saving  of  two 
cents  on  each  $100  assessed  value,  or  $108,822  lees  taxes  for  the  property  owners 
to  pay  this  year. 

Of  the  large  increase  in  personal  property  assessment  $8,367,992  was  im* 
pounded  money  by  the  Courts  in  litigation  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company 
and  the  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  which  has  never  been  taxed. 

The  taxes  on  newly  discovered  personal  property  in  1913  and  1914  will 
amount  to  over  $220,.000.  As  the  total  expense  of  the  Assessor's  office  is  only 
$101,200  a  year  (was  $104,852  in  1898  and  $212,132  in  1880),  it  might  be 
stated  that  the  expenses  of  this  office  for  the  last  two  years  have  not  cost  the 
taxpayers    a    cent. 

My  previous  business  exi>erience  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  laws  of 
taxatiop  largely  aided  to  the  discoveries  of  property  escaping  taxation.  The  State 
Constitution  contains  24  sections  on  taxation;  the  general  laws  96  sections,  and 
the  Political  Code  246  sections.  The  Supreme  Court  in  interpreting  taxation  laws 
have  rendered  1320  decisions,  and  the  Appellate  Court  150  decisions.  The 
Assessor's   office    has   no   special    attorney. 

During  the  last  year,  in  addition  to  the  usual  work  of  my  office,  I  have 
compiled  a  new  map  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on  a  new  and 
improved  system  of  numbering  the  blocks,  by  which  in  less  than  a  minute  any 
one  can  locate  the  block  he  is  looking  for.  I  have  also  renumbered  the  lots  in 
each  block,  and  assessed  same  by  lot  and  block  number,  thereby  saving  an  immense 
amount  of  labor  in  this  and  the  Tax  Collector's  office,  and  reducing  the  rolls  from 
61  volumes  to  42  books,  and  the  size  of  the  open  page  from  45  inches  by  24  inches 
to  86  inches  by  23  inches.  The  latter  is  stock  sise  paper  and  can  be  had  anywhere, 
while  the  former  size  had  to  be  manufactured  to  order  at  greatly  increased  cost. 

The  new  Assessor's  Map  has  been  approved  by  the  Real  Estate  Board,  the 
Associated  Savings  Banks,  all  of  the  Abstract  Companies,  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  by  lawyers,  civil  engineers,  and  large  property  owners,  who  think  the  plan 
of  the  map  to  be  the  best  in  use  in  any  City  in  the  United  States. 


NEW    TAX    BILLS. 

The  description  of  property  on  the  tax  bills  this  year  will  be  by  lot  number 
and  block  number  instead  of  by  metes  and  bounds  as  heretofore,  leading  to  great 
saving  of  writing  assessment  rolls  and  tax  bills.  The  describing  of  a  lot  25  feet  by 
187  V&  feet,  with  four  courses  with  references  to  streets  having  six  letters  in  each 
street,  required  the  writing  of  74  letters  or  figures,   which  was  the  minimum  de- 
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scription  as  used  in  describing  lots  by  metes  and  bounds  in  former  years ;  this  year 
the  minimum  description  is  only  two  figures  and  the  maximum  seven  figures. 

The  taxpayer  this  year  will  find  attached  to  his  tax  bill  a  photographic  map 
of  the  block  in  which  his  lot  is  located,  showing  block  and  lot  number,  dimension 
and  ownership  of  each  lot  in  the  blocks  and  names  of  streets  surrounding  the 
block,  which  he  is  requested  to  preserve,  as  maps  are  not  expected  to  be  furnished 
in  future  years.  This  year  it  was  necessary  to  furnish  this  information  to  the  tax* 
payer,  as  he  would  not  be  able  to  check  the  description  in  this  year's  tax  bill  by 
any  of  his  previous  year's  tax  bills  or  by  his  deeds. 


APPRAISED  VALUATIONS. 

During  the  last  year  the  State  Legislature  increased  the  taxes  of  public 
service  corporations  taxed  exclusively  for  State  purposes,  as  the  contention  was 
made  that  these  corporations  were  not  assessed  in  the  same  proportion  as  other 
tax  payers.  The  Corporations  employed  tax  experts  to  prove  their  side  of  the 
contention,  and  the  State  Controller  sent  his  men  throughout  the  State  to  gather 
evidence  for  his  side.  San  Francisco  being  the  wealthiest  City  in  the  State,  its 
assessment  rolls  were  carefully  examined  by  both  sides.  In  addition  to  the 
assistance  of  Real  Estate  Agents,  the  State  Controller  compared  the  assessed 
values  of  all  property  appraised  or  sold  in  private  proceedings,  probate  sales, 
and  the  values  of  all  mortgages  made  or  owned  by  Insurance  Companies 
as  appraised  by  the  Loan  Committee  of  the  Insurance  Companies  and  State 
Insurance  Commissioner.  The  late  A.  B.  Nye,  then  State  Controller,  stated  that 
the  assessment  in  San  Francisco  was  one  of  the  most  equable  in  the  State, 
and  that  the  variation  in  his  appraisements  and  that  of  this  office  only  varied 
about  one  per  cent,  thereby  showing  the  system  used  in  this  office,  is  as  good  a 
one  as  can  be  found.  By  way  of  proof,  and  for  comparison,  I  submit  the 
following  tax  rates  and  per  cent  of  assessed  values:  Out  of  135  of  the  prin- 
cipal cities  of  the  United  States,  82  assess  at  a  rate  of  less  than  100  per  cent 
of  actual  value.  Baltimore  reports  their  assessment  on  a  hundred  per  cent  basis, 
yet  their  taxation  law  exempts  solvent  credits,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness bearing  no  interest  are  also  exempt;  those  drawing  3%  are  assessed  at 
25%  of  market  value,  and  those  bearing  six  per  cent,  at  50%.  The  City 
receives  revenue  from  property  owned  by  the  city,  such  as  wharves,  bonds, 
stocks  and  licenses  that  cover  all  lines  of  business  and  occupations.  New 
York  exempts  all  bonds  and  solvent  credits,  and  collects  rents  from  cellars 
under  the  sidewalks;  also  has  an  income  from  wharves,  licenses  and  other  property 
owned  by  the  City.  All  of  the  Cities  assessing  on  a  higher  basis  than  San 
Francisco,  have  larger  exemption  lists,  and  if  a  true  comparison  was  made 
with  San  Francisco  it  would  be  found  that  they  are  assessing  on  fifty,  or  less 
than  fifty  per  cent  ratio  of  all  the  property  values.  The  ratio  of  assessment 
in  all  the  Counties  of  California  is  about  fifty  per  cent.  It  may  be  from  the 
increase  in  State  expenses,  that  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  will  soon 
be  compelled  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  all  the  Counties  in  addition  to  those 
classes  of  property  now  taxed  exclusively  for  State  purposes,  and  should  San 
Francisco  adopt  a  ratio  over  50  per  cent,  it  would  mean  that  San  Francisco 
would  be  contributing  more  than  her  just  proportion  of  taxes  to  the  State. 

Out  of  the  185  large  Cities  of  the  United  States.  53  have  a  tax  rate  ranging 
between  $2  and  $3  on  the  $100;  two  between  $3  and  $4;  five  between  $4  and 
$5;  and  two  between  $5  and  $6. 

The  following  table  shows  the  area,  population,  assessed  value,  ratio, 
assessed  value  per  capita  and  tax  rate  of  ten  Eastern  Cities  and  eight  Pacific 
Coast  Cities: 
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In  the  list  of  185  cities  only  three  small  cities  are  reported  as  having  a 
dollar  rate  or  under,  and  manifestly  their  rate  does  not  include  State  or 
Oounty    taxation. 

The  State  Legislature,  in  classifying  City  Charters,  sets  the  tax  rate  for 
Cities  of  the  sixth  class  (Cities  having  a  population  of  less  than  8,000  inhabi- 
tants),  at   $1.00   on   the  $100   assessed   values. 

The  Freeholders  who  compiled  our  Charter  in  1898,  estimated  that  a 
$1.00  rate  would  be  sufficient.  The  total  assessment  roll  of  1898,  on  which 
they  based  their  calculations,  was  $852,844,061,  which  included  operative 
and  non-operative  property.  Eastern  Cities,  and  in  some  States  that  make  a 
limit  rate  for  County  Qovemment,  segregate  the  total  limit  rate  into  limitation 
of  how  many  mills  or  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollar  assessment  can  be  used 
in  each  department  of  the  City.  It  would  appear  that  this  subdivision  of  the 
total  rate  would  be  desirable  as  the  legislative  body  elected  by  the  people 
might  be  men  who  are  enthusiasts  on  one  subject  and  they  would  naturally 
appropriate  more  for  that  branch  than  for  other  work  they  were  not  so 
well  posted  in,  but  equally  as  important  and  demanded  by  the  people.  It 
would  also  furnish  figures  for  comparison  of  expenses  of  different  departments 
with  those  of  other  Cities. 

Since  the  assessment  of  1898  the  State  Legislature  by  exemption  amend- 
ments and  withdrawal  of  property  for  exclusive  taxation  for  State  purjMses, 
have  reduced  assessed  values  nearly  one-third  of  what  they  were  in  1898,  the 
year   our  present   Charter  was   drafted. 

November  8,  1910,  Amendment  No.  1  withdrew  property  from  City 
taxation  to  be  taxed  exclusively  for  State  purposes,  $105,088,612;  also  the 
following  property  was  made  exempt  from  taxation  November  6,  1900,  Churches 
used  exclusively  for  religious  worship,  Stanford  University  and  California 
School  of  Mechanical  Arts.  November  8,  1904,  California  Academy  of  Sciences. 
November  6,  1906,  Cogswell  Polytechnic  College.  November  4,  1902,  Bonds  of 
the  State,  City  and  County,  Reclamation,  Irrigation  and  School  Districts. 
November  8,  1904,  property  of  every  householder  to  the  amount  of  $100. 
October  10.  1911,  exemption  of  $1,000  to  veterans.  In  addition  to  this  large 
reduction  of  assessment,  the  State  Legislature  has  added  to  the  expenses  of 
the  City  expenses  for  Superior  Courts,  Juvenile  Courts,  Widows'  Pension 
Bureau,  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Accident  Insurance,  and  reduced  the 
amount  returned  by  the  State  to  San  Francisco  for  our  Schools. 

A  careful  comparison  of  taxation  in  San  Francisco  with  other  large  cities 
will  show  that  the  tax  rate  is  lower  than  in  most  cities,  and,  notwithstanding 
the  increase  expense  of  the  city  government  due  to  our  great  loss  by  fire, 
increased  bonded  •indebtedness,  higher  cost  of  all  supplies  furnished  the  city, 
and  allowance  made  for  additional  appropriation  to  comply  with  the  laws 
passed  by  the  State  Legislature,  by  Charter  Amendments,  exemption  of  property 
by  amendments '  to  the  State  Constitution,  and  withdrawal  of  property  taxed 
exclusively  for  State  purposes,  it  would  show  the  cost  of  City  Government 
to  be  less  than  it  was  in  1900,  the  year  the  charter  went  into  effect.

Sirs. — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work  done 
by  the  department  of  Weights  and  Measures  since  its  inception  October  20, 
1913,  when  Bill  No.  2688,  Ordinance  2442  (new  series)  relating  to  Weights 
and  Measures  in  San  Francisco  became  effective. 

ORGANIZATION. 

It  was  a  month  after  my  appointment  as  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures 
before  suitable  rooms  and  equipment  for  the  office  as  required  by  law  became 
available,  and  the  work*  of  the  department  was  in  consequence  delayed  for  that 
length  of  time. 

Section  (2)  of  the  Ordinance  authorizes  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures 
to  appoint  four  deputy  sealers  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  with  the  authority 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  virtue  of  Bill  (2688)  approved  September  22nd, 
1913,  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  I  appointed  the  following  Deputy  Sealers  of 
Weights  and  Measures  on  November  26th,    1913.

PREPARING  FOR  WORK  OF  SEALING  AND  INSPECTING. 

As  a  preparation  for  the  work  of  inspecting  and  sealing  of  Weights  and 
Measures  and  of  an  effective  enforcement  of  the  many  provisions  of  the  statute, 
a  careful  study  was  made  of  the  systems  existing  in  other  States  and  in  some 
of  the  larger  cities  having  effective  weights  and  measures  departments.  I  com- 
municated with  the  weights  and  measure  authorities  of  Boston,  New  York, 
Chicago,  Cincinnati,  Milwaukee  and  other  cities  as  well  as  with  the  State 
Superintendents,  and  received  from  them  copies  of  their  methods  of  inspection 
and  sealing  and  law  enforcements. 

The  laws  and  regulations  effective  in  other  states  and  cities  were  carefully 
studied,  and  the  suggestions  of  the  officials  entrusted  with  the  enforcement  of 
such  laws  were  given  careful  consideration. 

With  the  painstaking  preparation  thus  outlined  as  a  working  basis,  I  had 
printed  20,000  pamphlets,  extracts  of  the  state  statute,  and  had  them  distributed 
by  the  deputy  sealers  among  the  merchant  trade  of  San  Francisco  and  all  parties 
interested  therein,  believing  such  work  a  necessary  campaign  of  education  in 
relation  to  weights  and  measures  and  the  law  requirements. 

As  soon  as  the  rooms  were  made  available  for  the  department,  the  City 
Standards  of  weights  and  measures  were  transferred  from  the  custody  of  Super- 
intendent of  Supplies  to  our  department.  These  standards  included  balances, 
weights  and  measures  furnished  by  the  City  of  San  Francisco  by  virtue  of  Bill 
No.  1815  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  August  2l8t,  1911,  authorizing  the  acquire- 
ment of  copies  of  United  States  standards  of  weights  and  measures  pursuant  to 
the  several  acts  of  Congress  in  legal  relation  thereto. 

As  these  standards  were  inadequate  for  the  full  performance  of  the  duties 
of  the  department  of  weights  and  measures  of  San  Francisco  as  prescribed  by  the 
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new  state  statutes,  there  being  no  working  standards  available  for  the  deputy 
sealers,  it  became  necessary  to  make  a  careful  selection  of  additional  copies  of 
standards. 

The  four  deputy  sealers  were  then  provided  with  a  case  containing  the  fol- 
lowing equipment. 

Two  10  lb.  nickel  weights. 

One     5  lb.  nickel  weight. 

Two     2  lb.  nickel  weights. 

Two     8  ox.  nickel  weights. 

One  50  lb.  Iron  weight. 

Distributed  set  avoir,  weights  8  oz.  to  1/82  oz. 

Distributed  set  troy  weights  80  oz.  to  .05  oz. 

A  set  of  heavy  brass  liquid  measures. 

1  gal.,   H  gal.,  1  qt.,  1  pt.,   H  pt.,  1  gill. 

Olass  graduate. 

Yard  measure,  8  feet  long. 

Sealing  stamp. 

Lead  seals  and  wire  fastenings. 

Tags  "correct,"  "out  of  order,"  "condemned." 

Gertiflcates  of  inspection  in  triplicate. 

Three  buggies  are  furnished  the  department  for  conveying  the  deputies  and 
equipment  in  their  work  of  inspection.  While  the  office  force  comprises  four 
deputies,  one  of  them  divides  his  time  in  keeping  office  records,  statistics  and 
correspondence,  and  when  not  so  engaged  couples  with  one  of  the  force  in  testing 
and  inspecting. 

With  the  department  thus  organized,  excellent  work  has  been  accomplished 
in  the  short  space  of  time  of  its  existence,  and  is  fully  prepared  to  carry  on  all 
work  in  relation  to  weights  and  measures  vastly  beneficial  to  the  people. 

So  far  as  relates  to  the  inspection,  testing,  sealing  or  condemning  of  weights 
and  measures,  the  greatest  amount  of  time  arises  in  testing  the  heavy  scales  in 
performing  the  duties  prescribed  by  the  statute. 

In  such  instances  deputies  operate  in  pairs,  making  the  test  with  2,000  lbs. 
of  test  weights  conveyed  in  wagons  provided  by  the  stables  furnishing  the  buggies, 
with  whom  I  have  an  arrangement  to  use  wagons  when  required  in  lieu  of  buggies. 

A  preliminary  inspection  of  grocery  stores,  meat  markets,  produce  stores, 
delicatessen  stores,  bakeries,  milk  dairies,  coal  yards,  etc.,  brought  to  the  depart- 
ment much  evidence  of  the  great  need  of  additional  legislation  to  check  and  regu- 
late the  many  short  weights  and  customs  that  for  years  had  been  carried  on  by 
the  tradesman  of  San  Francisco. 

Trade  customs  as  a  cloak  were  being  used  to  cover  up  a  multitude  of  inequit- 
able practices. 

The  practice  of  selling  butter  by  the  roll  to  the  consumer  in  large  or  small 
size  existed  in  all  branches  of  the  trade.  The  large  size  was  presumed  to  contain 
2  pounds,  the  small  size  1  pound,  but  in  the  tests  made  in  the  greatest  degree 
showed  the  butter  short  in  weight  from  1  to  4  ounces. 

In  the  purchase  of  bread  an  8  ounce  loaf  of  bread  was  dealt  out  to  the  con- 
sumer at  the  same  cost  of  a  14  ounce  loaf,  five  cents,  and  some  30%  of  the 
lighter  weight  bread  were  consumed  daily. 

In  the  sale  of  milk  in  San  Francisco  a  condition  of  the  grossest  inequitable 
practices  prevailed  among  75%  of  the  dairies  and  creameries.  Approximately 
35,000  gallons  is  consumed  in  San  Francisco  which  is  delivered,  60%  in  bottles 
and  40%  in  gallon  measure;  the  gallon  measure  generally  used  were  3  gallon  cans 
and  were  in  75%  of  the  tests  made  short  in  their  capacity  from  1  pint  to  a  quart 
and  a  pint,  and  the  bottles  averaged  25%  short  in  capacity  of  from  5  to  10  drams 
to  the  pint. 

So  accustomed  to  short  measure  that  prevailed  among  the  milk  dealers,  it 
became  the  practice  of  the  manufacturer  to  turn  out  their  measures  to  suit  the 
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short  measure  system  of  the  milk  trade  and  in  some  instances  bottles  were  like- 
wise made  short  in  capacity  to  fit  the  inequitable  practices  that  prevailed. 

In  the  sale  of  liquid  commodities  in  barrels,  kegs,  etc.,  the  trade  custom  pre- 
vailed of  selling  commercial  sixes  of  a  10  gallon,  5  gallon  and  3  gallon  packages 
that  held  only  8  gallons,  4  gallons  and  2H  gallons,  respectively. 

New  liquid  measures  were  found  on  the  shelves  of  many  stores  throughout 
the  City  that  either  through  carelessness  or  intent  were  manufactured  grossly 
short  of  their  designed  capacity. 

Scales  with  worn  springs,  broken  parts,  worn  beams,  light  poises  and 
weights  and  a  host  of  other  imperfections  were  so  common,  that  from  the  records 
of  tests  made  30%  showed  inaccurate. 

Spring  scales  that  were  found  in  general  use  in  the  groceries,  fruit  stores, 
delicatessen  stores,  bakeries,  etc.,  showed  in  many  instances  errors  of  inaccuracy 
of  H  to  1  pound  to  the  10  pounds. 

The  so-called  "Family  Scale"  was  found  being  generally  used  for  the  sale  of 
merchandise  in  various  stores  of  the  city  and  in  each  instance  confiscated.  This 
type  of  scale,  also  the  brass  hanging  scale  that  does  not  show  ounce  graduations 
has  been  the  subject  of  long  and  serious  discussion  between  the  Manufacturers' 
Agents  and  this  department.  In  no  instance  in  the  many  tests  made  of  this  type 
scale  has  the  department  found  such  instruments  capable  of  retaining  any  degree 
of  accuracy,  and  in  consequence  the  sale  of  them  for  commercial  purposes  or  the 
weighing  of  merchandise  has  been  prohibited  with  the  trade. 

For  family  purposes,  as  the  means  of  checking  purchases  of  commodities  in 
the  ascertaining  of  weight,  such  type  of  scale  is  a  necessity.  Its  construction 
being  of  a  quality  in  cheapness,  the  type  scale  is  sold  at  prices  suitable  for  family 
use,  where  higher  class  and  costly  scales  would  not  be  acquired.  In  view  of  this 
necessity,  and  with  an  agreement  made  with  the  manufacturing  agents,  by  which 
the  "family  type"  scale  is  decorated  on  front  dial  the  wording  "this  scale  not 
legal  for  trade  use"  and  on  the  back  part  of  the  scale  the  wording  "This  Scale 
Permitted  for  Household  Purposes  Only,"  I  have  permitted  the  sale  of  such  type  of 
scale  in  San  Francisco.  A  large  number  of  the  family  type,  also  the  brass  hanging 
scale  were  found  on  sale  in  the  many  wholesale  and  retail  hardware  dealers* 
stores  throughout  the  city:  at  my  direction  the  same  were  condenmed,  the  local 
merchant  returning  the  stock  to  the  manufacturer. 

The  action  of  the  merchant  returning  the  instruments  to  the  manufacturer 
enabled  them  to  secure  refund  credit,  and  the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  law  as 
far  as  this  department  is  concerned,  in  dealing  with  incorrect  weighing  devices 
was  fully  complied  with  inasmuch  as  had  this  department  made  confiscation  of 
the  stock  thereby  causing  the  merchant  a  loss. 

Another  so-called  trade  custom  was  the  including  the  weight  of  heavy  paper 
containers,  paper  sacks  and  heavy  wrappers  in  with  the  weight  of  commodities 
purchased.  Containers  used  for  butter  weigh  from  ^  oz.  to  1  and  H  ounces 
according  to  size:  heavy  bags  used  in  the  sale  of  sugar,  rice  and  commodities  sold 
in  retail  grocery  stores  from  bulk  weigh  1  and  H  ounces  in  some  instance. 
When  the  dealer  receives  the  price  of  butter,  sugar,  rice,  etc.,  for  such  heavy  con- 
tainers and  bags  be  is  making  a  large  and  excessive  profit. 

The  department  has  directed  special  attention  in  eliminating  such  practices 
by  the  dealer. 

In  a  very  short  time  after  my  appointment  as  Sealer,  I  realized  that  the 
state  statute  of  weights  and  measures  was  inadequate  to  reach  many  of  the  trade 
customs  and  evils  effecting  weights  and  measures.  I  therefore  after  a  careful 
study  of  conditions,  particularly  in  matters  that  effected  the  commodities  that  are 
the  common  necessities  of  life,  as  well  as  the  daily  subsistence  of  the  people,  pre- 
pared and  submitted  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  an  ordinance  dealing 
in  a  direct  purpose  of  ridding  San  Francisco  of  many  so-called  trade  customs. 

The  ordinance  embraced  the  articles  of  bread,  meats,  milk,  coal,  butter,  hay. 
grain  and  mill-feed  and  ice. 
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Notice  of  intention  to  enact  such  ordinance  was  sent  to  the  merchants  inter- 
ested throughout  the  city  and  after  many  conferences  between  the  Honorable 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Merchants  it  was  finally  passed  and  approved  by 
His  Honor  the  Mayor  on  April  8th,  1914,  and  is  known  as  Bill  No.  2689  Ordi- 
nance No.  2698  (new  series)  of  the  laws  of  the  Oity  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

In  addition  to  the  above  ordinance  regulating  the  sale  of  commodities,  a 
section  of  the  ordinance  governs  the  sale  of  merchandise  by  Peddlers  and  Hawkers 
insofar  as  their  business  relates  to  weights  and  measures.  Under  the  provision, 
this  class  of  tradesmen  are  compelled  to  call  at  the  department  of  weights  and 
measures  prior  to  the  License  Collector  issuing  them  a  license  and  have  their  scale 
tested.  Since  the  enactment  of  the  ordinance  90%  of  the  weighing  devices  pre> 
sented  by  the  peddlers  and  hawkers  were  confiscated.  In  no  respect  did  the 
weighing  devices  in  their  use  show  the  slightest  degree  of  accuracy. 

By  this  compulsory  method  of  compelling  the  peddler  and  hawker  to  call  at 
the  department  of  weights  and  measures  it  afforded  me  an  opportunity  to  person- 
ally meet,  converse  and  educate  each  one  of  them  as  to  the  requirements  of  the  law, 
the  giving  of  net  weight  exclusive  of  their  baskets  used  in  the  sale  of  produce  and 
fruit  and  the  net  weight  of  fish  exclusive  of  the  plate  heretofore  weighed  in  with 
the  commodity. 

The  passage  of  the  new  law  through  ordinance  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  has  had  a  wholesome  effect  in  regulating  the  method  of 
sale  of  many  commodities  and  correcting  certain  abuses  that  for  years  were  sanc- 
tioned by  custom. 

I  am  herewith  submitting  a  table  which  I  deem  the  most  adequate  means  of 
giving  a  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  general  character  and  extent  of  the  work 
done  under  the  weights  and  measures  law  of  the  State  and  ordinance  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco,  for  the  period  of  8  months  ending  June  80th,  1914. 

The  table  shows  the  number  of  scales  of  each  kind,  the  number  of  weights  and 
the  number  of  measures  of  different  kinds  that  have  been  inspected,  sealed,  con- 
demned or  confiscated  during  such  time.

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The  foregoing  indicates  that  the  weights  and  measure  laws  have  been 
enforced  to  the  fullest  extent  possible.  It  means  that  the  strenuous  efforts  put 
forth  in  checking  the  use  of  inaccurate  weighing  and  measuring  devices  through- 
out  the  city  will  result  in  a  fabulous  saving  to  the  consumer. 

It  means  that  the  former  prevalent  use  of  short  measures,  particularly  milk 
measures  will  meet  a  quick  termination. 

It  means  that  the  thousands  of  inaccurate  scales,  weights  and  measures  in 
common  every-day  use  have  either  been  corrected  or  confiscated  for  destruction. 
Furthermore  it  may  be  stated  broadly  that  the  existence  of  our  city  weights  and 
measure  department  through  its  vigorous  activities  have  brought  about  a  great 
change  in  habits.  In  place  of  previous  indifference,  carelessness  and  neglect,  there 
is  now  painstaking  care  in  the  matter  of  accuracy  in  weights  and  measures  in  San 
Francisco.  This  radical  change  in  the  habits  and  practices  relatitag  to  weights 
and  measures  in  the  commercial  trade  of  San  Francisco  is  one  of  the  greatest  and 
most  important  results  of  our  laws  and  the  administration. 

It  is  not  to  be  implied  that  all  the  inaccurate  weighing  devices  so  far  inspected 
have  been  found  to  be  working  against  the  consumer;  while  this  is  true  in  the 
^rreatest  percentage  of  cases,  yet  many  instances  are  in  our  record  where  scales 
were  deceiving  the  merchant. 

In  one  instance  a  large  provision  packer  had  in  use  a  dorman  scale  over 
which  he  was  daily  buying  commodities  and  on  being  tested  by  the  department  of 
weights  and  measures  showed  a  shortage  to  him  of  8  pounds  in  every  200  lbs. 
Similar  instances  constantly  occurred  in  our  daily  work  of  inspection  and  testing. 
It  will  be  seen  from  this,  that  an  effective  enforcement  of  the  weights  and  measure 
law  is  a  protection  to  the  honest  merchant  as  well  as  to  the  consuming  public. 

The  work  of  the  department  in  its  campaign  of  education  and  correction  of 
inaccurate  weighing  and  measuring  appliances  has  reached  about  all  the  retailers 
of  commodities  in  San  Francisco,  and  I  am  now  engaged  in  closing  up  the  work 
of  inspection  throughout  the  wholesale  district. 

Immediately  after  the  inspection  and  testing  work  is  completed  I  will  institute 
a  system  of  try-outs  among  the  trade,  in  which  purchases  will  be  made  by  the 
deputies  and  in  many  other  ways,  packages  put  up  for  delivery  re-weighed  and 
liquid  substances  re-measured  as  it  is  possible  a  large  percentage  of  inaccuracies, 
due  either  to  carelessness  or  intent  has  not  been  wiped  out. 

Also  under  the  provisions  of  Ordinance  No.  2698  the  department  is  empowered 
to  stop  wagons,  trucks  and  all  kinds  of  conveyers  of  coal,  hay,  grain  and  milk-feed 
enroute,  and  test  the  weight  of  such  deliveries  to  ascertain  their  correctness  which 
must  correspond  with  a  tag  required  under  the  ordinance  to  accompany  the  driver 
of  the  conveyance.  Considerable  of  this  character  of  work  has  been  constantly 
going  on  in  so  far  as  possible  under  the  circumstances,  it  being  absolutely  necessary 
that  as  a  preliminary  feature  in  establishing  the  bureau  of  weights  and  measures 
the  weighing  and  measuring  devices  throughout  the  city  should  first  be  brought 
to  a  condition  of  correctness.  However  during  our  work  of  testing  and  sealing 
we  take  occasion  to  stop  vehicles  as  before  stated,  to  ascertain  if  they  are  con- 
forming to  the  requirements  of  the  law,  and  to  date  were  compelled  to  make  but 
two  arrests  in  that  respect  and  they  were  extremists.  In  the  several  other  hold-ups 
we  found  either  a  conformity  of  the  law  or  a  simple  violation  such  as  not  having 
a  proper  tag  owing  to  the  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  law,  wherein  we  furnished  the 
needed  information  with  a  warning  that  a  second  offence  will  not  be  tolerated. 
With  the  inspection  work  concluded  considerable  more  time  will  be  directed  to 
those  tests  of  loads  enroute  and  instances  of  violations  will  merit  the  severest 
punishment  in  prosecution. 

In  our  city  I  believe  that  the  scale  and  measure  testing  is  the  smallest  part 
of  our  work,  in  fact,  I  must  say  that  from  experience  so  far  gained,  teaches  me 
and   I   believe   we   are   much  more   interested   in   the   ultimate   consumer   than   the 
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weighing  or  measuring  instrument  itself;  thereby  enabling  the  department  to  get 
in  close  touch  with  the  actual  purchaser  of  commodities. 

In  the  work  of  eliminating  incorrect  weighing  and  measuring  devices,  also 
in  regulating  many  of  the  prevalent  trade  customs  so  far,  the  co-operation  of  our 
merchants  were  extended  to  this  department  to  the  greatest  degree  and  through 
such  co-operation  in  our  work  the  necessity  of  arrests  was  limited  to  a  minimum 
number  of  16. 

The  prevalent  condition  among  the  trade,  in  short  weighing  and  measure, 
through  previous  indifference,  carelessness,  neglect  and  trade  customs  was  the 
means  through  which  this  department  of  weights  and  measures  could  have  daily 
filled  the  dockets  of  our  police  courts,  with  violaters  of  the  laws. 

The  department  took  cognizance  of  the  ignorance  existing  with  violators  to  the 
fullest  extent  and  assumed  the  policy  of  education  and  co-operation  with  all 
branches  of  the  commercial  trade  in  San  Francisco. 

I  believe  under  the  condition  unearthed  relating  to  weights  and  measures  and 
the  prevalent  wrong  doings  in  its  regard  could  be  as  speedily  eliminated  by  such  a 
policy,  and  the  consumer  and  purchasing  public  as  vastly  benefited,  as  had  the 
department  made  wholesale  arrests,  branding  our  City  merchants  in  a  light  of 
fraudulent  practices,  as  well  a  shameful  condition  to  spread  at  large  among  the 
outside  world  concerning  the  commercial  tradesman  of  San  Francisco. 

EQUIPMENT  MUNICIPAL  DEPARTMENTS. 

By  order  of  the  Supplies  Committee  of  your  Honorable  Board  in  February, 
1914,  directing  this  department  to  inspect  and  test  all  weighing  and  measure 
instruments  in  the  city  use:  the  order  was  promptly  complied  with  and  a  report 
made  to  the  committee  on  February  7th,  1914,  of  the  following  findings. 

I  find  in  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department  66  weighing  instruments  which  on 
being  adjusted  and  tested  proved  to  be  in  every  instance  accurate,  with  three 
exceptions  as  shown  in  the  report  at  the  time  made.  In  addition  to  the  portable 
scales  used  principally  for  weighing  coal  in  each  fire  house,  they  have  a  measured 
"bin"  for  wood  measured  at  a  cord  regulation  4x4x8,  into  which  wood  is  stacked 
and  measured  when  received.  The  system  in  receiving  correct  weight  and  meas- 
urement in  the  Fire  Department  is  excellent. 

In  the  School  Department,  of  the  89  schools  visited,  only  21  of  them  were 
found  to  have  scales,  and  of  the  21  tested  and  inspected  7  of  them  were  useless, 
being  broken  and  parts  of  the  scale  missing;  in  fact,  the  prevalent  use  of  a  scale 
in  the  schools  so  supplied  is  for  purposes  other  than  checking  the  correct  weight 
of  supplies.  I  am  informed  that  coal  for  the  School  Department  is  weighed  on 
leaving  the  coal  yards  and  if  this  be  the  practice  it  is  no  precaution  or  protection 
to  the  city  in  receiving  a  correct  weight  of  the  deliveries  to  the  many  school  hovwes. 
Likewise  is  their  manner  of  receiving  wood  supply,  no  check  is  made  at  the  school 
of  the  amount  received. 

In  the  Branch  County  Jails  those  institutions  have  two  small  portable  scales 
which  were  found  correct.  I  find,  however,  that  no  weighing  of  coal  or  measure- 
ment of  wood  is  made  at  the  institutions,  consequently  the  city  has  no  protection 
there  as  to  the  correct  weight  or  measurement  of  its  supplies. 

At  the  Relief  Home  and  County  Hospital  I  find  their  weighing  equipment  in 
perfect  condition,  and  the  manner  of  checking  and  receiving  correct  weight  and 
measurement  of  supplies  to  be  excellent. 

In  the  yards  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  I  find  the  weighing  instruments 
in  perfect  condition,  but  inadequate  for  the  purposes  of  checking  their  correct 
weight  of  supplies.  A  team  or  large  dormant  scale  is  a  needed  necessity  in  that 
department  on  which  the  bulky  commodities  constantly  received  can  be  checked  as 
to  its  correct  weights  in  the  protection  of  the  city  supplies. 

The  large  team  or  dormant  scales  located  at  the  Fire  Department  hay  bam. 
the  Fire  Department  corporation  yard,  the  Relief  Home  and  at  the  Golden  Qate 
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Park  Lodge  were  tested  with  2000  of  test  weights,  and  in  each  instance  found 
correct  and  in  good  condition  beyond  the  necessity  of  having  to  use  a  tare  beam 
in  arriving  at  a  balance  of  those  scales  owing  to  the  water  soaked  condition  of  the 
platforms,  it  having  rained  continually  at  the  time  the  inspections  were  made, 
causing  the  wooden  platforms  to  absorb  approximately  800  i>ounds  of  storm  water, 
thereby  making  it  necessary  to  arrive  at  a  balance  by  use  of  the  tare  beams. 

Another  test  of  these  heavy  instruments  will  shortly  be  made  under  dry 
weather    conditions. 

NET    CONTAINER    ACT. 

The  Legislature  of  this  State  in  1918  enacted  a  law  known  as  "An  act  to 
provide  for  the  indicating  of  the  net  quantity  of  foodstuffs  and  stuffs  intended  to 
be  used  or  prepared  for  use  as  food  for  human  beings  when  sold  or  offered  or 
exposed  for  sale  in  containers,  and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof," 
which  law  became  operative  and  in  effect  April  1st,  1914. 

This  law  is  of  great  importance  to  the  consuming  public,  and  while  the  mer- 
chants of  this  State  were  granted  a  year's  time  from  its  introduction  to  prepare 
their  goods  in  containers  to  conform  to  the  act,  very  slight  preparation  was  made 
by  the  packer  or  manufacturer  to  do  so. 

The  law  makes  provisions  for  labeling  package  goods  so  as  to  show  the  con- 
tents in  terms  of  weight,  measure  or  numerical  count.  Purchasers  of  food  com- 
modities concealed  in  package  form  should  know  the  amount  in  weight  or  me^ure 
of  their  iJurchases  equally  as  well  as  when  they  buy  them  in  pounds,  ounces, 
gallons,  quarts,  pints,  etc.,  on  a  scale,  or  in  a  measure  when  the  commodity  is 
taken  from  bulk. 

The  act  does  not  specifically  express  what  department  of  the  state,  city,  town 
or  county  shall  prosecute  its  enforcement,  but  under  the  provisions  of  the  Weights 
and  Measure  Act  all  laws  effecting  weights  and  measures  must  be  enforced  by  the 
various  departments  of  Weights  and  Measures  of  this  State. 

I,  therefore,  in  connection  with  our  work  as  heretofore  mentioned,  acquainted 
the  San  Francisco  trade  with  the  law,  and  as  far  as  our  time  has  permitted  sought 
its  enforcement  in  various  branches  of  the  trade.  Its  strict  conformance  is,  how- 
ever, not  being  adhered  to  by  our  San  Francisco  merchant,  and  I  have  refrained 
from  prosecuting  under  its  provisions  awaiting  the  appointment  by  the  Governor 
of  our  State  of  a  Superintendent  of  Weights  and  Measures,  as  required  by  virtue 
of  the  Weights  and  Measure  Act,  and  whose  authority  will  have  to  be  sought  in 
ruling  on  what  is  the  proper  and  correct  marking  on  labels,  label  or  cartons  as 
required  under  the  act. 

The  requirements  as  to  labeling  under  the  act  as  is  provided  vastly  conflict 
witb  the  act  of  the  Federal  Government,  and  as  well  with  many  other  states  from 
whence  our  California  merchant  receives  package  goods.  One  principal  confliction 
is  that  the  act  of  this  State  does  not  permit  the  designation  of  a  liquid  quantity 
in  "fluid  ounces,"  while  the  Federal  law  and  those  of  other  states  provides  for  such 
a  designation,  and  the  largest  majority  of  goods  in  liquid  form  in  this  city  are 
labeled  in  the  term  "fluid  ounces."  This  confliction,  as  well  as  the  question  of 
tolerances  allowable  by  this  State,  and  many  minor  deflections  in  both  the  Weights 
and  Measure  law  and  the^Net  Container  Act,  must  be  determined  by  an  executive 
head  of  the  State  as  provided  by  law  in  order  that  the  sealers  of  the  various 
counties,  cities  and  towns  in  California  may  enter  into  prosecutions  in  strict  con- 
formity thereto  in  the  enforcement  of  the  law. 

The  appointment  of  such  Superintendent  of  Weights  and  Measures  by  the 
Governor  is  daily  anticipated,  after  which  a  strict  conformity  to  all  weights  and 
measure  regulations  of  this  State  shall  be  exacted  by  this  department  and  a  vig- 
orous prosecution  of  .the  law  waged  among  the  trade. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  state  that  great  benefits  have  accrued  to  the  people 
of  San  Francisco  since  the  inception  of  this  department. 
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It  shall  be  my  aim  to  honestly  and  rigidly  enforce  the  laws  relating  to  weights 
and  measures  that  will  prevent  great  financial  loss  to  the  purchasing  public;  that 
my  policies  will  protect  the  consuming  public  as  well  as  the  honest  merchant  by 
eliminating  many  inequitable  practices  prevalent  in  our  trade  through  trade  custom 
and  give  to  the  merchants  and  manufacturers  honest  competition.

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REPORT   OP  WIDOWS'   PENSION  BI7REAU  OP   SAN  FRANCISCO. 
(January   1,   1914 — December  81,    1914.) 

"The  mother  as  such  is  a  social  servant,  discharging  a  State  function.  The 
real  question  does  not  move  in  the  sphere  of  philanthropy  at  all,  but  in  that  of 
social  obligation." — Kirkham  Gray,    "Philanthropy  and  the   State." 

ESTABLISHMENT. 

The  Widows'  Pension  Bureau  of  San  Francisco  (established  under  Assembly 
Bill  1108,  approved  May  26,  1913),  started  the  year  of  January  1,  1914,  with 
508  applications  on  hand.  Of  these,  the  first  228  cases  were  placed  on  the  list  by 
order  of  Judge  Murasky  to  be  transferred  after  re-investigation  from  the  Juvenile 
Court  to  the  Widows'  Pension  Bureau.  The  285  new  applications  were  made 
between  the  time  of  the  opening  of  this  office,  September  2,  1913,  and  January 
1,   1914. 

In  San  Francisco  all  aid  for  orphans,  half-orphans  and  abandoned  children 
is  first  advanced  by  the  county  and  at  the  end  of  each  six  months  a  demand  is 
made  on  the  State  for  the  amount  of  its  share  of  indebtedness,  which  in  cases  of 
half-orphans  is  $6.25  per  child.  The  Widows'  Pension  Bureau  being  established 
in  September,  1913,  three  months  after  the  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  had  been 
made  appropriating  $200,000  for  the  care  of  all  dependent  children  in  the  county, 
the  amount  at  the  disposal  of  the  just  created  office  for  the  consideration  of 
new  cases  was  limited  to  $550  a  month  (plus  a  special  grant  of  $1000),  this 
being  the  sum  which  was  saved  through  the  re-investigation  of  Juvenile  Court 
cases  where  family  conditions  had  readjusted  themselves,  and  help  was  no  longer 
needed. 

BUDGET    1914-1915. 

In  June,  1914,  when  the  new  budget  was  approved,  the  Widows'  Pension 
Bureau  received  the  amount  of  $107,000  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the 
Assembly  Bill.  This  amount  was  granted  upon  the  presentation  to  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  following  facts:  On  the  basis  of 
aid  extended  in  114  cases  accepted  from  the  Juvenile  Court  list  the  average 
pension  per  family  was  found  to  be  $21.33.  The  relative  burden  to  the  State 
and  County  in  these  cases  averaged  two-thirds  State  and  one-third  County.  A 
summary  of  the  work  of  the  office  showed:

For  the  salaries  and  running  expenses  of  the  office  an  additional  appropria* 
tion  of  $5,340  was  made. 

Up  to  date  every  demand  made  by  San  Francisco  county  on  the  State 
through  the  Widows'  Pension  Bureau  has  been  paid  in  full.    No  case  is  put  on 
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the  pension  demand  until  the  State  blank  is  completely  filled  out  and  sworn  to, 
together  with  rwom  statements  of  the  death  of  the  husband,  of  marriage,  of 
residence,  and,  when  it  was  demanded,  for  citizenship.  It  has  been  possible  to 
get  this  eyidence  in  duplicate  (one  copy  for  the  State  Board  of  Control  and  the 
other  for  the  Widows'  Pension  Bureau)  because  of  the  generous  co-operation  of 
the  Department  of  Health,  of  the  Department  of  Elections  and  of  the  County 
Clerk's  office,  where  all  the  necessary  documents  are  furnished  to  the  applicant 
and  certified  to  without  any  extra  charge.  Although  this  has  entailed  a  great 
deal  of  additional  work,  the  men  in  these  offices  are  always  genuinely  pleased 
to  help  a  woman  to  obtain  assistance  toward  keeping  her  little  family  in  the 
home. 

APPLICATIONS   1914. 

During  the  year  (January  Ist-December  81,  1914)  there  were  257  new 
applications  made,  an  average  of  twenty-two  a  month.  These,  added  to  the  508 
applications  on  hand  January  1,  1914,  make  a  total  of  775  names  on  file  January 
1,  1915.  Of  these,  694  have  been  investigated  and  807  are  receiving  aid.  These 
807  families  represent  723  children  under  the  age  of  14  years  and  probably  1000 
children  under  the  age  of  17  years.  The  December  demand  on  the  Treasury  for 
the  care  of  these  807  families  amounted  to  $6,663.40,  an  average  of  $21.70  per 
family.  This  increase  over  the  estimate  of  $21.83  is  probably  due  to  the  in- 
creased cost  of  living,  but  as  the  proportion  of  recommended  cases  is  not  quite 
so  high  as  was  calculated  the  appropriation  of  $107,000  for  the  fiscal  year  will* 
be  ample. 

LEGAL  REQUIREMENTS. 

The  requirements  demanded  for  the  receipt  of  aid  under  the  Widows'  Pen- 
sion Act  are:  That  the  mother  shall  be  a  widow,  who  is  endeavoring  to  maintain 
her  half-orphan  children  under  fourteen  years  in  her  own  home;  that  the  mother 
shall  be  in  need  and  that  she  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  State  for  at  least  one 
year.  When  the  Act  was  first  passed  there  was  a  further  requirement  of  citizen- 
ship of  the  parent  and  of  three  years'  residence  in  the  State.  All  institutions 
receiving  State  aid  for  orphans,  half-orphans  or  abandoned  children  under  the 
Act  where  thus  debarred  from  demanding  aid  for  the  charges  already  in  their 
care,  where  proof  of  the  citizenship  of  the  parents  could  not  be  established. 
A  friendly  suit  was  brought  to  test  the  legality  of  this  restriction  by  the  Sacra- 
mento Orphanage  and  Children's  Home  versus  John  S.  Chambers,  Comptroller 
of  the  State  of  California,  and  it  was  decided  September  26,  1914,  by  Judge 
Burnett  that  the  clause  in  question  was  unconstitutional.  Since  then  citizenship 
has  not  been  made  a  pre-requisite  of  aid  and  the  former  limitation  of  one  year's 
residence  in  the  State  was  adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Control.  It  has  been 
interesting  to  observe  that  the  standard  of  the  homes  in  these  cases  where  the 
parent  has  not  been  interested  enough  in  the  community  where  his  children  are 
growing  up  to  take  out  citizenship  papers  is  almost  invariably  many  degrees 
lower  than  the  average  American  home.  In  considering  the  non-citizenship  cases 
the  mother  is  urged  to  learn  enough  English  to  at  least  enable  her  to  take  out 
her  intention  papers,  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  supervision  and  insistence  upon 
proper  sanitation  and  adequate  sleeping  facilities  that  as  the  children  grow  older 
the  standard  of  the  household  will  more  nearly  approach  that  of  the  usual  normal 
home. 

ORDER  OF  CONSIDERATION. 

It  is  a  rule  of  the  office  that  all  cases  must  be  considered  exactly  in  the 
order  of  application.  Families  in  which  immediate  aid  is  required — where  there 
is  no  life  insurance  and  no  relative  to  help  out — are  referred  to  the  regular  chan- 
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nels  where  emergency  help  may  be  received.  There  is  a  lapse  of  about  six  weeks 
between  the  date  of  application  and  the  recommendation  for  aid,  and  as  the  pen- 
sion is  paid  at  the  end  of  the  month,  never  in  advance,  another  four  weeks  must 
pass  before  the  mother  has  the  money  absolutely  in  her  hands. 


AMOUNT  OF  GRANT. 

The  amount  of  pension  grants  vary  from  $6.25  to  $58.00.  Although  the 
latter  figure  seems  a  large  one,  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  because  of  the 
definition  of  need  imposed  by  the  State  Board  of  Control  no  children  are  cared 
for  by  the  Widows'  Pension  Bureau  who  would  not  have  otherwise  had  to  be 
paid  for  in  some  institution;  and  in  families  where  there  are  eight  or  nine  chil- 
dren under  14  years  and  where  there  is  almost  no  income  the  tax  on  the  City 
and  County  and  on  the  State  if  the  home  were  broken  up  would  be  $88  or  $99. 


METHOD  OF  PAYMENT. 

At  the  present  time,  pensions  are  not  paid  directly  through  the  Auditor's 
office,  but  through  the  three  child-placing  agencies,  the  Associated  Charities,  the 
Catholic  Humane  Bureau  and  the  Eureka  Benevolent  Society,  as  they  had  handled 
this  branch  of  social  work  through  commitment  of  families  to  their  care  by  the 
Juvenile  Court  before  the  Widows'  Pension  Bureau  was  established.  However, 
all  applications  for  aid,  investigations  and  recommendations  are  made  by  the 
Widows'  Pension  Bureau.  The  recommendations  are  approved  by  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  All  records  in  cases  are  considered  as 
confidential  and  the  cases  are  presented  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  for  their  approval  in  the  form  of  a  calendar  simply  containing 
the  names,  addresses,  number  in  family,  children  under  14  years,  income  wihtout 
the  pension,  aid  recommended  and  income  with  pension. 


INITIAL  VISITS. 

All  initial  visits  are  made  by  the  same  Social  Service  Worker,  who  is  also  a 
trained  nurse.  This  makes  for  uniformity  of  standard  and  also  insures  immediate 
attention   where   medical   aid   is   needed. 

In  visiting  the  home  stress  is  laid  on  the  fact  that  the  payment  of  the 
pension  is  a  business  proposition  between  the  mother  and  the  State  and  the  City 
and  County:  that  the  element  of  charity  does  not  come  into  the  consideration  of 
the  case  at  all ;  but  that  the  applicant  must  be  able  to  show  that  she  can  give  to 
her  children  as  good  care  physically,  mentally  and  morally  as  they  would  receive 
if  they  were  being  paid  for  in  a  first-class  institution. 


DEFINITION  OF   "NEED." 

The  State  Board  of  Control  has  defined  "need"  as  specified  in  the  act  to 
preclude  any  action  on  cases  where  there  is  money  or  property  to  the  extent  of 
$1000  or  over.  In  the  case  of  real  estate  the  assessed  valuation  of  property  is 
taken,  which  is  about  GO^/o  of  the  real  value;  also  if  the  property  is  heavily  mort- 
gaged, the  amount  of  mortgage  is  subtracted  from  the  acutal  value,  and  if  the 
applicant's  interest  is  over  a  thousand  dollars  the  case  is  not  considered.  A 
second  definition  of  "need"  is  that  the  minimum  standard  of  living  for  a  large 
family  is  $10  per  capita  and  about  $10  extra,  the  equivalent  of  rent.  In  families 
of  three  or  less,  $15  per  capita  is  the  basis  of  calculation.    The  total  net  assets 
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of  the  applicant  are  subtracted  from  the  minimum  standard  of  living  thus  arrived 
at  and  the  recommendation  for  the  pension  is  based  upon  the  deficit. 

Example:  A  widow  with  six  children,  three  of  them  under  the  age  of 
fourteen  years,  makes  application  for  aid.  She  owns  a  little  cottage,  property 
valuation  under  $1000.  This  saves  her  probably  f  10  per  month  in  rent.  Two 
older  children  are  working  at  $6.50  per  week  each;  $1.50  per  week  each  is  de- 
ducted for  carfare  and  lunches,  making  their  wage-earning  capacity  $5  per  week. 
The  total  income  of  the  family  is  thus  $50  per  month.  To  maintain  a  proper 
home  for  seven  people  between  $75  and  $80  is  needed.  By  committing  two  chil- 
dren at  $11  each  and  one  at  $6.25  the  mother  receives  a  pension  of  $28.25 
($18.75  State  and  $9.50  county),  bringing  the  family  income  up  to  $78.25.  As 
the  children  grow  older  and  can  earn  more  this  help  is  gradually  withdrawn.  At- 
tention is  called  to  the  discrepancy  in  the  California  laws  which  provide  that  a 
child  under  15  years  may  not  work  but  that  no  child  over  14  years  is  entitled  to 
State  aid.  This  subject  will  be  considered  during  the  present  Legislature,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the  age  limit  will  be  raised  to  correspond  with  the  Child  Labor  law. 

An  effort  is  made  that  in  each  family  the  aid  received  should  be  adequate, 
so  that  once  the  pension  is  granted  there  will  be  no  necessity  of  supplementary 
help  from  any  source.  Indiscriminate  receiving  always  tends  to  lower  the  self- 
respect  of  the  individual.  In  order  to  foster  this  sense  of  self-respect,  which  is 
the  basis  of  all  constructive  social  work,  it  has  been  arranged  with  the  agencies 
that  all  widows'  pensions  be  paid  by  ordinary  bank  checks  and  not  by  charity 
vouchers.  In  this  way  a  mother  may  cash  her  check  through  the  trades  people  in 
her  neighborhood  without  the  danger  of  their  children  greeting  her  little  ones  in 
the  schools  or  on  the  streets  as  recipients  of  charity.  When  the  recommendation 
for  the  pension  has  been  passed  upon  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  a  letter  is 
filled  out  and  mailed  to  the  beneficiary  notifying  her  of  the  amount  of  pension 
granted,  the  date  when  the  payment  begins  and  the  agency  through  which  the 
money  is  to  be  received. 

RESTRICTIONS. 

While  the  mother  is  allowed  to  supplement  her  income  by  working  outside  of 
the  home,  provision  must  be  made  either  through  relatives  or  through  the  day 
homes  for  the  care  of  the  children  during  her  absence. 

Another  restriction  that  is  imposed  by  the  San  Francisco  office  as  far  as 
possible  is  that  no  mother  shall  increase  her  income  by  having  men  roomers  or 
boarders.  This  ruling  obtains  in  most  of  the  states  where  there  are  pension  acts. 
The  idea  of  keeping  the  family  together  in  this  way  is  the  first  one  that  comes 
to  the  mind  of  a  mother  who  is  left  with  a  home  and  several  little  children  to  care 
for,  but  experience  has  proven  that  it  is  not  only  unwise,  inasmuch  as  it  provokes 
criticism,  but  because  the  moral  standard  of  the  home  is  often  jeopardized.  Out 
of  the  807  families  receiving  aid  there  are  now  about  sixteen  who  have  men 
roomers,  and  this  number  will  be  decreased  in  the  near  future. 

All  cases  where  there  is  a  question  of  the  moral  standard  of  the  home, 
of  the  intemperance  of  the  mother,  of  her  unwillingness  or  inability  to  properly 
care  for  the  children,  or  where  there  are  older  children  in  the  home  who  should 
be  compelled  to  work  and  contribute  there  share  toward  the  support  of  the  fam- 
ily, are  referred  to  the  dependency  department  of  the  Juvenile  Court.  This  policy 
is  an  immense  protection  not  only  to  the  Pension  Bureau  but  to  the  children  in 
the  homes  in  question,  as  the  Judge  of  the  Juvenile  Court,  should  he  decide  that 
the  case  is  worthy  of  consideration,  can  place  the  family  on  probation,  and  if  this 
fails  the  younger  children  may  legally  be  removed  from  the  home  and  placed  in 
private  families  or  in  institutions,  where  they  will  be  properly  protected.  The 
Juvenile  Court  has  officers  who  are  legally  authorized  to  insist  upon  a  certain 
standard  in  these  homes,   to   obtain  employment   for  older  children,   and  to   see 
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thftt  a  just  proportion  of  their  wages  is  turned  oyer  to  the  mother.  The  insist- 
ance  upon  the  moral  standard  of  the  home  being  beyond  question  also  automati- 
cally refers  all  cases  where  the  husband  is  in  a  state  penitentiary  for  the  com- 
mission of  some  crime  and  where  the  mother  is  in  need  of  State  or  County  aid 
to  the  consideration  of  the  Juvenile  Court,  where  the  children  may  be  classed  as 
half-orphans.  The  handling  of  all  such  oases  by  the  Juyenile  Court  where  the 
merits  of  each  one  is  decided  upon  by  the  Judge  preyents  the  possibility  of 
placing  a  premium  upon  wrongdoing. 


CONSTRUCTIVE  WORK. 

Perhaps  the  most  interesting  part  of  the  work  of  the  Widows'  Pension 
Bureau  is  the  revisiting  of  the  pension  cases  and  the  recommedation  for  the 
continuance,  increase  or  withdrawal  of  aid  by  the  social  service  visitor.  In 
following  up  the  cases  the  city  has  been  districted  and  the  visitor  has  a  book 
with  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  the  families  in  each  district  and  the  amount 
of  pension  in  each  case,  together  with  a  list  of  the  schools,  the  various  church 
organizations,  day  homes,  playgrounds,  settlements  and  clinics  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. This  list  enables  the  office  to  co-operate  closely  with  all  the  organisations 
for  social  betterment.  It  is  in  this  department  of  the  work  that  the  real  value 
of  the  pension  is  strikingly  evident.  The  improvement  in  the  health  of  the 
mother  and  her  children  after  the  first  six  months,  when  the  tension  of  nervous 
strain  and  overwork  has  been  removed,  and  where  the  assurance  of  a  regular 
income  has  made  it  possible  to  provide  sufficient  nourishing  food,  is  most 
noticeable.  There  have  been  very  many  cases  where,  after  the  Pension  Bureau 
has  come  to  know  the  mother  and  the  home  situation  better,  arrangements  have 
been  made  to  increase  the  pension  so  that  she  may  give  more  of  her  time  to  the 
care  of  her  children  and  home,  to  conserve  her  strength  and  at  the  same  time 
keep  the  income  of  the  family  up  to  the  required  standard.  Another  very  marked 
iAiprovement  is  evident  in  the  change  in  housing  conditions.  In  many  cases,  par- 
ticularly where  the  death  of  the  father  occurred  some  years  previous  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Pension  Bureau,  the  family  has  been  obliged  to  sell  much  of  the 
household  furniture  and  to  move  to  cheap  and  unsanitary  lodgings,  often  to  some 
of  the  little  refugee  cottages  that  are  still  to  be  found  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
city  and  that  were  intended  only  as  temporary  refuges  after  the  earthquake.  It  is 
most  remarkable  what  an  increased  interest  in  the  care  of  the  home  is  shown  by 
the  children  when  the  family  has  been  induced  to  move  to  a  place  where  there 
is  plenty  of  sun,  good  plumbing  and  Sufficient  and  well  ventilated  sleeping  accom- 
modations. Where  no  amount  of  work  could  make  the  old  home  attractive,  every 
effort  in  the  new  environment  shows  for  something.  The  time  that  was  formerly 
spent  playing  on  the  streets  is  now  devoted  to  "fixing  up  the  house,"  and  the 
results,  not  only  in  physical  well-being  but  also  in  character  development  are 
most  encouraging.  These  changes  are  evident  not  only  to  the  visitor  but  to  the 
teachers  in  the  schools  where  the  children  attend.  There  is  also  a  marked  im- 
provement in  the  health  of  the  families  in  receipt  of  the  pension,  due  to  the 
co-operation  of  the  child-placing  agencies,  the  University  of  California  Hospital. 
Lane  Hospital,  Children's  Hospital,  Mary's  Help  and  St.  Mary's  Hospital  and 
the  Tuberculosis   Society   in   extending  clinical  aid. 

Samuel  McCord  Crothers,  in  his  "Three  Laws  of  Destiny,"  says:  "We  do 
not  realize  that  everything  which  we  call  a  virtue  was  at  one  time  a  perilous 
adventure  in  righteousness  and  that  our  commonest  virtues  were  once  acts  pro- 
hibited which  only  the  boldest  spirits  dared  attempt."  Modem  legislation,  which 
aims  at  recognizing  the  obligation  of  the  community  in  helping  a  widowed 
mother  to  keep  her  little  ones  together,  has  been  looked  upon  by  most  social 
workers  as  a  "perilous  adventure"  indeed;  one  that  would  most  probably  wreck 
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the  self-respect  and  self-reliance  of  a  community  by  creating  a  large  class  of  perma* 
nent  dependents^  So  far  as  can  be  judged  from  a  year  and  a  half  of  careful  work 
in  San  Francisco,  Mr.  Crothers'  statement  that  the  '  'perilous  adrenture' '  would 
resolve  itself  into  the  "commonest  virtue*'  is  literally  true.  The  homes  that 
have  benefited  by  the  administration  of  the  Act  in  San  Francisco  speak  for  them- 
selves and  are  the  final  justification  for  widows'  pension  legislation.

Sir: — In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  Article  9,  Section  16  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
herewith  a  report  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  covering  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  80,  1914. 

In  formulating  its  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1912-18,  this  Department  fol- 
lowed the  recommendation  of  the  American  Public  Health  Association,  namely, 
that  an  effort  be  made  to  create  a  uniformity  in  health  reports  for  American 
cities,  and  in  this  report  we  will  attempt  to  follow  the  procedure  Inaugurated 
at  that  time.

The  following  diseases,  while  coming  under  the  heading  of 
"reportable"  cases,  are  not  subject  to  house  quarantine,  but 
periods  of  exclusion  from  school  for  patients  and  "Contacts," 
are  fixed  as  follows: 

Measles — ^Three  weeks  from  date  of  report. 

Parotitis  (Mumps) — ^Two  weeks  from  date  of  report. 

Pertussis  (Whooping  Cough) — Two  weeks  after  paroxysms  have 
ceased. 

Varicella  (Chickenpox) — Two  weeks  from  date  of  report. 

Impetigo,  Scabies  and  other  like  affections — These  cases  are  ex- 
cluded from  attendance  at  school  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Medical  Inspector  or  school  nurses  until  recovery  is  established 
and  danger  of  communication  of  infection  is  removed. 

In  all  cases  of  quarantinable  diseases  disinfection  with  Formaldehyde  gas 
follows  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  limit  for  quarantine,  or  upon  notification 
of  recovery,  except  in  the  case  of  smallpox,  where  sulphur  fumigation  usually 
follows.

Measles  led  off  in  the  minor  communicable  diseases  with  a  total  of  1,996 
cases  for  the  fiscal  year. 

The  lowest  point  reached  was  in  October,  1918,  when  six  cases  were  reported, 
the  highest  month  being  May,   1914,  with  888   cases. 

Whooping  Oough  showed  a  marked  increase  over  1912-18,  there  being  1,436 
cases  reported,  as  against  279  in  the  preceding  year. 

Diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  as  compared  to  the  previous  year  showed  a 
sharp  increase. 

Reference  to  Table  No.  2  will  show  in  detail  all  communicable  diseases 
reported  during  the  fiscal  year.

Independent  of  the  abatement  of  insanitary  nuisances  of  a  more  or  less 
general  character,  the  Board  of  Health,  sitting  as  a  "condemnation"  board  has 
eliminated  many  insanitary  structures  through  order  of  demolition,  caused  the 
rehabilitation  of  numerous  others,  and  has  vacated  premises  unfit  for  human 
habitation.

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TABLE  1. 
DIVISION  OF  ACCOUNTS 

For  the  fiscal  year  1918-1914,  the  Auditing  Department  shows  in  its  state- 
ment  of  comparative  units  and  costs  an  increase  of  work  in  the  Central  Office  of 
168,184  units.  This  is  an  average  increase  over  the  fiscal  year  1912*1918  of  .109 
percent.  In  the  thirteen  bureaus  in  which  the  Central  Oifice  is  divided,  there 
is  a  decrease  in  cost  of  work  in  eight  of  them  and  an  increase  in  five,  while,  in 
nine  there  is  an  increase  of  work  and  a  decrease  in  four  bureaus.  These  are  bars 
figures  founded  on  reports  and  of  course  the  human  equation  which  enters 
with  each  unit  of  work  performed,  cannot  be  computed  in  figures.  Bui  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  there  has  been  Nearly  an  11%  increase  in  work  and  a  reduction 
of  cost.  A  careful  perusal  of  the  table  of  comparative  units  and  costs  will 
make  this  statement  certain. 

In  the  Auditing  Department  the  work  had  been  increased  at  a  slight  increase 
in  cost  of  $.0006  per  dollar  expended.  The  requisitions  issued  and  demands 
passed  for  the  past  two  years  are:

This  is  a  percentage  of  .087  considering  the  work  on  the  pay  rolls  remains 
the  same,  as  there  is  such  a  diflFerence  between  the  old  and  new  methods 
that  comparison  is  difficult.  There  is  more  time  and  detail  with  the  present 
system  as  against  the  old,  and  this  argues  for  the  increase  in  work.  The  funds 
handled  have  increased  $78,847.42,  an  increase  in  percent  of  .162. 

Since  the  Department  was  established  in  1908,  the  increase  of  funds  for 
the  past  six  years  has  been  from  $494,400.09  to  $704,187.46,  a  difference  of 
$209,787.87  or  .426%. 

The  above  figures  or  increase  of  work  leads  up  to  the  continually  growing 
fact  that  the  work  of  the  Auditing  Department  is  on  the  increase.  Much  of  the 
work  that  the  Department  is  doing  now  is  not  done  at  the  time  it  should.  The 
monthly  financial  statement  is  seldom  finished  by  the  seventh  of  the  following 
month  and  it  should  be  done  by  the  third  of  the  month  at  the  latest.  Other 
similar  cases  occur,  as  postponing  the  auditing  of  bills  for  a  week  till  another 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Health  because  of  lack  of  time  and  opportunity.  The 
time  is  coming  when  another  clerk  in  this  Department  will  be  necessary.  It 
may  not  be  for  three  or  four  years,  for  the  present  force  is  able  to  handle  all 
the  work  of  a  month  without  great  difficulty  within  a  month  but  there  is  at 
times  delay  when  quick  action  should  be  had,  and  a  postponing  for  a  more 
opportune  time  the  work  of  a  given  day.

THE  RABIES  SITUATION. 

Babies  has  been  present  continuously  during  the  year  just  ended,  only 
one  month  passing  without  a  case,  May,  1914.  In  March  five  positive  cases 
were  examined  in  the  Laboratory  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  secure  the 
enactment  of  a  muzsHng  ordinance  but  without  success.  In  our  representa- 
tions before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  we  were  ably  seconded  by  the  County 
Medical  Society  and  several  prominent  veterinarians,  but  the  usual  opposition 
to  such  rational  measures  prevailed. 

The  following  table  shows  by  months  the  number  of  examinations  for 
rabies,  the  number  of  persons  taking  the  Pasteur  treatment  for  bites  by  rabid 
animals,  the  locations  of  the  bites  and  whether  or  not  the  wounds  were 
cauterized.

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Since  writing  the  preTious  year's  report,  Moon's  paper  on  the  quinine 
treatment  of  rabies  and  Nognchi's  paper  on  the  OnltiTation  of  Negri  bodies 
have  appeared.  Attempts  were  made  in  this  Laboratory  to  corroborate  the 
work  of  Moon  using  rabbits  instead  of  dogs,  but  without  success.  However 
the  administration  of  quinine  in  large  doses,  in  the  form  of  the  bi-sulphate  or 
of  the  double  salt  with  urea,  should  be  tried  in  every  ease  of  developed 
human  rabies. 

Of  the  thirty  seven  cases  given  the  Pasteur  trea^tnient  in  this  Laboratory 
during  the  past  year,  19  were  bitten  by  dogs  which  were  demonstrated  to  be 
rabid  by  the  finding  of  Negri  bodies  in  the  brain. 

Of  the  other  18  cases,  four  were  bitten  by  dogs  diagnosed  as  rabid  by 
veterinary  surgeons,  three  were  found  negative  on  microscopical  examination 
but  had  suspicious  symtoms,  in  three  the  examination  was  doubtful  and  eight 
were  not  examined,  being  stray  dogs  that  escaped. 

The  intensive  scheme  of  treatment  of  the  Hygienic  Laboratory  has  been 
continued,  the  eight  and  seven  day  cord  being  given  together  as  one  dose. 
The  skin  is  cleansed  with  alcohol  and  cotton  before  giving  the  injection  and  no 
collodion  is  applied. 

No  abscesses  or  other  complications  have  been  met  with.

REPORT  OF  CHEMICAL  LABORATORY. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  ftmds  for  the  piirchase  of  samples  of  food  staffs,  wines, 
etc.,  for  analysis,  the  Chemical  Laboratory  was  somewhat  limited  in  its  activities. 
It  is  the  policy  of  the  present  management  to  pay  particular  attention  to  products 
of  a  more  or  less  perishable  nature,  which  are  not  covered  thoroughly  by  the 
Federal  fnd  State  laboratories,  taking  up  the  more  stable  products  of  interstate 
commerce  only  on  special  information. 

The  Police  Department  is  availing  itself  to  an  increasing  extent  of  the 
facilities  for  the  analysis  of  suspected  alcoholic  drinks  taken  from  unlicensed 
places  and  dance  halls;  also  they  are  sending  many  specimens  for  toxicological 
investigation. 

Accompanying  is  a  series  of  tables  covering  the  water  supply  of  the  City 
and  of  Oolden  Gate  Park  by  sources,  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically.

Any  person  who  comes  with  a  statement  from  his  physician  that  he  is 
unable  to  pay  a  priyate  laboratory  for  the  test,  will  be  attended  to  free  of 
charge. 

The  yarious  City  institutions,  such  as  the  Oity  and  Oounty  Hospital,  the 
Relief  Home,  the  Emergency  Hospitals,  the  Isolation  and  Tuberculosis  Hospitals, 
are  to  an  eyer-increasing  extent  ayailing  themselyes  of  the  opportunity  to  haye 
this  test  performed  for  their  inmates  and  such  charitable  organizations  as  the 
Juyenile  Detention  Home,  the  Associated  Charities,  the  Telegraph  Hill  Settle- 
ment  and  the  Ladies'  Protectiye  and  Relief  Society,  call  upon  us  frequently  for 
work  of  this  kind  which  they  could  not  otherwise  obtain  on  account  of  the 
expense.

STANDARDIZING    OP    DISINFECTANTS. 

The  following  table  shows  the  results  obtained  in  the  examination  of  a 
number  of  disinfectants,  submitted  in  competition  to  the  purchasing  department 
of  the  City. 
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TABLE  18 — Oontinaed. 

The  method  nsed  is  that  of  the  Hygienic  Laboratory,  and  the  first  table 
shows  the  results  obtained  with  phenol,  nsed  in  the  calculation  of  the  co- 
efficient of  the  various   other  disinfectants. 

A  standard  bouillon  culture  of  the  typhoid  bacillus  is  inoculated  into 
yarious  strength  dilutions  of  the  disinfectant  and  plants  made  every  2H  minutes 
up  to  and  including  15  minutes.  The  figure  representing  the  degree  of  dilution 
of  the  weakest  strength  of  ihe  disinfectant  killing  in  2H  minutes  is  divided  by 
the  figure  representing  the  weakest  strength  of  phenol  killing  in  the  same  time. 
Then  the  figure  representing  the  weakest  strength  killing  in  15  minutes  is 
divided  by  the  same  figure  for  phenol.  The  mean  of  the  two  is  the  phenol 
co-efficient. 

As  a  strong  dilution  of  a  poor  disinfectant  might  be  as  efficient  as  a  dilute 
solution  of  a  strong  one,  it  follows  that  the  price  per  unit  of  efficiency  as 
compared  with  pure  phenol  is  an  important  consideration  in  purchasing.  This 
information  is  obtained  by  dividing  the  cost  per  gallon  of  the  disinfectant  by 
the  cost  per  gallon  of  phenol,  giving  us  the  cost  ratio.  The  cost  ratio  is  divided 
by  the  efficiency  ratio  which  is  the  phenol  co-efficient,  giving  the  cost  of  the 
disinfectant  per  unit  of  efficiency  of  pure  phenol.

Sir: — The  following  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  and 
Reading  Rooms  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  80th,  1914,  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter. 

A  most  gratifying  increase  has  been  noted  during  the  past  year  in  the  esct^^t  j 
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to  which  the  Library  has  been  utilized  by  the  public.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
the  fire  of  1906  practically  destroyed  our  service,  and  that  the  Main  Librarj-  and 
half  of  our  Branch  Libraries  are  still  in  temporary'  quarters,  the  circulation  and 
membership  of  the  Library  have  shown  a  steady  growth. 

The  past  year  has  been  unequaled  in  the  history  of  the  Library,  the  circulation 
for  home  use  having  reached  approximately  1,000.000  volumes,  or,  to  be  exact. 
934,002.  This  is  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  in  circulation  of  81,410  vol- 
umes. At  the  time  of  destruction  of  the  Library  it  contained  160.000  volumes, 
which  it  had  taken  over  twenty-five  years  to  accumulate.  It  is  a  striking  fact  that 
in  the  eight  years  that  have  since  elapsed  the  Library  has  acquired  144,000  vol- 
umes. A  circulation  for  the  year  of  practically  1,000,000  volumes  would  be 
equivalent  to  the  use  of  each  of  the  144,000  volumes  in  the  Library  seven  times 
during  the  year;  or  it  would  represent  the  use  of  twenty-one  volumes  yearly  by 
each  of  the  forty-four  odd  thousand  members. 

The  increase  of  card  holders,  or  members,  for  the  year  is  equal  to  the  increase 
noted  during  the  three  previous  years,  and  amounted  to  22,604.  This  gives  at 
present  an  active  membership  of  44.376.  Both  the  membership  and  the  circulation 
of  the  Library  show  an  increase  of  lO^r  over  that  existing  at  the  time  of  the 
practical  destruction  of  the  Librar>'  by  the  Are. 

Comparative  studies  made  previous  years  have  established  the  fact  that  of 
the  moneys  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  libraries  a  larger  proportion  was 
expended  for  books  and  improvements  here  than  in  any  of  the  cities  of  approxi- 
mately the  size  of  San  Francisco,  where  statistics  were  available.  The  past  year 
is  noteworthy  in  this  respect.  Nearly  35%  of  the  total  expenditures  was  spent  in 
the  purchase  of  books,  periodicals  and  binding,  the  disbursement  for  books  being 
the  largest  ever  recorded.  The  following  tabulation  will  give  more  clearly  an 
analysis  of  expenditures:

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  total  amount  disbursed  for  the  year  is  $96,513.14. 
which  was  provided  by  a  tax  of  .018  levied  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  each 
$100  of  the  valuation  of  property  assessed  for  taxation. 

During  the  year  representatives  of  civic  organizations  in  various  sections  of 
the  city  have  applied  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  establishment  of  branches  or 
stations  in  their  locality.  While  in  many  instances  the  Board  recognizes  the  urgent 
need  for  such  additional  service,  it  has  not,  with  its  present  income,  been  able  to 
make  such  extensions.  Only  two  new  stations  have  been  established:  Station  K 
in  the  Richmond  district  and  Station  O  in  the  Ingleside  district. 

The  temporary  building  serving  as  the  Main  Library  building  is  now  over- 
crowded. Its  capacity  is  taxed  daily  to  the  utmost  to  acconunodate  its  patrons. 
With  the  installation  of  the  new  tier  of  stacks  the  last  available  place  for  books 
has  been  utilized.  Recognizing  the  fact  that  this  building  must  soon  become  en- 
tirely inadequate  to  longer  serve  its  purpose  the  Board  has  endeavored  to  secure 
at  as  early  a  date  as  possible  the  plans  for  a  permanent  new  Main  Library 
Building. 

With  this  object  in  view  six  emient  architects  were  invited  last  year  to  enter 
into  competition  for  a  design  for  this  structure.    Those  selected  were  Oeorge  W. 
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Kelham,  Edgar  A.  Mathews,  Albert  Pissis,  Reid  Bros.,  Ward  &  Blohme  and  G. 
Albert  Landsburgh.  Plans  were  submitted  by  each  of  these  architects,  to  a  jury  of 
award,  consisting  of  Mr.  Paul  P.  Cret  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  Mr. 
Cass  Gilbert  of  New  York  and  Mr.  James  D.  Phelan  of  the  Board  of  Library 
Trustees.  The  award  was  made  to  Mr.  George  W.  Kelham.  Completed  plans  will 
shortly  be  submitted  by  Mr.  Kelham  for  this  building,  the  estimated  cost  of  which 
is  $1,000,000.  This  sum  is  to  be  provided  for  out  of  the  funds  donated  by  Mr. 
Andrew  Carnegie,  there  being  available  for  this  purpose  half  of  the  total  donation, 
or  $375,000.  The  remaining  $625,000  is  to  be  raised  by  the  sale  of  Municipal 
Bonds,  these  bonds  having  been  authorized  by  the  voters  at  a  special  election  held 
for  this  purpose. 

A  commodious  and  substantial  new  Branch  Library  building  is  now  being 
constructed  in  the  Richmond  district.  This  is  to  occupy  an  inside  50  vara  lot, 
between  Ninth  and  Tenth  avenues,  Clement  and  Geary  streets.  The  cost  of  this 
building  is  to  be  $48,000,  which  sum  is  to  be  provided  out  of  the  moneys  available 
through  the  donation  of  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie.  It  is  expected  that  this  building 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  two  months. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors,  recognizing  the  necessity  of  providing  for  addi- 
tional Branch  Libraries  in  v«rious  sections  of  the  city,  has  taken  steps  to  secure 
available  sites  for  the  same.  In  the  recent  budget  appropriations  were  made  for 
the  purchase  of  land  for  this  purpose  in  the  Mission,  Noe  Valley,  Golden  Gate  Valley 
and  the  Sunset  district,  aggregating  about  $37,000.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
Board  of  Library  Trustees  to  proceed  at  once  with  the  erection  of  a  Branch 
Library  building  on  the  Mission  site.  The  erection  of  this  building  will  result  in  an 
nnmediate  annual  saving  of  $1,500,  now  paid  as  rent  for  temporary  quarters  for 
the  use  of  the  Mission  Branch  Library.  As  in  the  case  of  the  Richmond  Branch 
Library,  the  expense  of  erecting  this  building  will  be  met  out  of  the  moneys  do- 
nated by  Mr.  Carnegie.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board,  as  soon  as  funds  are 
assured  for  the  maintenance  of  branches  in  the  other  districts  mentioned,  to 
proceed  with  the  erection  of  Branch  Library  buildings. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  income  and  expenditures  of  the  Library  and  the 
work  of  its  employes  is  given  in  the  accompanying  reports  of  the  Secretary  and 
of  the  Librarian.

The  proceedings  of  the  Board  in  these  matters  are  reported  in  the  Journal  of 
Proceedings,  all  testimony  was  taken  in  shorthand  and  a  complete  transcript  of  the 
schedules,  communications  and  reports  is  on  file.

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The  completion  of  the  Oeary  Street  Municipal  Railway  is  chronicled  in  the 
Municipal  Reports  for  the  year  1912-13  at  pages  868  to  870  and  the  detailed 
progress  of  the  work  of  construction  is  set  forth  in  the  rei>ort  of  the  City  Engineer 
for  the  same  year  at  pages  492  to  495. 

The  successful  operation  of  the  G^ary  Street  Municipal  Railway  caused  a 
demand  for  the  extension  of  the  system  which  was  emphasized  by  the  necessity  of 
providing  transportation  to  the  grounds  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exi>o- 
sition  which  was  to  be  held  during  the  year  1915. 

A  comprehensive  study  was  made  of  the  transportation  problem  and  the 
results  of  the  investigation  were  set  forth  in  a  report  of  the  City  Engineer.  Thia 
report  is  as  follows:

To   the   Honorable  the   Board  of   Public   Works  of  the  City   and  County  of   San 
Francisco — (Gentlemen : 

By  Resolution  No.  9995,  Second  Series,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  have 
requested  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  submit  to  it  a  preliminary  plan  and 
approximate  estimates  of  cost  of  a  Municipal  System  of  Street  Railways,  including 
equipment,  designed  to  furnish  to  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  a  fully  adequate 
street  railway  service,  together  with  similar  plan  and  estimates  of  such  additional 
extensions  of  the  Municipal  Railway  as  may  be  deemed  presently  necessary  and 
desirable. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  said  Resolution  No.  9995, 
the  following  report  has  been  prepared  in  this  office  and  is  hereby  submitted  for 
your  consideration,  and  provided  it  meets  with  your  approval,  for  transmission 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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PROBABLE    SERVICE    REQUIREMENTS. 

The  officials  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  Company  have  collected  a  large 
amount  of  data  concerning  the  attendance  at  various  exi>o8ition8  which  have  been 
held  in  this  country  during  the  last  20  years,  of  which  the  following  is  a  brief 
sununary :

The  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  is  to  remain  open  288  days.  The  probable 
population  of  San  Francisco  during  the  year  1915  is  estimated  by  Mr.  Bion  J. 
Arnold  (see  page  80  of  Preliminary  Report  No.  19)  as  485,000. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  limited  territory  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  San  Francisco  from  which  attendance  will  be  drawn,  to  the  Exposition,  the 
difference  between  the  climate  of  San  Francisco  and  that  of  other  cities  in  which 
expositions  have  been  held,  and  the  greater  number  of  days  during  which  the 
Panama-Pacific  Exposition  is  to  remain  open,  Mr.  Arnold's  estimate  (see  page  9 
of  Preliminary  Report  No.  10)  of  80,000,  or  6^  per  cent  of  the  local  population, 
as  the  probable  average  daily  paid  attendance  at  the  Exposition  seems  reasonable. 
This  will  make  the  total  paid  attendance  at  the  Exposition  8,640,000,  17.85  times 
the  local  population.  This  apparently  low  percentage  of  average  daily  attendance 
compared  with  that  of  other  expositions  is  based  on  the  fact  that  the  Panama- 
Pacific  Exposition  is  to  remain  open  for  a  longer  period  than  any  previous  expo- 
sition. While  the  estimated  percentage  of  average  daily  attendance  is  low,  attention 
is  directed  to  the  fact  that  the  relation  between  local  population  and  total 
attendance  is  greater  than  either  at  the  Chicago  or  Seattle  expositions  and  is  only 
slightly  less  than  at  the  St.  Louis  Exposition.

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The  records  of  previous  expositions  show  that  the  number  of  free  admissions 
(for  concessionaires,  attendants,  officers  of  the  exposition,  etc.)  has  been  about 
one-third  of  the  paid  attendance.  Assuming  that  the  average  daily  paid  attend- 
ance will  be  30,000  and  that  the  free  admissions  will  bear  the  same  proportion 
to  the  paid  admissions  as  at  previous  exjMsitions,  there  will  be  10.000  free  admis- 
sions, making  the  total  average  daily  attendance  40,000.  Of  these  40,000,  probably 
one-fourth,  or  10,000  will  reach  the  Exposition  grounds  by  walking  or  by  vehicles 
other  than  street  cars.  The  remaining  30,000  will  have  to  be  transported  by 
street  cars,  or  if  street  car  facilities  are  not  provided,  by  other  means.  Mr.  Arnold 
estimates  (see  page  10  of  Preliminary  Report  No.  10)  that  one-third  of  this  30.000 
will  be  transported  by.  means  of  ferry  boats,  but  since  Mr.  Arnold's  report  was 
made  it  has  been  announced  that  ferry  boats  will  not  run  to  the  Exposition. 
Assuming  that  fully  adequate  street  railway  transportation  will  be  available  and 
that  an  average  of  thirty  thousand  persons  per  day  will  travel  to  and  from  the 
Exposition  by  this  means,  the  gross  income  to  be  derived  from  the  traffic  will 
average  $3,000  per  day,  or  for  288  days  during  which  the  £xi>osition  will  be  open, 
will  amount  to  $864,000. 

In  addition,  an  average  of  10,000  workmen  per  day  will  have  to  be  trans- 
IK)rted  to  and  from  the  Exposition  grounds  during  the  year  preceding  the  opening 
of  the  Exposition  and  another  2,500  will  have  to  be  transported  during  the  year 
after  the  Exposition.  The  income  to  be  derived  from  the  transportation  of  these 
workmen  for  the  year  preceding  the  Exposition  will  be  $300,000  and  during  the 
year  following  the  Exposition  $75,000.  This  makes  the  total  income  to  be  derived 
from   the  transportation   of  passengers   to   and  from   the   Exposition  for   the  year

The  operating  expenses  will  average  two-thirds  of  the  gross  income,  leaving 
one-third,  or  $418,000,  as  the  gross  profit  to  be  derived  from  the  estimated  traffic. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  days  on  which  the  paid  attendance 
considerably  exceeded  the  average  at  the  Chicago,  St.  Loais  and  Seattle  expositions:

The  following  table  shows  the  value  in  numbers  of  various  percentages  of  the 
local  population,  as  estimated  by  Mr.  Bion  J.  Arnold  for  the  year  1915 :

From  these  two  tables  it  appears  that  there  will  be  at  least  one  day  during 
which  the  paid  attendance  at  the  Exposition  will  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  250,000 
and  that  it  is  not  likely  that  the  attendance  on  more  than  20  days  will  be  in  excess 
of  100,000. 

In  addition  to  the  paid  attendance  there  will  be  approximately  15,000  persons 
connected  with  the  management  of  the  Exposition  and  concessions  to  be  transported 
on  the  day  of  maximum  attendance,  but  as  the  majority  of  these  will  go  to  the 
Exposition  grounds  before  the  gates  are  open  in  the  morning  and  will  leave  after 
the  Exposition  is  closed  at  night,  their  transportation  need  not  be  considered  in 
this  connection. 
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Arbitrarily  assuming  that  80,000  visitors  who  will  be  in  San  Francisco  will 
attend  the  £xi)osition  on  the  day  of  largest  attendance,  and  that  the  remaining 
220,000  will  be  drawn  from  the  residents  of  this  city  and  vicinity,  in  proportion 
to  the  population,  155,000  of  the  250,000  who  will  attend  the  Exposition  will  come 
from  San  Francisco,  79,000  will  come  from  across  the  bay  and  be  landed  at  the 
foot  of  Market  Street,  and  16,000  will  come  from  the  Peninsula  and  be  landed  at 
Third  and  Townsend  Streets. 

Complete  data  as  to  the  rate  at  which  it  has  been  necessary  to  transport 
people  to  previous  expositions  is  not  available,  but  judging  from  such  information 
as  can  be  obtained,  it  appears  probable  that  the  maximum  hourly  rate  will  be  from 
20  to  25  per  cent  of  the  attendance  or  from  50,000  to  62,500  per  hour. 

This  traffic  will  originate  as  follows: 

From  San  Francisco 81,000  to  88,750  per  hour 

Foot  of  Market  street  16,000  to  19,750  per  hour 

Third   and   Townsend  streets 8,000  to     4,000  per  hour 

From  the  estimates  given  below,  it  is  apparent  that  the  cost  of  construction 
and  equipment  of  street  railways  to  provide  adequate  transportation  for  the  large 
number  of  persons  who  will  desire  to  attend  the  Exposition  during  the  few  days  of 
maximum  attendance  without  the  co-operation  of  the  United  Railroads  will  far 
exceed  any  possible  profit  to  be  derived  from  the  operation  of  such  street  railways, 
and  that  after  the  close  of  the  Exposition  the  City  will  be  left  with  a  large  amount 
of  equipment  on  hand,  for  which  no  profitable  use  can  be  found  for  a  number  of 
yeara  afterwards. 

In  order  to  show  clearly  the  amount  of  the  expenditure  necessary  to  equip 
the  proposed  street  railways  to  provide  adequate  transi)ortation  facilities  during  the 
days  of  maximum  attendance  at  the  Exi>osition,  this  report  includes  estimates  of 
the  cost  of  building  and  equipping  the  proposed  street  railways  for  three  different 
methods  of  operation,  as  follows: 

First,  for  building  and  equipping  the  proposed  street  railways  to  provide  ample 
transportation  facilities  under  conditions  such  as  will  exist  after  the  Exposition 
shall  have  closed  and  the  buildings  torn  down. 

Second,  for  building  and  equipping  the  proposed  street  railways  in  such  a 
manner  that  when  operated  independently  of  other  street  railways,  adequate  trans- 
portation will  be  furnished  on  all  except  the  one  or  two  days  at  which  the  attend- 
ance at  the  Exi>osition  will  be  a  maximum,  and  on  those  days  the  transportation 
furnished,  while  not  fully  adequate,  will  be  the  best  practicable  under  the  ordinary 
conditions  which  will  prevail. 

Third,  for  building  and  equipping  the  proposed  street  railways  in  such  a 
manner  that  when  operated  jointly  by  the  municipality  and  other  street  railroads, 
the  transportation  furnished  will  compare  favorably  with  that  which  could  be 
furnished  under  the  second  plan  of  operation. 

DISCUSSION  OF  ROUTES. 

In  Part  I  of  the  Preliminary  Report  No.  10,  Mr.  Arnold  has  described  all  of 
the  routes  over  which  it  would  be  practicable  to  construct  street  railways  connect- 
ing with  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  grounds. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Franklin-Gough-Broadway  route,  which  has  been 
omitted  for  the  reasons  that  the  maximum  grade,  12.4%,  is  too  great  to 
permit  of  the  safe  operation  of  cars  on  a  H -minute  headway,  and  that  after  the 
expiration  of  the  Exposition  such  a  road  would  not  be  a  profitable  investment  on 
account  of  its  being  near  and  parallel  to  the  proposed  Van  Ness  avenue  line  and 
the  Polk  street  line,  this  report  includes  all  of  the    routes  discussed  by  Mr.  Arnold. 

The  estimates  of  cost  herein  are  based  upon  the  following  assumptions: 

The  roadbed  will  consist  of  rock  ballast  8  inches  thick  under  ties  of  standard 
track,  and  15  inches  thick  under  ties  of  track  special  work,  thoroughly  compacted 
by  rolling  before  ties  are  placed. 
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All  ties  will  be  of  split  redwood  8  inches  wide,  6  inches  deep,  and  8  feet  or 
more  long,  spaced  2  feet  centers. 

Straight  track  will  be  constructed  with  106-pound.  9-inch  girder-grore  rail 
with  continuous  joints,  except  in  the  Fillmore  street  and  Broadway  tunnels,  where 
70-pound  T  rail  will  be  used. 

Curved  track  will  be  132-pound,  9-inch  guard  rail  with  channel  joints. 

Steel  tie  plates,  tie  rods  and  copper  joint  and  cross-bonds  will  be  used 
throughout. 

Track  special  work  will  be  solid  manganese  steel. 

Pavement,  except  in  double-bore  tunnels  and  temporary  terminals,  will  be 
standard  asphalt  pavement  with  basalt  block  headers.  Pavement  in  terminals  will 
be  rolled  crushed  rock. 

All  permanent  trolley  feeders  will  be  laid  underground.  Temporary  trolley 
feeders  for  use  during  the  Exposition  period  only  will  be  placed  overhead. 

Trolley  wires  will  be  0000  hard  drawn,  grooved  copper  wire  with  standard 
tubular  steel  side-poles,  and  galvanized  steel  wire  suspension,  except  on  Van  Ness 
avenue  and  Potrero  avenue.  On  Van  Ness  avenue,  reinforced  concrete,  center-pole 
construction  is  proposed,  and  on  Potrero  avenue,  the  poles  of  the  Ocean  Shore 
Railway  Company  will  be  used. 

Cars  will  be  similar  to  those  purchased  for  the  Oeary  Street  Municipal  Rail- 
way. 

Car  bams  will  be  of  reinforced  concrete  throughout,  similar  in  construction 
to  the  present  Geary  street  car  barns.  The  estimated  costs  of  cars  and  car  barns 
include  the  cost  of  real  estate,  which  is  estimated  at  $700  per  car. 

As  the  construction  of  the  Fillmore  street  and  Broadway  tunnels  have  not 
been  definitely  decided  upon,  this  report  includes  summaries  of  the  cost  of  three 
different  combinations  of  routes  in  the  order  of  their  desirability.  The  cost  of  any 
other  combination  of  routes  can  be  readily  arrived  at  by  adding  together  the  cost 
of  the  separate  routes  as  contained  herein. 

The  maximum  carrying  capacity  of  the  various  railways  as  given  below, 
may  at  first  glance  seem  small,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  expected  to 
operate  cars  on  so  shoVt  a  headway  as  to  render  it  improbable  that  each  car  will 
be  loaded  to  its  full  capacity,  and  that  Mr.  Arnold,  in  his  recent  inrestlgatlon  of 
street  railway  conditions  in  San  Francisco,  found  the  maximum  number  carried 
on  Market  street  during  the  rush  hours  to  be  12,000  per  hour,  it  does  not  appear 
that  the  figures  given  below  can  be  exceeded. 

FILLMORE  STREET  TUNNEL  LINE. 

It  is  proposed  to  construct  a  double  track  street  railway  on  Fillmore  street 
from  Geary  street  to  Chestnut  street,  through  the  Fillmore  street  tunnel,  a  lengh 
of  1.15  miles. 

Cars  can  be  operated  on  this  railway  at  a  ^-minute  headway,  provided 
arrangements  can  be  made  to  keep  the  cars  at  present  on  Fillmore  street  off  of 
this  portion  of  the  road.  If  constructed  for  ordinary  operation  this  railway  should 
be  equipped  with  7  cars,  and  if  so  equipped  will  have  a  maximum  carrying  capacity 
of  about  3,000  per  hour. 

If  it  is  desired  to  operate  independently  of  the  United  Railroads  at  its 
maximum  capacity.  35  cars  will  be  required,  and  the  maximum  carrying  capacity 
will  be  12,000  per  hour,  but  in  this  event  it  will  be  necessary  to  construct  a 
temporary  terminal  on  Hamilton  Square  at  which  passengers  can  be  loaded  and 
unloaded. 

Should  it  be  decided  to  operate  the  road  in  conjunction  with  the  United 
Railroads,  it  would  be  necessary  that  additional  switches  be  installed  on  Fillmore 
street  at  Sutter  street,  O'Farrell  street,  Ellis  street,  Eddy  street,  Turk  street  and 
McAllister  street,  and  that  the  capacity  of  the  trolley  feeders  be  increased. 
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The  following  estimates  do  not  includ^e  the  cost  of  these  switches  nor  the  addi- 
tional trolley  feeders,  as  they  would  be  installed  by  the  United  Railroads. 

If  the  Fillmore  street  tunnel  is  not  constructed,  the  safe  carrying  capacity 
of  the  line  at  present  operated  over  Fillmore  street  hill  is  1,500  per  hour.

VAN  NESS  AVENUE  LINE. 

It  is  proposed  to  construct  a  double  track  street  railway  on  Van  Ness  avenue 
from  Market  street  to  North  Point  street,  a  distance  of  2.07  miles. 

Cars  can  be  operated  on  this  line  at  a  H -minute  headway,  making  the  maxi- 
mum carrying  capacity  12,000  passengers  per  hour. 

In  order  to  avoid  disfiguring  the  street  to  any  greater  extent  than  is  absolutely 
necessary  it  is  proposed  to  construct  this  road  with  the  track  centers  14'  6"  apart 
and  to  support  the  trolley  wires  by  means  of  reinforced  concrete  poles  in  the  center 
of  the  street.  These  poles  will  be  designed  so  as  to  present  a  pleasing  appearance 
and  will  be  constructed  so  that  electric  lamps  for  lighting  the  street  can  be 
mounted  on  each  pole,  thus  doing  away  with  the  necessity  of  maintaining  the 
present  gas  lamps  at  the  curb  line.  It  is  believed  that  by  doing  away  with  the 
poles  at  the  curb  lines  the  appearance  of  the  street  will  be  improved  rather  than 
injured  by  the  construction  of  the  proposed  railway. 

For  ordinary  operation  this  railway  should  be  equipped  with  12  cars  and  will 
have  a  maximum  carrying  capacity  of  3.000  per  hour.  It  is  desired  to  operate 
it  independently  of  the  United  Railroads  at  its  maximum  carrying  capacity  of 
12,000  per  hour,  62  cars  cars  will  be  required,  and  it  witl  also  be  necessary  to 
construct  a  loop  from  Van  Ness  avenue  and  Fell  street  to  Franklin  street,  thence 
to  Oak  street  and  thence  returning  to  Van  Ness  avenue  in  order  that  passengers 
may  be  loaded  and  unloaded  and  the  direction  in  which  cars  are  traveling  reversed 
without  interfering  with  the  headway. 

Should  it  be  decided  to  operate  the  road  in  conjunction  with  the  United  Rail- 
roads, it  will  be  necessary  that  connections  be  made  with  the  United  Railroads' 
tracks  at  Market  street  in  order  that  eastbound  cars  on  Market  street  can  be 
deflected  to  Van  Ness  avenue,  and  southbound  cars  on  Van  Ness  avenue  to  the 
westbound  tracks  of  the  United  Railroads  on  Market  street.  If  the  Fillmore  street 
tunnel  is  constructed,  additional  connections  between  the  United  Railroads'  tracks 
and  this  railway  will  not  be  necessary,  but  if  the  Fillmore  street  tunnel  is  not 
constructed,  turnouts  should  be  installed  at  Sutter  street,  O'Farrell  street,  Ellis 
street,  Eddy  street,  Turk  street,  McAllister  street  and  Hayes  streeet,  so  that  east- 
bound  cars  of  the  United  Railroads  can  be  deflected  into  Van  Ness  avenue  and 
southbound  cars  on  Van  Ness  avenue  can  be  deflected  to  the  westbound  United 
Railroads'   tracks.

POTRERO  AVENUE   LINE. 

Among  the  extensions  of  the  street  railway  system  reported  by  Mr.  Bion  J. 
Arnold  to  be  immediately  necessary,  is  the  construction  of  a  street  railway  along 
Potrero  avenue  (see  Part  II  of  Preliminary  Report  No.   10). 

Such  a  street  railway  will  be  raluable  in  connection  with  the  Exposition  in 
furnishing  transportation  to  persons  living  south  of  Market  street  and  after  the 
Exposition  will  furnish  additional  transportation  in  a  district  at  the  present  time 
much  in  need  of  such  transportation 

It  is  therefore  proposed  to  construct  an  extension  to  the  Van  Ness  avenue 
line  along  Market  street  from  Van  Ness  avenue  to  Twelfth  street,  thence  along 
Twelfth  street  over  Florida  street,  Mariposa  street  and  Potrero  avenue  to  Twenty- 
fifth  street,  a  distance  of  2.2  miles.  Along  Market  street  additional  tracks  will  be 
constructed  outside  of  the  tracks  of  the  United  Railroads. 

From  Twelfth  and  Mission  streets  to  Potrero  avenue  and  Twenty-fifth  street 
the  single  track  of  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  will  be  used  and  one  addi- 
tional track  will  be  constructed.  The  track  of  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  CTompany 
will,  however,  have  to  be  reconstructed  with  141-pound  grooved  girder  rails 
and  since  it  will  be  necessary  to  operate  northbound  Ocean  Shore  trains  over  the 
new  track  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct,  that  also  should  be  built  with  rails  of 
the  same  character. 

If  equipped  for  ordinary  operation,  13  cars  will  be  necessary  for  this  extension. 
For  traffic  during  the  Exposition  27  cars  will  be  required.  This  is  a  smaller 
number  of  cars  per  mile  than  is  recommended  for  Van  Ness  avenue  for  the  reason 
that  it  is  not  proposed  to  operate  cars  on  this  portion  of  the  line  under  so  short  a 
headway  as  on  the  northern  portion. 

Under  the  franchises  of  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  the  City  has  a 
right  to  operate  cars  of  a  municipally  owned  street  railway  over  the  tracks  of 
the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  from  Twelfth  and  Mission  streets  to  Vermont 
and  Army  streets  without  expense  for  cost  or  maintenance  of  track  to  the  City. 
The  City  also  has  the  right  to  require  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  to 
reconstruct  their  tracks  in  a  proper  manner.  The  following  estimate,  therefore, 
includes  only  the  cost  of  the  additional  track,  and  such  new  construction  as  will 
have  to  be  built  by  the  City,  and  does  not  include  the  outlay  necessary  to  be  made 
by  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  to  comply  with  its  franchise  requirements.

STOCKTON  STREET  TUNNEL  LINE. 

It  is  proposed  to  construct  a  doable  track  street  railway  on  Stockton  street 
through  the  proposed  Stockton  street  tunnel  from  Market  street  to  Columbus 
avenue,  a  distance  of  1.00  miles. 

If  the  Broadway  tunnel  is  constructed  a  turnout  should  be  installed  at  Broad- 
way so  that  cars  can  be  deflected  through  the  Broadway  line  described  below  and 
operated  over  the  tracks  of  the  Presidio  and  Ferry  Railroads  and  an  extension 
on  Franklin  or  Gough  street  to  the  Exposition.  In  the  event  of  this  being  done, 
cars  can  be  operated  on  the  Stockton  street  line  under  a  H -minute  headway, 
making  the  maximum  carrying  capacity  of  that  line  12,000  per  hour.  If  the 
Broadway  tunnel  is  not  constructed,  so  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  operate  cars 
over  Columbus  avenue  in  conjunction  with  cars  from  the  ferry,  the  capacity  of 
the  line  will  be  cut  in  half,  in  other  words,  reduced  to  6,000  per  hour,  provided 
arrangements  are  made  with  the  United  Railroads  to  cease  the  operation  of  the 
Broadway  and  Powell  street  lines  on  Columbus  avenue,  or  will  be  reduced  to 
4,000  per  hour  if  such  arrangements  cannot  be  made. 

For  ordinary  operation  that  portion  of  the  railway  from  Market  street  to 
Columbus  avenue  should  be  equipped  with  6  cars  and  will  have  a  maximum 
carrying  capacity  of  3,000  per  hour. 

If  it  is  desired  to  operate  the  road  independently  of  the  United  Railroads 
at  its  maximum  capacity  of  12,000  per  hour,  30  cars  will  be  required. 

Should  it  be  decided  to  operate  the  road  in  conjunction  with  the  United 
Railroads  it  wi}l  be  necessary  that  connections  be  made  between  the  tracks  at 
Stockton  and  Market  streets  and  the  United  Railroads'  tracks  on  Fourth  street. 
By  this  means  cars  can  be  operated  directly  from  Third  and  Townsend  streets 
to  the  Exposition.

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BROADWAY  TUNNEL  LINE. 

It  is  proposed  to  construct  a  double  track  street  railway  connecting  with  the 
Stockton  street  tunnel  line  at  Broadway,  running  thence  along  Broadway  through 
a  tunnel  to  Larkin  street,  thence  along  Larkin  tsreet  to  Vallejo  street,  where  con- 
nections will  be  made  to  the  tracks  of  the  Ferry  ft  Presidio  Railway,  a  distance 
of  .69  mile. 

For  operation  under  ordinary  conditions  this  line  shall  be  equipped  with  4 
standard  cars.  It  is  desired  to  operate  it  at  its  maximum  capacity,  independ- 
ently of  the  United  Railroads.  21  cars  will  be  required. 

In  discussing  the  use  of  this  route  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  no 
proceedings  have  yet  been  undertaken  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  construct 
this  tunnel.

UNION  STREET  LINE. 

It  has  been  proposed  that  the  city  shall  take  over  the  Union  street  line  when 
the  franchise  expires  in  December,  1913,  and  reconstruct  it  from  the  Perry  to 
the  Presidio.  The  length  of  double  track  route  which  is  covered  by  this  franchise 
and  will  be  useful  is  8.78  miles. 

The  estimate  given  below  is  made  upon  the  assumption  that  it  will  be  nec- 
essary to  tear  up  and  reconstruct  all  of  the  old  track,  to  purchase  new  cars  and 
construct  new  overhead  work.  However,  all  of  this  old  track  except  .487  mile 
from  Union  and  Pierce  streets  to  Gough  and  Baker  streets,  the  cars  and  most 
of  the  overhead  work,  is  in  such  condition  as  to  be  useful,  and  provided  arrange- 
ments can  be  made  with  the  present  owners  of  the  franchise  to  purchase  them 
at  a  reasonable  price  the  cost  of  construction  can  be  considerably. reduced. 

During  the  exposition  standard  cars  should  be  operated  on  this  line  from  the 
Ferry,  over  Columbus  avenue  to  Union  street,  and  thence  they  should  be  deflected 
along  Columbus  avenue  and  North  Point  street  to  Van  Ness  avenue.  A  discussion 
of  the  North  Point  street  extension  is  given  below. 

In  the  event  of  the  Broadway  tunnel  being  built  cars  from  the  Stockton 
street  tunnel  will  also  be  operated  over  the  tracks  of  this  line  from  Larkin  and 
Vallejo  streets  to  Union  and  Franklin  or  Gough  streets. 

For  operation  under  ordinary  conditions  this  line  should  be  equipi>ed  with 
12  standard  cars.  If  it  is  desired  to  operate  it  at  its  maximum  capacity  inde- 
pendently of  the  United  Railroads,  58  cars  will  be  required^  if  the  Broadway 
tunnel  is  constructed,  or  29  cars  if  this  tunnel  is  not  constructed. 

It  will  be  necessary,  in  order  to  operate  this  road  at  its  maximum  capacity, 
to  arrange  with  the  United  Railroads  to  cease  the  operation  of  the  Broadway  cars 
and  Powell  street  cable  cars  on  Columbus  avenue  during  such  period.  The 
capacity  of  the  road  is  estimated  at  12,000  per  hour  if  the  Broadway  tunnel  la 
constructed,  6,000  per  hour  if  it  is  not  constructed,  provided  suitable  arrange- 
ments can  be  made  with  the  United  Railroads  to  cease  operation  of  the  Broadway 
and  Powell  street  roads,  or  8,000  per  hour  if  the  Broadway  tunnel  is  constructed; 
4,000  per  hour  if  it  is  not  constructed,  and  arrangements  cannot  be  made  with 
the  United  Railroads  to  cease  operations  on   Columbus  avenue.

It  will  be  absolutely  necessary,  in  order  to  provide  transportation  which  can 
in  any  sense  of  the  word  be  considered  adequate,  to  construct  a  street  railway 
on  Chestnut  street  from  Van  Ness  avenue  to  Divisadero  street,  a  distance  of 
one  mile. 

During  the  daytime  cars  can  be  operated  over  this  extension  from  Van  Ness 
avenue  and  from  the  Ferry  to  deliver  passengers  near  the  main  gates  of  the 
Exposition.  During  the  evening  cars  can  be  operated  from  Van  Ness  avenue 
to  Fillmore  street  in  order  to  provide  transportation  for  persons  leaving  the  con> 
cessions  and  desiring  to  reach  the  Richmond  District. 

For  operation  under  ordinary  conditions  this  road  should  be  eqnipi>ed  with 
6  cars.  For  operation  independently  of  the  United  Railroads  at  maximum  capacity, 
30  cars  will  be  required.

CHURCH    STREET    LINE. 

In  Part  II  of  Preliminary  Report  No.  10,  Mr.  Bion  J.  Arnold  has  recom- 
mended the  construction  of  a  street  railway  along  Church  street,  into  the  hearily 
settled  Noe  Valley  District,  "which  he  states  (see  paragraph  22,  page  8),  "re- 
quires additional  service  perhaps  more  than  any  other  district  in  the  city". 

Means  of  overcoming  the  steep  grades  on  Church  street,  between  Eighteenth 
and  Twenty-second  streets,  by  means  of  a  short  diversion  at  Mission  Park  and 
a  tunnel  through  private  property  are  suggested  by  Mr.  Arnold.  This  method 
is  open  to  the  very  serious  objection  that  it  will  partially  destroy  the  Mission 
Park.  Other  means  of  accomplishing  the  same  purpose  have  also  been  suggested, 
but  before  the  best  method  can  be  determined  upon  it  will  be  necessary  to  make 
further  studies  of  the  contour  of  the  ground  and  the  cost  of  the  various  methods. 
These  studies  are  now  under  way  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to  report  on  them 
shortly. 

The  cost  of  opening  a  new  street  or  constructing  a  tunnel  should  be  borne 
by  the  property  owners  benefited  in  the  same  manner  as  that  proposed  for  the 
various  tunnels  now  under  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

In  the  event  of  means  being  found  to  provide  a  suitable  right  of  way  for 
the  road,  it  is  proposed  to  construct  an  extension  of  the  Van  Ness  avenue  line 
from  Market  and  Twelfth  streets  along  Market  street  to  Church  street,  thence 
along  Church  street  to  its  termination  at  Thirtieth  street,  a  distance  of  2.45  miles. 

For  operation  under  ordinary  conditions  this  road  should  be  equipped  with 
15  cars,  or  for  operation  at  capacity  sufficient  to  supply  adequate  transportation 
to  the  Exposition  on  days  of  maximum  attendance,  with  37  cars. 

On  account  of  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  method  of  overcoming  the  grades 
on  Church  street,  between  Eighteenth  and  Twenty-second  streets,  the  estimated 
cost  of  this  road  has  not  been  included  in  any  of  the  combinations  of  routes  given 
below.  Should  the  Board  of  Supervisors  decide  that  its  immediate  construction 
is  desirable,  its  estimated  cost  should  be  added  to  such  other  routes  as  may  be 
selected.

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POLK  STREET  LINE. 

The  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  Company  has  no  yronnd  within  the  Expo- 
sition which  can  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  city  for  terminal  purposes.  The 
United  Railroads,  howerer,  own  a  block  of  such  land  In  the  vicinity  of  their 
power  house  between  North  Point,  Beach,  Laguna  and  Buchanan  streets.  If 
suitable  arrangements  can  be  made,  the  United  Railroads  should  be  permitted  to 
extend  their  Polk  street  line  to  this  block  and  construct  a  terminal  thereon.  It 
would  also  be  an  advantage  if  turnouts  from  the  municipal  railways  could  be 
connected  with  this  extension  so  that  passengers  from  the  Ferry  or  Van  Ness 
avenue  might  be  landed  at  or  taken  away  from  that  terminal. 

No  estimate  of  the  cost  of  this  extension  is  included  in  this  report  for  the 
reason  that  the  United  Railroads  are  undoubtedly  better  informed  as  to  the  cost 
to  them  of  such  on  extension  than  is  this  office. 

TERMINALS. 

Unusual  difficulties  will  be  experienced  in  operating  these  roads  at  maxi- 
mum capacity  for  the  reason  that  at  times  all  of  the  passengers  carried  will  desire 
to  leave  the  cars  at  the  Exposition  grounds  and  at  other  times  practically  all  of 
the  passengers  carried  will  desire  to  board  the  cars  at  the  Exposition  grounds. 

This  condition  will  make  it  impossible  to  operate  the  ears  on  so  rapid  » 
headway  as  30  seconds  unless  proper  facilities  are  provided  for  loading  and 
unloading  passengers. 

It  is  proposed,  therefore,  to  construct  three-track  loops  as  follows: 
Van  Ness  avenue  and  North  Point  street — 

One  terminal  for  Ferries  and  Presidio  line. 
Chestnut  street  at  Franklin  or  Oough  streets — * 

One  terminal  for  Van  Ness  avenue  line. 

One  terminal  for  Franklin  or  Oough  street  line. 

One  terminal  for  Fillmore  street  line  via  Chestnut  street. 
Fillmore  street  near  Chestnut  street — 

One  terminal  for  Fillmore  street  line. 
Chestnut  and  Divisadero  streets — 

One  terminal  for  Van  Ness  avenue  via  Chestnut  street. 

One  terminal  for  Steiner  street  extension  to  Ferry  and  Presidio  line. 

The  cost  of  these  terminals,  including  ground  rental,  is  estimated  at  $18,000 
each.

Resolution  No.  9995  further  requests  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  report 
as  to  the  time  which  will  probably  be  required  to  build  and  equip  such  lines  as 
may  be  embraced  in  the  plan  suggested. 

Four  months  will  be  required  in  which  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications, 
so  that  contracts  can  be  entered  into  for  the  construction  of  cars  and  car  bams 
and  for  the  delivery  of  the  material  necessary  for  the  construction  of  the  roadbed, 
trolley  feeders  and  overhead  work.  It  is  proposed  to  enter  into  contracts  for  the 
construction  of  the  cars  and  car  barns  and  the  purchase  of  all  materials  as  soon 
as  plans  and  specifications  are  completed,  and  to  enter  into  contracts  for  the  oon* 
struction  of  the  roadbeds  as  soon  as  the  material  commences  to  arrive. 

The  Van  Ness  avenue  line  will  be  commenced  first,  then  the  Potrero  avenue 
extension  of  the  Van  Ness  avenue  line,  and  the  remaining  lines  as  fast  as  material 
arrives.  It  is  estimated  that  the  Van  Ness  avenue  line  can  be  completed  wltliiii 
12  months  after  contracts  for  the  delivery  of  material  are  entered  into,  and  the 
remaining  lines,  with  the  exception  of  the  Church  street  line,  in  16  months.  This 
will  make  the  time  required  for  the  construction  of  the  Van  Ness  avenue  line  16 
months  after  the  date  upon  which  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  is 
commenced,  and  for  the  remaining  lines  20  months. 
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The  above  estimates  are  based  upon  the  assumption  that  whatever  tunnels 
may  be  decided  upon  will  be  completed  at  sufficiently  early  dates  as  not  to  delay 
the  construction  of  street  railways  through  them;  that  no  unnecessary  delays  will 
be  permitted  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work;  that  the  policy  of  the  City  In  reference 
to  the  extent  and  t>'pe  of  construction  will  be  decided  upon  before  the  preparation 
of  plans  and  specifications  is  commenced,  and  once  decided  upon  will  be  followed 
without  change.  If  that  policy  is  not  fully  decided,  or  if  it  is  changed  after  the 
preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  has  been  commenced,  or  if  unnecessary 
delays  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  are  tolerated,  the  time  requqired  will  be 
increased  proportionately  to  such  delays  as  may  occur. 

As  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  is  to  open  on  February  20,  1915,  a  little 
over  22  months  from  the  present  date,  it  will  be  seen  that  it  is  imperative  that  the 
policy  of  the  City  concerning  these  lines  be  decided  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

It  is  suggested  that  as  soon  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  can  decide  upon  what 
street  railways  it  is  desirable  to  be  built  and  the  method  by  which  the  roads  shall 
be  operated,  means  be  found  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  this  office  a  sufficient 
lum  of  money  to  enable  it  to  proceed  with  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, so  that  as  soon  as  the  money  from  the  proposed  bond  issue  becomes  available, 
the  actual  work  of  construction  can  be  started.  The  preparation  of  these  plans 
and  specifications  would  cost  approximately  $15,000,  provided  no  changes  are  made 
in  the  policy  to  be  pursued  after  the  work  is  started.  If  such  changes  are  made, 
this  cost  will  be  increased  and  may  possibly  be  more  than  doubled. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  should  at  once  take  up  the  consideration  of  tunnels 
on  Fillmore  street  and  Broadway,  and  if  it  is  decided  to  construct  them,  should 
push  the  necessary  legal  proceedings  to  a  conclusion  with  all  possible  expedition.

BOND  ISSUE  FOR  MUNICIPAL  RAILWAYS. 

Following  the  receipt  of  the  foregoing  report  the  Board  of  Supervisors  initiated 
proceedings  for  a  bond  issue  of  $3,500,000  for  the  pun>ose  of  obtaining  funds  for 
the  construction  of  the  railways  described,  with  the  exception  of  the  proposed 
line  through  a  tunnel  at  Fillmore  street  which  was  deoned  inexpedient. 

On  April  29,  1918,  an  ordinance  was  introduced  and  finally  passed  on  May  12, 
determining  and  declaring  that  the  public  interest  and  necessity  demanded  the 
acquisition  and  construction  of  a  system  of  municipal  street  railways  over  and 
along  the  public  streets,  or  rights  of  way  from  The  Embarcadero  to  terminals  at  the 
Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  grounds,  and  the  Presidio  Military  Reser- 
vation; from  various  points  in  Market  street,  and  in  and  through  Stockton  street 
to  the  same  terminals;  from  Market  street  to  a  terminal  in  the  Potrero  District;  on 
Van  Mess  avenue,  and  from  such  avenue  along  connecting  streets  to  Church  street, 
and  along  Church  street  to  convenient  terminals;  along  California  street  from 
Thirty-third  avenue  to  First  avenue,  and  over  connecting  streets  to  Geary  street, 
and  for  such  extensions  and  additions  to  the  system  as  may  be  deemed  necessary, 
and  to  include  equipment  thereof,  appurtenances  thereto,  and  purchase  of  necessary 
lands. 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  charter  a  resolution  was  adopted 
on  April  28,  providing  that  offers  to  sell  to  the  city  any  street  railway  system 
operated  over  any  street  in  the  city  would  be  considered  by  the  Supervisors  on 
June  2.     No  offers  were  received. 

On  June  9,  a  resolution  was  adopted  reciting  that  plans  and  estimates  of  cost 
of  the  proposed  street  railways  had  been  filed  on  May  29,  and  declaring  that  the 
cost  would  be  too  great  to  be  paid  out  of  the  ordinary  revenue  of  the  City. 

On  July   14,  an  ordinance  was  finally  passed  calling  a  special  election  to  be 
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held  on  Augnist  26,  providing  for  a  bond  issue  to  the  amount  of  $3,500,000  for 
the  acquisition  or  construction  of  the  system  of  railways  described  in  the  initial 
resolution.  The  bonds  were  to  bear  five  per  cent  interest,  payable  semi-annually 
and  to  mature,  $100,000  on  December  1,  1918,  and  a  like  amount  thereafter  for 
85  years.  Of  the  total  amount  $525,000  were  to  be  of  $100  denomination, 
$1,050,000  of  $500  denomination  and  $1,925,000  of  $100,000  denomination. 

The  election  was  duly  held  on  August  26th  with  the  following  restilt: 

The  total  number  of  votes  cast  was  65,522. 

Votes  in  favor  of  the  issue  51,452. 

Votes  against  the  issue,  13,782. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  vote  authorizing  the  issue,  ordinance 
No.  2451  (New  Series)  was  finally  passed  authorising  the  issue  of  $3,500,000 
bonds  as  described  in  the  ordinance  calling  the  election. 

ACQUISITION  OP  PRESIDIO  AND  FERRIES  RAILWAY. 

On  December  10,  1913,  the  franchise  of  the  Presidio  and  Ferries  Railway 
Company  expired.  This  line  extended  from  the  Ferry  to  the  Presidio  and  covered 
one  of  the  routes  planned  for  the  municipal  railway  system.  The  taking  over  of 
this  railway  by  the  city  at  the  expiration  of  the  franchise  had  been  practically 
agreed  to  by  the  city  and  the  company.  The  details  of  the  purchase  are  fully  set 
forth  in  the  report  of  t^e  City  Attorney  published  in  this  volume. 

The  road  became  the  property  of  the  City  on  December  10,  1918,  at  midnight, 
and  thereafter  has  been  operated  by  the  City  as  a  municipal  railway. 

(The  details  of  the  construction  of  the  municipal  railway  to  July  1,  1914,  are 
to  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  City  Engineer  published  in  this  volume.) 

AGREEMENT  WITH  OCEAN  SHORE  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

In  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  municipal  railway  on  Potrero 
avenue  it  became  necessary  for  the  City  to  exercise  the  rights  reserved  to  the  City 
to  utilize  the  tracks  of  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  as  stipulated  in  the  franchise 
granted  to  that  company.  This  necessitated  the  reconstruction  of  such  tracks 
and  resulted  in  an  agreement  respecting  the  same  which  agreement  is  set  forth  in 
the  following  resolution: 

J.  R.  No.  1805. 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  make 
and  execute  an  agreement  between  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  » 
municipal  corporation,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  Ocean  Shore  Railroad  Company, 
a  corporation,  organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  California,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  said  agreement  being  as  follows: 

This  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  day  of  ,  1914,  by 

and  between  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  a  municipal  corporation,  party 
of  the  first  part,  and  Ocean  Shore  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  organized  and 
existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  party  of  the 
second  part, 

Witnesseth  that: 

Whereas,  The  said  party  of  the  second  part  is  the  owner  of  a  railroad  con* 
structed  pursuant  to  a  franchise  heretofore  granted  by  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  along  that  portion  of  Potrero  avenue  in  said  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  extending  from  where  said  roalroad  as  now  constructed  emerges 
from  the  property  line  of  that  certain  block  of  land  in  said  City  bounded  by 
Mariposa  street,  Potrero  avenue,  Eighteenth  street  and  Hampshire  street;  thence 
extending  southerly  along  said  Potrero  avenue  to  where  the  same  intersects  and 
crosses  Twenty-fifth  street;  which  said  railroad  as  constructed  at  the  present 
time  is  a  single-track  road  and  the  rails  used  in  such  construction  of  said  road 
are  of  the  pattern  known  as  "T"  rail;  and 
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Whereas,  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  is  about  to  construct,  maintain 
and  operate  a  municipally  owned  street  railroad  upon,  over  and  along  that  portion 
of  Potrero  avenue  occupied  by  the  above  described  single-track  railroad  beIonging» 
to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part ;  and 

Whereas,  The  party  of  the  first  part,  under  a  contract,  by  Ordinance  hereto* 
fore  made  and  entered  into  between  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  and  the  prede* 
cessor  in  interest'  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  was  granted  the  right  to 
use  free  of  cost  to  said  party  of  the  first  part,  the  road,  track  and  bed  of  the 
hereinbefore  described  railroad,  for  the  operation  of  a  municipally  operated  street 
railway;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  party  of  the  second  part  desires  to  have  the  above  described 
railroad  constructed  upon  the  alignment  now  occupied  upon  the  above  described 
portion  o(  Potrero  avenue  in  harmony  with  all  its  details  with  the  standard  construe* 
tion  heretofore  adopted  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and 

Whereas,  An  additional  single-track  railroad  will  have  to  be  constructed  upon, 
over,  along  and  across  said  Potrero  avenue,  parallel  to  the  railroad  tracks  of  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part  in  order  that  said  railroad  tracks  of  the  said  party 
of  the  second  part  may  be  used  by  the  party  of  the  first  part  for  the  operation 
of  a  municipally  owned  street  railroad,  which  additional  single-track  railroad  said 
party  of  the  first  part  proposes  to  construct  at  its  own  cost  and  expense ;  and 

Whereas,  The  reconstruction  of  said  portion  of  said  railroad  which  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part  desires  to  have  reconstructed  can  be  more  efficiently  and 
economically  performed  at  the  same  time  that  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  is 
constructing  its  railroad  on  Potrero  avenue,  to  which  end  it  has  been  agreed  by 
and  between  the  parties  hereto  that  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  at  the  time 
and  in  the  manner  it  so  constructs  the  said  railroad  on  Potrero  avenue,  will  recon- 
struct the  railroad  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  thereupon ; 

Now  therefore,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  promises  and  agree* 
ments  herein  contained,  the  parties  hereto  severally  covenant  and  agree  as  follows: 
That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  at  the  time  it  constructs  its  street  railroad  on 
Potrero  avenue  will  reconstruct  the  line  of  railroad  of  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part  upon  that  portion  of  Potrero  avenue  hereinbefore  described;  that  the  same 
shall  be  constructed  in  all  respects  in  harmony  with  the  standard  of  construction  of 
the  above  described  additional  track,  paralleling  the  tracks  of  the  said  party  of 
the  second  part,  and  that  all  of  said  material  and  all  of  said  labor  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part; 

In  consideration  therefor  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  does  hereby  agree 
to  pay  to  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April,  1915, 
the  sum  of  thirty-two  thousand  six  hundred  and  one  and  48-100  (82,601.48) 
dollars,  and  if  said  sum  is  not  so  paid,  then  it  shall  bear  interest  from  said  date 
at  the  rate  of  seven  (7)  per  cent  per  annum  until  paid. 

It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall, 
at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  construct  and  install  a  second  track  parallel  to  the 
track  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  on  that  portion  of  said  Potrero  avenue 
above  referred  to;  that  it  will  also  install  all  track  special  work,  turnouts,  cross- 
overs and  overhead  construction  which  may  be  necessary  to  enable  trains  of  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part  to  cross  over  from  its  own  tracks  to  the  tracks  of 
the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  from  the  tracks  of  the  part  of  the  first  part  back 
to  the  tracks  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  when  completed,  both  at  Eighteenth 
street  and  Potrero  avenue  and  at  Twenty-fifth  street  and  Potrero  avenue,  as  well 
as  all  crossings  that  may  be  necessary  at  all  points  where  the  track  of  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  intersects  and  crosses  over  the  said  tracks  <of  the  said  party 
of  the  second  part,  and  all  special  work  and  switches  and  overhead  construction 
necessary  in  connection  therewith  so  as  to  enable  and  permit  the  road  of  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  to  cross  over  the  track  and  line  of  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  where  found  and  deemed  necessary  for  that  purpose.  Said  double 
track,  when  constructed  on  Potrero  avenue,  shall  be  jointly  used  by  the  said  party 
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of  the  first  part  and  the  said  party  of  the  aecond  part,  under  such  reasonable 
regulations  as  to  such  operation  as  will  be  just  and  equitable. 

t  It  being  further  understood  and  agreed,  that  from  thne  to  time,  as  the  recon- 

struction of  the  said  railroad  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  progresses,  the  party 
of  the  first  part  will  deliver  to  said  party  of  the  second  part  on  Potrero  avenue, 
alongside  of  the  reconstructed  tracks,  such  rails,  rail  joints,  cross  ties  and  other 
material  removed  from  the  present  roadbed  of  the  party  of  the  second  part,  as  may 
be  of  value. 

It  being  further  understood  and  agreed  that  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
shall  remove  the  85  steel  trolley  poles  now  in  use  by  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part  on  Potrero  avenue  between  Mariposa  street  and  Twenty-fifth  street,  and  shall 
set  these  jioles,  together  with  47  new  steel  trolley  poles  of  the  same  kind  and 
character,  which  will  be  furnished  by  the  said  party  of  the  scond  part,  at  the  curb 
lines  of  Potrero  avenue,  and  shall  furnish  and  install  span  wires  and  other  over- 
head construction  and  shall  support  from  said  span  wires  the  trolley  wires  of  said 
party  of  the  second  part  over  the  railroad  belonging  to  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  and  shall  furnish  and  suspend  from  said  span  wires  a  trolley  wire 
over  the  railroad  belonging  to  said  party  of  the  first  part;  and  the  said  party  of 
the  second  part  agrees  that  in  the  event  all  or  any  of  said  85  steel  trolley  poles  now 
standing  on  Potrero  avenue  shall  be  found  to  be  so  depreciated  by  rusting  or 
otherwise,  as  to  be  unsuitable  for  further  use  in  supporting  the  overhead  trolley 
wires,  to  furnish,  at  its  own  cost  and  exi>en8e,  suitable  new  steel  trolley  poles  to 
replace  said  depreciated  trolley  poles. 

It  being  further  understood  and  agreed  that  in  reconstructing  the  trolley  wire 
of  the  party  of  the  second  part  over  the  railroad  belonging  to  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  and  in  constructing  a  trolley  wire  over  the  railroad  belonging  to  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part,  as  aforesaid,  the  party  of  the  first  part  will  so  arrange 
said  trolley  wires  and  the  feeder  cables  therefor  so  that  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  can  connect  its  trolley  wire  south  of  Twenty-fifth  street  to  said  trolley 
wires,  and  electric  current  may  flow  from  said  trolley  wires  on  Potrero  avenue  to 
said  trolley  wire  south  of  Twenty-fifth  street,  and  said  party  of  the  first  part 
will  permit  said  party  of  the  second  part  either  to  make  such  a  connection  between 
said  trolley  wires  on  Potrero  avenue  and  said  trolley  wires  south  of  Potrero 
avenue  and  to  draw  electric  current  from  said  trolley  wires  on  Potrero  avenue, 
for  the  purpose  of  operating  its  railroad  south  of  Twenty-fifth  street,  under  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  just  and  equitable,  or,  in  the  event  that  for  any 
reason  it  shall  be  found  undesirable  to  permit  of  this  connection,  will  i)ermit  the 
party  of  the  second  part  to  use  one  of  the  underground  ducts  which  said  party  of 
the  first  part  proposes  to  install  in  Potrero  avenue  between  Mariposa  street  and 
Twenty-fifth  street  for  the  purpose  of  installing  an  electric  feeder  cable  which  may 
be  used  to  deliver  electric  current  to  said  trolley  wire  south  of  Twenty-fifth  street 
without  expense  to  said  party  of  the  second  part. 

It  being  further  understood  and  agreed  that  after  completion  said  double-track 
roadbed,  including  the  pavement  between  the  rails  and  on  two  (2)  feet  on  each 
side,  and  the  overhead  construction  necessary  and  appurtenant  thereto  shall  be 
jointly  maintained  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  and  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  each  paying  one-half  of  the  cost  of  said  maintenance. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  said  parties  hereunto  have  caused  these  presents  to 
be  executed  the  day  and  year  first  hereinabove  written.

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FINANCIAL   REPORT   OP   MUNICIPAL  RAILWAYS. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  chart«r  a  special  flnancial  report  of 
the  operation  of  the  municipal  railway  as  a  public  utility  was  prepared  by  public 
accountants  employed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

This  report  covering  the  operation  of  the  municipal  railways  to  January  1, 
1915,  is  as  follows: 

San  Francisco,  California,  April  10,   1915. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Finahce  Committee,   Board  of  Supervisors,   San  Francisco, 
California. 

Gentlemen : 

In  consonance  with  general  instructions  and  in  particular  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Article  XII,  Section  16,-  Paragraph  3,  of  the  Charter  referring  to 
books  of  account  of  public  utilities,  there  is  submitted  herewith  a  financial  report 
of  the  Municipal  Railway  showing  that  the  net  profit  on  operation  for  the  period 
from  January  1,  1914,  to  December  81,  1914,  is  $216,541.25.  That  after  deducting 
the  comparison  charges  for  services  rendered  by  other  departments  of  the  Municipal 
Governments,  for  insurance  and  for  taxes, — thus  showing  the  accounts  as  if  the 
Railways  were  owned  by  a  private  corporation, — ^the  net  profit  is  $112,475.79.  In 
the  comparison  charge  there  is  included  $98,047.46  for  Federal,  State  and  Municipal 
taxes,  and  $6,018.00,  the  estimated  value  of  service  rendered  to  the  Railway  by 
other  Municipal  Departments.  Adding  to  the  profits  of  the  year  1914,  those  of  the 
Geary  Street  Division  for  the  year  1918,  the  total  profit  for  two  years,  i.  e.,  since 
the  beginning  of  operations,  December  28,  1912,  to  December  31,  1914,  has  been 
$301,887.05 — or,  after  deduction  of  comparison  charges,  $157,780.26. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  $48,971.20  was  taken  from  the  Surplus 
Account  (earnings)  of  the  Municipal  Railway  and  transferred  to  the  General  Fund 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.

Article  12,  Section  16,  Paragraph  8,  provides: 

"The  City  and  County,  when  owning  any  public  utility  shall  keep  the  books 
of  account  for  such  utility  distinct  from  other  City  and  County  accounts  and  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  show  the  true  and  complete  financial  results  of  such  municipal 
ownership.  *  *  *  if  any  service  shall  be  furnished  *  *  *  without  charge, 
the  accounts  shall  show  *  *  *  the  value  of  such  service,  and  also  the  value 
of  such  similar  service  rendered  by  the  public  utility,  to  any  other  municipal 
department  without  charge.  Such  accounts  shall  also  show  reasonable  allowance 
for  interest,  depreciation  and  insurance,  and  estimates  of  the  amount  of  taxes  that 
would  be  chargeable  against  such  property  if  owned  by  a  private  corporation.  The 
Supervisors  shall  cause  to  be  printed  annually  for  public  distribution  a  report 
showing  the  flnancial  results,  in  form  as  aforesaid.     *     *     *" 

The  accounts  are  maintained  in  the  Bookkeeping  Department  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works,  as  prescribed  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  as  nearly  as 
practicable.

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S.  p.  Company's  Depot  Franchise 


The  Southern  Pacific  Company  being  desirous  of  erecting  a  new  depot  at 
Third  and  Townsend  Streets,  and  to  re-arrange  its  tracks  between  Third  and 
Seventh  Streets,  filed  its  application  for  a  franchise  so  as  to  permit  the  carrying 
out  of  this  improvement.  The  matter  was  considered  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  various  times  during  the  year  1913  and 
in  November  10,  1913,  a  bill  was  passed  to  print  (Bill  No.  2760)  that  was  not 
acceptable  to  said  company.  A  copy  of  said  bill  can  be  found  at  page  218  of  the 
printed  Journal  of  Proceedings.  On  March  3,  1914,  the  matter  came  up  for 
further  discussion  and  a  number  of  amendments  were  made  to  the  bill  originally 
passed  to  print.  For  a  copy  of  the  amendments  and  the  discussion  thereon  see 
Journal  of  Proceedings  at  pages  221  to  224. 

On  March  16  there  was  a  further  debate  on  the  bill  for  which  see  Journal 
of  Proceedings,  pages  246  to  249. 

On  March  28  Ordinance  No.  2683  (New  Series)  was  finally  passed  and  was 
approved  by  the  Mayor  on  March  26,  1914. 

The  following  is  the  text: 
BILL  NO.  2760.  ORDINANCE  NO.  2683.  (New  Series.)  Providing  for  a 
grant  and  granting  to  Southern  Pacific  Company,  a  railroad  corporation,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  certain 
standard-gauge  railroad  tracks  under,  over,  along  and  across  certain  streets, 
avenues,  alleys,  places  and  propertira  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco,  State  of  California. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  That  the  right  of  way  be  and  is  hereby  granted  unto  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company,  a  railroad  corporation  incorporated  under  laws  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  and  having  its  principal  office  and  place  of  business  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  and  to  its  successors  and  assigns, 
for  the  term  of  forty  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance,  except 
as  otherwise  herein  provided,  said  corporation  having  more  than  fifty  miles  of 
railroad  actually  constructed  and  in  operation — to  use  the  portions  of  streets, 
avenues,  alleys,  places  and  properties  hereinafter  mentioned  and  described,  for 
railroad  purposes  as  hereinafter  set  forth;  and  to  that  end  said  Southrn  Pacific 
Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  is  hereby  granted  the  right  to  construct, 
maintain  and  operate,  by  means  of  steam,  electricity,  or  other  motive  power  au- 
thorived  by  law,  the  following  described  standard-gauge  railroad  tracks  upon,  along, 
across  and  over  the  portions  of  said  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  places  and  properties 
hereinafter  described,  ui>on  the  route  of  and  traversed  by  said  railroad,  and  the 
right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  all  necessary  side-tracks,  turnouts, 
switches,  crossings,  spur-tracks,  yard  tracks,  depot  tracks  and  terminal  tracks  and 
facilities,  and  to  connect  any  or  all  of  the  tracks  hereinbefore  or  hereinafter  de- 
scribed with  the  main  line  or  lines  of  railroad  operated  by  said  company,  all  as 
hereinafter  set  forth: 

First:  Beginning  at  four  points  in  the  existing  passenger  train  double 
tracks  and  freight  train  double  tracks  of  said  Southern  Pacific  Company  at  or  near 
the  intersection  of  Seventh  and  Berry  streets;  thence  in  a  northerly  direction,  on  a 
curve  to  the  right,  crossing  Berry  street  with  five  tracks,  into  and  across  yards 
and  property  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  crossing  King  street  in  a  northerly 
direction  on  a  curve  to  the  right  with  five  tracks;  crossing  Sixth  street  between 
Townsend  and  King  streets  with  twenty-one  tracks;  crossing  Fifth  street,  between 
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Townsend  and  King  streeto,  with  twenty-two  tracks;  and  crossing  Fourth  street 
between  Townsend  and  King  streets  with  fourt«en  tracks. 

Second:  Beginning  at  two  points  in  the  existing  freight  train  double  tracks 
in  the  southeasterly  line  of  Berry  street  near  Seventh  street;  thence  in  a  northerly 
direction,  on  a  curve  to  the  right,  crossing  Berry  street  with  two  tracks,  across 
the  yards  and  property  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  to  the  southeasterly  line 
of  King  street  between  Sixth  and  Seventh  streets;  thence  northeasterly  along  King 
street;  crossing  Sixth  and  Fifth  streets  with  two  tracks;  thence  continuing  along 
King  street  in  a  northeasterly  direction,  crossing  Fourth  street  with  three  tracks,  to 
the  southwesterly  line  of  Third  street;  also  a  cross-over  track  connecting  the  said 
tracks  on  King  street  with  tracks  on  the  property  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company 
in  the  block  bounded  by  Berry,  King,  Third  and  Fourth  streets,  said  cross-over 
extending  in  a  southwesterly  direction  across  King  street  from  a  point  near  Third 
street  to  a  point  in  the  southeasterly  line  of  said  King  street  approximately  300 
feet  southwesterly  thereon  from  the  southwesterly  line  of  Third  street;  also  a 
single  or  double  track  cross-over  connecting  the  said  tracks  on  King  street  with 
tracks  on  the  property  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  in  the  block  bounded  by 
King,  Berry,  Sixth  and  Seventh  streets,  extending  in  a  southerly  direction  across 
King  street  and  Sixth  street  from  a  point  approximately  one  hundred  and  seventy 
feet  northeasterly  from  the  northeasterly  line  of  Sixth  street  to  a  point  near  the 
south  comer  of  King  and  Sixth  streets. 

Third:  Also  tracks  beginning  at  two  points  in  the  existing  freight  train 
double  tracks  in  Channel  street  near  Seventh  street;  thence  in  a  northerly  direc- 
tion on  a  curve  to  the  right  into  and  across  the  yards  and  property  of  the  South- 
em  Pacific  Company,  crossing  Berry  street  between  Sixth  and  Seventh  streets  with 
five  tracks;  crossing  Sixth  street  between  Berry  and  King  streets  with  eight 
tracks;  crossing  Fifth  street  between  Berry  and  King  streets  with  nine  tracks; 
crossing  Fourth  street  between  Berry  and  King  streets  with  eleven  tracks.  Also 
a  single  or  double  track  crossover  extending  in  a  westerly  direction  across  King 
street  from  a  point  in  the  southeasterly  line  thereof  distant  thereon  approximately 
190  feet  southwesterly  from  the  southwesterly  line  of  Fourth  street,  to  a  point  in 
the  northwesterly  line  of  King  street  approximately  four  hundred  feet  southwesterly 
from  the  southwesterly  line  of  Fourth  street. 

Fourth:  Also  tracks  beginning  at  two  points  in  the  existing  freight  train 
tracks  near  the  intersection  of  Seventh  and  Channel  streets;  thence  in  a  north- 
erly direction  on  a  curve  to  the  right  crossing  Channel  street  with  two  tracks 
into  and  across  the  yards  and  property  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company;  thence 
continuing  in  a  northeasterly  direction,  crossing  Sixth  street  between  Berry  and 
Channel  streets,  with  seven  tracks;  Fifth  street  between  Perry  and  Channel  streets 
with  seven  tracks;  Fourth  street  between  Berry  and  Channel  streets  with  seven 
tracks;  thence  into  private  property  of  said  Southern  Pacific  Company. 

Fifth:  Also  tracks  beginning  at  three  points  in  the  existing  tracks  in  private 
property  at  their  intersection  with  the  southerly  line  of  Division  street  between 
Kansas  street  and  Vermont  street;  thence  northeasterly  on  a  curve  to  the  left 
crossing  Division  street  with  three  tracks  into  and  along  Townsend  street;  thence 
northeasterly  along  Townsend  street  crossing  Eighth  street  with  three  tracks, 
Seventh  street  with  four  tracks.  Sixth  street  with  two  tracks,  Fifth  street  with 
two  tracks  and  Fourth  street  with  one  track  into  and  upon  the  property  of  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company  near  the  northerly  corner  of  Fourth  and  Townsend 
streets. 

Of  the  above  described  tracks  on  Townsend  street  one  track  shall  be  laid  with 
the  center  line  of  track  thirteen  feet  northwesterly  from  and  parallel  with  the 
southeasterly  line  of  Townsend  street,  and  the  other  track  shall  be  laid  with  the 
center  line  of  track  twenty-one  feet  six  inches  southeasterly  from  and  parallel  with 
the  northwesterly  line  of  Townsend  street,  between  Eighth  street  and  Fourth 
street^  so  that  there  shall  be  a  distance  of  forty-eight  feet  between  the  center  line 
of  tracks;  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  reserves  the  right  to  grant  pep- 
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mission  to  any  company  to  lay  down  tracks  or  to  construct  a  municipal  railway 
in  the  strip  left  vacant  between  the  tracks  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  on 
Townsend  street  at  any  time  in  the  future,  upon  undertaking  to  keep  said  thirty- 
nine  foot  strip  in  repair. 

Sixth:  Also  a  single  or  double  track  beginning  at  a  point  in  the  last  above 
mentioned  tracks  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  Division  and  Townsend  streets; 
thence  easterly  on  a  curve  to  the  right  crossing  Division  street  with  one  track; 
crossing  Eighth  street  with  two  tracks,  into  and  across  the  yards  and  property 
of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  crossing  King  street  between  Seventh  and 
Division  streets  in  an  easterly  direction  with  two  tracks,  crossing  Berry  street 
between  Seventh  and  De  Haro  streets  with  two  tracks;  thence  continuing  in  an 
easterly  direction  and  connecting  with  the  existing  passenger  train  double  tracks  on 
Seventh  street  near  its  intersection  with  Channel  street. 

Seventh:  Also  upon  and  along  Jewett  street;  and  across  any  and  all  inter- 
vening streets,  lanes,  avenues,  alleys,  places  and  properties  along  the  route  of 
the  tracks  described  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs. 

Section  2.  The  foregoing  rights,  privileges  and  easements  are  hereby  granted 
upon  the  following  terms,  conditions  and  obligations  all  and  each  of  which  are 
hereby  consented  and  agreed  to  by  and  on  behalf  of  said  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany, its  successors  and  assigns,  viz.: 

a.  .  Fourth  street  and  all  other  public  streets  mentioned  herein  shall  remain 
open  public  streets  subject  to  public  use,  except  that  Fourth  street  may  be  tem- 
porarily closed  to  permit  the  arrival  and  departure  of  trains  at  the  depot  at  Third 
and  Townsend  streets  when  trains  are  too  long  to  be  acconmiodated  in  the  space 
between  such  depot  and  Fourth  street.  A  flagman  shall  always  be  stationed  at 
Fourth  and  Townsend  streets  and  at  Fourth  and  King  streets;  and  at  such  other 
street  crossings  as  may  hereafter  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

b.  A  street  is  to  be  opened  to  public  use,  of  the  same  width  as  Fourth  street, 
distant  one  hundred  eighty-seven  and  one-half  feet  southwesterly  therefrom  and 
parallel  thereto  to  extend  from  Townsend  to  Berry  street,  and  a  flagman  is  to  be 
stationed  at  either  end  thereof. 

c.  The  Southern  Pacific  Company  shall,  when  directed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  erect  umbrella  sheds  across  Fourth  street  paralleling  its  main  line 
tracks,  the  same  to  be  constructed  so  as  to  offer  the  least  possible  obstruction  to 
traffic,  and  to  be  so  constructed  and  maintained  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  or  such  other  department  of  the  government  of  the  City  and 
County  as  may  have  control  of  its  public  streets. 

d.  The  said  Southern  Pacific  Company  shall,  within  one  year  from  the  date 
of  taking  effect  of  this  Ordinance,  construct  with  approaches  a  steel  frame  passage- 
way or  viaduct  sufficient  to  accommodate  pedestrian  traf&c  over  the  roadway  of 
Fourth  street  from  Townsend  street  to  King  street,  elevated  a  distance  to  permit  the 
passage  of  trains  thereunder,  such  location  and  construction  to  be  according  to 
plans  and  specifications  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  shall  be 
maintained  by  said  Southern  Pacific  Company  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  Board 
or  other  department  of  the  government  of  the  City  and  County  having  control  of 
its  public  streets. 

e.  The  grantee  of  this  franchise,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  furnish 
and  maintain  such  street  lights  in  addition  to  those  ordinarily  maintained  by  the 
City  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  upon  and  along  those  portions  of  the  various 
streets  in  which  the  railroad  tracks  hereinabove  described  shall  be  constructed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Southern  Pacific  Company  (in  addition  to  the 
Charter  requirements)  to  keep  in  repair  the  streets  crossed  by  said  tracks  between 
Townsend  and  Channel  streets,  and  from  and  including  Fourth  street  to  and 
including  Sixth  street  (except  that  portion  of  Fourth  street  required  to  be  kept 
in  repair  by  the  United  Railroads  of  San  Francisco) ;  and  also  Eighth  street  be- 
tween Townsend  street  and  Division  street;   it  being  understood  that  this  should 
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not   apply  to   Berry  street  between   Third  street   and   the  i)oint  midway   between 
Sixth  and   Seventh  streets. 

f.  The  tracks  of  said  Railway  Company  shall  be  laid  flush  with  the  level 
of  the  street  wherever  the  same  shall  have  been  graded,  so  as  to  offer  as  little 
obstruction  as  practicable  to  the  crossing  thereof  of  vehicles;  and  it  is  provided 
further  that  nothing  in  this^  ordinance  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  the 
proper  authorities  of  the  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  from  maintaining 
and  exercising  the  same  jurisdiction  over  the  streets,  and  portions  of  streets, 
covered  by  this  franchise  which  they  are,  or  shall  be,  authorized  hereafter  by 
law  to  exercise  over  public  streets  in  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

g.  Said  Southern  Pacific  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  lay 
and  maintain  all  the  tracks  of  said  railroad  on  Townsend  street,  and  on  all 
other  streets  on  which  such  tracks  run  upon  and  along  the  same,  flush  with 
the  surface  of  said  streets,  will  rails  of  approved,  grooved,  girder  type,  where 
and  when  directed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  whenever  the  same  is  or 
shall  be  graded  to  the  official  grade  and  in  such  manner  as  to  offer  as  little 
obstruction  as  practicable  to  the  free  use  thereof  by  the  public  and  by  vehicles. 

h.  Upon  a  failure  to  fully  observe  the  conditions  herein  imposed,  after 
thirty  days*  written  notice  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  all  rights,  privi- 
leges and  easements  herein  granted  shall  cease  and  terminate. 

i.  Whenever  so  directed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  said  Southern 
Pacific  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  grade,  curb  and  pave  to 
official  grade  such  of  said  streets  or  portions  of  said  streets  as  may  be  legally 
required  of  it  under  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  or  the  street  improvement 
laws  and  that  no  objection  shall  be  interposed  by  the  said  Southern  Pacific 
Company,  to  such  grading,  curbing,  paving  or  other  work  or  improvement;  and 
the  said  Southern  Pacific  Company,  in  consideration  of  this  grant,  hereby 
waives  its  right  to  object,  as  a  property  owner  or  otherwise,  to  the  doing  of 
any  such  grading,  curbing,  paving  or  other  work  or  improvement,  provided 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  gives  the  said  Company  six  months'  notice  of  its 
intention  to  require  such  grading,  curbing,  paving  or  other  proposed  im- 
provement. 

Section  8.  In  case  the  property  of  the  grantee  erected  or  maintained  in 
the  streets  herein  named  shall  ever  be  acquired  or  sought  to  be  acquired  by 
any  governmental  or  public  authority,  no  value  on  account  of  any  right  or 
privilege  herein  granted  shall  be  claimed  by  or  paid  to  the  grantee,  but  all 
such  rights  and  privileges  shall  pass  to  such  governmental  authority  as  suc- 
cessors in  interest  to  said  grantee  subject  to  the  conditions  herein  set  forth; 
and  no  value  shall  attach  to  any  right  or  privilege  herein  grouted  or  be  asserted 
or  claimed  by  said  grantee  for  rate  fixing  purposes. 

Section  4.  No  right,  privilege  or  easement  herein  granted  shall  be  con- 
strued as  an  abrogation  of  the  police  powers  of  the  City  and  County  or  as  a 
relinquishment  of  such  control  over  its  streets  and  thoroughfares  as  may  be 
necessary  to  be  exercised  at  any  time  to  promote  the  public  safety  and  con- 
venience, and  all  Ordinances  now  in  effect  or  that  may  be  hereafter  enacted 
relating  to  the  public  streets  shall  bo  given  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  5.  The  rights  hereby  granted  are  upon  the  express  conditions  pre- 
scribed in  and  by  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and 
especially  in  and  by  Subdivision  28  of  Section  1,  Chapter  II,  Article  II,  thereof. 
The  character  and  general  arrangement  of  all  structures  herein  referred  to, 
the  materials  of  which  they  are  to  be  built,  and  all  work  of  whatsoever  kind 
or  character  done  under  this  franchise  upon  public  streets  or  highways,  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  except  to  the  extent  that  such  authority  is  vested 
in  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California. 

Section  6.  This  franchise  shall  be  accepted  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  said   Southern   Pacific   Company,   and  filed   in   the   office  of  the 
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Clerk  of  the  Supervison  before  any  right  under  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
exercised. 

Section  7.  This  Ordinance  shall  go  into  effect  upon  the  expiration  of 
sixty  days  from  the  date  it  becomes  final  either  (a)  by  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
(b)  without  his  approval  by  the  expiration  of  the  time  prescribed  by  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  within  which  the  Mayor  may 
disapprove  it,  or  (c)  by  its  passage  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  over  the 
objections  of  the  Mayor  in  the  event  of  such  disapproval. 

In  connection  with  the  passage  of  the  foregoing  ordinances  certain  stipu- 
lations were  made  between  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  and  the  City  and 
County  which  were   expressed  in  the  following  resolutions: 

RESOLUTION   NO.   10721.    (New   Series.) 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment with  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  whereby  said  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany agrees  to  execute  a  deed  conveying  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco certain  portions  of  a  private  way  known  as  the  Bernal  Cut  occupied  by 
the  said  Company,  said  agreement  providing  for  certain  obligations  to  be  as- 
sumed by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  connection  therewith. 
Said  deed  provided  for  in  such  agreement  to  be  placed  in  escrow,  to  be  de- 
livered to  the  Mayor  upon  the  acceptance  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company 
of  a  certain  franchise  this  day  passed  to  print. 

Adopted — Board  of  Supervisors,  San  Francisco.  March  2,  1914. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  10752.  (New  Series.) 

WHEREAS,  Bill  No.  2760,  Ordinance  No.  2683,  granting  a  certain  fran- 
chise to  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  a  railroad  corporation,  has  this  day 
been  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco,  State  of  California,  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  one  of  the  considerations  mentioned  in  the  said  franchise 
are  certain  requirements  for  the  performance  of  street  work  by  said  Southern 
Pacific  Company  set  forth  in  Subdivision  "i"  of  Section  2  of  said  Bill  and 
Ordinance,  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  said  provisions  said  Southern  Pacific  Company  might 
be  required  forthwith  to  regrade  Townsend  street ;    and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  desirous  to  permit  said  Southern  Pacific  Company  to  put 
down  its  tracks  upon  the  present  grade  of  said  Townsend  street  at  this  time 
if  so  desired  by  said  Company. 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  hereby  declares 
that  it  is  the  intention  of  said  Board,  and  the  authorities  of  said  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  not  to  require  the  regrading  of  said  Townsend  street 
under  said  provisions  of  said  franchise  until  after  five  years  from  the  date  of 
said  franchise. 

Adopted — Board  of  Supervisors,   San  Francisco,  March  23,    1914, 

There  was  an  attempt  to  invoke  the  referendum  on  this  ordinance,  but 
failed  on  account  of  insufficiency  of  signatures  to  the  petition.  See  Journal 
of  Proceedings,  page  628. 
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In  addition  to  the  matters  set  out  in  the  appendix  to  this  volume  a  fur- 
ther record  of  the  activity  of  the  municipal  departments  may  be  summarised 
as  follows: 

TWIN  PEAKS  TX7HNEL. 

On  July  28,  1913,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  filed  its  report  covering  the 
plan  of  construction  of  the  Twin  Peaks  Ridge  Tunnel,  the  estimated  cost  of 
which  was  f3, 094, 289.23.  Accompanying  the  report  was  given  the  boundaries 
of  the  district  and  the  amount  of  the  assessment  imposed  against  each  parcel 
of  land  therein.  The  report  consisted  of  127  pages  of  typewritten  matter, 
71  pages  of  maps  and  47  sheets  of  detailed  drawings.  There  were  16,189 
separate  assessments.  A  force  in  the  City  Engineer's  office  labored  upon  this 
report  for  more  than  a  year.  For  a  summary  of  the  report  see  Municipal 
Record,  Volume  VI,  No.  31,  July  31,   1913. 

FILLMORE   STREET  TUNNEL. 

A  voluminous  report  covering  the  proposed  construction  of  a  tunnel  in 
Fillmore  street  was  filed  by  the  City  Engineer  early  in  September.  The  esti- 
mated cost  was  f2, 914, 002. 87.     Subsequently   the  proceedings  were  abandoned. 

OITT  HALL  CONSTRUCTION. 

The  cornerstone  of  the  new  building  was  laid  with  appropriate  ceremonies 
on  October  25,    1913.      (See   Municipal   Record   of   Oct.    30.) 

Rapid  progress  was  made  in  the  construction  of  the  City  Hall  during  the 
year.  Nearly  all  of  the  land  required  for  the  civic  center  was  acquired.  Monthly 
progress  reports  can  be  found  in  the  Municipal  Record.  Reference  for  detailed 
information  is  made  to  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  this 
Volume.  When  the  structure  is  fully  completed  a  complete  history  thereof 
will  be  published  in  these  reports. 

MUNICIPAL  OPERA  HOUSE. 

On  November  10,  1913,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Ordinance  No. 
2508  (New  Series)  accepting  an  offer  of  $850,000  for  a  Municipal  Opera  House 
in  the  Civic  Center  tendered  by  the  Musical  Association  of  San  Francisco. 
On  November  20,  the  Mayor  returned  the  ordinance  without  his  approval.  The 
message  giving  his  reasons  for  withholding  his  signature  to  the  measure  can  be 
found  in  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  November  24,  and  also  in  the  Municipal 
Record  of  November  27,  1913.     The  veto  was  sustained  on  December  20,  1918. 

HETCH  HETCHY  MATTERS. 

On  December  11,  1913,  received  news  from  Washington  that  Congress  had* 
passed  an  act  granting  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco  rights  to  construct  water 
storage  reservoirs  in  the  Hetch  Hetchy  and  other  privileges,  A  delegation  of 
city  officials  consisting  of  Mayor  Rolph,  Supervisor  Alexander  Vogelsang,  City 
Engineer  M.  M.  O'Shaughnessy,  City  Attorney  Percy  V.  Long  and  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  John  S.  Dunnigan,  had  been  at  Washington  for 
several   weeks   working   assiduously    for    this   project.      The    news    was   received 
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with  enthusiasm  and  the  return  of  the  delegation  on  December  23  was  observed 
by  a  fitting  reception.  A  history  of  this  achievement  and  a  detailed  report 
covering  the  work  of  securing  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  Supply  is  in  prepara- 
tion and  will  be  published  in  the  next  Volume  of  these  reports. 

REMOVAL  OF  0EMETEBIB8. 

On  January  6,  1914,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Ordinance  No.  2597, 
providing  for  the  removal  of  all  human  remains  in  the  cemeteries  within  the 
city.  On  January  17,  the  Mayor  approved  the  ordinance  and  submitted  a 
message  setting  forth  the  reasons  for  his  approval.  At  the  same  time  he  an- 
nounced  his  intention  of  availing  himself  of  the  right  to  submit  the  ordinance 
to  a  vote  of  the  people  for  their  approval  or  rejection.  Accordingly  the  ordi- 
nance was  submitted  at  the  election  on  November  8,  and  was  decisively  de- 
feated and  subsequently  the  Supervisors  repealed  the  ordinance.  For  a  copy 
of  the  ordinance  and  Mayor's  message  see  Municipal  Record  of  Jan.  22,   1914. 

IMPORTANT  REPORT. 

Early  in  1913,  the  City  Engineer  filed  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a 
''Report  on  the  Underground  Water  Supply  of  San  Francisco."  It  was  a 
voluminous  report  and  the  result  of  an  exhaustive  examination  of  the  subject.
